To  attain  this  end 
much  labour  and  care  have  been  bestowed,  many  reliable 
authorities  have  been  consulted,  and  lecent  events  and  explora- 
tions have  afforded  the  opportunity  of  adding  several  names  of 
places  not  hitherto  found  in  any  similar  compilation. 

The  work  not  only  embraces  descriptions  of  the  different 
countries  of  the  globe,  their  various  physical  aspects,  political 
divisions,  location  of  their  principal  towns,  etc.,  but  it  possesses 
also  the  two  important  features  of  giving  the  pronunciation 
and,  in  very  many  cases,  the  etymology  of  the  geographical 
names. 

The  pronunciation  is  exhibited  in  a  phonetic  form,  the 
words  being  syllabicated  and  accentuated  in  a  manner  easy  to 
be  understood.  The  meanings  and  etymologies  of  the  names 
form,  it  is  believed,  a  novel  feature  of  the  book,  and,  it  is 
hoped,  will  add  to  its  interest  and  value.

The  genend  appearance 
ef  the  country  Is  that  of  a  ruggea  elevated 
table-land  intersected  by  ranges  of  rocky 
precipitous  hills  and  deepraTlnes.  Some  of 
the  mountains  in  the  S. w.  attain  an  elera- 
tlon  of  more  than  15,000  ft.,  and  are  snow- 
elsd  at  the  summit  The  chief  rivers  are 
the  tfareb,  the  Takaxsye  or  Atbara,  snd 
the  Abai  or  Blue  River.  Owing  to  the  moun- 
tainous nature  of  the  country,  the  climate 
is  mors  temperate  than  might  be  expected 
fhnn  its  latitude;  but  the  heat  in  the  lower 
▼alleys  is  Intense.  From  April  to  September 
occur  those  heaTy  rains  which  tend  to  pro* 
duce  the  overflowing  of  the  Mile.— Though 
■itnated  between  the  tropics,  the  prod  uctlont 
of  Abysilnla  resenble  thoseof  the  temperate 
soBi,  and  In  tho  oentnil  and  ■outhtm  parti 
th«  loQ  li  M  ftrtlle,  that,  vith  little  ei* 


pense  of  human  labour,  three  harvests  are 
yielded  annually.  The  chief  objects  of  cul- 
ture sre  wheat,  barley,  millet,  malae,  snd  a 
kind  of  grain  cslled  (4^,  smaller  than  mus- 
tard-seed, but  making  an  agreeable  bread. 
The  papyrus  is  here  indigenous,  as  in 
Egypt ;  and  the  balm  of  Oilead  and  myrrh 
are  also  found.  Among  the  domestic  ani- 
mals msy  be  mentioned  the  Oalla  ox,  dis- 
tinguished for  the  enormous  length  of  its 
horns.  The  horse  is  used  only  for  war,  the 
beasts  of  burden  being  mules  uid  asnes. 
Among  the  wild  animals  are  the  buffalo, 
two-homed  rhinoceros,  elephants,  etc  The 
hippopotamus  and  Uie  crocodile  abound  in 
the  lakes  and  rivers. — Abyssinia  seems  to 
have  been  peopled,  at  a  very  early  period, 
by  a  colony  from  the  opposite  shores  of 
Arabia.  In  the  year  888  the  inhabitents 
were  converted  to  Christianity,  their  gene- 
ral tenets  being  those  of  the  Greek  Church, 
received  from  the  patriarch  of  Alexandriaj 
with  which  have  since  been  ineorporatea 
many  Jewish  and  pagan  ceremonies.  When 
this  region  first  became  known  to  the 
Portuguese,  It  was  raled  by  an  absolute 
monareh ;  but  his  empire  gradnally  fell  to 
pieces,  and  is  now  divided  into  several 
states,  the  three  principal  being  Tigi-4, 
Amhara  or  Gondar,  and  Shoe.  The  people 
belong  to  several  distinct  races,  and,  ac- 
cording to  Dr  Blanc,  may  be  divided  into 
two  leetions—the  tillers  of  the  soil  and  their 
parasites;  the  letter  being  the  priests, 
soldiers,  and  beggars.  The  peasants  are  an 
industrious  but  despised  class;  the  priests 
are  Usv,  ignorant,  and  very  ntimerous; 
the  soldiers  are  the  curse  of  the  land,  and 
live  by  exaction  and  plunder;  and  the 
b^gars  swarm  everywhere.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  peculiarly  isolated  condition 
in  which  the  Abyssinian  nation  has  existed 
for  ages,  Europeaiis  knew  little  regarding 
it  or  the  geography  of  the  country  until  the 
year  1868,  when  a  British  military  expedi- 
tion, under  Sir  Robert  Napier,  penetrated 
400  miles  inland,  in  order  to  effect  the  re- 
lease of  a  number  of  Englishmen  and  others 
(about  sixty  in  all),  who  were  detained  as 
prisoners  in  the  fortress  of  Magdala  by 
Theodore,  the  self-styled  Emperor  of  Abys- 
sinia. The  object  of  the  expedition  was 
safely  and  successfully  accomplished,  and 
large  additions  were  at  the  same  time  made 
to  various  departments  of  knowledge.

Desert,  a  vaat  elerated  gravelly  tract, 
studded  with  immense  aones  of  arid  sand 
ridges,  interspersed  with  spots  of  fertile 
beauty  known  as  oases.  The  central  belt

magnificent  inland  seas  or  lakes  of  fVesh 
water,  which  are  fed  by  countless  streams, 
whose  sources  are  In  the  surrounding  moun- 
tains, where  rain  prevails  for  about  eight 
months  of  the  year.  The  chief  mountains 
of  Africa  are  the  Atlas  chain  In  the  N.; 
the  Kong  and  the  Cameroons  in  the  W., 
the  Mossamba  and  the  Mienweld  in  the  S.: 
the  Bine  Mountains,  Kilimanjaro,  ana 
Kenia,  near  the  equator;  and  the  Abya* 
ainian  mountains  in  the  E.  The  most  im- 
portant rivers  are  the  Nile,  Congo  or  Liv- 
ingstone, Niger,  Benej^I,  Gambia,  and 
Zambesi;  and  the  principal  lakes  are 
Tchad,  Albert  Njransa,  Victoria  Nyanaa, 
Tanganyika,  Dangweolo,  and  Nyasaa.— The 
climate  in  the  open  table-lands  Is  distin* 
gnlshed  by  excessive  heat,  but  on  the  whole 
Is  healthy.  The  E.  and  W.  coasts  are  infested 
by  malaria,  and  are  unhealthy  to  Europeans. 
In  the  8.,  especially  around  Cape  Colony 
and  Natal,  the  climate  is  delightftil.—- The 
geographical  and  political  divisions  of  the 
Afnean  continent  are  nnmerous,  and  vary 
aeoordlDg  as  one  standard  or  another  is 
foltowed.

Central 
A/riea  8.  of  lAs  Eqwaior,  our  knowledge  of 
which  is  being  gradually  enlarged  by  the  ex- 
plorations of  the  traveUers  already  named. 
— Varions  distinct  races  people  this  con- 
tinent. The  Inhabitants  of  Egypt,  Nnbia, 
and  Abyssinia,  appear  to  have  come  from 
Syria  and  Arabia.  Carthage  was  founded 
by  a  PhoBnician  colony,  and  other  regions 
of  the  north  were  peopled  by  Medes,  Per- 
slans,  and  Armt^niana.  In  the  7th  century 
of  the  Christian  era,  the  Mohammedan 
Arabs  subdued  the  north  of  Africa;  and 
their  descendants,  under  the  name  of  Moom, 
constitute  a  great  part  of  the  existing  popu- 
lation. Western  and  Central  Africa,  from 
the  Senegal  to  the  Zambezi  valley,  are 
occupied  by  Negroes,  apparently  a  distinct 
and  indigenous  race.  Sonthwud  of  this, 
to  the  extremity  of  the  continent,  the 
country  is  peopled  by  Kaffirs,  Hottentots, 
and  Bushmen.  Nearly  all  the  races  of 
Africa  are  in  a  state  of  barbarism ;  with 
a  few  exoeptiona,  they  are  either  Mo-

It  is  bounded  on  the  N.  by  the 
Arctic  Ocean,  W.  by  the  North  and  South 
Padflc  Ocean,  8.  by  the  Southern  Ocean, 
and  £.  Inr  the  North  and  South  Atlantic 
Ocean.  Its  area,  including  islands.  Is  esti- 
mated at  nearly  16,000,000  sq.  m.,  and  Its 
Cp.  at  94,834;000.  lU  length  from  Grant 
md  In  the  N.  to  Cape  Horn  in  the  8.  is 
about  lO/XX)  m.,  and  its  ayerage  breadth 
8000  m.  This  yast  continent  consists  of 
two  great  peninsulas  and  a  central  part, 
named  respectiyely  North,  South,  and  Cen- 
tral Amenca^—It  has  been  oontended  that 
North  America  was  known  to  the  Northmen 
in  the  11th  century.  They  ere  asserted  to 
haye  been  in  the  habit  of  sending  yessels 
to  Baflkn  Bay  and  Lancaster  Sound  for  the 
purpose  of  fishing.  But,  be  that  as  it  may, 
there  is  no  doubt  whateyer  that  till  the 
oloee  of  the  16th  century  the  diaooyery  of 
America  was  unknown  to  southern  and 
western  Europe.  On  the  8d  of  August 
1499,  Christopher  Columbus,  a  natiye  of 
Genoa,  In  the  eerylce  of  Spain,  sailed  In 

a  nest  of  a  western  passage  to  India,  and  on 
lie  19th  October  arriyed  at  San  Salyador, 
one  of  the  Bahama  Islands.  In  his  second, 
third,  and  fourth  yoyages,  he  made  many 
important  discoveries;  first  touching  the 
American  continent  on  the  Ist  August  1496L 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Orinoco.  In  1497  and 
1498,  John  and  Sebastian  Cabot,  employed 
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hj  Uenrj  YII.  of  Engluid,  dlMorend  New- 
foaadiftnd.  and  toareraed  a  Lirg«  extent  of 
coast.  These  diseoveries  excited  the  most 
eager  cniiosity  in  Europe.  The  vast  regions 
which  they  opened  up  seemed  to  exceed  any 
of  the  great  continents  hitherto  known; 
while  the  annsnal  aspects  of  natnra  led  the 
beholders  to  regard  it  as  a  New  World, 
which  bad  risen  bat  recently  under  the 
Creator's  hand.  Forests  of  unknown  trees, 
surpassing  in  extent  and  magnificence  all 
that  had  been  seen  before ;  vast  mountain- 
ranges,  with  a  ringle  exception  the  loftiest 
on  the  globe,  rirers  which  rolled  to  the 
ocean  with  the  msjestj  of  seas,— these  were 
the  sublime  features  of  this  Western  World. 
Its  animals  differed  no  less  from  those  with 
which  Europeans  were  fkmiliar,  and  it  ap- 
peared to  be  inhabited  br  a  peculiar  rsoe  of 
buraan  beings.  Its  soil  teemed  with  the 
choicest  productions;  and  mines  of  the 
precious  metids  offered  the  tempting  pros- 
pect of  immediate  and  incalculable  wealth. 
The  maritime  nations  of  Europe  were  not 
slow  to  take  possession  of  these  wondrous 
ragions.  In  1881,  the  celebrated  Fernando 
Cortes  oonqnered  Mexico,  whence  the  autho- 
rity of  Uie  Spanish  monarch  was  qnlcklr  ex- 
tended over  a  great  portion  of  the  aouuiem 
continent  In  1686,  the  French  explored 
the  shores  of  the  Gulf  of  8t  Lawrenoe;  and 
in  168i,  the  unfortunate  Sir  Walter  Raleigh, 
by  founding  a  settlement  in  Virginia,  took 
the  first  step  in  the  planting  of  the  great 
British  colonies  which  now  fbrm  the  United 
States  of  North  America. 

AxnerioA,  Oentnl,  eonsista,  geographl> 
eally,  of  the  long,  narrow,  and  irregular 
strip  firam  the  Isthmus  of  Tehuantepec, 
at  the  S.  of  the  Onlf  of  Mexico,  to  the  nar- 
rowest part  of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama; 
golitlcally  it  may  be  eonsidered  to  em- 
race  the  eountry  between  Mexico  and 
Colombia  or  New  Granada,  extending 
fVom  93*  9(K  to  81*  80"  W.  long.  It  is 
about  900  m  in  length,  with  a  breadth  of 
tnm  70  to  860  m. ;  an  area  estimated  at 
188,879  sq  m.,  vith  a  pop.  of  3,750,000.  The 
mountains  of  Central  Ainerica  are  in  three 
distinct  groups.  Tin.,  the  Hondnraa  and 
Nicaragua  group,  the  Costa  Rica  group,  and 
the  group  of  Guatemala.  The  latter  has 
more  aetlwe  Tolcanoes  than  any  other  coon- 
try  of  equal  area,  except  Jara.  Of  these, 
theYolean  de  Agua,  so  called  from  emitting 
torrents  of  water  and  stones  instead  of  fire, 
is  said  to  be  16.000  ft.  in  eleratlon.  The 
centre  of  the  country  consists  of  a  high 
table-land,  areraging  about  6000  ft.  abore 
the  sea,  with  a  eomparatlTely  temperate 
climhte;  but  the  coast  region,  espeelaUy 
the  eastern,  is  low,  hot,  and  unhealthy. 
Earthquakes  are  Tery  ft^aent,  and  tn  eon- 
sequence  the  towns  geneimlly  consist  of 
bmidiiigt  only  one  stonr  high.  The  soil  is 
extremely  fertile,  yielding  abniidantly  all 
the  prodoetioni  both  of  tropleal  and  tern- 
pofftk  cllmttM;  iht  ttaylot  of  tb«  oooatrj 


are  indigo,  cochineal,  sarsaparilla,  hides, 
mahogany,  dye-woods,  sugar,  cotton,  cocoa, 
and  Peruvian  balsam.  There  are  rich  and 
productive  mines  of  the  precious  metals, 
with  copper,  iron,  lead,  nickel,  sine,  anti- 
mony, etc,  and  the  pearl-oyster  is  found  on 
the  cosst.  Central  America  became  inde- 
pendent in  1821,  and  was  subsequently  in- 
corporated with  Mexico;  but  in  1838  it  was 
formed  into  a  separate  confederation.  This 
was  finally  dissolved  in  1647,  and  since  that 
date  the  states  of  Guatemala,  St  Salvador, 
Honduras,  Nicaragua,  and  Costa  Rica,  have 
been  Independent  republics.  The  Mosquito 
Territory  extends  along  the  weet  of  the 
Caribbean  Sea,  and  now  belonga  to  Nicara- 
gua. The  governments  of  the  Central 
American  republics  are  modelled  on  that  of 
the  United  States,  and  consist  of  a  presi- 
dent, senate,  and  house  of  representatives. 
The  established  religion  is  the  Roman- 
catholic,  but  complete  toleration  exists. 
Central  America  presents  in  many  places 
very  extensive  and  interesting  ruins,  prov- 
ing the  occupation  of  the  country  by  a 
people  fltr  advanced  in  civilisation  and  the 
arts  long  before  it  was  conquered  by  the 
Spaniaidi.  [St  QoaiemaUb,  Nloaxagoft, 
etc.J 

Ainerioa,  Morth,  extends  from  abont  16* 
to  abont  83*  N.  (including  the  islands  of  the 
Arctic  Ocean),  and  from  66*  to  168*  W.  Its 
length  from  N.  to  S.  is  about  6600  m  ;  its 
breadth  about  8000  ra.;  Its  area  8^800,000 

3.  m.  Its  pop.  is  estimated  at  upwards  of 
.400,000.  Nearly  three-fourths  of  it  are  in 
the  N .  temperate  sone ;  the  remainder  being 
about  equally  divided  between  the  N.  frigid 
and  torrid  cones.  It  is  broad  and  expanded 
towards  the  N.  (approaching  Asia  within  48 
miles  at  Behring  Strait),  and  narrows  to- 
wards the  S.  Its  N.  coast  is  broken  by  the 
Gulf  of  Boothia,  Coronation  Gulf,  Franklin 
Bay,  Liverpool  Bay,  etc. ;  its  W.  coast  is  in- 
dented by  Kotsebue  Sound,  Norton  Sound, 
Bristol  Bay,  Cook  Inlet,  and  Gulf  of  CaU- 
fomia;  its  E.  coast  by  the  Gulf  of  Mexico^ 
Chesapeake  Bay,  the  Bay  of  Fnndy.  and  the 
Gulf  of  St  Lawrence.  The  Gulf  of  Mexico 
and  Hudson  Bay  are  the  only  eonsiderable 
inlets  of  the  ocesn.  There  are  three  chief 
mountain-ranges— the  West  Coast  Range, 
extending  from  the  extremity  of  the  penin- 
sula of  Alaska  to  California  near  the  shores: 
the  range  of  the  Rocky  Mountains  eonttoued 
In  the  Monnt^ns  of  Mexico  and  Central 
America;  and  the  Alleghany  or  App»- 
laehian  Monntalns  near  the  E.  coast.  The 
W.  is  mostly  an  elevated  table-land;  the 
plains  are  the  shores  of  the  Guif  of  Mexico, 
the  Atlantic,  and  Hudson  Bay,  the  baslas  of 
the  Missouri,  Mississippi.  OhtOjand  the  line 
of  the  north-western  lakes.  From  Great 
Bear  Lake,  on  the  antle  elrele.  8.K.  to  Lake 
Ontario,  there  is  a  rsmarkable  series  of 
flresh-water  lakes,  bstweea  the  last  two  of 
which  are  the  megnlflesnt  Falls  of  Nlsgank 
This  greet  oentiiieBt  is  wetertd  by  uuj 
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importaat  riT«ra»  among  which  may  be 
•niUD«rated  the  Great  Fiah  Rirer,  Copper- 
mine Maekensie,  Yokon,  Simpaoo,  Fraaer, 
Saakatebewan,  Bed  RiTer,  8t  Lawrence, 
Minonri.  MIialMippi,  Rio  Grande  del 
Norte,  and  tbe  Rio  ColoFtdo.— The  climate, 
aa  a  matter  of  eonrae,  rariea  Tory  much, 
being  extremely  serere  In  the  M.,  char- 
aoteriaed  by  oold  wintera  and  bot  lainmen 
in  the  middle  region^  and  dellghtftil  on 
the  elevated  Uble-lands  of  tbe  8.  Except 
in  the  extreme  N^  where  the  intenae  and 
long^oontlnoed  cold  caoaea  aterillty,  the 
aoil  Ib  fertile;  there  are  extenslTe  primi- 
tive foreata,  and  rich  allnTial  plalnai  with 
large  rirert  navigable  far  inland,  forming 
altogether  a  vaat  region  more  admirably 
adapted  for  agrlenlture  and  commerce  than

as  Indians,  existed  in  the  state  of  sa 
At  present,  tbe  number  of  tbese  rude  trf 
scattered  over  the  continent  is  rapidly  di- 
minishing. In  the  extTBme  north  are  found 
the  dwaraah  tribes  of  the  Eaquimanx,  ap-

Awiin^i  Booth,  extends  fVom  11*  S(K  N.

In  no  part  of  tne  world 
are  the  featnrea  of  nature  bolder  or  more 
marked  than  In  B.  America.

The  gigantic 
Aadta  are  the  longeat  unbroken  range  of 
lolly  ■onunlts  on  the  globe.  They  extend 
about  6400  m.  from  th«  Strait  of  M*- 
gullaii  to  the  Isthmut  of  Panama,  and 
riM  tat  above  the  region  of  perpetual  snow, 
tnelodBg  t»hl«-U»di  wboaa  g«ii«»l  elev»- 
llM  ItMOO  ft.  fthovt  thclfvei  of  th6  oMaa. 


Gotopaxi,  one  of  the  loftiest,  and  the  most 
dreaded,  of  all  the  volcanoes  of  the  Andes, 
Is  described  by  Humboldt  as  a  perfect  cone, 
covered  to  an  enormous  depth  with  snow, 
which  shines  with  a  daasling  splendour  at 
sunset.      Chimborazo,   whose   summit   ia 
81,440  ft.  above  the  level  of  tlie  sea,  was  at 
one  time  supposed  to  be  the  loftiest  of  the 
Andes ;  but  it  is  now  known  to  be  lower 
than  the  peaks  of  Aconcagua  (23^10),  Ba- 
hama (22,860),  ParinacoU  (22,080),  Goala- 
teiri  (21,980),  and  Pomsrane  (21,700).    The 
mountalna  and  table-lands  of  Tibet  may 
surpasa  those  of  S.  America;  but  Us  streams 
are  unrivalled.    The  Amaxon,  Maranon, 
or  Orellana,  which  Is  narigable  for  above 
2000  m.,  rollfi  eastward  through  a  space 
of  about  4000  m.,  expanding,  before    it 
reaches  the   Atlantic,   under   the   equa- 
tor, into  an  estuary  180  m.  wide.     Next 
to   It   in   magnitude    is    the   La    Platn, 
which,  at  Buenos  Ayres,  200  m.  from  its 
mouth,  is  alwut  80  m.  broad:  and,  after  a 
southerly  course  of  nearly  2360  m.,  pours 
its  waters  Into  the  Atlantic  by  a  magnlfl- 
cent  estuary,  160  m.  wide.    The  Orinoco, 
a  much  smaller  stream,  enters  the  Atlantic 
to  the  south  of  Trinidad,  by  about  fifty 
channels,  after  a  course  of  1480  m.    It  Is 
navigable  for    abont   1000  m.   from   its 
mouth,  and  in  the  beginning  of  Its  coarse 
forms  a  remarkable  communication  by  the 
Casaiquiari  with  the  Rio  Negro,  a  tributary 
of  the  Amaxon.— In  8.  America  the  clim- 
ate varies  with  the  elevation  no  less  than 
with  the  latitude.    Under  the  equator  the 
lower  limit  of  perpetual  snow  is  at  the 
height  of  16,800  ft    The  vegetable  produc- 
tions of  different  regions  of  the  globe  are 
found    in    regular    succession,     as    the 
traveller  ascends  fh>m  the  level  of  the 
ocean  to  the  summit  of  the  Andes.

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XT  N.  lat.,  and  lOS*  and  100*  E.  long.,  and 
is  aboot  S80  m.  in  langth,  with  a  hroadth 
lary tog ftwn about 80 to 800m.

Tobacco  is  Tery  generally 
grown.  Tonqnin  is  the  only  put  of  the 
amplTB  known  to  be  rich  in  metals;  It 
ptodnoea  lanpe  quantities  of  gold,  sityer.

by  Chinese.  The  people  of  Tonqaln  and 
Coebla-China  sre  nmUar  in  person,  man- 
aara,  sad  religion,  to  those  or  China;  but 
ttiara  la  a  ssTage  dark  race,  called  the  Moi, 
tahabitiag  the  monntalna  ol  the  Interior, 
who  are  bollsTed  to  be  the  or^nal 
naUras  of  the  country.  The  Loi,  another 
BM»ntaia  race,  are  a  strong  and  well-formed 
people,  with  reddish  complexions.  Gkna- 
rally  speaking,  the  Ansmese  are  of  short 
atabira,  but  muscular,  with  round  face 
aad  oliTC  complexion.  They  excel  In 
shipbuilding,  their  Tassels  exhibiting 
courtderable  taste  aad  skill  in  construc- 
tico:  but  they  are  mostly  dependent 
on  China  ibr  mannteetared  articles,  and 
great  part  of  the  Internal  trafBe  is  carried 
on  by  asttlars  flrom  that  country.

Arabia,  d-riffte-d  (from  anAah,  a  barren 
place  or  wilderness),  an  extensive  country 
in  the  S.W.  of  Asia,  bounded  on  the  N.  bv 
Asiatic  Turkey;  £.  by  the  Persian  Gulf 
and  Gulf  of  Oman;  S.  by  the  Arabian  Sea 
and  Gulf  of  Aden;  and  W.  by  the  Red  Sea 
and  the  Isthmus  of  Suez.  It  lies  between 
12*  40^  snd  84*  N.  lat.,  and  89*  80^  and  60* 
E.  long.  It  extends  about  1600  m.  flrom  N. 
to  S.,  and  1800  m.  (h>m  E.  to  W.  The  area 
is  estimated  at  968,104  sq.  m.,  and  the  pop. 
at  8,700,000,  but  very  little  is  known  of  the 
interior  of  the  country.  By  the  ancients 
Arabia  was  divided  into  three  unequal 
portions — Arabia  P^ttrwa,  on  the  N.  of  the 
Red  Sea;  Arabia  Felix,  or  the  Happy, in 
the  S.W. ;  and  Arabia  Deterta  compnidng 
the  central  and  eastern  parts.  This  parti- 
tion, however,  is  unknown  to  the  Araoians 
themselves,  and  the  usual  interpretation 
of  Arabia  BUrtta  by  Stonjf  Arabia  Is 
founded  on  a  mistake.  It  derived  Its 
name  fh>m  the  now  deserted  town  of 
Petim,  and  not  because  the  district  was 
mors  stony  than  the  rest  of  Arabia.  By 
the  modems  the  country  Is  partitioned 
into  six  districts,  vU.,  Hedjas,  Yemen, 
El-Hasa,   N^d,  Oman,  and   Hadramaut 


The  most  remarkable  fisature  of  Arabia 
is  the  vast  extent  of  sandy  deserts  which 
surround  its  eleyated  interior,  diverslfled 
onlv  by  a  few  spots  of  fertility  called  oa»e§ 
or  idaads.  The  districts  on  the  ooast  are 
fertile  and  beautiful,  prodnoing  the  tama> 
rind,  the  Indian-fig,  the  date-palm,  the 
oottOB-ehrab,  the  pomegranate  and  oraage 
trees,  the  coflho-shrab,  aad  the  amyrit  opo- 
balsamum.  which  yields  the  celebrated 
balm  of  Meoea.  Arabia  baa  long  been 
fkmed  for  the  abandanee  of  its  edorifewme 
plaats.— The  most  noted  of  the  domeiCle 
animals  are  the  horse  and  the  eamel;  the 
latter  U  by  tbt  nattraa  ealled  emphatleally 
tbtahlpoflhadflawt.  OftbtwfHaiifaBaU^

a  more  eettled  life,  and  ei\}oy  the  benefits 
of  eommeroe;  the  ralnable  pearl-iisheriee 
of  the  Persian  Onlf  are  principally  in  their 
hands.  Yemen  is  the  finest  district;  it  is 
the  natiTe  eoantiy  of  the  oofifee-plant.  The 
proTS.  Hedjas  and  Yemen,  on  the  Red  Sea, 
and  El-Hasa,  on  the  Persian  Onlf,  are  por- 
tions of  the  TnAish  Empire.  The  religion 
of  Mohammed,  who  was  bom  at  Mecca  a.d. 
fi69,  la  profiBsaed  throoghont  Arabia,  as  well 
as  generally  OTer  the  East.  His  native 
city,  and  Medina,  which  eontains  his  tomb^ 
attract  rest  crowds  of  pilgrims.  About  the 
middle  of  the  eighteenth  oentnry,  a  sect 
ealled  the  Wahabees  sprang  op  In  Arabia, 
who  rejected  tbe  dlrlne  hononrs  paid  to 
Mohammed,  conirtdaring  him  cmly  an  In- 
q»lred  prophet,  and  holding  as  their  peculiar 
tenet  that  God  alone  should  be  adored. 
They  had  at  one  time  orermn  nearly  all 
Arabia;  but  Mohammed  All,  pasha  of 
Egypt,  and  bis  son  Ibrahim,  drore  them 
frnn  Mecca  and  Medina,  capturing  their 
ehiei;  Abdallah,  who  was  beheaded  at 
Constantinople  In  1819.  Riadh,  in  the  In- 
terior, Is  the  capital  of  the  sect,  which  Is 
still  nnmerons.

Lieutenant  Parr,  and  eight  men  of  the  Nares 
Expedition,  reached  the  higher  latitude  of 
88"  90^  26^'  by  sledges  across  the  hummock- 
ridges  of  the  Palaocr  jrstic  Sea.  To  Captain 
M'Clnre  belongs  the  honour  of  having  set 
at  rest  all  doubts  regarding  a  North-West 
Passage  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific

The  paw^tat,  or  grass- 
coTcred  prsiries,  form  the  most  character- 
istic feature  of  La  PlaU.  West  of  the 
Parand  River  these  stretch  for  hundreds 
of  miles  in  all  directions.  The  pror.  of 
Buenos  Ayres,  excepting  in  the  fiur  south, 
where  there  is  a  hilly  range,  is  one  yast 
lerel  plain,  clothed  with  rich  herbage,  over 
which  roam  countless  herds  of  cattle, 
horses,  snd  fiocks  of  sheep.  In  this  proy. 
there  are  three  great  lines  of  railway 
gradually  extending  into  the  country, 
which  affords  admirable  facilities  for 
their  construction.  The  central  proys. 
spontaneously  produce  cochineal,  dye- 
woods,  gums^  resins,  barks  for  tanning, 
and  aromatic  and  medicinal  plants.  The 
orange-tree,  dtron-tree,  peach-tree,  fig-tree, 
as  well  as  an  immense  number  of  other 
fruit  trees,  grow  in  the  forest  state.  The 
yine  is  cultlyated  in  the  proys.  of  San 
Juan,  La  RloJa,  Salta,  and  Catamarca,  and 
produces  excellent  wine.  Tobacco  is  culti- 
yated  in  the  central  and  northern  prove. 
Mines  of  gold,  sllyer,  copper,  lead,  and 
other  precious  metals  abound  in  the  cen- 
tral and  northern  proys.  The  goyemment 
is  based  on  the  federal  system.  Esch  proy. 
has  its  own  goyemor  and  legislature,  on  the 
model  of  the  United  Sutes.— The  cap. 
is  Buemot  Ayrta,  on  the  Rio  de  la  Plata.

Aastralia,  aus-trorie^  (the  southern 
land),  the  larg^it  island  in  the  world,  Ilea 
between  10*  40"  and  88*  IS' S.  lat,  and  be- 
tween 118*  and  153*  89^  E.  long.  It  is  sepa- 
rated, on  the  N.,  flrom  Papua  or  New  Guinea 
by  Torres  Strait ;  and,  on  the  8.,  fi-om  Tas- 
mania by  Bass  Strait.  Its  length  from  £. 
to  W.  la  about  SSDO  m.;  its  breadth  from 
N.  to  8.  about  1070  m.  Ita  area  ia 
estimated  at  nearly  8,000,000  sq.  m.,  or 
four-fifths  the  extent  of  Europe.  Pop. 
(exdnsire  of  the  aborigines),  8,001,000. 
The  political  divisions  are  if«w  BnUh 
WaU$,  Qm«e»»landj  VUtoria,  South  Au9- 
hxUia,  ami  Wett  Auttralia.  Australia  has 
eomnaratively  few  gulfs  and  havens.  On 
the  N.  is  the  large  Gulf  of  Carpentaria; 
and  oppoaite,  on  the  8.,  Is  tne  great 
Australian  Bight  Like  other  great 
masses  of  land,  Australia  has  an  island  of 
Muslderable  size  near  its  shores— that  of 
Tumtuda^  which  lies  at  its  8.  extremity, 
and  has  several  fine  bays  and  harbours. 
Of  the  other  islands,  the  chief  are,  Mel- 
ville and  Bathurst  Islands  on  the  N., 
and  Groote  Island  in  the  Gulf  of  Carpen- 
taria; on  the  E.,  Great  Sandy  Island; 
In  Baaa  Strait,  Flinders  and  King's 
Islands;  Kangaroo  Island,  near  St  Vin- 
cent  Gulf,  and  Dirk  Hastog's,  on  the  W. 
eoast.  Nowhere  else  ia  there  so  great  an 
extent  of  ooast-Iine  with  so  few  navigable 
rivers.  The  only  streams  navigable  for 
shlpa  are  the  Moirsy,  in  South  Australia ; 
the  Hunter,  in  New  South  Wales;  the 
BilMbane,  in  Qneenslaod;  the  Albert,  fall- 
ing into  the  Gulf  of  Carpentaria;  the 
Adelaide,  into  Yea  Diemen  Gulf:  the 
Yietorta,  into  Cambridge  Gulf;  and  the 
Swan  River,  In  Weetem  Australia.  A 
mbmartne  wall  of  ooral,  called  the  Gnat 
BtRtor  llt<   OB  tlM  M.En  ikirto  tht 


shore  for  about  1800  m.,  at  a  diatance  of 
about  40  m.  from  the  land.  Its  breadth 
towards  the  8.  is  40  or  60  m.:  it  becomes 
narrower  towards  the  N. ;  on  the  outer  side 
there  ia  an  nnfathomed  depth ;  uid  on  the 
Inner,  soundings  of  tram  10  to  80  fothoms. 
A  range  of  mountains  atretches  along  the 
E.  coast,  at  no  great  distance  inland,  from 
Baaa  Strait  to  Cape  Melville.  It  is  known 
as  the  BUt  MomUaiUt  in  the  vidnlty  of 
Sydney ;  as  the  Livgrpool  Bang*,  In  the  N. ; 
and  aa  the  Australian  Alpa,  in  the  S.E.  It 
runs  nearly  parallel  to  the  coast,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  tnan  80  to  60  m.,  separating  the 
waters  that  flow  directly  towarda  the  sea 
from  those  that  take  an  inland  course. 
The  highest  peak  of  this  range  is  Mount 
Kosciusko,  7806  ft.  above  the  sea.  It 
is  covered  with  perpetual  snow.  The 
AustreMan  &raimpiau»  and  Pyreneeg,  In 
Yictorla,  reach  a  height  of  about  4500  ft. 
In  West  Australia,  three  parallel  chains 
stretch  along  the  coast  from  N.  to  8.,  the 
highest  point,  TaJbamop^  in  the  Darling 
Range,  being  about  5000  ft.  high.  The 
staple  productions  of  Australia  are  gold, 
wool,  and  preserved  meat.  Gold  was  first 
discovered  there  in  1861,  and  since  then 
the  country  has  been  found  to  be  rich  in 
minerale  of  every  kind.  The  colonists 
devote  great  attention  to  sheep-rearing, 
for  which  the  vast  extent  and  excellent 
quality  of  the  pasture  lands  are  well 
adapted. — About  a  third  part  of  Australia 
lies  in  the  torrid  sone ;  the  rest  is  In  the 
south  temperate  sone.  The  whole  island, 
or  continent,  is  within  the  range  of  the 
N.W.  monsoon,  which  blows  fit>m  Novem- 
ber to  March,  and  brings  plentiful  rains. 
The  seasons  are  the  oppcsite  of  those  of 
Britain,  January  being  the  middle  of  sum- 
mer, and  July  of  winter.  The  average 
temperature  of  roring  Is  86**5,  of  summer 
78*,  of  autumn  86^,  and  of  winter  65*.  The 
atmosphere  Is  in  general  dry.  but  clear 
and  healthy.— Australia  was  first  visited 
by  Europeans  in  the  year  1606,  and  wiUiln 
half  a  century  Its  N.  and  W.  coasts  were 
explored  by  Dutch  voyagers,  who  called  it 
New  Holland.  About  fifty  years  after- 
wards some  parts  of  its  coasta  were  sur- 
reyed  by  the  English  navigator  Daropier. 
The  E.  coast  was  examined  by  Cook,  and 
was  formally  taken  possession  of  in  the 
name  of  Great  Britain  in  1770.  On  the 
close  of  the  American  war  in  1788,  It  was 
resolved  to  select  this  new  territory  as  a 
place  of  transportation  for  criminals,  and 
the  first  ship  arrived  In  1788  at  Botany 
Bay,  whence  the  settlement  wss  soon 
afterwards  transferred  to  the  secure  Inlet  of 
Port  Jackson.  Further  examinations  of  the 
coasts  were  made  by  Flinders  and  Baas  in 
1796,by  Grant  In  180O,  and  by  Flinders  again 
In  1806.  Investigations  into  the  nature  of 
the  interior  continue  to  be  made  from  thne 
to  time,  and  the  TMearehei  thue  fltf  proie- 
wttd  WMw  thtt  ther«  txtit  for  Inland  vaat 
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timeti  of  country  well  snltod  for  tbe  pnr- 
pofleB  of  settlement.  Stnrt,  Oreffory,  Stourt, 
Eyre,  Burke,  Wills,  Leiehhardt,  Werbur- 
ton,  and  Forreft,  are  among  the  most 
noted  names  in  the  history  of  Aastzmlian 
exploration.  —  In  each  of  the  Australian 
colonies  tiie  administration  of  public  aflisirs 
is  rested  in  a  goremor  appointed  by  the 
Crown,  and  a  council  and  legislatiye  assem- 
bly chosen  according  to  the  constitution 
of  the  colony.  The  laws  are  substantially 
the  same  as  those  of  England.  [Sm  New 
Ck>ntli  Wales,  Vlotoria,QaeenBland,  etc] 

Australia,  Bonth,  a  British  colony  In 
Australia,  founded  in  1886.  It  lies  to  tbe 
W.  of  Victoria,  Mew  South  Wales,  and 
Queensland,  and  to  the  E.  of  Western  Aus- 
tralia, haTiuff  the  South  Pacific  Ocean  on 
the  S.  and  the  AraAira  Sea  and  Oulf  of 
Carpentaria  on  the  N.  Its  estiroated  area 
is  914,000  sg.  m.,  but  only  a  small  portion 
in  the  8.E.  is  settled,  tbe  pop.  of  wnich  is 
S62,000.  The  southern  coastline  is  about 
2000  m.  in  extent,  and  Is  indented  by  A 
VmeaU  and  Speneer  Oulft,  EmeounUr  Bap. 
and  numerous  small  inlets.  The  principal 
mountains  are  FUndert  Sang^,  which  ex- 
tends longitudinally  along  the  8.E.  side 
of  the  eolony ;  Athburltm  JBcm^  in  the  N. ; 
and  Maedomul  Bang4  in  the  centre.  An 
Immense  tract  of  country  In  the  N.,  em- 
bracing about  681,000  so.  m.,  formerly 
known  as  Alexandra  Lena,  is  now  eaUed 
the  NortUm  Tgrritorp.  That  portion 
of  It  which  lies  between  the  Gulf  of 
Carpentaria  and  the  AraAira  Sea  forms  an 
extensive  plateau  of  from  8000  to  4000  ft. 
In  elcTation.  It  Is  watered  by  numerous 
fine  rivers,  several  of  which,  as  the  Moper, 
Liverpool,  South  AUigaton,  Ba$i  AVigatorM, 
AtMaide,  Daift  and  Victoria,  are  navigable 
for  many  miles  Inland.  In  the  south  the 
chief  rivers  are  the  Murrain,  Wak^/IM, 
OawUr,  and  Torreaa.  Here,  too,  are  the 
larae  saline  lakes  Amadomo,  Evre,  Torrm$, 
and  ChUrdMor.  The  mineral  resources 
consist  of  vast  deposits  of  copper,  Iron, 
silver,  lead,  gold,  blsmutb«  and  tin.  The 
fkmous  Bmrra-Bmrra  copper-mine,  about  90 
m.  to  the  N.£.  of  Adelaide,  was  commenced 
In  1845,  and  Its  wealth  has  done  much  to 
aid  the  commercial  prosperltv  of  the  colony. 
The  climate  Is  obaraeterlaed  by  great  dry- 
ness, and  in  oonseouence  the  soil  in  many 
parts  is  sandy  ana  sterile.  In  the  settled 
distolcts,  however,  chiefly  along  the  slopes 
of  the  Flinders  Baoge,  tbe  scenery  Is  beauti- 
All  and  park-like,  and  much  of  tha  land  is 
under  cultivation  for  wheat  and  frnit-grow- 
ing.  Large  areas  of  excellent  pasturage 
exist  in  the  extreme  south.  In  the  Northern 
Territory  the  climate  Is  tropical,  yet  ei^oy- 
able,  ss  the  mornings  and  evenings  are  gene- 
rally fine  and  eool.  The  soli,  to  a  very  lirge 
extent,  is  composed  of  rich  decomposed 
vegetable  matter.— ^d«IaM0,  on  the  river 
Torrens,  is  the  cap.  and  seat  of  government 

Aoitnlla,  Wast,  formerly  known  as  the 


Swan  River  Settlement,  Is  that  Immense 
portion  of  Australia  which  lies  to  the  W.  o£ 
the  189th  meridian,  embracing  an  area  est. 
at  978,000  sq.  m.  In  1829  a  British  colony 
was  establisned  in  the  8.W.,  but  from  vari- 
ous causes  It  has  not  been  so  proeperons  as 
the  other  Australian  colonies,  its  present 
pop.  being  only  28,106.  The  western  sea- 
board is  comparatively  flat  and  the  soil 
sandy.  In  the  S.,  the  country  is  more 
elevated,  the  StirUnq,  Victoria,  Darling,  and 
Her§eh«l  Banges,  rising  within  80  m.  of  the 
coast,  to  heights  of  ttom  2000  to  8000  ft.,  and 
there  are  higher  mountains  farther  inland 
towards  the  N.  The  whole  country  from 
S.  to  N.,  except  tbe  cultivated  districts,  may 
be  described  as  a  vast  forest  of  bushes, 
scrubby  trees,  and  heavy  timber.  Little  U 
known  of  the  interior.  Water  eeems  to  be 
comparatively  scarce,  the  streams  being 
fow  and  feeble.  Of  them,  the  chief  are  the 
Bladtmoodt  Avaa,  Mureki§on,  and  ilsAAwtoa. 
The  principal  Inlets  of  the  coast  are  King 
Ooorge  Sound,  Oiograpkt  Bag,  Bkarh  Bag, 
and  Bxmouth  Ou{f.  The  metalliferous 
wealth  of  tbe  colony  Is  supposed  to  be  con- 
siderable, but  Is  as  yet  undeveloped.  From 
the  northern  to  the  southern  extremity,  the 
climate  varies  very  much;  but  on  the 
whole,  It  is  regarded  as  one  of  the  flnest 
and  most  salubrious  in  the  worid. — The 
chief  town  Is  Fisrth,  pleasantly  situated  on 
the  Swan  River. 

AiutraUan  Alps,  eus-lra^lMm,  a  moun- 
tain range  In  tbe  B.E.  of  Australia,  partly 
In  Victoria  and  partly  in  New  South  Wales. 
The  loftiest  peak  is  Mount  Koteiutho.  7806 
ft  high. 

AustrftllAn  Bl^t,  The  Qreat,  an  ex- 
tensive Indentation  on  the  S.  coast  of 
Australia,  between  Cape  Arid  and  Cape 
Catastrophe.  Bight  signifies  a  bend  of  toe 
shore,  and  Is  synonymous  with  bag, 

Ausferls,  Arehdoohy  of,  aug'tro^  (the 
eastern  kingdom),  the  hereditary  dominion 
of  the  Imperial  family  of  Austria.  It  is 
divided  by  the  river  fens  into  Upper  and 
Lower  Austria,  two  Important  provs.  of 
Austria-Hungary.  Area  12,800  eq.m.;  pop. 
2,727,268. 

AtutrlA,  or  Atutaift-HimgRiy,  a  bi- 
partite state  of  Central  Europe,  extending 
from  48*  10"  to  61*  N.  lat,  and  from  9*  81? 
to  26*  80^  E.  long.  It  Is  bounded  on  the  N. 
by  Russia,  Prussia,  Saxony,  and  Bavaria; 
w.  by  Bavaria,  Switierland,  and  Italy;  S. 
by  Italy,  the  Adriatic,  Turkey,  Servia,  and 
Roumanla :  E.  by  Russia,  Roumania,  and 
Turkey.  From  the  frontiers  of  Switser> 
land  to  the  utmost  limits  of  Transylvania, 
the  length  of  the  empire  is  about  880  m. ; 
the  breadth,  exclusive  of  Dalmatia,  about 
480  m.

CAln  isBgea,  of  which  there  are  three  great 

gratema— the  Carpatkiaiu  in  the  M.E.  and 
^  the  J2p«  in  the  S.W..  and  the  Bohemiem 
amdMer€uriimMauntam»  in  the  "S.W.  In  the 
N.  and  N.E^  the  country  ia  watered  by  the 
npper  eonreea  of  the  Elbe,  Oder^  Fwftito,  and 
DmesUr;  in  the  centre  by  the  Danube  and 
Ita  tribataries,  the  7%<i««,  Drove,  and  Save. 
The  Hungarian  plain  contains  tbe  largest 
lake  in  the  empire— Atlolon  or  FUuteH  See, 
which  corera  an  area  of  fiOO  aq.  m.  The 
dominions  of  Anstria,  enlarged  by  the  sne- 
eesaiye  acquisitions  of  centuries,  embrace 
eonntrlea  as  raxioea  In  their  natural  pro- 
perties aa  their  inhabitants  are  dllTerent  in 
language,  manners,  and  national  character. 
Since  1807,  ahe  haa  been  a  bipartite  state. 
eonaisting  of  a  Qerman  or  "Cisleithan" 
monarchy,  and  a  Magyar  or  "  Transleithan  ** 
kingdom— the  Leiika  being  a  small  riyer 
on  Uie  border  of  Hnngary.  The  former  is 
eommonly  known  aa  Auatria  Proper,  and 
the  latter  as  Hungary.  Eaeh  has  ita 
own  lawa»  parliament,  and  ministers;  but 
both  are  ruled  by  one  soTeretgn.  who  is 
ealled  Emperor  in  Austria  and  King  in 
Hungary.  Tlie  German  territory  ia  poU- 
tiealTy  diylded  into  the  following  pro- 
▼ineea:— Lower  Austria,  Uroer  Austria, 
Balaburg,  Styria,  Carfnthia,  Camiola,  Oo- 
rits  (with  Gradisca*  latria,  and  Trieste), 
Tyrol  and  Yorarlberg,  Bohemia,  Moravia, 
Silesia,  Oalieia  and  Lodomeria,  Bukowina, 
and  Dalmatla.  The  kingdom  of  Hnngary 
embraoea  the  prora.  Hungary,  Croatia  and 
Slavonia,  Tranijlvania,  and  the  Free  Town 
and  territory  of  Finme:  also  a  long  tract 
of  ooontnr  called  the  MOitary  Frontier,  ex- 
tending from  the  Adriatle  to  TransylTania. 
Tbe  cUmate  of  this  section  of  the  empire 
resembles  that  of  the  sonthem  countries  of 
Europe;  but  the  summer  is  hotter,  and 
the  winter  more  severe.  The  soil  in  the 
south  is  remarkable  for  its  fertility,  and 
notwithstanding  the  imperfect  state  of 
agriculture,  yielda  con  sufflcient  for  the 
maintenance  not  only  of  ita  own  inhabit- 
ants, but  of  those  of  tiie  north,  where  the 
Ifliid  ia  in  many  places  occupied  by  vaat 
heatha  and  aandy  plains.  That  part  of 
Hungary  which  la  sheltered  bv  the  Car- 
pathians  ia  peooUarly  favourable  to  tbe 
growth  of  the  vine,  and  produces  the  cele- 
brated wine  called  Tokav.  Except  in 
their  more  elevated  reglona,  Bohemia, 
Moravia,  and  Lower  and  Uppfar  Austri^ 
have  a  mild  and  salubrious  dimate,  ana 
are  rich  in  com  and  wine.  Qalida,  though 
it  contains  sandy  tracts,  Is,  next  to  Hun- 
gary, the  chief  granary  of  the  Austrian 
stotes.  Silesia,  lying  to  the  W.  of 
GalSday  abounds  in  paature  and  timber. — 
Few  countries  can  vie  with  Austria- 
Hungary  in  mineral  wealth.  At  Krem- 
nits  and  Schemnitx,  in  Hungary,  there 
are  valuable  mines  of  gold  and  silver;  the 


sanonnding  district  aboonda  In  eopper, 
antimony,  coal,  salt,  and  alum;  there  ia 
tin  in  Bohemia ;  and  Hnngary  is  tbe  only 
territory  in  which  the  true  opal  has  been 
found.  The  iron  and  native  steel  of 
Carinthla  and  Styria  are  of  excellent 
quality;  and  the  qaieksilver  mines  of 
Idria,  in  Camiola,  are,  next  to  those  of 
Spain,  the  most  prodocUve  in  Europe.  The 
tract  of  Galida  which  borders  upon  the 
Carpathian  nnge  yields  copper,  iron,  and 
lead;  and  at  Wieliczka,  near  Cracow, 
there  are  extensive  mines  of  rock-salt. 
Owing  to  its  peculiarly  inland  position, 
Austna-Hungary  has  fewer  faeilltiea  for 
commonication  with  tbe  world  than  any 
other  European  state :  its  foreign  commerce 
is  therefore  indgnifleant.  In  regard  to 
education,  the  Germanic  part  of  the  pop.  is 
far  in  advance  of  the  others.  A  compul- 
sory system  has  been  established  for  the 
empire,  but  it  is  only  in  Austria  Proper 
that  ue  law  ia  enforced.  There  are 
universities  in  Vienna,  Prague,  Cracow, 
Lembexg,  Grata,  Innsbrack,  and  Pesth. 
The  national  religion  is  the  Roman- 
catholic,  but  dissenters  of  all  sects  ei^oy 
complete  toleration.  The  army  consists 
of  896,000  men,  exclusive  of  the  Reserve. 
The  navy  «nbraeea  61  vessels,  14  of 
which  are  ironclads.  The  yearly  revenue 
of  the  empire  is  about  £60/)00,000,  and 
the  public  debt,  £846,000/)00.  The  cap.ia 
Vienna,  on  the  rt.  b.  of  the  Danube.

was  situated  on  the  Euphrates,  about  60  m. 
S.  of  Baghdad.  The  modem  town  of  HiUaM 
oeeupies  a  portion  of  the  site. 

Back,  a  TiL  of  Scotland,  island  of  Lewis, 
CO.  Robs  and  Cromarty.    Pop.  616. 

Baok  Ziand,  a  re^on  of  British  N. 
America,  N.  and  S.  of  tlie  Arctic  Circle, 
between  96*  and  106"  W.  long.,  explored  by 
Capt,  afterwards  Admiral  Sir  George  Back, 
in  1881. 

Baok  Birer,  or  Gtreat  Tlali  Biver,  in 
British  N.  America,  rises  to  the  N.  of  Lske 
Aylmer,  near  the  source  of  the  Coppermine 
River,  and,  flowing  ME.  through  Back 
1.4nd,  &lls  into  a  bay  of  the  Arctic  Ocean. 

Baokergonge,  MJfc-er-yw^,  a  dist.  of 
British  India,  presidency  of  Bengal,  div. 
Dacca.    Pop.  3,877,483. 

Baoap,  hak'i^,  a  town  of  Lancashire, 
England.  Pop.  17,199,  chiefly  engaged  in 
cotton-spinning  and  power>loom  weaving. 

Badagnr,  bdrddg're,  a  town  of  W.  Africa, 
on  the  Gulf  of  Benin.    Pop.  about  10,000. 

BadaJoe  or  Badajos,  badfthhoce^  Sp. 
pron.  b^d-hoHi'  (corr.  from  its  anc.  name 
Aw  Augtuta)^  a  strongly  fortified  town  of 
Spain,  cap.  of  a  prov.  of  the  same  name, 
bcautifulfy  sltaated  on  the  Onadlana.  It 
was  stormed  by  the  British,  onder  Welling- 
ton, in  181S.  Pop.  22,899.  The  prov.  baa  a 
pop.  of  481.923. 

Badakhahan  or  Bndnkihui,  bud-uk- 
sAaM',  a  territorv  of  Central  Aaia,  between 
the  Hindu  Kush  mountains  and  the  river 
Oxus,  forming  a  portion  of  Afehan-Turkes- 
tan.  It  contains  cltflk  of  lapis  lazuli,  and 
aeveral  rulnr  mines.— Jrros,  on  the  Kokcha, 
is  the  chief  town. 


Baden,  Qrand-Dnohy  of,  bd'den,  a 
state  of  S.W.  Germany,  extending  along 
the  rt.  b.  of  the  Rhine,  from  lianheim  to 
the  Lake  of  Constance,  and  bounded  on 
the  E.  by  Wurtemberg  and  Bavaria.  Area 
6860  iq.  m. ;  pop.  1,606481.  The  general 
aspect  of  the  country  is  mountainous,  but 
the  valleys  are  verv  ftxiitlVil,  particularly 
in  com  and  vines,  while  the  forests  supply 
vast  stores  of  valuable  timber.  Its  fine 
climate  and  varied  scenery,  enlivened 
with  woods  and  streams,  have  obtained 
for  Baden  the  title  of  the  paradiae  of 
Germany.  Mines  of  gold,  silver,  copper, 
iron,  and  coal  are  worked  in  several 
places,  and  above  sixty  mineral  springs 
are  found  within  its  bounds.  The  govern- 
ment is  a  eonstitntional  monarchy,  the 
legislative  authority  being  vested  in  the 
aovereign  and  two  chambers.  More  than 
half  of  the  people  are  Roman-catholics, 
the  rest  are  Protestants  and  Jews.  Edu- 
cation, as  wdl  in  the  elementary  as  in 
the  higher  achoola,  is  provided  both  for 
Roman-catholics  uid  for  Protestanta  at 
the  public  expense,  the  University  of 
Heidelberg  being  Protestant,  that  of 
Freyburg  Romsn-eatholic.  —  Chief  town, 
Carltmhe. 

Baden  (latks\  a  town  in  the  above 
grsnd-dochy,  celebrated  for  its  mineral 
springs  and  hot-baths.  It  is  commonly 
called  Baden  •  Baden,  to  distiuguish  it 
from  the  watering-place  of  Baden,  near 
Vienna.  It  la  beautifully  situated  on  the 
Oelbach,  in  the  midst  of  romantic  acenery. 
Pop.  10,96& 

Baden,  a  town  in  the  archduchy  of 
Austria,  celebrated  for  its  hot  springs  and 
baths.    Pop.  6647. 

Baden,  a  town  in  the  canton  of  Aargau, 
Switzerland,  noted  for  ita  sulphnr-batha.

Badenooh,  M'dbi-Noh,  an  extensive 
highland  district  in  the  N.  of  Scotland, 
traversed  by  the  Spey,  and  forming  part 
of  Invemess-shlre. 

Badong,  bd-donff*t  a  Dutch  colony,  and 
chief  commercial  state  of  the  island  of 
Bali  or  Little  Jsva,  in  the  Eastern  Archi- 
pelago. 

Baena,  hdrdfnd,  or  Yaena,  vd^^nd,  a 
town  of  Spain,  prov.  Cordova.  Pop.  11,607. 

Baesa,  hd-a^thd,  a  town  of  Spain,  prov. 
Jaen.    Pop.  18,208. 

Baffin  Bay,  a  large  gulf,  or  more 
properly  an  inland  sea.  between  the  N.£. 
shores  of  the  mainland  of  N.  America  and 
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the  W.  coMt  of  Greeolandf  opening  into 
the  Atlantic  by  Dayis  Strait,  and  Into  tlie 
Polar  Sea  by  Lancaster  Soand  and  Jonas 
Sound  on  the  W^  and  Smith  Soand  and 
Robeaon  Channel  on  the  N.  It  was  named 
in  honour  of  William  Baffin,  by  whom  it 
tras  discovered  in  1616. 

Bagenalstown,  bag'nalgtown,  a  town  of 
Ireland,  oo.  Carlow,  on  the  Barrow.  Pop. 
2309. 

Bagdad,  Idg-ddd^iiYit  garden  ofjnstioe), 
the  cap.  of  an  eyalet  of  the  same  name  in 
Asiatic  Turkey,  situated  on  the  Tigris. 
This  celebrated  city,  founded  aj).  763,  was 
the  cap.  of  the  Saracen  empire  and  the 
principal  seat  of  Mohammedan  learning 
till  the  18th  century,  when  it  was  taken 
and  sacked  by  a  grandson  of  Gengis  Khan.

Bannookbom,  hatt'nokburn  (the  stream 
of  the  white  knoll),  a  town  in  Stirlingshire, 
Scotland,  with  large  manufactures  uf  tar- 
tans and  carpets.

Baonee,  M-o^s«,  a  dist.  in  Buuueiuund, 
India,  tributary  to  the  British.

Barada,  hdr^'dd.  a  river  of  Syria,  which 
waters  the  plain  of  Damascus^  and  falls  into 
Lake  Shirkiyeh. 

Barbadoea,  bdr-bUfdoa  (the  Island  of 
pines),  the  most  eastern  of  the  British  West 
India  Islands,  21  m.  in  length  and  14  m.  In 
bresdth.  Besides  sugar,  which  is  the  great 
staple,  it  exports  molasses,  ginger,  cotton, 
and  arrowroot.  Area  166  sq.  m.;  p.  162,042. 
— Brid(fetowu,  the  cap.,  is  one  of  the  bnnd- 
somest  towns  in  the  West  Indies^— 13^  G' 
N.  lat.,  60*  41'  W.  long. 

Barbaxy,  bdr'ber^  (country  of  the  Ber- 
bers), or  Morthem  Africa,  comprehends 
Marooco,  Algeria,  Tunis.  Tripoli,  Barra, 
and  Fezaan,  and  extends  from  23*  SO'  to  87** 
N.  lat.,  and  fh>m  12*  80"  W.  to  26*  E.  long. 
Its  length  from  E.  to  W.  is  about  2600  ni., 
and  its  breadth  from  M.  to  S.  yaries  fh>m 
about  160  to  650  m.— Of  Barbary,  or,  as 
some  geographers  have  termed  it,  the 
region  of  Mount  Atlas,  that  extensive  chain 
of  mountains  is  the  most  remarkable  feature. 
The  low  land,  between  this  range  and  the 
sea,  varying  from  80  to  160  m.  in  breadth, 
is  watered  by  many  streams  fitmi  the  hills, 
and  is  in  general  extremely  fertile.  Its 
agricultural  products  are  nearly  the  same 
as  those  of  Europe ;  its  fhiits  are  superior. 
— Of  the  domestic  animals,  the  dromedary, 
the  mule,  and  the  ass  are  chlefiy  employed 
in  labour.  Barbary  horses,  distingnished 
in  England  as  *'  barbs,"  are  famed  for  their 
lightness  and  beauty  of  form.  The  fleeces 
ox  the  sheep  are  in  general  coarse  and  hairy, 
except  those  of  Marocco,  some  breeds  of 
which  produce  verv  fine  wool.— Among  the 
wild  animals  are  the  lion  (here  reniarknble 
for  strength  and  ferocity),  the  panther,  the 
hyena,  the  JMkal,  and  the  anteloi>e  or 
gazelle.  Serpents,  scorpions,  and  locusts, 
are  scourges  with  which  Barbary  is  pecn* 
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Horlv  infested.— The  ridges  of  Monnt  Atlas 
yield  silver,  eop[>er,  lead,  and  antimony. 
Iron,  lead,  and  copper  abound  in  Algeria. 
The  plains  are  remarkable  for  the  preva- 
lence of  saline  substances,  while  the  lakes 
are  nearly  as  salt  as  the  sea.  Salt  springs 
are  more  numerous  than  fresh,  and  there 
are  hills  composed  entirely  of  salt.  Mitre 
is  found  in  many  places.  Hot  springs  and 
stretims  occur  in  various  districts.— This 
part  of  Africa  was  distingnished  in  ancient 
history.  Carthage,  the  first  commercial 
state  of  antiquity,  long  disputed  with  Rome 
the  empire  of  the  world.  After  its  fitll,  the 
northern  provinces  of  Africa  became  the 
granary   of   Italy.      Under   the    Saracen 

frinces,  Barbary  acquired  unusual  lustre, 
ts  different  states,  long  sunk  in  tyranny 
and  oppression,  have  greatly  declined  in 
importance;  their  maritime  strength,  for 
ag^es  exerted  only  in  piratical  excursions, 
has  now  been  destroyed.  The  French  took 
possession  of  the  city  of  Algiers  in  1890, 
and  have  since  gradually  extended  their 
authority  over  the  whole  state.  The  go- 
vernment of  the  other  Barbary  States  is 
despotic,  and  the  religion  Mohammedan. 

Barbuda,  hnr-bot/da  (the  island  of  beard- 
ed men),  one  of  the  Went  India  Islands, 
lying  to  the  N.  of  Antigua.  It  was  an- 
nexed to  BriUin  in  1628,  and  in  1680  was 
granted  lo  the  Codrington  family,  in  whose 
possession  It  still  remains.    Pop.  818. 

Baroa,  bar^kd,  a  maritime  territory  of  N. 
Africa,  E.  of  Tripoli.  The  ancients  had 
flourishing  settlements  here;  and  consider- 
able remains  of  Cyrene,  Ptolemais,  etc.,  have 
recently  been  discovered.    Pop.  802,000.

Baiem  (the  dwelling  of  the  Boii,  a  Celtic 
people  who  settled  here  600  years  bx.X  tlie 
most  powerAil  of  the  South  German  States, 
is  composed  of  two  distinct  piurts,  tiie  "  Terri- 
tory of  the  Danube  and  Main,"  and  the 
'"Terrttory  of  the  Rhine."  The  former, 
comprising  seyen  of  the  eight  proyinees 
into  which  the  country  Is  diylded,  is 
bounded  N.  by  the  Saxon  states:  W.  by 
Hesse,  Baden,  and  Wurtemberg;  8.  and  E. 
by  Austria.  The  latter  lies  to  the  W.  of 
the  Rhine,  on  the  French  flnontier.  Total 
area,  99,000  sq.  m.  The  larger  territory  is 
monntidnous  and  finely  wooded  in  the  north 
and  south ;  while  the  centre  has  wide  and 
fertile  plsins  watered  by  the  Danube  and 
its  numerous  tributaries.  Bayaria  is  chiefly 
an  agricultural  country,  yielding  large 
quantitiee  of  com,  flax,  hemp,  and  fruits ; 
it  is  also  ridi  In  iron,  coal,  and  salt  Com- 
merce and  manufkctores  are  carried  on  to  a 
considerable  extent,  intern^  oommnnica- 
tion  being  promoted  by  steam  nayigation  on 
the  Danube,  as  well  as  by  roads,  canals, 
and  railways.  The  goyemment  is  a  limited 
monarchy,  with  two  legislatiye  chambers. 
Roman-catholieism  is  the  religion  of  the 
stste,  but  Protestants  enjoy  a  perfect  eqnar 
lity  of  priyilegps.  There  are  nniyersities  at 
Munich,  Wursburg,  and  Erlangen;  snda 
general  sjstem  of  education,  like  that  of 
Prussia,  u  maintained  Pop.

Bedford  Zjevel,  a  flat  dist  on  the  E. 
coast  of  England,  comprising  the  grester 
part  of  the  marshy  dist.  called  the  Fena, 
the  Isle  of  Ely  In  Cambridgeshiro,  and  a 
portion  of  the  N.  of  that  county ;  also  a 
part  of  the  cos.  of  Suffolk,  Huntingdon, 
Norfolk,  Northampton,  and  Lincoln.

Area  462  sq.  m.;  pop.  14A.257.  The  face  of 
the  country  is  pleasingly  direreified  with 
gentle  alternations  of  bill  and  dale.  In  the 
S.  is  a  ridge  of  chalk  hills,  sparsely  ooTered 
with  soil;  the  N.  and  N.Ef.  are  well  culti- 
Tated;  and  rich  grazing  land  extend*  from 
the  middle  to  the  8.B.  comer  of  the  co. 
The  principal  rivers  are  the  Ou$e,  Ivel,  and 
Lea.  Almost  the  only  manafactnres  carried 
on  are  straw-plaiting  (for  which  DunatdbU 
and  iMUm  are  fkmonii),  and  thread-lace 
making,  in  both  of  which  a  large  proportion 
of  the  female  population  is  engaged.  The 
chief  town  in  the  oo.  is  Btdjord.

Rhenish  Prussia.  It  lies  between  49*  SO" 
and  61*  SO'  N.  lat.,  and  between  9*  80"  and 
6*  y  E.  long.,  and  is  about  140  m.  in  length 
from  B.  to  W.,  and  about  100  m.  in 
breadth.  Its  ar^a  Is  about  ItSfiO  sq.  m., 
and  pop.  6,476,668.  The  political  divisions 
of  Belgium  are— Antwerp,  East  Flanders, 
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West  Flaoden,  Halnaiilt,  Brabuit,  Nmmar, 
and  parts  of  Limburg  and  Luzemborg*  The 
chief  tovna  of  theae  proTS.  are  respectively 
Antwerp,  Ghent,  Bmgea,  Mons»  Brussels, 
Namnr,  Li&ge,  Hasselt,  and  Arlon.— The 
face  of  the  ooontrr  is  in  general  level,  and 
the  semblance  of  hills  can  scarcely  be  dia- 
covervd,  ejc&pt  in  the  provs.  of  LUge  and 
Namnr.     In   Brabant,   between  Brussels 
and  Waterloo,  U  the  forest  of  Soignies,  so 
Interestingly   associated   with  the   great 
battle  fought  in  that  locality  In  1816.    A 
thousand  acres  of  this  forest  wers  granted 
to  the  Duke  of  Wellington  in  connection 
with  bis  title  of  Prince  of  Waterloo,  and 
are    still  possessed  by  his  family.    The 
forest  in  Luxemburg,  Li^ge,  and  Namur 
are  the  remains  of  the  immense  andent 
forest  of  Ardennes,  which  Cesar  tells  us 
covered  most  of  the  country  between  Bonn 
and  Rhelms.     Travellers  ars  surprised  at 
the  number  of  the  Flemish  cities,  towns, 
and  villages;   In  which  respect  Belgium 
exceeds   every   country   In    Kurope,    the 
Netherlands   only   excepted.    Canals  are 
numerous,  and  a  complete  system  of  rail- 
ways is  in  operation.    The  soil  is  either 
naturally  fertile  or  has  been  Improved  by 
assiduous  cultivation,   and    yields    most 
luxuriant  crops.    All  kinds  of  grain  and 
fruits  are  raised.    The  climate  lesembles 
that  of  the  southern  counties  of  England. 
In  the  provs.  of  Numur,  Hainault,  Luxem- 
burg, and  Lt6ge,  the  mineral  productions 
are  numerous  and  abundant,  the  working 
of  mines  forming;  a  valuable  department  of 
national  industry.     From  the  twelfth  to 
the  sixteenth  century,  Belgium  was  the 
most  commercial  country  in  Europe ;  but 
it  was  afterwards  surpassed  by  Holland. 
Now  that  war  has  given  place  to  the  arts 
of  peace,  the  trade   and  manufactures  of 
Belgium  are  rapidly  improving.    Besides 
the  well-known  Incesof  Brussels  and  Mech- 
lin, there  are  flourishing  manufactures  of 
woollensb  cottons^  linens,  and  silks;   and 
the  fabrication  of  machinery,  cutlery,  and 
iron  goods  has  risen  to  great  importance. 
The  Flemings  in  the  north  resemble  in 
character   their  Dutch    neighbours,  but 
towards  the  south  they  have  adopted  the 
dress  snd  manners  of  the  French.    The 

Kiat  majority  of  the  people  are  zealous 
man-catholics,  but  the  Protestant  as 
well  as  the  Roman-catholic  clergy  are 
supported  from  the  public  funds.

By  far  the  greater  pert  of  the  ialand,  next 
to  the  see,  espeetelly  on  the  N.  side,  eon- 
slats  of  tfwamps  oovered  with  forests,  which 
penetrate  for  nuiny  miles  towards  the 
centre.  Two  ranges  of  mountains  nearly 
parallel  to  each  other,  and  rising  to  an 
eleyation  of  upwards  of  18,000  ft.,  extend 
from  8.W.  to  N.B  ;  some  of  these  are  toI- 
canie,  and  give  rise  to  earthquakes.  There 
are  some  large  riTers,  navigable  for  a  oon- 
Riderable  dUtsnoe.  The  heat  Is  opprpsslve 
in  the  interior,  but  the  climate  is  fine  in 
the  high  grounds  and  towards  the  coasts. 
The  Dyi^  are  supposed  to  be  the 
aboriginal  inhaMtanta,  but  there  are  many 
foreign  settlers  who  are  chiefly  Malays, 
( 'hinrae,  Javanese,  Celebesians,  Dutch,  and 
Uritihh.

They 
yield  endless  supplies  of  mahogany,  rose- 
wood, logwood,  and  the  hard  red  wood 
called  braaa^  ttma  which  It  hsa  been  sup- 
posed that  tiie  country  received  its  name.

The  cassava-plant  fhmishes 
the  staple  food  of  the  great  body  of  the 
lower  dasses;  and  a  sort  of  holly,  indi- 
genous to  the  country,  supplies  a  kind  of 
tea  called  ifcKM,  very  generally  used  by 
all  classes.  Agriculture  has  made  litUe 
progress;  bnt  the  vast  Uanot  or  natural 
pastures  support  Immense  herds  of  wild 
cattle,  whicn  are  hunted  for  their  hides. 
Of  the  wild  animals,  the  more  remarkable 
are  the  sloth,  the  ant-eater,  the  armadillo, 
the  tapir,  the  slUgator,  the  rattlesnake, 
the  boa-constrictor,  and  the  humming-bird. 
One  of  the  chief  annoyances  of  the  country 
is  the  great  number  and  variety  of  insects. 
—The  diamond  mines  of  Braxil  are  the 
most  productive  in  the  world;  and  other 
precious  stones,  especially  amethysts  and 
rock-crystals,  axe  found.  Gold,  silver, 
copper,  end  Iron  occur  in  several  places. 
Commerce  is  gradually  extending,  bnt 
manufactures  are  very  backward.  The 
chief  exports  are  cotton,  sugar,  oolfee, 
hides,  logwood,  hard  woods,  gums,  drugs, 
and  diamonds.  There  are  many  excellent 
harbours,  and  railways  were  commenced  In 
1854.— Braxil  is  divided,  politically,  into  20 
provinces,  of  which  11  at  least  exceed  Greet 
Britain  in  superficial  extent  The  chief 
towns  are  Bio  Jtmeiro  the  cap.,  Bahia^  Per- 
nambueOt  and  San  jPaafa.— Brazil  was  dis- 
covered by  the  Portuguese  in  the  year 
1500.  and  was  soon  afterwards  colonized 
by  them.  It  became  Independent  in  1898, 
when  the  government  was  vested  in  a 
heredltarv  emperor  (sprung  from  the  royal 
family  of  Portugal),  a  senate  elected  by 
the  emperor  for  life,  and  a  representative 
chamber  chosen  by  the  people.  The 
Roman-catholic  rellgrion  Is  that  of  the 
state,  but  other  forms  of  worship  eqjoy 
partial  toleration.  Education,  literature, 
and  the  arts,  are  sadly  neglected.

BreoknockahlrCt  an  inland  co.  of  S." 
Wales,  encompassed  hj  Radnor,  Hereford, 
Monmouth,  Qiamorffan,  Carmarthen,  and 
Cwrdigan.

The  surface  is  mountainous,  the  highest 
ftummits  being  the  Brtehutck  Beacon  re- 
ferred to  above,  and  Oradie  Mountain,  9660 
ft.  aboTe  the  aea.

Britain,  Qroat,  briftn  (si^pposed  to  be 
from  the  Celtic  brilh,  or  brit,  painted,  the 
ancient  Britons  being  in  the  habit  of 
painting  their  bodies  blue),  the  largest, 
richest,  and  most  populous  island  in  Europe, 
is  bounded  on  the  N.  and  W.  by  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  and  the  Irish  Sea;  on  the  S.  by  the 
English  Channel  (which  separates  it  from 
France);  and  on  the  E.  by  the  North  Sea. 
It  lies  between  49*  68'  and  68*  41'  N.  lat., 
and  between  1*  46^  E.,  and  6*  13'  W.  long. 
Its  greatest  length  from  N.  to  8.  is  about 
608  m.,  and  its  greatest  breadth,  from  8t 
David's  tiead  in  Pembrokeshire  to  the  Naae 
in  Emscx,  is  280  m.  The  area,  exclusive  of 
the  adjacent  islands,  is  88.^26  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
26/)72,284.  The  island  is  traversed  by 
several  mountain  ranges  of  considerable 
length  and  height,  and  may  be  said  to 
be  monntainons  towards  the  N.,  and 
somewhat  flat  in  the  southern  parts. 
The  whole  coast,  especially  on  the  S. 
and  W.,  is  deeply  indented  by  bays, 
estuaries,  and  creeks,  which  afford  many 
saf«  and  commodious  harbours.  The  rivers 
are  numerous,  and  several  of  them  are  im- 
portant and  navigable ;  there  are  also  seve- 
ral large  and  picturesque  lakes  in  various 
I»arts.— Great  Britain  oomprehtnds  Eng- 
and,  Scotland,  and  Wales,  which,  with  Ire- 
land and  the  Channel  Islands,  form  what  is 
known  as  the  United  Kingdom.  The  British 
isles  number  about  6600,  but  of  these  only 
420  are  inhabited.  The  United  Kingdom 
**  owes  much  to  its  position.  Situated  on 
the  verge  of  Western  Europe,  it  enjoys  the 
advantages  without  the  disadvantages  of  a 
continental  state — its  proximity  entitling 
it  to  a  voice  in  the  affairs  of  the  Continent, 
while  its  complete  separation  ft«es  it  from 
frontier  disputes,  ana  renders  invasion  a 
difficalt  task.  On  one  side,  Great  Briuin 
Usees  the  most  densely  populated  and  best 
ordered  oonntrlet  of  the  Old  World  :  on  the 
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other  Bide,  the  most  actiTe  and  enlightened 
regions  of  the  New  World.  And  If  Europe 
reaps  any  advantage  firom  being  centrally 
situated  in  reference  to  the  terrestrial 
hemisphere.  Great  Britain  must  profit  in  a 
higher  d(>gre6,  inasmnch  as  the  highways 
of  the  ocean  enable  her  the  more  readily  to 
avail  hemelf  of  the  advantage.  The  length 
of  her  seaboard,  and  the  semi-enclosed 
seas  which  surround  her,  are  calculated  to 
foster  maritime  enterprise,  whether  for  the 
peaceful  prosecution  of  commerce  or  for 
naval  warfare.'*  But,  besides  this  advan- 
tage of  position*  her  command  of  mineral 
wealth,  especially  coal  and  ixt>n,  together 
with  the  ingenuity  of  her  people,  enables 
Great  Britain  to  take  the  foremost  rank  in 
manufactures  and  commerce,  and  to  supply 
all  parts  of  the  world  with  articles  of  utility 
and  luxury.  The  annual  quantity  of  coid 
raised  in  Britain  exoeedfl  133  millions  of 
tons,  and  that  of  iron  ore  16  millions  of 
tons.  Including  gold,  silver,  tin,  copper, 
lead,  the  annual  value  of  the  mineral 
wealth  of  Britain  amounts  to  £68,000,000 
sterling.  The  total  annual  exports  of 
British  manufactures,  consisting  chiefly  of 
cottons,  Unena,  woollens,  and  iron  manu- 
factures, has  a  money  valne  of  £280,000,000 
sterling,  besides  foreign  and  colonial  goods 
re-exported,  amounting  to  £68,000,000. 
The  annual  valne  of  imports  amounts  to 
£876,000,000.  To  carry  on  this  commerce. 
Great  Britain  and  her  colonies  employ 
more  than  87,000  vessels,  having  an  aggre- 
gate tonnage  of  nearly  8  millions  tona,  and 
848,000  men,  exclusive  of  foreign  shipping. 
The  assumed  annual  valne  of  real  property 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  tnm  the  Income- 
tax  retnma,  amounts  to  £161,000,000.  The 
annual  revenue  of  the  country  amounts 
to  £78,000,000.  The  national  debt,  which 
dates  from  the  Revolution  of  1688,  amounts 
to  £776373,000,  with  an  annual  interest  of 
£27,700,000.— The  British  army,  including 
the  force  in  India,  numbera  about  196,000, 
besides  which  there  are  193XXX>  volunteers, 
and  118,000  militia  and  other  auxiliary 
forces.  The  royal  navy  consists  of  more 
than  248  steam  and  sailing  vessels  afloat, 
manned  by  46,000  officers,  seamen,  and  boys, 
and  14,000marlnea.— The  internal  communi- 
cations throughout  the  kingdom,  by  roads, 
canals,  and  railways,  are  now  very  com- 
plete. There  are  now  about  17,000  miles 
of  railways  in  operation  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  involving  a  capital  of  upwards 
of  £608,000,000.  The  number  of  passengers 
conveyed  by  them  is  about  638j000,000  every 
year;  and  the  annual  receipts  from  their 
traffic  exceed  £60,000,000.  wires,  stretch- 
ing along  nearly  every  line  of  railway,  and 
along  highways  and  bywaya,  convey  in- 
formation tram  place  to  place  by  the  elec- 
tric telegraph  almost  instantaneously.— 
The  constitution  of  the  United  Kingdom  Is 
that  of  a  limited  monarchy,  with  a  here- 
ditary sovereign  either  male  or  female, 


of  the  Prqtestant  religion.  The  sove- 
reign is  the  head  of  the  state,  the  fountain 
of  idl  honours  of  nobility,  has  the  preroga- 
tive to  declare  war  or  make  peace,  to  levy 
soldiers,  and  appoint  officers  of  the  armv 
and  navy— is  the  head  of  the  English 
Church,  and  calls  together  and  dissolves 
Parliament,  appoints  Judges  and  inferior 
magistrates.  Parliament  consists  of  the 
House  of  Lords,  embracing  all  the  peers 
of  England  (about  430),  sixteen  Scotch 
peers,  twenty-eight  Irisli  peere,  and  twenty- 
six  prelates.  The  House  of  Commons  con- 
sists of  662  members,  returned  by  the 
counties,  towns,  and  universities  of  the 
kingdom.  All  parliamentary  measures, 
before  passing  into  law,  must  be  approved 
of  by  both  Houses,  and  have  the  sanction 
of  the  sovereign.  The  executive  govern- 
ment is  vested  In  the  Crown  and  Cabinet 
Council,  of  which  the  Prime  Minister  Is  the 
head.  The  colonial  and  foreign  possessions 
of  Britain  embrace  about  one-third  of  the 
snifaoe  of  the  globe,  and  nearly  a  fourth  of 
ita  population.

pop.  2,747,148. — Arakan  has  a  splendid  oack- 
ground  of  teak-covered  mountains,  with  a 
deeplv  indented  shore,  off  which  are  the 
islands  Akyab^  Bamri,  Ckedubat  and  many 
others.  The  most  important  town  is  ilAjrao, 
on  the  E.  side  of  the  island  of  that  name. 
Pt^  conaiats  of  the  lower  Irrawadi  basin, 
and  is  the  chief  source  of  Europe's  supplies 
of  rice.  Ranaotm  is  the  principal  town  and 
seaport     It  is  built  on  the  left  bank  of  an 
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eastern  ann  of  the  delta  of  the  Irrawadi, 
and  is  the  cap.  of  British  Bmmah.  The 
configuration  of  Tenauerim  is  similar  to 
tliat  of  Arakan,  the  islands  off  shore  form- 
ing the  Mergni  Archipelago.  The  chief 
seat  of  trade  and  population  is  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Salween,  on  opposite  sides  of  which 
are  the  towns  of  Moulmein  and  Martahan. 

British  Coluxnblst,  ko-lu<mfb&^  (in  hon- 
our of  Colninhns},  a  colony  of  British  North 
America,  forming  part  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada.  It  is  honnded  on  the  N .  by  A laska 
and  the  SLmpson  Riyer;  E.  by  the  Bocky 
Moonuins;  8.  by  the  United  States;  and 
W.  by  the  Pacific  Ocean,  Qneen  Charlotte 
Sound,  and  the  Gulf  of  Georgia.  It  was 
erected  into  a  British  colony  in  1868,  and 
united  with  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in 
1871.  It  is  about  764  m.  long,  400  m.  broad, 
and  has  an  area  of  about  350,000  sq.  m. 
The  climate  is  somewhat  similar  to  that 
of  Great  Britain,  and  the  soil  is  rich  and 
well  suited  for  agriculture.  Coal  and  gold 
have  been  found  in  abundance  The 
country  is  well  wooded  and  mountainous, 
McmnU  Hooker  and  Brown  rising  to  a  height 
of  16,000  or  16,000  ft.  The  lakes  and  riTers 
sre  stored  with  fish  and  waterfowl.  Among 
the  animals  are  the  buflTalo,  moose,  and  red 
deer.  New  Watmvuter  is  an  important 
town  near  the  month  of  the  Fraser  River. 
The  territory  of  Sttekeen,  marked  off  for 
colonization  in  1862,  lies  between  the  Rocky 
Mountains  and  Alaska,  and  is  prorisionally 
under  the  government  of  British  Columbia. 
The  rirer  Stickeen,  ftx>m  which  the  settle- 
ment derives  its  name,  has  been  ascended 
by  steamers  for  150  miles.  Traces  of  gold 
were  dlscoTered  in  the  district  in  1868, 
which  attracted  a  population  of  diggers.— 
Vancouver  hlani,  the  largest  in  the  Pacific 
belonging  to  British  North  America,  lies 
to  the  S.W.  of  BritUh  Columbia,  with 
which  It  was  incorporated  in  1866.  It  is 
about  270  m.  long,  and  has  an  average 
breadth  of  60  m.  Area  estimated  at  16,000 
sq.  m.,  and  the  pop.  at  26,000,  of  whom 
about  1(tOO  are  Europeans.  The  country 
is  mountainous,  but  fmitAiI  and  richly 
wooded ;  Mount  Arrowtmith  is  6000  ft.  above 
the  sea.  The  coasts  are  deeply  indented 
by  gulft  and  bays,  and  there  are  several 
good  harbours.  Excellent  coal  is  fbund  in 
abundance.  Fishing  and  hunting  are  the 
chief  occupations  of  the  people.— The  prin- 
cipal town,  Victoria,  is  at  the  S.E.  point, 
and  is  the  cap.  of  the  prov.

The  greater  part  of  the 
country  consists  of  the  immense  basin  of 
the  Irrawadi  and  its  tribataries.  It  is 
mountainous  in  the  W.,  N.,  and  N.E.,  and 
level  In  the  B.  and  S.E.  It  has  valuable 
mines  of  gold,  silver,  copper,  tin,  lead,  anti- 
mony, ana  iron,  besides  a  great  variety  of 
precious  stones.  Teak  is  abundant.  The 
only  native  manufacture  popular  with 
Europeans  is  the  lacquered  ware  called 
**  Burmese  boxes.*'  Estimated  area  190,600 
sq.  m. ;  pop.  iflOOfiOO.  The  cap.  is  Jfando- 
lajf,  on  a  plain  8  m.  from  the  Irrawadi.— 
Europeans  derived  their  first  precise  ideas 
concerning  Burmah  fh>m  the  travels  and 
discoveries  of  the  Portuguese.  The  king- 
dom of  Bnrmah  or  Ava,  as  it  was  callM 
from  the  capital  at  that  time,  was  con- 
qoered  in  1768  by  the  king  of  Pegu,  who 
carried  away  the  Bnrman  monai^  as  a 
prisoner,  and  caused  him  to  be  murdered 
in  1754.  Alompra,  a  Bnrman  of  low  ez- 
triiction,  revolted  against  the  Peguese,  and 
became  the  conqueror  of  Pegu  in  1767.  In 
consequence  of  a  dispute  with  the  Burman 
monarch,  the  British  East  India  Govern- 
ment invaded  his  territories  in  Februnry 
1824,  and,  after  a  war  of  two  years,  com- 
pelled him  to  sue  for  peace,  to  cede  Assam, 
Arakan,  and  the  Tenasserim  provinces,  and 
to  pay  £1,000.000  sterling.  Another  war 
broke  out  in  1858,  and  the  British  annexed 
Pegu  to  their  dominions.  [See  BritLsh 
Bnrmah.]

The  00.  is  studded  with  a  number  of  small 
lakes,  trom  which  several  streams  flow  to 
the  sea.  Among  these  are  the  Tkurto, 
Wickj  Dtaibeath,  BorriedaU,  etc  The  hor- 
ring  fishery  off  the  coast  forms  the  prin- 
cipal branch  of  industry.  Wick,  the  co. 
towiK  with  Its  suburb,  PulUmeyt^wn^  is  the 
chief  herring-fishing  station  in  the  north 
of  Scotland.  The  early  inhabitants  of 
Caithness  are  supposed  to  have  been  Celts, 
who  were  driven  out  by  the  Danes  and 
Norwegians,  whose  kings,  in  the  Middle 
Ages,  held  dominion  over  this  part  of  Scot- 
land.

N.  to  the  Mexican  territory  of  Lower  Cali- 
fornia in  the  S.,  and  has  an  average  width 
of 260m.  Area  188,982 sq.m.;  pop. 864,686, 
of  whom  about  60,000  are  Chinese.  The 
country  is  traversed  by  two  great  moun- 
tain ranges^the  Coa»t  Bang*  and  the 
^Mira  Ntvada.  The  former  extends  the 
whole  length  of  the  state,  at  a  varying 
distance  from  the  coast— sometimes  send- 
ing ita  spurs  to  the  very  shore,  elsewhere 
leaving  plains  reaching  80  m.  inland. 
Within  the  only  gap  which  breaks  the 
continuity  of  this  range  is  situated  the 
city  of  San  FVaneigeo,  the  western  ter- 
minus of  the  great  Padfle  Railway,  which 
crosses  the  continent,  and  brings  California 
into  speedy  and  direct  intercourse  with  the 
A  tlantic  states  of  the  Union.  Between  the 
Coast  Range  and  the  Sierra  Nevada,  which 
in  part  forms  the  E.  boundary  of  the  state, 
is  a  rich,  fertile  valley,  600  m.  long  and  75 
m.  broad,  which  yields  the  producta  of  the 
temperate  and  many  of  the  tropical  and 
semi-tropical  regions,  and  possesses  an  ex- 
ceedingly salubrious  climate.  The  culmi- 
nating point  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  is  Mcuni 
WhUmv,  1^898  ft  hiffh,  said  to  be  the 
loftiest  peak  in  the  U.S.  The  most  im« 
portent  rivers  in  the  state  are  the  Aicro- 
mento  and  the  Joaquin^  which  unite  at  the 
head  of  the  estuary  leading  down  to  San 
Frandsco  Bay.  The  chief  lakes  are  Tulan 
Lakt  and  (hfen  Lake.  The  coast  is  gene- 
rally rugged  and  predpitons ;  it  is  indented 
by  several  extensive  bays  and  harbours, 
the  principal  being  San  Franeitco  Baff^ 
MonUrtg  Bay,  and  HunAoUU  Bay.  The 
mineral  wealth  is  very  great,  oomprising 
coal,  marble,  granite,  precious  stones,  iron, 
lesd,  tin,  copper,  quicksilver,  silver,  and 
gold— the  two  last  being  found  in  abun- 
danee.     At  one  time  the  search  for  the 

f»recions  metals  almost  monopolised  the 
abour  of  the  population ;  bnt,  happily  fbr 
the  welfare  of  the  state,  agriculture  in  all 
ita  branehea  is  becoming  the  leading  occu- 
pation.—<;alifomia  is  celebrated  for  ita 
many  wonderful  natural  objeota  and  re- 
markable scenery,  for  the  preservation  of 
which  several  state  parks  have  been 
formed.  The  grandest  of  these  is  the 
Tosemitt  Valley  in  the  Sierra  Nevada. 
It  is  10  m.  long  and  8  m.  wide.     It  is 
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hemmed  in  hj  granite  walls,  which  rise  to 
a  height  of  fttmi  9000  to  6000  ft.  Great 
domes  and  pyramida  rise  ahoTe  the  deep 
hollow,  at  the  hottom  of  which  is  a  Uttle 
lake  and  stream.  A  small  rirer,  70  ft. 
wide,  tumbles  over  on  one  side  of  the 
immense  height,  coming  down  in  three 
falls,  the  first  of  them  1800  ft  In  the 
▼alley  are  nooks  and  bits  of  scenery  of  rare 
beauty,  contrasting  almost  strangely  with 
the  solemn  grandenr  of  the  surrounding 
walla  and  peaks.  The  Ifaripoaa  Big  Tree 
Grove  is  another  of  these  state  parks.  It 
contains  the  most  beautlfal  remaining 
group  of  the  gigantic  pines  known  as 
the  wellingtonia,  supposed  to  be  about 
8000  years  old.  Abont  00  m.  N.  of  San 
Francisco  is  the  Gegeera  ValUy^  where 
hundreds  of  springs  of  all  kinds,  colours, 
and  temperatnres  are  to  be  seen,  with  im- 
mense deposits  of  sulphur,  alum,  magnesia, 
epsom  sidts,  and  other  minerals.  —  The 
state  cap.  is  Baeremeiao^  on  the  river  of 
that  name;  bnt  the  most  important  place 
ii  San  FroMcieeo,  Qneen  City  of  the  Paoiflc.

Canada,  kan^d^dd  (from  Indian  name 
hanatOf  place  of  huts),  an  extensive  and 
ImptHlant  territory  in  North  America,  be- 
longing to  Great  Britain.  It  is  the  region 
of  Uie  great  lakes  Sapertor,  Huron,  Erie, 
and  Ontario,  and  lies  almost  entirely  with- 
in the  baidn  of  the  8t  Lawrence.  From 
iU  most  eastern  point,  Cape  Gaap4,  it 
stretches  westward  to  the  90th  meridian, 
and  is  bounded  on  the  8.  by  the  United 
States  and  New  Brunswick.    Canada  was 
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eoloniced   by   the  French   In  1606^  and 
remained  in  their  possession  until  ceded 
to  Britain  in  1763.      It  was  long  known  as 
Upper  and  Lower  Canada,  and  as  Canada 
West  and  East — the  former  lying  between 
the  great  lakes,  the  Ottowa,  and  the  St 
Lawrence,  and  the  latter  embracing  both 
sides  of  the    St   Lawrence   from  a  little 
above  Montreal;   but  in  1867  these  two 
divisions  received  the  names  of  Ontario 
and    Quebec,  and,  with  Nova  ikotia  and 
Neie    Bruntmck,   were   formed    into   the 
Dominion  of  Oanada.     The  prov.  of 
JfanUot*a,  the  North- West  Territories  (for- 
merly belonging  to  the  Hudson  Bay  Com- 
pany), Prince  Edward  Island^  and  BrUish 
Columbia  and  Vancouver  Island,  were  subse- 
quently admitted  into  the  Dominion,  which 
now  embraces  in  a  federal  union  the  whole 
of  British  North  America,  excepting  New- 
foundland, extending  from  Uie  S.  boundary 
of  the  United  States  to  the  Arctic  Ocean, 
the  total  area   being   8,330,162    sq.  m. 
Of  this   immense   region  nearly  700,000 
sq.  m.  are  covered  with  water.    The  area  of 
Ontario,  or  Upper  Canada,  is  107,780  sq.  m. ; 
p.  1,690,860.    Quebec,  or  Lower  Canada, 
as   an   area  of  198356  sq.  m.;  and   a 
pop.   of  1,191,576.     Ontario  is  occupied 
chiefly  by  British  settlers,  and  Quebec  by 
the  desoeudanta  of  French  colonists.    The 
aborigines  consisted  of  savage  tribes,  whose 
names  and  manners  may  be  traced  In 
the  earlv  French  accounts.    In  both  On- 
tario and  Quebec  cold  and  heat  are  felt  in 
thtfr  extremes,  and  the  transition  from 
winter  to  summer  is  very  sudden.    The 
year  is  divided  between  these  two  seasons, 
spring  and  autumn  being  almost  unknown. 
The  first  begins  in  October,  and  the  snow 
disappears  about  the  end  of  April,  when 
vegetation  proceeds  with  wonderftil  activ- 
ity.   Notwithstanding  the  excess  of  heat 
and  cold,  the  climate  Is  far  from  being 
unhealthy.     The  face  of  the  country  is 
generally  mountainous  and  woodv;   but 
there  are  extensive  savannas  and  pluns  of 
great  beauty,  chiefly  in  Ontario,  wnlch  is  a 
very  fertile  region.     Quebec,  if  less  fertile 
than  the  upper  province,  is  much   more 
picturesque,  its    physical    aspect    being 
exceedingly  varied.     Canada  is  rich  in 
minerals,  comprising  gold,  copper,  lead, 
iron,  tin,  marble,  and  luhographlc  stones. 
The  chief  natural  objects  of  interest  are 
the  great  lakes,  rivers,   and  cataracts. 
Among  the  last  are  the  celebrated  Fails  of 
Niagara,  between  Lakes  Erie  and  Ontario, 
where  the  fall  of  the  river  on  the  Canadian 
side  Is  2100  ft.  wide  and  160  ft  high;  on 
the  side  of  the  United  Stotee,  1140  ft.  broad 
and  164  ft.  high.    As  might  be  expected 
with  sp  small  a  population  on  so  large  an 
area,  the  cities,  towns,  and  Tillages  of  the 
Dominion  are  not  so   numerous  nor  so 
extensive  as  they  are  in  old  and  populous 
countries,  nor  are  their  buildings  gener- 
ally so  permanent  and  substantial.    Still 
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Qnebee  and  Montreal,  the  chief  cities  of 
Qnebeo  proTince,  and  Ottaira,  Kingston, 
Toronto,  Hamilton,  and  London,  in  Ontario 
prorince,  have  public  and  private  edifices 
which,  for  beauty  of  deaign  and  solid  oon- 
strnction,  wUl  compare  very  f&vourablj 
with  those  in  the  towns  and  cities  of 
Euftland.  The  pnhUc  works  of  Canada 
would  do  credit  to  an  older  and  richer 
coonUy.  The  ship-canals  and  locks  that 
connect  the  great  Ukes  are  good  evidences 
of  engineering  skill  and  indnstrial  enter- 
prise; and  her  railway  system  already 
extends  close  upon  7000  miles.  The  yearly 
imports  into  Canada  are  of  the  valne  of 
about  £S5,000,000;  the  exports  being  of 
the  value  of  about  £21,000,000.  Of  the 
imports,  nearly  £7,000,000  are  firom  Great 
Britain.  Of  the  exports,  nearly  £10,600,000 
are  to  Great  Britain.  The  chief  articles 
exported  are  furs,  wheat,  flour,  and  timber. 
The  Dominion  of  Canada  has  a  consider- 
able merchant  navv— there  appearing  on 
the  registers  of  the  several  ports  6062 
vessels,  with  an  aggregate  tonnage  of 
1,206,866.— The  government  of  the  Domi- 
nion is  oottdnctM  by  a  govemoi^^neral 
appointed  by  the  British  sovereign,  a 
leglf  lative  council  also  nominated  bv  the 
crown,  and  a  legislative  assembly,  or  House 
of  Commons,  elected  by  the  people,  In 
whom  now  the  real  power  resides,  as  in 
the  British  House  of  Commons.  There  is 
complete  religious  toleration :  the  prevail- 
ing denominations  in  Ontario  are  Church 
of  England  Episcopalians,  Presbyterians, 
and  Methodists;  in  Quebec  the  Roman- 
catholic  Church  predominates.  The  cap. 
of  the  Dominion  is  Oltawoj  in  Ontario.

12,196  ft.  above  the  sea,  and  is  seen  by 
mariners  at  the  distance  of  140  m.  The 
islands  sre  in  general  fertile,  and  have  a 
flne  climate;  their  chief  production  is 
wine.

848,962^  The  territory  last  incor^ 
porated  is  about  double  that  extent,  but  is 
thinly  peofried.  The  colony  proper  con- 
rists  <^  seven  provinces,  named  from  their 
position  with  respect  to  the  points  of  the 
eompasa,  which  are  subdivided  into  fifty- 
four  districts.  The  country  rises  from  the 
coaat  to  the  interior  in  a  series  of  moun- 
tain nuiges,  with  elevated  plains  or  ter- 
races between  and  beyond  them.  The 
lofdeat  range  Is  variously  named  in  its 
course  across  the  colony  Boggetttli^  Nienw- 
mM,  WbUtrhtTftm^  Stteeuwbtrgtm^  and  Dra- 
henbtrgem,  or  Quathlamba.

The  mountains  are  of  peculiar 
ahape,  oceaaionally  flat  at  the  summit,  like 
the  celebrated  Mb  MoutUatn  in  the  Cape 
peninsula,  and  at  other  times  crowned  with 
a  sort  of  rocky  dome.  Between  the  Kogge- 
veld  and  Mleuwveld  Mountains  In  the  M., 
and  the  Lower  and  Great  Zwarteberg  in 
the  8.,  ia  an  Immenee  elevated  plateau 
called  the  Oreat  Karroo.  During  the 
summer  heats  it  is  a  barren  desert,  as  its 
name  Implies;  but  after  the  ndna  it  is 
clothed  with  the  richest  verdure  and  flower- 
ing plants.— The  most  important  river  of 
the  colony  is  the  Oariep  or  Ortmat^  which 
flows  in  a  winding  course  fh>m  £.  to  W., 
and  falls  into  the  Atlantic  Among  the 
smaller  river*  may  be  named  the  Olifant, 
Berf,  BrettUf  OauritM,  Oamtco$f  Ortat  Fith 


Bwer^  and  the  OrteA  Kei  £iver.  The  coasts 
are  indented  by  8t  BeUita  Bay,  Baldanha 
Bay,  and  TabU  Bay,  on  the  W. ;  Faiat  Boy, 
Walker  Bay.  Mowl  Bay,  and  FUtUnbery 
Bay,  on  the  8. ;  and  by  Aigoa  Bay  on  the  E. 
Very  considenhle  portions  of  the  colony 
have  a  rich  and  fertile  appearance.  To- 
wards the  N.E.  the  country  Is  well  wooded 
and  watered,  and  fkvourable  for  agricul- 
ture. The  climate  ts  delightfhl  and  salu- 
brious. Rearing  of  cattle,  sheep,  and 
ostriches,  and  the  cultivation  of  com  and 
the  vine,  are  the  chief  punults  of  the  in- 
habitants. The  neighbourhood  of  Cape 
Town  produces  the  fiunous  Constantla 
wine,  besides  other  kinds.  Nearlv  all  the 
usual  African  animals  are  (bund  within 
the  boundaries  of  the  colonv.  The  mineral 
wealth  is  considenble,  ana  embraces  cop- 
per, gold,  and  diamonds,  with  here  and 
there  indications  of  coal.  Commerce  Is 
carried  on  with  great  energy.  The  ports 
are  Cape  Town  and  Bmon  Town  on  the  W. 
coast,  and  Port  Elieabeth  on  the  E.  The 
exports,  consisting  of  wool,  hides,  ostrich 
feathers,  ivory,  diamonds,  aloes,  wine,  etc., 
are  of  the  annual  value  of  £4fiOOjOOO ;  and 
the  imports  £5,768,000.  The  revenue  is 
£2,246/)00.  The  admlnlstraUon  of  aflain  ts 
vested  in  a  governor,  aided  by  a  Uentenant- 
govemor  and  a  legislative  council  and 
house  of  assembly.  The  education  of  the 
people  is  well  cared  for.  The  English  lan- 
guage alone  is  used  In  courts  of  law,  but 
Dutch  is  also  taught  in  government  schools 
—The  early  history  of  tlie  colony  ia  fraught 
with  much  interest.  The  Portnguese,  for 
many  yeara  after  the  discovery  of  the  Cape 
peninsula  by  Bartholomew  de  Diaz  in  1488, 
regarded  it  as  chiefly  vsluable  as  a  calllng- 

flsce  for  vessels  on  their  way  to  and  from 
ndia,  and  their  attempta  at  settlement 
were  few  and  fltfhl.  The  navlgatore  of 
other  nations  began  to  cast  envious  eyes 
on  this  iialr  Portuguese  possesalon,  and  in 
1820  two  English  captains  seised  it  in 
name  of  King  Jamea  the  Fint.  That, 
however,  seems  to  have  been  all  they  did, 
for  thirty-two  yean  later  a  small  party  of 
Dutchmen  arrived  in  Table  Bay  empowered 
to  form  a  colonv  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 
They  succeeded,  and  for  about  IfiO  years 
the  Cape  remained  a  Dutch  possession.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  present  century 
British  rule  waa  established  in  that  region, 
and  ever  since  then  the  colony  has  p,roi»- 
pered  in  a  wonderftil  degree,  more  especially 
in  regard  to  the  acquisition  of  territory. 
Besides  the  seven  provinces  into  which 
the  colony  proper  Is  divided,  its  govern- 
ment extends  over  Griqualand  West,  a  large 
prov.,  noted  for  its  diNmond-fields,  N.  of 
the  Orange  River  and  W.  of  the  Orange 
River  Free  State,  as  well  as  over  the  native 
districts  of  Baeuto  Land,  Oriqualand  East, 
Trunekfi  Taritoru,  and  8t  John's  Territory, 
all  eastward  of  the  colony  proper.  There 
an  also  the  vast  regions  of  Oreat  Ifama- 
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quaUiHd  and  Damaraland,  on  the  W.  coast, 
alreadf  referred  to.  The  population  of  this 
^reat  colony  consists  of  the  descendants  of 
the  old  Dutch  settlers,  called  ^'boera," 
meaning  fanners;  British  and  German 
emigrants;  negroes  and  Malays,  formerly 
the  slaves  of  the  setOers;  Hottentots, 
Oriqoas,  Bushmen,  Kafirs,  and  other 
natlTO  races.— The  cap.  of  the  colony  is 
Cape  Town,  on  the  8.  shore  of  Table  Bay.

Cheahire,  cAesVIr,  a  co.  of  England, 
separated  on  the  N.  tnm.  Lancashire  by 
the  river  Mersey';  Flint  and  Denbigh 
bound  it  on  the  W.;  Salop  and  part  of 
Stafford  on  the  8.;  and  part  of  Stafford 
and  Derby  on  the  E.  Area  1104  sq. 
m. ;  pop.  661,201.  Except  in  the  £.  and 
W.,  the  surface  Is  flat  and  well  wooded. 
The  Mersey f  Dee.  and  Weaver  are  the  prin- 
cipal rivers.  The  soil  and  climate  alike 
favour  it  as  a  graxing  co.

OhiU,  ehirts,  called  bv  the  Spaniards 
Chile,  ehee^ia,  a  republican  state  of  8. 
America,  lying  between  the  Pacific  Ocran 
and  the  Andes,  to  the  8.  of  Bolivia.  It 
extends  from  23"  to  68*  66'  S.  lat.,  and  is 
divided  Into  Cisandine  or  Western  Chili 
and  Transandlne  or  Eastern  Chill,  the 
latter  of  which  comprises  Patagonia,  or 
the  Territory  of  Magellan,  though  the 
Argentine  Republic  disputes  the  claim  of 
Chili  to  Patagonia.  The  length  of  Chili 
from  N.  to  B.  is  about  2000  m.,  and  Its 
average  breadth  from  the  Andes  to  the 
Pacific  about  100  m .  Area,  excluding  Pata- 
gonia, eat.  at  170,000  sq.  m. :  pop.  9,076,971. 
Politically  Chill  is  divided  into  the  follow- 
ing provinces : — ileonea^Ka,  Ar€ttieo  (Anu- 
eania),  Atacama,  ChiM^  Colehamtei,  Ctm- 
eepeian,  Co^tmfto,  Cmrieo,  Lteft^Mice,  Lmo- 
res,  MauUf  NubU,  SanHoffo,  Jb/ea,  VatdMa, 
ValparaitOf  and  the  colony  of  MagManM. 
The  country  is  hillv,  being  Intersected  by 
numerous  spurs  of  the  Andes,  enclosing 
fertile  valleya  watered  by  streams  from 
the  monntelns.  The  climate  Is  mild  and 
healthy,  although  in  the  northern  district 
there  is  scarcely  any  rain,  and  elsewhere 
it  falls  only  during  some  of  the  winter 
months,— that  is,  firom  June  to  September. 
Earthquakes  are  freauent,  and  occasionally 
very  destructive.  Cnili  is  pecoliarly  rich 
In  minerals,  yielding  gold,  silver,  copper, 
merenry,  tin,  cine,  manganeae,  arsenic,  and 
antimony.  There  ia  plenty  of  ooal,  but  not 
of  the  best  aort.  Among  the  cultivated 
planto  are  beans,  potatoes,  maixe,  wheat, 
barley,  and  hemp.  There  is  abundance  of 
figs,  olives,  grapes,  and  other  fhilts.  Of 
the  wild  animau,  the  most  remarkable  Is 
the  puma  or  American  lion.  The  country 
is  perhapa  the  most  prosperous  of  all  the 
South  American  states.  It  has  a  great  ex- 
tent of  searooast  with  manv  good  harboura. 
Railways  have  been  introdueed,  and  trade 
is  flonnshing.  Chili  was  Invaded  by  the 
Spaalaxda  allisr  the  eonffneat  of  Feiu.  The 
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coloflilstB  fhmw  off  th«  joke  of  Spain  In 
1818,  when  the  eoontrj  beoeme  en  In- 
dependent repnblio.  It  la  goTerned  by  a 
PreMident,  elected  by  the  people  once  in 
everj  five  7M'*»  ^^  ^^^  legialatlre 
chamben.  The  Boman-cathollc  religion 
iB  that  of  the  atate,  and  the  pubUe  cele- 
bration of  any  other  form  of  worship  is 
forbidden.  The  chief  towna  are  SantiagQ^ 
the  cap.,  V^lparai$Of  Coqnimbo^  and  CSm- 
cepeion.

Ghllo«.  ekeO'O-iir,  almost  eikO-wd',  a 
claster  ox  islands  off  the  coast  of  Chili. 
ChiloA,  the  largest.  Is  190  m.  long  and  40 
m.  broad.  The  soil  is  iiertile ;  the  air  Is 
damp,  but  the  climate  is  healthf .  Pop. 
64,636. 

01iUt«m  HUlc.  ekOrurn  (the  hills  in  the 
chalky  district),  a  ridge  of  chalkv  hills  in 
the  COB.  of  Buckingham,  Hertford,  and  Oz 
ford,  England.  Their  principal  summit, 
WtndoytTf  is  900  ft.  above  the  IcTel  of  the 
sea.  In  former  timet  this  region,  espe- 
cially the  portion  in  Burkinghamshire, 
was  corered  by  beech  forests,  which  were 
infested  by  robbers,  to  suppress  whose 
depredations  QoTemment  was  oUiged  to 
appoint  an  officer  called  the  Steward  of 
the  Chiltem  Hundreds.

Ohimboraao,  ckimrb<y-rS,'»o  (meaning 
probably  the  snow  of  Qutmbo,  but  the 
etymology  Is  rery  uncertain),  a  mountain 
of  Ecuador,  S.  America,  80.703  ft  above 
the  lerel  of  the  sea.  It  is  a  perfect  dome, 
and  is  satd  to  be  the  most  imposing  of  all 
the  mountains  belonging  to  Uie  Andes  as 
seen  from  the  Paciiio.  In  1809,  Humboldt 
and  Bonpland  ascended  it  to  an  elevation 
of  19,798  ft 

Obln*,  ehVnd,  a  vast  and  important 
empire  of  Asia,  bounded  M.  by  Asiatic 
Russia;  W.  bv  Asistic  Russia,  Western 
Turkestan,  and  India:  8.  by  India,  Bur^ 
mah,  and  Anam;  E.  by  the  Yellow  Sea 
and  the  Pseiflo  Ocean.  The  countries 
which  it  embraces  are  —  China  Proper, 
Tfbtt^  MomgoUa^  JtaHehopriOf  and  BatUm 
Turkeitan.  Its  area  is  est.  at  4,696/XK) 
sq.  m.,  and  its  pop.  at  484,791/)00.  The 
eonntries  forming  the  empire  will  be 
noticed  under  their  respective  names. — 
China  Proper,  in  the  S.E.  of  the  empire, 
is  bounded  N.  by  Mongolia  and  Man- 
ehooria;   W.   by    Mongolia,    Tibet,  and 


Bnrmah;   8.  by  Laos,  Anam,  and  the 
Chinese  Bea :  fi.  by  the  Yellow  Bea  and 
the  Paeiile  (>oean.     It  extends  from  W 
to  49*  N.  Int.,  and  from  96*  to  IST  £.  long. 
Its  greatest  length  firom  N.  to  8.  is  about 
1600  m.,  and  its  breadth  varies  firom  900  to 
1800  m.    Area  est.  at  1 ,600,000  sq.  m. ;  pop. 
404,000,000.    The  natives  of  this  populous 
region  hsve  various  names  for  it,  but  the 
most  common  is  Chung  Kwe,  which  signifies 
the  MiddU  Kingdom,  or  the  centre  of  the 
earth,  for  they  proudly  regard  other  coun- 
tries as  mere  skirts  and  appendages  to 
their  own.    After  the  conquest  of  the  N. 
part  by  the  descendante  of  Genghis,  it  was 
styled  Oeohajf,    The  origin  of  the  name 
China  or  Tsia  seems  nncortaln.    For  ad- 
minlstntive   purposes,  China  is  divided 
into  18  provinoes,  vie,  6  maritime  (i>«- 
Uk^4it  Shang-tung,  Kianif''9Uf  Ch»-kiang^  Fo- 
&1-M,  and  ^^Moii^-fwi^);  6  on  the  frontlen 
{QuafM-9i  and  Tun-^tan  in  the  8.,  8»^h^-en 
and  ktm-ti  in  the  W.,  and  8hm-H  and 
Shan-*i  in  the  N.);  and  6  in  the  interior 
(ffo-nanf  Npan-hotL Kiamg-tif  Hoonan^  Boo- 
/M,  and  Kuei-choo).     The  chief  physical 
features  of  China  are  the  nnmoer  and 
magnitude  of  its  rivers,  which  doubtless 
contributed  in  a  great  d^ree  to  the  early 
civilisation  of  the  country.    The  most  im- 
portant of  the  riven  are  the  Tang-tte-kiang 
or  Blue  J7tMr,  and  the  Hwang-ho  or  YmUow 
Rwer^  which  are  sepanted  towards  their 
sotirces  by  the  Pe-ling  Mountains.    The 
Pei-ho  or  Bioer  of  Pekin  is  eonsidereblti ; 
and  in  Quang-tnng   province   there   are 
three    great   Rtreams,  all    navigable  for 
more   than  160  m.     China  may  be  de- 
BCrttMd  as  a  series  of  large  basins  with 
an  eastern  aspect,  the  watenheds  becom- 
ing  mountainous  towards  their  western 
extremity,  bnt  subsiding  towards  the  sea, 
so  as  to  si  low  the  several  river-basins  to 
form  one  contlnnonsly  low  and  level  shore. 
The  highest  mountain  ranges,  such  as  the 
Loong,  Po-ling,  9m4ina,  TBUhoia-Shan,  Kioo- 
Umg-ShoHf  and  Ifan-ltng,  lie  to  the  W.  of 
lir.    To  the  E.  of  this,  fh>m  the  Yang- 
tse-kiang  northwards  to  beyond  Pekin,  is 
an  alluvial  and  exceedingly  fertile  plain; 
southwards  is  a  more  vsriegaied  region. 
The   principal  lake  is  JbngAtng^  in  the 
N.B.  of  the  prov.  of  Hoo-nan;  it  has  a 
circumference  of  about  800  m.     Pogang, 
farther  east,  in  Klang-al,  is  only  one-third  as 
Isrge,  bnt  much  more  beautiful. — In  a  coun- 
try so  extensive,  the  climate  is  necessarily 
various.     In  the  southern  provinces  the 
heat  is  greater  than  in  Bengal;  in  the 
northern,  the  rigour  of  a  European  winter 
is  experienced.    In  no  region  of  the  East 
has  agriculture  attained  greater  perfiaction. 
The  cultivation  of  every  spot  is  requisite 
for  the  support  of  the  excessive  population ; 
and  the  greatest  ingenuity  has  been  dis- 
played in  forming  the  sides  of  lofty  moun- 
tains into  terraces,  to  which  water  is  con- 
veyed by  boclLetSy  or  by  conduits  from  reser- 
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▼oin  In  which  the  rain  {■  eoUected  at  the 
top.  The  principal  article  of  culture  is  rice, 
which  is  raisea  chiefly  iu  the  southern 
parts  of  the  empire.  The  Chinese  hare 
discorered  a  method  of  cultiTatins  even 
the  beds  of  their  lakes,  ponds,  and  rivu- 
lets, where  the  pettij  or  water-chestnut,  is 
planted,  and  produces  a  wholesome  and 
delicate  fhiit.  Besides  the  orange,  tama- 
rind, and  mulberry  trees,  of  which  there 
are  two  species,  and  from  the  bark  of  one 
of  which  paper  is  made,  there  is  the  tallow- 
tree,  yielding  a  green  wax,  capable  of  being 
manufactured  fiito  candles.  But  of  all 
the  productions  of  China  the  most  re- 
markable ia  the  tea-plant,  which  grows 
chiefly  in  the  hilly  parts  of  the  country. 
It  is  about  five  feet  high,  and  blossoms 
from  October  to  January.  In  a  country 
so  densely  peopled,  there  are  but  few 
forests  or  Jungles  to  harbour  wild  beasts. 
Such  as  are  occasionally  seen  do  not  differ 
from  those  of  the  neighbouring  countries. 
Among  the  minerals  are  gold,  sllrer,  quick- 
silver, a  natural  composition  of  iron  and 
zinc  called  tuienag,  a  species  of  white  copper 
named  petcng,  coal,  and  the  flne  clay  and 
earths  called  haclin  and  pelunt$9,  from 
which  porcelain  is  manufactured.  The 
provinces  of  Shan-si  and  Hoo-nan  are  said 
to  be  BO  rich  in  coal  and  iron  aa  to  afford 
a  supply  for  the  world's  requirements  for 
thousands  of  years.  Among  thla  industri- 
ous people  almost  every  kind  of  manufac- 
ture ia  found;  but  those  of  porcelain,  silk, 
cotton,  and  paper,  are  the  moat  noted. 
Like  the  Hindus,  the  Chinese  excel  in 
delicate  works  in  ivory  and  metal.  Their 
chief  exports  are  silk,  porcelain,  and,  above 
aU,  tea.  Of  the  imports  from  Europe, 
the  most  important  are  iron,  steel,  lead, 
flints,  aincy  quicksilver,  woollens,  cottons, 
clockwork,  and  machinery.    The  chief  im- 

?)rts  from  India  are  cotton  and  opium, 
nide  with  foreigners  waa  long  oonflned  to 
the  city  of  Canton  ;  the  porta  of  ilmoy,  Foo- 
ehoo^  Ning-vOf  and  Shanghai  were  opened  in 
1842;  but  it  was  not  until  1800,  when  the 
city  otPtkin^  the  cap.,  was  captured  by  the 
allied  armies  of  Britain  and  France,  that 
anything  like  free  commercial  inieroonrae 
with  other  nations  was  permitted  by  the 
Chinese  Government  Of  the  national 
works  of  China  the  most  remarkable  is 
the  Ortat  Wall  on  the  northern  frontier, 
about  1400  m.  long,  supposed  to  have  been 
built  about  200  rears  before  the  Christian 
era.  The  Impenal  Canal  extends  from  the 
nelghbourho<ra  of  Tien-tsln  (the  port  of 
Pekin)  to  Hang-cboo,  a  distance  of  700  m. ; 
It  is  2uO  ft.  broad  at  the  surface ;  in  passing 
through  the  elevated  tracts  it  is  often  60  or 
70  ft.  in  depth ;  in  low  marshy  spots  it  is 
raised  by  embankroenta  aometimea  SO  ft. 
above  the  level  of  the  surrounding  coun- 
try:  so  that  in  some  places  its  surfkoe  is 
higner  than  the  walla  of  the  dtles  by 
which  it  paasea.     The    government  of 


China  has  long  been  a  despotic  monarchy. 
The  present  dynasty  is  of  Manchoo  origin, 
and  has  had  possession  of  the  throne  since 
1644.  The  Chinese  have  a  very  peculiar 
written  language,  with  a  distinct  character 
for  every  wor^  of  which  there  are  many 
thousands,  thoogh  only  between  three  and 
four  thonaand  are  in  general  use,  and  even 
these  may  be  resolved  into  about  three 
hundred  primitives  or  keys.  Printing  from 
wooden  blocks  was  in  use  here  long  before 
the  art  became  known  in  Europe.  In 
China  the  literati,  or  learned  men,  are 
held  in  great  honour,  and  occupy  all  the 
most  Important  offices  of  state.  The 
people  are  placid  and  affable  in  disposi- 
tion, but  utful  and  fraudulent;  the  ruling 
classes,  though  intelligent,  are  corrupt  and 
unprincipled.  The  murder  of  in&nts  by 
exposure  is  said  to  be  common.  The 
nottona  of  female  beauty  are  peculiar; 
and  the  admiration  of  amall  feet  subjects 
women  to  much  pain  and  inconvenience  in 
obtaining  this  indispensable  charm.  The 
religion  of  the  government  and  learned 
men  is  that  of  Confucius,  who  flourished 
about  five  hundred  years  before  the  Chria- 
ttan  era,  and  taught  almost  a  pure  deism  ; 
the  common  people  are  addictM  to  various 
superstitions,  particularly  the  worship  of 
Fo,  apparently  the  Boodh  of  the  Hindus.

Oolombla,  United  States  of,  id-nm^' 
be-d,  a  federal  republic  of  S.  America, 
comprising  the  states  of  Panama,  Bolivar, 
MagdaUna,  8antander,  Antioquiaf  Bogaea\ 
Cundinamarea,  Cauea,  and  Tulima,  extends 
fh)m  2*  8.  lat.  to  ir  20"  N.  lat,  and  from 
68"  to  88*  W.  long.  Its  length,  from  N.  to 
S.,  is  about  1000  m;  iU  gi^eatest  breadth, 
from  E.  to  W.,  is  about  1060  m.  Area 
504,778  so.  m.;  pop.  2,918,348.  The  western 
portion  of  the  country  is  traversed  from  N. 
to  S.  by  parallel  ridges  of  the  Andes,  which 
have  their  northern  termination  in  the 
Isthmus  of  Panama.  Through  the  valleys 
between  these  ridges,  the  Hagfialena  and 
its  tributary  the  Cauea  flow  northwards  to 
the  Caribbean  Sea.  The  climate  iu  the 
lower  regions  is  damp,  hot,  and  unhealthy; 
but  the  table-lands,  where  most  of  the 
towns  are  situated,  have  an  equable  and 
agreeable  atmosphere.  The  numerous 
forests  yield  large  quantities  of  ebony, 
mahoganv,  cedar,  logwood,  canutchoiic,  and 
sarsaparilla.  The  plants  chleHy  cultivait  d 
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are  cotton,  iiidI^,oolfoe,  •ngar-cane,  cacao, 
cinnamon,  maize,  and  the  plantain,  whldi 
la  the  ataple  food  of  the  great  maaa  of  the 
people.  Them  are  nnmerona  herds  of 
cattle ;  hat  agrlcaltnre  on  the  whole  is  in  a 
rery  baekwutl  state.  Commerce  Is  more 
prosperous,  and  has  received  a  oonslder- 
ahle  impnlse  fh>m  the  railway  lately  made 
across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama.  The  coun- 
try abounds  in  mineral  wealth.  It  yields 
gold,  silTer,  platinum,  copper,  tin,  lead, 
and  iron.  Coal  is  fonnd  near  the  capital : 
and  diamonds,  sspphiras,  emeralds,  ana 
oUier  preeions  stones,  occur  in  several 
places.  The  more  remarkable  wild  animals 
are  the  tapir,  the  Jaguar,  the  puma,  the 
ant-eater,  the  sloth,  the  cayman  or  alli- 
gator, the  gymnotns  or  electrical  eel,  and 
several  kinds  of  serpents,  some  of  them  of 

KBat  size.  When  the  Spanish  colonies  in 
nth  America  threw  off  the  yoke  of  the 
mother  country  in  1821,  New  Oranada, 
Yenezuela,  and  Eenador,  formed  them- 
selves into  the  republic  of  Colombia.  This 
republic  was  dissolved  In  1882,  when  the 
states  of  which  it  had  consisted  became 
independent  republics.  In  1666  the  states 
of  New  Granada  united  under  a  federal 
government,  and  subsequently  assumed 
the  name  under  which  they  are  collectively 
at  present  known.  Throughout  the  country 
the  Spanish  language  is  spoken,  and  the 
prevailing  religion  is  the  Roman  Catholic. 
The  seat  of  government  is  at  Bogota,

Oolos«do,  kol-<Hrdfd5,  one  of  the  United 
States  of  N.  America,  bounded  by  Dakotah 
and  Nebraaka  on  the  N.;  by  Nebraska  and 
Kansas  on  the  E. ;  by  New  Mexico  on  the 
8. ;  and  by  Utah  on  the  W.  The  surface 
is  generally  mountidnous,  some  of  the 
loftiest  summits  of  the  Rooky  Mountain 
range  being  in  this  sUte.  PiMa  Peak, 
near  the  oentre,  has  an  altitude  of  11,497 
ft.  Colorado  is  rich  in  minerals,  especially 
in  gold  and  silver.  Area  about  100,476  sq. 
m. ;  n.  194,409.— The  cap.  is  Denver. 

Ooionkdo,  or  Bio  Oolorado  (coloured 
river,  tmm  the  red  earth  mingled  with  its 
watersX  a  river  of  the  United  States,  W.  of 
the  Rocky  Mountains;  it  rises  in  Idaho 
terrltorr,  and  flows,  with  an  irreguUr 
eoarae,  towards  tiM  soath,  finally  disebarg- 
Ing  Itself  in  the  Golf  of  Califoniia.    For 


600  m.  the  river  flows  In  a  bed  depressed 
on  an  average  8000  ft  below  the  general 
surface  of  the  country,  and  a  narrow  wind- 
ing part  of  this  gorge  or  chasm,  800  m.  in 
length,  is  known  as  the  Great  Canon  of 
the  Colorado.

States  of  N.  America,  on  the  Potomac,  sur- 
rounded by  Virginia  and  Maryland.  It  is 
under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  Con- 
gress, and  contains  WaekingUm,  the  seat  of 
government  and  cap.  of  the  Union.  Area 
60  sq.  m. ;  pop.  177,688. 

Ooltunbla,  the  state  cap.  of  8.  Carolina, 
U.S.,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Congaree 
River,  near  the  confluence  of  the  Saluda 
and  Broad,  124  m.  N.N.W.  of  Charleston.

Ooltimbla,  or  Oregon,  a  large  river  of 
N.  America,  rises  in  the  Rocky  MoutitainH, 
in  about  60*  N.  lat.,  and  116"  w.  long.,  and, 
after  a  course  of  1000  m.,  falls  into  the 
Pacific  Ocean.

Colnmbns,  a  city  of  the  United  States, 
cap.  of  Ohio,  pleasantly  situated  on  the 
east  bank  of  tne  Scioto  River,  90  m.  from 
its  mouth.

Italy,  prov.  and  28  m.  E.8.E.  of  Ferrara.

Oomayagna,  ko-mi-dfouMt  formerly  Val- 
ladoUd^  a  city  of  Central  America,  cap.  of 
the  state  of  Honduras.    Pop.  18,000. 

Oombaconnm,  or  Oomboooonnm,  kam- 
boo-kefnumf  a  town  of  British  India,  dist.

Como,  between 
Milan  and  Chiavcnna.  Length  35  m. ; 
extreme  breadth  3  m. 

Como,  a  city  of  N.  Italy,  at  the  8.W. 
extremity  of  the  lake  of  the  same  name, 
surrounded  by  charming  scenery ;  it  is  the 
cap.  of  the  pror.  of  Como.  Pop.  10,931. — 
The  proy.  has  a  pop.  of  477,642. 

Comoro  Talanda,  kom'o-ro,  a  group  of 
▼olcanic  isles,  lying  between  Madagascar 
and  the  continent  of  Africa.  They  are 
mountainous,  and  abound  in  cattle  and 
tropical  fruits.  One  of  the  group,  called 
MayoUOf  was  ceded  to  France  in  1841.

Conception  Bay,  kon-tep^thun,  an  inlet 
on  the  E.  ooast  of  Newfoundland. 

Concord,  ken'kord,  the  state  cap.  of  New 
Hampshire.  U.S.,  oo.  MerHmac,  62  m. 
N.N.  W.  of  Boston.    Pop.  13,886. 

Condamina  XUver,  kon-dd-^ine^,  the 
head  stream  of  the  Darling  Biver  in 
Queensland,  Australia. 

CondA,  kdng-dS^  (at  the  meeting  of  two 
streams),  a  strong    fh)ntiar   fbrtress  of 


France,  dep.  Nord,  on  the  Schelde.    Pop. 
3881. 

Condom,  kdng-ddng',  a  town  of  France, 
dep.  Gers,  on  the  Baitie.    Pop.  4791. 

Condorrat,  kon-dor^rat^  a  vil.  of  Scot- 
land, CO.  Dumbarton,  pa.  of  Cumbernauld. 
Pop.  665. 

Oongleton,  kong'gl-tcn,  a  town  of  Eng- 
land. CO.  Chester,  with  mannfs.  of  silks  and 
ribbons.    Pop.  11^44. 

Congo,  kong^go^  a  little-known  country 
of  Lower  Guinea,  W.  Africa,  separated 
from  Loango  on  the  N.  by  the  Congo,  and 
bounded  on  the  8.  by  Angola.  The  soil  on 
the  banks  of  the  river  Is  fertile,  but  the 
climate  is  intensely  hot. 

Congo   (named   fh>m   the   kingdom  of 
Congo,  north  of  which  it  flows),  a  great 
river  of  W.  Africa,  which   rises  in  the 
equatorial   lake   region,  and  enters   the 
Atlantic   by  an   estuary,  6  m.  wide,  in 
Lower   Guinea.      Its  head-waters  spring 
southward   and   north-eastward  of  Lake 
Bangweolo,  the  principal  being  the  river 
Chambesi,  which  enters  that  lake  on  the 
E.  side,  and  emerges  from  it  at  the  N.W. 
side  as  the  Luapula :  in  its  after  course 
its  name  changing  to  Lualabtk,  etc,  and 
ultimately  to  Zairi  and  Congo,    It  is  fed 
by  numerous  large  streams,  which  flow  to 
it  from  the  8.,  £.,  and  N.,  the  greatest 
being  the  Ikelembo.     Mr  H.  M.  Stanley, 
who  explored  the  Congo  in  1876-7,  regard- 
ing it  as  the  greatest  of  AfHcan  rivers,  pro- 
poses that  it  should  be  henceforth  known 
as  the  Livingstone^  and  estimates  the  whole 
area  drained  by  it  a$  860.000  sq.  m.    Its 
toul  length  he  puts  at  2900  m.,  and  the 
volume  of  water  discharged  by  it  into  the 
Atlantic  at  1,800,000  cubic  feet  per  second. 
The  clear  navigable  spaces  of  the  river 
fh>m  the  ooast  to  Nyangwe  he  estimates  at 
1000  m.,  the  available  channels  of  the  large 
aflSuents  at  1200  m.,  and  the  upper  waters 
at  800  or  900  m.— in  all,  some  dOOO  m.  of 
navigable    stream.       This,    however,  la 
Interrupted  by  two  main  breaks  of  rapids 
and  cataracts,  the  lower  of  which  have 
been  long  known  as  the  YMala  FeMt. 

ConlBton  Water,  fton'w-con,  a  lake  In 
Lancashire,  England,  6|  m.  in  length,  and 
I  m.  in  breadth,  having  at  its  N.  extremity 
Conitton  J^Wb,  in  which  are  copper  mines 
and  slate  quarries. 

ConJCTcram,  kon-fe»-er-am',  or  kon-^ 
er^tm,  ane.  Canchipura  (the  golden  cityX  a 
town  of  British  India,  presidency  of  Mad- 
ras, dist.  Chingleput,  on  the  Palaur.  Fop. 
37,327. 

Conn,  liongh  (named  after  a  man  so 
called),  a  lake  of  considerable  extent  in  thft 
00.  of  Mayo,  Ireland. 

Connanght,  kon^nawt,  ano.  Conaicht  (the 
territory  possessed  by  the  descendants  of 
Conn)^  a  prov.  in  the  W.  of  Ireland, 
embracing  the  counties  of  Galway,  Mayo, 
Sllgo,  Leltrim  and  Roscommon.  It  con> 
tinned  a  distinct  kingdom  till  the  reign  of 
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Henry  lY.  of  EngUnd.  It  U  BtUl  the 
rudest  and  most  animprored  part  of 
Ireland.    Pop.  846,998. 

OoBneotUmt  (from  Indian  name  Qucnek- 
taeut,  eignl/Ting  "  long  river,"  or  aa  some 
render  it  "  without  end  "X  a  rirer  of  the 
United  States,  has  its  source  on  the  N.

Conneotioatt  kon-nek^t^kutf  but  often 
hm^metfe-kut  (named  from  the  river),  one  of 
the  United  States  of  N.  America,  bounded 
on  the  M.  by  Massachusetts ;  on  the  W.  by 
Vew  York;  on  the  E.  by  Bhode  Island;

It  is  sub- 
divided into  Connemara  Proper,  Jar-Ck)n- 
nanght,  and  Joyce  country,  all  boggy  and 
mountainous. 

Oonaett,  hm-aet',  a  town  of  England,  eo. 
and  11|  m.  W.M.W.  of  Durham,  with  exten- 
sive iron  works  and  collieries.    Pop.  6061. 

OonstAnoe,  hm'sUtnee  (named  after 
Constantino  the  GreatX  a  fortified  town  of 
Ctermany  in  the  grand-duchy  of  Baden,  on 
the  lake  of  the  same  name ;  it  is  famous 
fbr  the  ecclesiastical  oounell  held  here 
between  1414  and  1418,  which  condemned 
the  tenets  of  Wickliffe,  and  sentenced  John 
Hubs  and  Jerome  of  Prague  to  be  burned. 
Pop.  l2,096.~The  Ijake  of  Oonstanoe, 
Germ.  BodensM  (so  called  from  the  castle  of 
Bodmin  on  Its  diores),  lies  between  Switxep- 
land  and  (Hrmany.

ConstantlA,  hon-stmt'the-d,  a  dist  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
at  the  base  of  the  range  of  mountains 
which  form  the  Cape  peninsula.  It  pro- 
duces grapeik  peacnes,  apricots,  plums, 
flgt,  aiM  apples  in  great  profusion,  but  is 
ehieflj  celebrated  for  Its  wine. 

Oonstantiiui,  koH-tUairki'ndf  a  town  of 
Spain,  prov.  Seville,  near  the  Sierra  de 
Constantina.  It  has  a  considerable  trade 
in  com,  and  near  it  are  some  argentiferous 
lead  mines.    Pop.  0963. 

OoxiBtantizia,  kcn-»tanrUen%  a  city  of 
Algeria^  cap  of  the  dep.  of  the  same  name, 
situated  on  a  steep  rock,  and  strongly 
fortified.  It  has  many  fine  remains  of 
Roman  architecture,  tt  was  taken  by  the 
French  in  1817,  and  has  remained  In  their 
possession  ever  since.  In  its  neighbour- 
hood are  the  ruins  of  Hippo,  of  which  St 
Augustine  was  bishop  flrom  a.d.  806  till  his 
death  In  a  j>.  430.  Pop.  89323.— Tlie  dep. 
occupies  the  whole  of  the  eastern  third  of 
the  country  bordering  on  Tunis  and  the 
Tripoli  Sutes,  and  has  a  pop.  of  1,016,653. 

Oonstantinople,  km-atanrtin^pl  (the 
city  of  GonstantineX  the  cap.  of  the  Turk- 
ish empire,  finely  situated  at  the  junction 


of  the  Bosporus  with  the  Sea  of  Marmora. 
Its  anc.  name  was  Bjftantium,  and  by  the 
Turks  it  is  now  called  Stamboul.  Constan- 
tlne  the  Great  rebuilt  the  city  ▲.o.  880, 
and  then  gave  it  his  own  name.  From 
that  period  it  continued  to  l>e  the  seat  of 
the  Eastern  or  Greek  empire  till  1468, 
when  it  was  taken  by  the  Turks  under 
Mohammed  II.,  who  made  it  the  metro- 
polis of  the  Ottoman  dominions.  Pop.  of  the 
city  proper  000,000;  including  the  suburbs 
of  Pera,  Galata,  Scutari,  etc.,  1,481,000.

Oonway,  kon^wH  (ttom  Welsh  CiftMeyt 
the  chief  water),  a  river  of  Wales,  forming 
the  boundaiy  between  the  cos  of  Carnarvon 
and  Denbigh,  and  falling  into  the  Irish  Sea 
at  Conway.  The  vale  through  which  this 
river  flows  is  celebrated  for  its  beauty  and 
fertility,  and  is  crossed  by  a  railway  tubular 
bridge  Wn  ft.  in  length,  on  the  line  of  the 
Chester  and  Holyhead  Railway,  18  m.  N.E. 
of  Bangor. 

Conway  or  Aberoonway  (mouth  of  the 
Conway),  a  town  of  Wales,  eo.  Carnarvon, 
with  tne  ruins  of  a  magnificent  castle. 
Pop.  2620. 

Ooooh  Bebar,  kooteh  be-har^,  a  div.  of 
the  prov.  of  Bengal,  British  India.  Area 
4140  sq.  m.;  pop.  618,377.—  The  town  of 
the  same  name  is  on  the  Toresha  River, 
46  m.  N.  of  Rungpore. 

Oook  Inlet,  an  arm  of  the  sea  on  the  N. 
W.  coast  of  Alaska,  N.  America.  It  was 
named  after  Capt.  Ck>ok,  by  whom  it  was 
discovered. 

Cook  lalandB,  a  group  In  the  8.  Paci- 
fic, between  the  Society  Islands  and  the 
Friendly  Islands.    Pop.  est  at  7746. 

Oook,  Monnt,  a  peak  of  the  Southern 
Alps,  provincial  dist.  of  Canterbury,  New 
Zealand,  13,200  ft  above  the  sea. 

Oookstown,  kookg'town^  a  town  of  Ire- 
land, CO.  Tyrone.    Pop.  8601. 

Cook  Strait,  between  North  and  South 
Islands,  New  Zealand.  It  is  120  m.  in 
length,  and  80  m.  in  breadth  at  its  nar- 
rowest part  It  derives  its  name  from 
the  navigator  by  whom  it  was  discovered 
in  1770.

Ciopenliagen,  ho-ptn-kSfghm,  Dan.  ^- 
henhavn  (the  merchant's  harenX  the  cap. 
of  Denmark,  the  seat  of  a  university,  and 
one  of  the  finest  cities  in  the  N.  of  Europe, 
stands  on  the  E.  ooast  of  the  island  of 
Zealand,  and  is  strongly  fortified.  It  Is 
regularly  built,  and  is  the  grsnd  centre 
of  the  mannfs.,  trade,  and  enlightenment 
of  Denmark.  It  has  an  excellent  harbour 
and  docks,  and  is  surrounded  by  a  chain 
of  bastions  and  a  broad  ditcht-^the  walls 
enclosing  a  drcnit  of  five  miles.  The  royal 
library  and  museum  are  particularly  rich 
In  northern  literature  and  antiquities, 
and  possess  many  of  the  finest  works  of 
the  Danish  sculptor  Thorwaldsen.

Moorish  kingdom ;  it  contains  a  cathedral 
which  was  formerly  one  of  the  most  holy 
mosques  of  the  Mohammedan  world,  and 
still  is  one  of  the  roost  remarkable  edifices 
in  Spain.  The  leather  called  Cordovan  re- 
ceives its  name  from  this  town.  Pop.

Cordova,  a  city  of  the  Argentine  Re- 
public, S.  America,  cap:  of  a  prov.  of  the 
same  name,  with  a  good  trade  in  hides 
and  wool.

OomwaJl  (corr.  from  Comu  CMtia^  the 
horn  or  extremity  of  Ganl),  a  oo.  forming 
the  8.W.  extremity  of  England,  la  sur- 
rounded by  the  sea,  except  on  the  E.  side, 
where  the  river  Tamar  separates  it  from 
Devonshire.

It  is  connected  with 
the  Rhine  by  Lndwig's  Canal,  and  with 
the  Adriatic  by  the  Vi<*nna  Canal.  After 
passing  Vienna,  it  is  Joined  near  Presburg 
by  the  Moraua  from  the  N.,  and  in  its 
course  eastward  and  southward  is  swelled 
bv  several  large  rivers  fVom  the  raounteins 
of  Hungary  and  Servia.  It  skirte  the  N, 
and  N.E.  confines  of  Servia,  then  separates 
Bulgaria  from  Roumania,  and,  after  a 
course  of  1700  m.,  discharges  itself  into 
the  Black  Sea  by  seven  mouths.

Its  average  length  from 
N.to  S.  is  about  46  m. ;  Its  breadth  from  10 
to  12  m.;  ai«a  860  sq.  m.

Delagoa  Bay,  del-A-qc^A,  an  inlet  of  the 
Indian  Ocean,  on  the  K.  coast  of  Africa, 
about  260  m.  M.  of  NaUl. 

Delaware,  dd'd'Wdr  (named  in  honour 
of  Lord  Delawarr,  who  visited  the  Bay 
in  1610,  and  died  in  his  vessel  at  its 
mouth),  one  of  the  smallest  of  the  United 
States  of  M.  America,  lying  along  the 
western  coast  of  a  bay  of  tlie  same  name ; 
bounded  on  the  N.  by  Pennsylvania;  and 
on  the  W.  and  S.  by  Maryland.  It  pro- 
daces  flue  wheat,  and  has  considerable 
manufs.  Area  2120  sq.  m.;  pop.  146,054.

Delaware,  a  river  of  the  United  States, 
formed  by  the  union  of  two  streams  in  the 
state  of  New  York.  Separating  Pennsyl- 
vania from  New  Jersey,  it  flowa  past  Phila- 
delphia, and,  after  a  course  of  duo  m.,  enters 
Delaware  Bay,  between  Delaware  and  New

DeUl,  delf  (from  dflf^  a  canal,  because 
built  on  the  banks  of  the  ancient  canal 
which  Joined  the  Mense  to  the  Rhine),  a 
town  of  the  Netherlands,  prov.  B.  Holland, 
between  Rotterdam  and  Leyden,  formerly 
noted  for  its  manufacture  of  earthenware, 
and  celebrated  as  the  birihplace  of  Grotius 
in  1683.

DelftshaTen,  del/a-haWn  (the  harbour  of 
the  canal),  a  town  of  the  Netherlands,  prov.

Dennuurk  (lh>m  Norse  Daun  morifc,  low 
flat  country,  or,  according  to  others,  the 
march  or  boundary  of  the  I>anes\  a  state  of 
Northern  Europe,  bounded  N.  by  the 
Skager  Rack;  W.  by  the  North  Sea;  S. 
by  Prussia ;  E.  by  the  Cattegat,  the  Sound, 
and  the  Baltic.  It  consists  of  an  extensive 
peninsula  known  as  Jutland  (the  ChertonI»u$ 
Cimbriea  of  the  ancients)  and  a  number  of 
islands  to  the  east  of  the  mainland.

The  Danish  peninsula  is  a 
vast  plain,  presenting  little  variety,  and 
scarcely  interrupted  even  by  gentle  swells. 
Its  lakes  are  small,  but  exceedingly  numer- 
ous; and  several  of  them  are  admired  for 
their  beantiftil  scenery.  The  coast,  which 
extends  more  than  4000  m^  Is  indented 
by  innumerable  creeks  and  bays.  Of  the 
islands,  Zealand,  FUnen,  Laaland,  and  Fal- 
ster  are  fertile  and  pleasant  The  climate 
is  humid,  but  temperate  for  such  a  latitude. 
In  winter  the  cold  is  rarely  so  severe  that 
the  seas  are  covered  with  ice.  In  Jutland 
the  country  presents  the  dreary  aspect  of 
moors  and  brushwood,  with  wastes  of  red 
sand  almost  destitute  of  vegetetlon.  On 
the  coasts  the  aspect  is  more  cheering. 
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The  E.  eoMt  is  Tailed  b7  a  nomber  of 
fertile  tracts;  and  on  the  W.  are  to  be  seen 
rich  pastures  ol  the  rooet  beantiflil  verdure. 
The  productions  of  the  soil  are  chiefly  rye, 
oats,  barley,  beans,  pease,  and  potatoes; 
wheat  is  hot  partially  cultiyated ;  madder 
and  tobacco  are  raised  on  the  richer  soils; 
minerals  are  scarce.    The  fisheries  in  the 
bays  and  creeks  are  Talaable,  and  famish 
the  chief  oocopation  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  coasts.    The  Danes  are  good  fknners, 
and  aipicaltnre  may  be  said  to  Iw  their 
principal  employment     Their  manofao- 
tnres  aire   neither  nttmeroos  nor  import- 
ant, bat  their  commerce  is  considerable. 
Prerions  to  the  year  1600,  the   Danish 
monarchy  was  elective;  after  the  memor- 
alde  revolotion  of  that  year,  it  became 
hereditary  and  absolote.     In   1834  King 
Frederick   VI.  granted  a  representative 
eonstitntion,    whloh    was    oonfirmcd    by 
King   Frederick   YII.  in    1848,  and   by 
his  soecessor,  Christian  IX.,  in  19B3.    The 
established  religion  is  the  Lutheran,  bat 
all   others   are    tolerated.     Education  is 
carefully  provided  for,  the  law  re<iniring 
that  every  child  between  7  and  14  years  of 
age  shall  attend  some  public  school.    The 
University  of  Copenhagen  is  a  eelebrated 
■eat  of  learning.     The  nobility  in  Den- 
mark are  fsw,  and  the  titles  are  confined 
to  those  of  Earl  and  Bsron ;  but  there  are 
many  ancient  fkroilies  of  distinction.    The 
people  are  fbnd  of  show,  and  inclined  to 
conviviality.  They  are  courteous,  humane, 
and  courageous— their  seamen  in  particular 
being  distinguished  for  bravery.  In  litera- 
ture, Denmark  boasts  of  several  names  of 
great  celebrity;  among  others,  Saxo  Gram- 
matieus,  Snorro,  Tycho   Brsh^  Torfens, 
Oehlensehlaeger,  and  Hans  Christian  An- 
dersen.   Thorwaldsen,  one   of  the   most 
•eminent  sculptors  of  modem   times,  re- 
ceived his  early  education  at  Copenhagpn.

Dub- 
lin has  more  variety  of  manuih.  than  any 
other  CO.  in  Ireland,  but  they  are  generally 
such  as  are  for  home  requirements.  The 
produce  of  the  Dublin  breweries  and  Bal- 
briggan  hosiery  works  are,  however,  largely 
exported.  The  fisheries  afford  a  oonslder- 
sble  source  of  income  to  the  villagers 
along  the  eoast.    ZhMin  is  the  oo.  town. 

Dublin,  the  chief  town  of  the  above  eo., 
and  the  cap.  city  of  Ireland,  is  situated  on 
the  Liffey,  and  has  important  trade  and 
manufs.  The  magnificence  of  its  cathedral 
and  public  buildings  entitle  it  to  rank 
among  the  finest  cities  in  Europe.  The 
ancient  Irish  name  of  this  eitv  was  Baile- 
atha-cliath,  the  town  of  the  hurdle  ford, 
from  the  dreumstance  that  in  very  early 
ages  an  artificial  ford  of  hurdles  was  con- 
structed across  the  Liffey  near  the  place 
where  the  town  subsequently  sprang  up. 
The  modem  name  is  derived  ftxnn  Dutth- 
linn,  black  pool,  an  old  Irish  desirnatlon  of 
that  part  of  the  Llflisy  on  which  the  cityis 
built  Pop.,  exdnsive  of  suburbs.  246>828. 
KinpsUmn,  a  fashionable  suburb  of  Dublin, 
has  a  fine  haibour,  whence  the  mail  steamers 
sail  ibr  Holyhead,  making  the  passage  In 
four  hours.  This  town  was  formerly  a  mere 
fishing  village,  called  VunUarM,  and  ra- 
eeived  its  prosent  name  in  bonoor  of 
Oeorge  tbt  Toortbt  wlio  «mbttk«d  htn 
Iniai.

Dumfries  was  constituted  a  royal 
burgh  in  the  twelfth  century,  and  in  the 
chapel  of  a  monastery  here  John  Comyn, 
a  competitor  for  the  Scottish  throne,  was 
stabbed  by  Robert  Bruce  In  1306.  The 
poet  Bums  died  and  was  buried  here  in 
1796.  Pop.  16,487.— The  pa.  of  the  same 
name  has  a  pop.  of  14;S4I. 

DnxnfrieBahire,  an  important  eo.  in  the 
S.  of  Scotland,  bounded  on  the  S.  by  the 
Solway  Firth,  and  on  the  other  sides  by 
Cumberland,  Roxburgh,  Selkirk,  Peebles, 
Lanark,  Ayr,  and  Kirkcudbright.  It  ex- 
tends from  E.  to  W.  66  m.,  and  from  N. 
to  S.  82  m.  Area  1006  sq.  m. ;  pop.  74^06. 
Dumfriesshire  comprehends  the  districts 
of  NUhsdal*  in  the  W.,  Aiuumddle  in  the 
middle,  and  S$kdate  In  the  E.,  watered  by 
the  rivers  IfUh,  Amnam^  and  S*k.  The  sur- 
face has  a  general  slope  towards  the  Solway 
Firth  on  the  8.,  with  monntain^ranges  on 
the  N.  and  E.,  sheltering  it  from  cold.  The 
loftiest  summits  are  Hariftll^  on  the  border 
of  Peeblesshire,  9661  ft;  EUridt  Pen,  on  the 
confines  of  Selkirkshire,  2S89  ft.;  Queens- 
herrif  Hill,  on  the  boundary  of  Lanarkshire, 
9269  ft. ;  and  Black  Lara,  close  to  Ayrshire, 
9231  ft.  There  are  eight  lochs  or  lakes  in 
the  Tidnity  of  Lochmaben,  and  in  the  N.E. 
comer,  near  the  head  of  Moffat  Water,  is 
Loch  Skene  (1300  ft.  abOTC  the  sea),  whence 
issues  the  picturesque  water&Il  called  the 
Oretf  Uarefe  TaU.  The  Sotwap  Firth,  which, 
for  upwards  of  60  m.,  forms  the  boundary 
between  Scotland  and  England,  is  noted 
for  the  peculiarity  of  its  tides.  In  these, 
as  well  as  in  the  nature  of  the  beach  and  the 
depth  of  water,  it  differs  from  every  marine 
indentation  in  Great  Britain.  To  the  B.  of 
the  Nith  is  Lockar  Moas,  a  morass  about 
10  m.  in  length,  and  from  9  to  8  m.  in 
breadth.  The  elevated  parts  of  the  co. 
afford  excellent  pasturage,  and  the  rear- 
ing of  cattle,  sheep,  and  pigs  forms  an  im- 
portant branch  of  mral  industry.  The 
largest  lamb  fair  in  Scotland  is  held  at 
Lockerbie,  a  few  miles  E.  of  the  Annan. 
The  manufs.  are  hosiery,  carried  on  at 
and  about  the  co.  town;  eotton-spinning 
atiliiiiaii;  plaidingsat  Langholm;  and  the 
weaving  or  cotton  goods  at  Eccle/eehan. 
Coal  is  worked  at  Sanquhar  and  elsewhere ; 
lead  and  silver  are  found  at  Wanloekhead ; 
limcMtone  for  buroing,  and  red  sandstone 
for  building,  are  quarried  in  various  locali- 
ties. Moffat  in  noted  for  its  mineral  springs. 
Dum/riee  Is  the  co.  town.

Dunblane,  dum-bloMi^  (corr.  flt>m  Dum- 
hUUham,  from  Gael.  dun-Waih-beinn,  a  fort 
on  the  warm  or  pleasant  hill,  or,  according 
to  others,  the  fort  of  St  Blane,  the  superior 
of  a  convent  of  Culdees  here),  a  pa.  and 
town  of  Perthshire,  Scotland,  on  the  Allan, 
6  m.  N.  of  Stirling.  It  is  frequented  in 
summer  for  its  mineral  waters,  and  has  the 
remains  of  a  cathedral  said  to  have  been 
founded  In  1142.

It 
is  surrounded  by  seenery  at  once  grand 
and  picturesque,  the  OeUUm  Sill,  Arthur 
Saat  and  SaUtimry  Oragt,  being  prominent 
objects  in  the  landscape.  The  dty,  ex- 
clusive of  the  suburbs,  consists  of  the 
Old  Town  and  the  New  Town;  In  the 
former,  the  palace  of  Holyrood,  and  the 
Castle  on  the  summit  of  a  precipitous  rock, 
are  places  of  grsat  historical  interest  The 
New  Town,  which  oeenpies  the  N.  side, 
and  has  been  built  aoooxding  to  a  regnlar 

1>lan,  is  distinguished  by  the  elegance  of 
ts  buildings,  streets,  and  squares,  which 
have  obtained  fi>r  tne  eity  the  name  of 
''Modern  Athens,"  a  similarity  which 
modem  travellers  sssert  equally  applies  to 
its  physical  aspeet  Edinburgh  Is  distin- 
guished for  Its  public  and  private  educa- 
tional institutions,  and  is  also  noted  for  Its 
printing  establishments,  type  foundries, 
and  other  manuftctures  connected  with  the 
production  of  books.  Its  fame  for  ale  Is  wide- 
spread. It  was  long  a  favonrlts  abode  of 
the  Scottish  sovereigns,  and  is  Intimately 
associated  with  the  most  prominent  events 
narrated  in  Scottish  history.  The  Britons 
called  Edinburgh  M^ntd  Agntd,  the  hiU  of 
the  stronghold.    Pop.  196,979. 

JBdlnbuxghshire,  or  Mid-Xiottalaa,  the 
metropolitan  co.  of  Scotland,  bounded  N. 
by  the  Firth  of  Forth ;  E.  by  Haddington 
and  Berwick:  S.E.  by  Roxburgh;  8.  by 
Selkirk  and  Peebles;  and  W.  by  Lanark 
and  Linlithgow.  It  extends  from  E.  to  W. 
86  m.,  and  Aroro  N.  to  S.  18  m.  Area  807 
sq.  m.;  nop.  888379.  This  oo.  is  distin- 
guished for  the  richness  of  Its  soil  and  the 
beauty  and  variety  of  its  scenery.  The 
Moorfoot  suit,  a  branch  of  the  iJammer- 
rooors,  intersect  the  S.E.;  the  PonUand 
HilU,  whose  highest  summit  Is  Oamt^, 
1890  ft.  above  the  sea,  run  trom  Uie  S.w. 
towards  the  N.E^;  and  near  the  cap.  Is 
Arthw^s  Seat,  KU  isolated  hUl  882  ft.  high. 
The  land  gradually  slopes  from  the  8. 
towards  the  borders  of  the  Firth  of  Forth, 
and  on  the  E.  and  W.  extends  into  level 
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and  fertile  plains.  Btreamt  are  niinK>rous. 
but  small,  Uie  principal  being  the  Water  of 
Leith,  the  ITortk  and  the  South  EmH,  and  the 
Almond.  Edinburghshire  is  chiefly  an  agri- 
eultaral  eo.,  and  rather  more  than  half  of 
Its  area  la  under  cultivation.  The  farmers 
hold  a  foremost  place  among  sgricnlturists, 
and  are  proud  of  their  reputation.  In  the 
Ticinity  of  the  metropolis  are  large  nnr- 
series,  market  gsrdens,  and  dsiry  pastures. 
The  minerals  are  yaried  and  raluable. 
Coal  is  extensirely  wrought  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Dalhnthj  and  In  the  E.  and 
8.E.  districts  generally.  In  the  coal  strata 
iron  Is  foond.  Sandstone  of  a  Tery  fine 
quality  is  quarried  at  VraigltUh.  Lime* 
stone  abounds  at  OUmerion^  BurdUhtmae, 
and  OrickUm.  The  manufs.  are  not  numer^ 
one,  but  are  important.  At  Weai  Cakkr 
there  are  extensive  paraffin  vorks.  At 
PefUeuik  and  PolUmt  on  the  Esk,  printing 
and  writing  papers  are  msde^both  for  home 
consumption  and  for  exportation.  Leithf 
the  port  of  Edinburgh,  has  extenslTe  ship- 
building yards,  and  large  engineering,  soap, 
candle,  colour,  and  rope  works.  At  i/asseJ- 
burghf  at  the  mouth  of  the  Esk,  there  are 
net-works  and  some  manufs.  of  sailcloth. 
Between  Musselburgh  and  Leith  is  Porto- 
MlOy  a  fkshionable  resort  for  sea-bathing, 
with  important  bottle-works,  brick  and  tile 
works,  and  a  pottery.  EtUnburght  the  cap., 
is  tbe  only  royal  burgh  in  the  county.

Mimraim  (the  two  1»nks,  or,  mora 
probably,  the  two  districts  of  Upper  and 
Lower  Egypt),  Coptic  Ohi-m  (black.  In  re- 
ference to  the  soil)^  a  country  of  N.E. 
Africa,  forming  the  chief  portion  of  the 
Egyptian  Dominion ;  it  Is  bounded  on  the 
N.  by  the  Mediterranean:  W.  by  Barca 
and  the  Libyan  Desert;  8.  by  Nubia;  E. 
by  the  Red  Sea  and  the  Isthmus  of  Sues, 
ifhis  celebrated  country  consists  of  the 
long  narrow  ralley  of  the  Nile,  600  m.  In 
length,  and  areraging  about  10  m.  In 
breadth,  bounded  on  both  sides  by  moun- 
tains and  barren  deserts,  and  gfadually 
widening  as  it  approaches  the  sea.  The 
mouths  of  the  Nile  give  to  the  lower 
portion  of  the  yalley   the   form  of  the 

Greek  letter  A,  whence  it  is  called  the 
ZMte,  the  greatest  breadth  of  which  Is 
about  160  m.  Tbe  mounialn-chains  which 
defend  the  Nile  valley  from  the  sands  of 
the  surrounding  desert  rise,  near  Thebes, 
to  a  height  oz  about  8000  ft.,  though  in 
many  places  they  ara  merely  low  hills. 
For  administrative  purposes  the  country  is 
divided  Into  fourteen  provinces,  but  the 
geographical  divisions  ara  Lower  Sgvptf 
Bahari  or  the  Z^lta,  Middle  Sgyvt  or  Voe- 
tani,  and  Upper  Egypt  or  Said,  the  TkAaid 
of  the  ancients.  The  soil  of  the  Delta  and 
along  the  banks  of  the  Nile  is  extremely 
fertile,  and  the  mode  of  cultivation  simple. 
Wheat,  barley,  rice,  msiae,  millet,  dnrrah, 
and  beans,  are  the  principal  grains ;  cotton, 
indigo,  tobacco,  sugar,  opium,  lint, and  hemp 
ara  grown  in  large  quantities.  The  lotus, 
a  species  of  water-lily,  and  the  papyrus  or 
paper-tree,  are  indigenous;  and  the  syca- 
more-flg,  the  vine,  the  olive,  the  onnge, 
the  date-palm,  the  pistachio,  the  oriental 
plane,  ana  the  cypress,  are  common.  The 
climate  of  Egypt  Is  distinguished  by  great 
heat  and  dryness,  rain  being  of  rare  occur- 
rence. The  country  would  be  a  barren 
desert,  were  it  not  annually  watered  by 
the  overftowing  of  tbe  Nile,  which  diflhses 
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the  Dahl,  with  TaloAble  porphjrj  qoarriM 
and  iron-works.

The 
Joint  pop.  Is  22,704,108k  exclusive  of  the  Isle 
of  Man  and  the  Channel  Islands.  The  sur- 
face of  England  is  agreeably  diversified  by 
mountains,  river-valleys,  and  plains.  In 
the  North  the  Chwiot  HiUa  separate  North- 
nmberland  from  Scotland.  The  Pamint 
Range  extends  through  Westmoreland,  and 
terminates  in  the  Poak  of  Derbyghire.  The 
Cumbrian  Mountains^  with  the  summits 
ScaftU,  HetveUyn^  and  Skiddaw,  occupy  por- 
tions of  the  counties  of  Cumberland,  West- 
moreland, and  Lancashire.

Montgomery,  Salop,  Worcester,  and  Glou- 
cester; the  Wye,  flowing  through  Radnor- 
shire and  Herefordshire,  and  separating 
Monmouthshire  fh>m  Gloucestershire ;  the 
Lower  Avon,  which  separates  Gloucester-

The  climate  of  England,  owing  to 
Its  inmUr  situation,  is  eomparatlvely  mild, 
though  wiahl*,    Abont  twlee  sa  mneh 


rain  falls  on  the  western  counties  as  on  the 
eastern,  and  in  consequence  of  this  differ- 
ence of  climate,  pasturage  is  more  attended 
to  in  the  west,  and  tillage  in  the  east.  In 
the  arable  districts  the  effect  of  industrious 
and  skilftil  culture  Is  apparent,  and  there 
are  few  countries  where  so  small  a  portion 
of  the  soil  is  allowed  to  lie  waste  and  unpro- 
ductive. In  the  northern  and  west  midland 
counties  are  extensive  mines  of  coal  and 
iron,  and  in  these  regions  lie  the  most 
populous  towns,  the  seats  of  various  mann- 
nctures,  for  which  England  is  so  cele- 
brated. Mines  of  lead,  copper,  and  tin  are 
also  consiiierable.  The  English  are  de- 
scended from  Oothle  tribes  (Saxons,  Jutes, 
Angles,  Danes,  and  Normans)  who  settled 
in  Britoin  from  the  middle  of  the  fifth  to 
the  middle  of  the  eleventh  centuries.  Their 
lan^a}^  has  been  formed  chiefly  from  that 
spoken  by  the  Saxons  and  Angles,  at  first 
termed  Anglo-Saxon  ;  now  greatly  enriched 
by  words  from  the  Latin,  Greek,  and  French 
langnages—tlie  latter  Introduced  by  the 
Normans.  The  literature  of  England  has 
been  distinguished  by  a  series  of  writers  of 
great  original  genius,  In  history,  theology, 
poetry,  fiction,  etc.  The  middle  and  higher 
ranks  of  the  people  spare  no  expense  in  the 
education  of  their  children.  The  most 
celebrated  public  schools  are  those  of  St 
Paul's,  Westminster,  Eton,  Harrow,  Rugby, 
and  Winchester.  The  Universities  of  Ox- 
ford and  Cambridge  are  foundations  of 
great  extent  and  antiquity.  The  following 
have  sprung  up  more  recently :  The  Uni- 
versity of  London :  University  and  King's 
CoUeges,London:  tne  Universityof  Durham; 
Owen  College,  Manchester;  Queen's  Col- 
lege,Birmingham ;  and  Wellington  College, 
Sandhurst.  Almoet  every  town  has  its  me- 
chanics' or  litwarv  institution,  and  numbers 
of  public  and  private  schools.  To  insure 
the  elementary  instruction  of  the  whole 
body  of  the  people,  there  has  been  estab- 
lished a  system  of  national  edncation  of 
a  liberal  character.  The  religion  now 
established  by  law  in  England  is  Pro- 
testant Episcopacy.  There  are  two 
archbishops,  namely,  those  of  Canter- 
bury and  York.  Protestant  Dissenters 
are  very  numerous,  and  are  divided  into 
several  denominations,  of  which  the  chief 
are  the  Methodists,  Independents,  Bap- 
tists, Presbyterians,  and  Unitarians; 
there  are  a  good  manv  Roman-catholica 
and  a  few  Jews.  All  sects  are  allowed 
the  finee  exercise  of  their  religion,  and 
possess  the  same  political  privileges. 
The  commerce  of  England  is  mneh  more 
extensive  than  that  of  any  other  country 
in  the  world.  Her  earliest  staple  commo- 
dity was  tin,  a  metal  found  in  fow  other 
countries.  The  PhoBnldans  first  introduced 
it  into  commerce  600  or  600  yesrs  before  the 
Christian  era;  and  their  extensive  trade 
soon  dififiised  it  among  the  Oriental  nations.

The  chief  ports  are  London, 
Liverpool,  Bristol,  Southampton,  Hull, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  Sunderland,  Yarmouth, 
Plymouth,  Falmouth.  The  chief  imports 
are  com,  rice,  cattle,  butter,  eggs,  sugar,  tea, 
ocrffee,  wine,  on,  spices,  frnita,  raw  cotton, 
wool,  silk,  flax  and  hemp,  fan,  hides,  tim- 
ber, tar,  tobacco,  tallow,  dye-stuisrs,  gold  and 
silver.  The  principal  exports  are  cotton 
and  woollen  yani  and  cloths,  silk  and  linen 
cloths,  hosiery  and  lace,  haberdashery,  iron 
and  steel,  firearms,  gunpowder,  coal,  hard- 
wares, trinkets,  cutlery,  brass,  copper,  and 
tin,  porcelain  and  eartiienware,  steam- 
engines  and  other  machinery,  malt  liquors, 
etc.  Canals  and  railways  have  immensely 
foeilitated  internal  communication  by  con-

Bthlopla,  s-thtf-o'ps-d,  a  name  formerly 
applied  to  the  counuriee  S.  of  Egypt,  and 
meaning  **  the  land  of  the  sun-burnt  oounte- 
nances." 

Btive,  Ziooh,  fob  ativ  (the  wild  loch),  an 
inlet  of  the  Atlantlo,  90  m.  long,  in  Argyll- 
shire, Scotland. 

Btna,  €fnd  (tan,  of  Phosn.  athma,  the 
furnace),  Ital.  MonU  GiMlo,  a  celebrated 
volcanic  mountain  in  the  N.E.  of  Sidly. 
Its  height  is  10|874  ft.  above  the  saa,  and 
its  drcuit  at  the  baae  is  87  m. 

Bton,  ^Um  (dwelling  on  the  waterX  a 
pa.  and  town  of  England,  eo.  Bucks,  on 
the  Thames,  oppodte  Windsor.   Tha  town 
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ii  oeMbntod  for  its  ichool  called  Eton 
College,  founded  hy  Heniy  YL  in  liil. 
Pop.  2806. 

JBtmriAf  t-trot/n-d  (named  fimn  Etrnria 
in  Italy),  a  ▼!!.  of  England,  oo.  BtalFord, 
near  Newoastle-nnder-LTne,  with  exten- 
sive iron-works,  and  one  of  the  largest 
potteries  in  the  country,  established  by 
Josiah  Wedgwood,  who  died  here  in  1796. 

Bttrlok,  eftrik  (originally  written  Alte- 
riek,  which  means  **  the  rising  stream/*  or 
the  **  stream  of  the  rapid  ascent**),  a  river 
of  Scotland,  rises  in  and  flows  through 
Selkirkshire  in  a  M.E.  direetion,  till,  after 
a  course  of  24  m.,  It  Joins  the  Tweed  8  m. 
below  Selkirk. 

Xttriok,  a  monntalnous  pa.  of  Scotland, 
CO.  Selkirk ;  it  eonUins  EUrick  Forest,  a 
beantlAil  pastoral  tract,  which  formed 
originally  a  part  of  the  Great  Caledonian 
Forest,  the  nvourite  hunting  ground  of 
the  Scottish  kings,  and  was  the  birthplace 
of  James  Hogg,  known  in  literature  as  the

Baboaa  or  Negropont,  n-fte'a  or  ne'pro- 
p<mt  (probably  a  corr.  of  Sgripo.  the  name 
by  which  it  was  called  in  the  Middle  Ages, 
and  jMnte,  meaning  the  bridge  which  unites 
it  to  the  mainland),  the  liu^st  island  of 
the  Kingdom  of  Greece,  separated  Arom 
Hellas  by  the  channel  of  Talanta,  the  anc. 
EuripuBf  remarkable  for  the  irregularity  of 
its  tides.  It  is  a  narrow  island,  about  116 
m.  long,  and  is  so  near  the  mainland  atone 
Mrt  as  to  be  connected  to  it  by  a  bridge. 
Pop.  8SJ541. 

BixpAtorlA,  u-pd-tei'n^  formerly  called 
KoeloT,  koB-lov',  a  seaport  of  Russia,  on 
the  W.  shore  of  the  Crimea.  In  the  Bay 
of  Kalamita,  which  lies  to  the  S.  of  it,  the 
Anglo-French  army  landed  in  September 
1664.  The  town  was  afterwards  Ibrtified 
and  occupied  by  the  Turks,  who  repulsed 
an  atta^  upon  it  by  the  Russians  In 
February  1856.

Xupen,  of  pern,  a  frontier  town  of  Rhenish 
PrussLs,  in  a  fertile  valley  at  the  foot  of  the 
Eifel,  18  m.  S.  of  Alz-la-Chapelle,  with 
woollen  mannfs.    Pop.  14306. 

Buphratos,  v-yVA'Hs  (Arom  Qr.tupkraimo, 
to  gladden,  in  allusion  to  the  beneficial 
eiSects  of  its  inundations),  called  by  the 
Arabs  ^trdi  (sweet  water,  Its  water  being 
of  a  very  pleasant  tasteX  e  celebrated  river 
of  Asia,  rises  in  the  mountains  of  Armenia. 
After  a  course  of  1600  m.,  it  receives  the 
Tigris  above  Bassorah.  The  united  stream, 
under  the  name  of  the  Bkai  tl  Arab,  falls 
Into  the  Persian  Gulf  by  several  mouths. 
Its  whole  course  is  abont  1700  m. 

Bun,  nr,  a  dep.  in  the  N.W .  of  France.

Bnrope,  nfrope  (probably  from  a  Phooni- 
clan  word  signifying  "evening**  or  *'the 
place  of  simset,"  hence  the  **  west-land,"  or 
emphatically  **  the  west,*'  this  name  having 
been  given  to  It  ftt>m  its  situation  with 
respect  to  the  PhoBnietans,  by  whose 
marinen  its  coasts  were  first  exploredX 
one  of  the  great  divisions  of  the  globe, 
lying  to  the  W.  of  Asia,  between  86^  and 
71*  N.  Ut.,  and  extending  from  0*  80^  W. 
to  68*  E.  long.  It  ia  bounded  on  the  N.  by 
the  Arctic  Ocean;  W.  by  the  Atlantic;  S.

They  wparate 
Italy  from  France,  8wlt£erland,  and  Aue- 
tria,  hnt  a  tunnel  haa  been  conBtmcted 
through  one  part,  bo  that  a  person  may 
travel  by  rail  without  stoppage  from  Calais 
in  France  to  Brindisi  In  the  S.W.  of  Italy. 
The  Apeiinine§,  which  run  through  Italy, 
may  be  looked  upon  as  a  brancn  of  the 
Alpe.  The  BaOuuu  separate  Bulgaria  from 
the  Turkish  prov.  of  Eastern  Roumella.  The 
Oarpatkiant  are  in  Austria.  Among  the  Ger- 
man mountains  we  include  the  Riuengtbirge^ 
BrtgeMrge,  Hart*  Mountahu,  and  the  Black 
Forett.  The  French  system  Includes  the 
Jura  Mountains^  the  09v«ime§,  and  the 
Mou»tain$ofAuvergne.  The  principal  ranges 
in  8pain  are  the  Pj/rtntea  and  ue  Sierra 
Nevada;  the  latter  contains  the  highest 
summit  in  the  peninsula.  The  l^andi- 
navian  Mo/tmiaiM  are  chiefly  in  Norwav. 
The  Urale  are  not  high,  but  are  rich  in 
metalSf  especially  on  their  eastern  dde. 
The  CaucatHt  Momntaftu  run  between  the 
Black  and  Caspian  Seas.  Europe  is  so 
Intersected  by  seas,  bays,  and  gulfs,  that  it 
has  a  development  of  coast  line  far  sur* 
passing,  in  proportion  to  area,  that  of  any 
other  continent.  Hence  spring  manv 
peculiar  fitelllties  for  commerce  and  navi- 
gation, many  beneficial  elFects  upon  cli- 
mate, natural  products,  and  other  advan- 
tages. These  seas  and  gulfs  embrace 
the  WhUe  8ea^  in  the  N.  of  RuRsfa; 
Skager  Eaek^  between  Denmark  and  Nor- 
way: Cattegal,  between  Denmark  and 
Sweden;  Baltic,  separating  Sweden  flrom 
Germany.  Pmsria,  and  Russia;  Chdf  (^ 
Biga  and  Gulf  of  Finland,  in  the  W.  of 
Russia;  Otdf  of  Bolkniaf  between  Sweden 
and  Russia;  Korth  Sea  ot  German  Ocean, 
between  Great  Britain  and  the  Continent; 
A  Geerffe*a  Channel  and  Irish  Sea.  between 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland ;  Knglieh  Channel, 
between  England  and  France;  Bay  qf 
Bieeay,  W.  of  France  and  N.  of  Spain: 
MedUerranean  Sea,  between  Europe  ana 
AfHea;  Gulfqf  Lions,  in  the  8.  of  France; 
&«i|ra/&<noa,intheN.W.of  Italy;  GH^f 
of  taranto,  in  the  S.  of  Italy ;  Adriaiic  Sea, 
between  Italy  and  Turkey;  Archipelaao, 
between  Greece  and  Turkey  in  Asia ;  Sea 
of  Mamtora,  between  Turkey  in  Europe 
and  Turkey  in  Asia;  Black  Sea,  between 
Russia  and  Turkev in  Asia;  and  the  iSiM  of 
Aec9,  in  the  8.  of  Russia.  The  prindpid 
strait*  and  channels  are  the  Sound,  between 


Sweden  and  Zesland ;  Great  Belt,  between 
Zealand  and  Ftlnen;  ZAttle  Belt,  between 
FOnen  and  Jutland ;  Strait  of  Doner,  Join- 
ing the  German  Ocean  and  the  English 
Channel ;  Strait  of  Gibraltar,  Joining  the 
Atlantic  and  the  Mediterranean;  Strait  of 
Boff(/acu>.  between  Corsica  and  Sardinia ; 
Strait  ofMoetina,  between  Italy  and  SicUy ; 
the  HMewont  or  Strait  of  the  DardaneUee, 
Joining  the  Archipelago  and  the  Sea  of 
Marmora;  Strait  of  Oonetantinople,  joining 
the  Sea  of  Marmora  and  the  Black  Sea; 
Strait  of  EntkaU  or  Tenikale,  joining  the 
Black  Sea  and  the  Sea  of  Aaov.  Europe  Is 
everywhere  well  watered.  The  rivers  flow 
either  to  the  S.E.  or  to  the  N.W.,  thus 
showing  that  there  are  two  great  slopes 
in  the  surface  of  the  continent.  Among 
those  that  flow  to  the  S.E.  are  the  Volga 
and  the  Ural,  which  flow  into  the  Caspian ; 
the  Don,  into  the  Sea  of  Axov;  and  the 
Dnieper,  Dniester,  and  Danmbe,  into  the 
Black  Sea.  Among  those  flowing  N.W. 
are  the  Northem  Dwina,  which  flows  Into  the 
White  Sea;  the  Western  Dwina,  Vistula, 
and  Oder,  which  empty  themselves  into 
the  Baltic ;  and  the  Elbe,  Weser,  and  Bhine, 
which  flow  into  the  North  Sea.  Besides  these 
may  be  mentioned  the  Seine,  Loire,  Garonne, 
and  Bhome,  which  flow  through  France ;  the 
DouTO,  To^fus,  Guadiana,  Guadalqniver,  and 
JTftro,  which  drain  the  Spanish  peninsula; 
and  the  Tiber  and  Po,  in  Italy.  The  lakes 
of  Europe  may  be  divided  into  two  classes : 
those  in  the  N.,  and  those  In  the  8.  The 
northern  lakes  are  large,  and  the  scenery 
tame:  they  include  Lakes  Ladoga  and 
Onega,  in  Russia;  and  Lakes  Wener,  Water, 
and  Malar,  In  Sweden.  The  lakes  in  the 
8.  are  small  but  picturesque:  they  include 
Lakes  Constance  and  Geneva,  in  Switzer- 
land; and  Maggiore,  Oomo,  and  Garda,  In 
Italy.  Although  the  smallest  of  the  grand 
divisions  of  the  world,  Europe  Is  the  second 
in  population,  and  by  far  the  most  im- 
portant, from  the  enterprise,  industry,  and 
intelligence  of  its  inhabitants,  and  their 
progress  in  learning,  science,  and  arts.  It 
is  situated  almost  entirely  within  the  tem- 
perate sone,  and  enjoys  a  climate  more 
favourable  for  the  preservation  of  the 
human  frame  In  healUi  and  vigour  than 
that  of  any  other  equal  portion  of  the 
earth.  The  Christian  religion,  compre- 
hended under  the  three  divisions  of  the 
Protestant,  the  Roman-catholic,  and  the 
Greek  Churches,  prevails  in  every  part 
of  Europe,  except  Turkey,  where  the 
Mohammedan  faith  Is  dominant,  although 
a  verv  large  proportion  of  the  inhabitants 
are  Christians  of  the  Greek  Church.

/or«,  a  flower,  because  many  flowers  grew 
here  and  in  the  neighbourhood),  a  cele- 
brated city  of  Central  Italy,  on  the  Amo,  68 
m.  S.W.  of  Bologna.  It  la  surrounded  by 
delightfhl  scenery,  and  Is  celebrated  for  its 
university,  and  numerous  sclentiflo  and 
literary  institutions.  The  collection  of 
paintings  and  statues   in    the  Medici  or 
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Florentine  Gallery  is  one  of  the  noblest  in 
the  world.  Among  the  eminent  men  bom 
at  Florence  may  be  named  Dante  in  1266, 
and  Michael  Angelo  in  1668.    Pop.  167,093.

tic:  and  8.  and  W.  by  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
and  the  Strait  of  Florida.

Forfar,  for^/ar  (the  warriors*  townX  e 
royal  and  pari,  bnrgh  of  Scotland,  eo.  For- 
Ikr,  of  which  it  is  the  co.  town ;  it  is  sitnated 
tn  the  valley  of  Strathmore,  14  m.  N.  of 
Dundee,  and  has  mannfs.  of  coarse  linens 
and  brogues,  a  particnlar  Idnd  of  shoes 
well  adapted  for  a  Highland  district.  Pop. 
of  royal  burgh  11,602;  of  pari,  burgh 
11,081.  The  pa.  of  the  same  name  has  a 
pop.  of  12,685. 

Forfanhlre  or  Angam,  a  co.  of  Scotland, 
comprising  the  districts  of  GUttitia,  Olen" 
jfroaeHf  Olautk,  and  part  of  the  great  valley 
of  Strathmon.  Aberdeen  and  Kincardine 
bound  it  on  the  N.;  the  North  Sea  on  the 
£.:  the  Firth  of  Tay  on  the  S.:  and  Perth- 
shire on  the  W.  From  N.  to  b.  It  extends 
88  m.,  and  from  E.  to  W.  86  m.  Ares,  889 
sq.  ro.;  pop.  287,667.  The  name  Forfar  i« 
said  to  be  a  corruption  of  Fon$tia,  or 
Btfrutia,  ix^  the  country  of  the  Horesti, 
which  anciently  embraced  both  Fortar  ^d 
Kincardine  shires,  and  formed  part  of  the 
Pictish  kingdom.  The  surface  of  the  co.  is 
naturally  divided  into  four  parallel  belts, 
running  from  N.E.  to  S.W. ;  these  are  the 
Orampian  district,  comprising  the  greater 
part  of  the  N.W.,  and  known  as  the 
Braes  o/Angua;  Strathmore^  which  extends 
across  the  centre ;  the  Sidlaw  JSTtUs,  which 
terminate  in  the  promontory  on  the  coast 
called  JSedhead;  and  the  maritime  district, 
lying  between  the  SidUws  and  the  sea. 
The  highest  mountain  peaks  are  Ohuh- 
meal,  8601  ft. ;  Dng  BiU, 2406  ft:  and  Oatlaw, 
2214  ft.  The  chief  rivers  are  the  Iforth  and 
the  South  Eek  and  the  lela.  About  two- 
fifths  of  the  ana  of  the  co.  are  under  culti- 
vation. Cattle  of  a  fine  breed  are  reared 
and  exported.  There  are  no  mines,  but  lime- 
stone, sandstonevsnd  whlnstone  are  quarried 
to  a  considerable  extent.  The  manufs.  are 
those  of  linen  and  Jute,  carried  on  exten- 
sively at  Dundee  and  the  other  large  towns.

Forat,  a  town  of  Prussia,  prov.  Branden- 
burg, on  an  island  In  tlie  Meisse,  48  m.  8.  of 
Frankfort.    Pop.  14,148. 

Fort  GNory,  gdr're,  the  principal  fort  of 
the  Hudson  Bay  Company,  prov.  Manitoba, 
Dominion  of  Canada,  at  the  Junction  of  the 
Assiniboine  and  the  Bed  River,  40  m.  S.  of 
Lake  Winnipeg. 

Fort  Qeorge  (named  after  George  II.), 
one  of  three  fortresses  in  Invemess-ehire, 
Scotland,  erected  after  the  rebellion  of  1745, 
to  overawe  the  Highland  dans,  and  prevent 
further  attempts  being  made  on  behalf  of 
the  Stuarts.  The  other  two,  Fort  WUliam 
and  Fort  Auguetue,  have  been  dismantled.

The  vil.  dis- 
putes with  Abemethv  the  honour  of  having 
been  the  first  cap.  or  the  Pictish  kingdom.

Forth,  one  of  the  principal  rivers  of 
Seottand,  rises  In  Ben  Lomond,  flows  E., 
aud  after  a  winding  course  enters  the  North 
Sea  by  a  broad  estuary  well  knoirn  as  tlio 
Flrth  of  Forth.  So  numerous  are  the 
windings  of  the  Forth,  that  the  distance 
fh)m  Alloa  to  Stirling  by  the  river  is  twenty 
miles,  while  the  land  distance  is  only  seven. 
The  length  of  the  Forth,  including  Its 
numerous  bends  or  "links,"  is  est.  at  170  m.

land,  and  Germany.  Its  length  from  N.  to 
S.  is  600  m.;  Its  greatest  breadth  ftom  E. 
to  W.  510  m.  Area  201,900  sq.  m^  pop. 
86,906,786.  For  political  purpoeeB  France 
was  formerly  divided  into  86  provineee. 
At  the  Revolution  of  1789  the  oonntry  was 

{>areelled  out  anew  into  86  departments, 
nduding  the  iitland  of  Corsica.  In  1800, 
the  Freneh  territory  was  enlarged  by  the 
annexation  of  the  dnchy  of  Savoy  and  the 
county  of  Nice,  both  of  which  were  ceded 
by  Sardinia.  With  these,  divided  into 
three  departments,  France,  until  the  close 
of  the  Franco-Prussian  war  of  1S70-71,  con- 
tained 89  departments;  but  as  a  result  of 
that  war,  parts  of  Moselle  and  Meurthe, 
and  the  province  of  Alsaoe,  containing  the 
departments  of  Upp<>r  and  Lower  Rhine, 
were  ceded  to  Germany.  The  following

The  winea 
of  France,  particularly  those  of  Burgundy, 
Champagne,  and  Bordeaux,  are  among  the 
most  esteemed  in  Europe.  Agrlcnlture  haa 
of  late  undergone  some  Improyement.  hut 
suffers  much  firom  the  too  great  subdiyision 
of  pro];>erty,  there  being  more  than  fiy« 
roiuions  of  proprietors,  half  of  whom  hold 
lands  not  exceeding  £8  or  £4  of  yearly 
yalue.  Goal  is  found 'in  yarious  parts, 
and  is  wrought  for  the  uae  of  manufno- 
tories,  bu^  aa  it  is  little  employed  for 
domestic  fuel,  great  plantations  are  raised 
in  almost  eyery  part  of  the  country,  both 
for  fire-wood  and  for  coyert  to  the  beasts 
of  the  chase.  Among  the  wild  animals  is 
the  wolf;  and  the  bear  is  still  found  in 
the  Pyrenees.  Provence,  Languedoc,  and 
Dauphlny  maintain  large  flocks  of  sheep. 
The  most  extensiye  and  fertile  pastures 
for  eattie  are  in  Normandy  and  Anyergne. 
The  minerals  of  France  are  of  consider- 
able importance.  Iron  and  lead  abound  in 
Bretagne.  Antimony  is  found  in  yarious 
places  in  such  quantities  as  would  supply 
all  Europe.  Sllyer,  copper,  cobalt,  manga- 
nese, sine,  yltriol,  and  alum,  may  be  enu- 
merated  among  the  other  productions  of 
the  French  mines.  Jet  is  found  in  great 
quantities  in  the  department  of  Aube; 
and  turquoises,  little  inferior  to  thoae  of 
the  East,  are  gathered  among  the  moun- 
tains of  Ayeyron.  Excellent  freestone 
occurs  in  many  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
especially  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Paris ;

The  ehief  towns  are  Paris  {the  cap.),  Bor- 
deaux, MarBtiUe*,  Toulon.  Brtat,  ana  Havre. 
Although  in  a  country  of  such  extent  much 
yarlety  may  be  expected,  tiie  general  ap- 
pearance of  France  is  leyel.  In  the  hilly 
districts,  and  in  the  yalleys  through  which 
its  riyers  glide,  particularly  the  Seine  and 
the  Loirt,  the  scenery  is  often  highly 
picturesque  and  beantiral ;  but  the  country 
may  be  regarded  aa  in  general  tame  and 
uninteresting.  The  trayeller  has  to  pro* 
ceed  400  m.  south  trttm  Calais  before  he 
reaches  the  Mountains  of  Auyergne,  which 
are  conneeted  with  those  of  I>auphiny, 
Languedoc,  and  Proyence.  This  enormous 
assemblage  of  rocks,  chiefly  basaltic,  ex- 
tends 190  m.  The  other  ridges  are  the 
Vo$ge$  Mountaine  on  the  eastern  fh>ntier; 
a  chain  of  the  Alpt^  which  penetrates  Into 
Proyence  and  Dauphlny,  and  stretching 
northward,  separates  France  from  Italy 
and  Switserland,  and  the  Arrsnees,  the 
mountain -barrier  between  France  and 
Spain.  Placed  in  the  middle  of  the  tem- 
perate sone,  France  envoys  a  peculiarly 
fine  climate.  It  yaries,  indeed,  consider- 
ably in  the  different  regions.  In  the  N.  it 
resembles  that  of  the  8.W.  of  England; 
although  In  summer  it  is  rather  hotter, 
aa  well  aa  more  humid;  while  in  winter 
the  cold  ia  sometimes  more  seyere.  In 
the  central  region,  particuUrly  In  the 
proyinces  of  Tourame  and  Limousin,  the 
temperature  is  delightfiil,  and  the  air  pure, 
light,  and  elastic;  but  yiolent  storms  of 
rain  and  hall  ooeaaionally  destroy  the 
yfntage  and  com,  and  frtMta  occur  later 
in  spring  and  earlier  in  autumn  than  in 
the  souu  of  England.  The  beat  in  the 
southern  region  is  ezoesaiye  during  the 
months  of  June.  July,  August,  and  part 
of  September.  October  and  Noyember  are 
here  the  pleasantest  months  of  the  year. 
The  soil  IB  yarious,  but  the  greater  part 
of  it  is  highly  fertile,  and  produces  ex- 
cellent erops.  Grain  of  all  kinds  is  raised 
in  the  nwthem  dlitriets.  whieh  are  scarcely 
fiiyourabto  to  the  growtn  of  the  yine;  and 
beei-rootis  eztensiyely  crown  for  the  manu- 
fketore  of  sugar.  In  toe  middle  district!, 
yittcs  and  eyery  ipedes  of  grain  grow 
luxuriantly;  while.  In  the  soathem  di»- 


and  there  are  quarries  of  Jasper  in  Franche- 
Comt^  and  of  beautiful  marble  in  the  Pyre- 
nees. At  Saline,  in  Franche-Comt4,  are  salt- 
springs.  The  principal  mineral  waters  are 
at  Aix,  Bajmiree,  and  JBarigee.  The  hot 
springs  of  Bartees  are  well  known.  Among 
the  natural  curiosities  of  France,  the  most 
remarkable  is  the  plain  of  La  Crau,  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Rhdne.  It  coyers  an  area 
of  about  80  sq.  leagues,  filled  with  grayel 
of  quarts,— eome  pieces  aa  large  as  a  man's 
bead, — the  whole  plain  being  as  destitute 
of  yegetation  as  the  shingle  of  the  sea- 
shore. In  political  importance,  France  is 
one  of  the  first  countries  in  the  world. 
Her  subjects  are  actlye  and  braye,  and 
her  history  under  Napoleon  I.  proyes  wliat 
her  troops  are  able  to  achieye  in  war  when 
well  disciplined  and  commanded  by  com- 
petent generals.  The  disasters  which  be- 
fell her  in  her  SIC  days'  struggle  with 
Prussia  in  1870-71  were  aaeribable  to  the 
miserably  dejfectiye  organisation  of  her 
army  and  its  resources,  and  to  the  fiiet  of 
her  being  outnumbered  by  the  yast  armies 
of  thoroughly  trained  soldiers  which  the 
confederated  states  of  Germany  were  able 
at  once  to  bring  into  the  field.  The  Frsnch 
nayy  took  little  or  no  aotiye  part  in  the  late 
war  with  Pmssia.  It  oonsists  of  about  600 
yesaels  of  yarious  desoriptions,  manned  by 
aboat  48»000  aAilors  and  oaoara.  Ample  as 
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her  nwniroes  are,  France  ylelde  the  palm, 
both  in  manafaeturee  and  in  oommerce,  to 
Britain.  Her  silks  and  woollen  cloths  are 
remarkable  for  their  durability  and  fine 
eoloars;  her  laces  and  linens,  her  plate- 
glaas  and  porcelain,  are  in  extensive  de- 
mand; and  her  wines,  brandies,  and 
frinted  books,  are  exported  everywhere, 
t  was  not  until  1860  that  she  began  to 
relax  the  fetters  of  protective  and  prohibi- 
tory duties  which  had  so  long  crippled 
her  commerce  and  mannfibctures ;  and  since 
that  date  her  commerce  baa  greatly  in- 
creased. The  annual  value  of  her  exirarts 
amounts  to  £148,000,000  sterling,  the  im- 
ports to  £168,000,000.  The  predominant 
religion  is  the  Roman-Catholic,  with  nearly 
681,000  of  ProtesUntB  and  about  60,000 
Jews.  These  three  denominations  receive 
state  aid.  and  all  other  sects  are  tolerated. 
Public  education  is  liberally  encouraged  by 
the  state.  The  French  are  charactericed 
by  their  gaiety  and  good  humour,  and  their 
polite  attention  to  strangers.  In  literature 
and  science  they  have  long  held  a  distin- 
guished place.  After  the  tumults  of  the 
Revolution  of  1789  had  subeided,  France 
gradually  returned  from  the  anarchy  of 
republicanism  to  the  more  settled  state 
of  monarchy.  Under  Napoleon  Bonaparte, 
who  aasumed  the  sovereign  power  as  Em- 
peror in  1804,  the  government  was  military 
and  absolute ;  but  on  the  restoration  of  the 
Bourbon  family  in  1816,  various  reforms 
were  made  tending  to  assimilate  it  more 
nearly  to  that  of  Britain.  The  Revolution 
of  1880  expelled  the  elder  branch  of  the 
Bourbons,  and  called  Louis  Philippe,  Duke 
of  Orleans,  to  the  throne.  In  February 
1848,  a  third  Revolution  was  eflfeeted,  fol- 
lowed by  the  flight  of  the  king  and  the 
royal  family,  the  abolition  of  monarchical 
Institutions,  and  the  establishment  of  a 
republic.    Prince  Louis  Napoleon  Bona- 

Krte,  the  nephew  of  the  Emperor  Napo- 
m,  was  chosen  the  first  President  by  an 
overwhelming  mijority  of  the  electors. 
In  December  1861  he  suppressed  the 
National  Assemblv,  and  appealed  to  the 
people  to  ratify  his  acts,  and  to  prolong 
his  tenure  of  the  Presidency  for  ten  years. 
The  appeal  was  snooessfhl;  and  in  Decem- 
ber 1862,  a  vast  mejority  of  the  voters 
ratified  the  Prince  President's  revival  of 
the  Empire,  and  assumption  of  the  title  of 
Napoleon  III.,  Kmperor  of  the  French.  At 
Sedan,  on  the  2d  September  1870.  he  sur^ 
rendered  himself  a  prisoner  of  war  to  the 
King  of  Prussia,  ana  two  days  thereafter 
his  djmasty  was  deposed  by  a  revolutionary 
mob  at  Paris,  and  a  Republic  proclaimed.

Gaographa  Bay,  /e'o-^r^/;  an  extensive 
indentation  of  the  S.W.  coast  of  West 
Australia,  about  86  m.  wide,  N.  of  Cape 
Naturaliste. 

Gaorn,  Jorf,  a  maritime  div.  of  the 
South- Western  Provlnon  of  Cape  Colony, 
intersected  from  E.  to  W.  by  the  Olifants 
River  and  its  trib.  the  Kammanassle.  It  is 
chiefiy  adapted  to  the  raising  of  grain  and 
cattle.  Pop.  10,668.^Its  cap.  is  Oiorgetowm. 
Gaovga  Town,  a  town  of  S.  America, 
the  cap.  of  British  Guiana,  near  the  mouth 
of  the  river  Demeraxa.  It  Is  built  of  wood. 
Pop.  86,669. 

Georgetown,  a  town  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  prov.  Ontario,  on  the  river  Credit, 
99  m.  N.W.  of  Toronto.  Pop.  1989.— Also  a 
town  in  King's  oo..  Prince  Edward  Island, 
80  m.  E.  of  Charlottetown.    Pop.  1100. 

Georgetown,  a  town  in  the  District  of 
Columbia,  U.S.,  on  the  Potomac,  9  m. 
W.N.W.  of  Waiihlngton.  Pop.  19,578.— 
Also,  a  seaport  of  South  Carolina,  U.S.,  on 
the  W.  side  of  WInyaw  Bay,  near  the  con- 
fluence of  the  Great  Pedee,  Black,  and 
Waocamaw  rivers,  66  m.  N.E.  of  Charles- 
ton.   Pop.  9080. 

George  Town,  now  nsnally  called  Pe- 
nang,  jm-hom^,  the  chief  town  of  Prince  of 
Wales  Island,  in  the  Straits  of  Malacca, 
and  the  cap.  of  the  British  possessions 
called  the  jSastem  StraiU  Settlements. 
Pop.  about  6000. 

Georgia, /or^e-d.  ane.  Iberia  and  Colehie, 
a  mountainous  region  on  the  S.  declivity 
of  the  Caucasus,  W.  Asia,  belonging  to 
Russia.  Watered  by  the  Kur  and  nnmer* 
ons  tributary  stmams,  It  oomblnes  the 
productions  of  the  temperate  and  tropical 
dimes.  Its  valleys  are  extremely  fertile, 
and  the  vine  grove  wild  on  Its  hills.  The 
beauty  of  the  Georgian  women,  like  that 
of  the  Circassians,  is  proverbial  through- 
out the  East    Area  91,600 ;  pop.  878^000. 
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OeorgiA  (nftmed  after  Oeorge  II.X  one 
of  the  United  States  of  Nor^  America, 
bounded  on  the  N.  by  Tennessee  and  North 
Carolina;  E.  by  Sonth  Carolina  and  the 
Atlantic;  B.  by  Florida;  and  W.  by 
Alabama.  Its  chief  products  are  ootton, 
rice,  and  Indian  com.  Area  68j000  sq.  m. ;

Yancourer  Island  from  the  mainland  of 
British  Colomlria. 

GeorgieTBlc,  gd-or-gh^-wV^  a  town  of 
Rnssla,  goT.  StaTropol,  lieutenancy  of  the 
Caucasus,  on  a  trib.  of  the  Kouma.  P.  4180. 

Q«r»,  gH^rd,  a  town  of  Central  Germany, 
the  cap.  of  the  prlndpalitr  of  Beuss 
(YounK«r  Branch)  on  the  Whlte-Elster, 
85  m.  8.S.W.  of  Leipsic.    Pop.  20,810. 

Geaman  Oo«an.    8m  North  Baa. 

Ctarmany,  Smplre  of;  >eKeiAHw  (sup- 
posed to  be  a  oorr.  of  AcmRaa,  a  warrior,  this 
name  baying  been  given  to  the  Oennans  by 
the  Romans  on  account  of  their  toaverr),  a 
large  country  of  Central  Europe,  divided 
into  soTereign  states,  federated  under  an 
emperor.    It  is  bounded  on  the  N.  by  the 
North  Bea,  Denmark,  and  the  Baltic ;  on 
the  W.  by  the  Netherlands,  Belglnm,  and 
France;  on  the  8.  by   Switxeriand  and 
Austria;  on  the  E.  by  Austria,  Poland, 
and  Russia.     Area  S18/)01  sq.  m.;    pop. 
48,7S7;B60.     The  greatest  length  of  Oei^ 
many,  from  £.  to  w.,  is  about  720  m.;  its 
breadth,  from  N.  to  8»  about  660  m.    Ger- 
many may  be  divided  into  three  climatic 
MNSf.'—the  MorMsm,  a  low  extensive  plain, 
where  the  air  Is  moist  and  variable ;  the 
eentrolt  a  large  part  of  which  is  table-land 
of  flrom  1600  to  2000  ft  elevation,  with  a 
mild,  dry,  and  steady  climate;  and  the 
so«fA«ni,  where  tbe  loftv  mountains  and 
deep  valleys  present  striking  extremes  of 
heat  and  eold.    Tracts  of  low  sandy  soil  in 
the  N.E.,  and  swamps  and  marshes  in  the 
N.W.,  render  it  proiiable  that  these  parts 
of  Germany  were  once  covered  bv  the 
sea.    Here,  except  in  Saxony,  the  soil  is  in 
general  poor,  but  not  onsusceptihle  of  im- 
provement.   In  the  8.  the  land  is  of  better 
qualilgr,  and  in  many  places,  indeed,  is  ex- 
tremely fertile.  Of  the  vast  woods  by  which 
Germany  was  at  one  time  covered,  there 
are  still  considerable  remains.    The  Black 
Forest  is  the  most  extensive;  but  both 
Thnzlngta  and  the  Bars  Mountains  are 
itaickly  wooded:  and  great  tracts  in  the 
central  and  southern  districts  are  covered 
with  trees.    The  rivers  of  Germany  em- 
hraoe   the   DawMh;  RMm,  Main^   Weser, 
Elbe,  Em»,  Oder,  and  some  others,  which 
rank  amonff  the  largest  in  Europe.    The 
principal  lakes  are  Constance  or  the  Soden 
/ise.  Plan,  Behwerin,  Muritg,  Ohiem  See,  and 
DievhoU.    The  country  abounds  in  mineral 
aprings,  the  most  noted  of  which  are  at 
jiix-la-ChapeVet  Wieabaden,^nd  Badg^Baden. 
In  its  agricultural  productions,  Northern 
Germany  bears  no  small  resemblance  to 


Britain.      Tbe   wine-country  oommences 
about  the  Junction  of  the  Neckar  with  the 
Rhine,  and   stretches  southwards.     The 
Rhenish  wines  have  long  been  celebrated, 
and  next  to  them  in  quality  are  those  made  on 
the  banks  of  the  Moselle.    Germany  is  rich 
in  minerals.    In  the  Hars  Mountains  and 
the  Erzgebinpe,  there  are  lead,  iron,  copper, 
tin,  silver,  cobalt,  and  bismuth ;  Bavaria  is 
noted  for  its  extensive  and  remarkable 
mines  of  rock-salt;  and  coal  is  found  in 
Prussia,   Saxony,    Baden,    Bavaria,    and 
Wttrtemberg.     The  domestic  animals  do 
not  diflfer  materially  fh>m   those  of  the 
neighbouring  countries*  Hanover  has  long 
been  fimaous  for  a  breed  of  strong  horses  for 
cavalry  or  draught.    The  Merino  breed  of 
slieep,  introduced  into  Saxony,  yields  wool 
not  inferior  to  that  of  Spain.    Among  the 
wild  animals  may  be  enumerated  the  wolf, 
the  lynx,  the  glutton,  and  the  wild  boar, 
which  is  here  of  large  sixe.    The  industri- 
ous and  enterprising  spirit  of  the  Germans 
has  enabled  them,  notwithstanding  many 
disadvantages,  to  make  considerable  pro- 
gress in  manufkctures.    For  linen,  Silesia, 
Saxony,  and  Westphalia  have  long  been 
celebrated:  and  manufs.  of  cotton  were 
establlshea  during  the  war  of  1708-1816,  in 
emulation  of  those  in  Britain.    The  broad- 
cloth of  Saxony,  and  its  thread,  lace,  linen, 
paper,  and  porcelain,  are  of  superior  quality. 
Commerce  is  still  comparatively  limited, 
owing  chiefly  to  the  very  small  extent  of 
seaooast  which  Germany  possesses.  Several 
towns,  however,  on  the  shores  and  the  prin- 
cipal rivers  enjoy  a  flourishing  trade,  to 
fkdlitate  which  numerous  canals  and  rail- 
roads have  been  formed.     For  a  long  time 
the  principal  obetacle  of  the  commercial 
and  manuiacturingprosperity  of  Germany 
was  the  partition  of^its  territory  among  bo 
many  separate  communities,   which  not 
only  gave  rise  to  Petitions  interests  and 
conflicting  svstems  of  finance  and  internal 
regulation,  but    prevented   tbe  necessary 
unity  of  effort  and  combination  of  resources. 
The  great  commercial  league  called  tbe 
Zollverein,  which  was  established  in  1818, 
for  securing  a  uniform  system  of  customs 
throughout  Germany,  has,  however,  done 
much  to  remove  these  obstacles.    The  ad- 
ministration of  this  league  la  conducted  by 
delegates  flt>m  the  various  states  composing 
it.  with  a  central  government  at  Berlin. 
The  revenue  is  paid  into  a  common  excfae- 
qner,  and  distributed  periodically  among  the 
members  in  proportion  to  their  population. 
While  all  die  states  were  so  fltr  united 
under  the  name  of  the  Germanic  Confedera- 
tion, each  was  governed  by  its  own  prince, 
who  had  power  to  impose  taxes,  levy  troops, 
and  even  form  alliances,  provided  he  old 
not  Interfere  with  the  general  welfare.  The 
convocation  of  princes  nnd  of  the  deputies  of 
the  four  free  cities  was  called  the  Diet, 
which    met  at    Frankfort-on-the-Maln. 
From  the  death  of  Louis  III.,  tbe  last

prfooe  of  tbe  line  of  ChartomAene,  aj>,  911, 
the  oflloe  of  Emperor,  or  heed  of  the  eon- 
Haderation,  was  electiTe,  and  waa  poaaeesed 
at  different  periods  by  different  linee  of 
princes.  From  1488  till  1740,  the  pre- 
dominant power  of  Anatria  secured  the 
imperial  dignity  to  its  soToreign.  A  Ba- 
Tarian  prince  waa  emperor  from  1740  till 
1746,  when  the  offioe  rererted  to  Austria. 
In  1808,  Francis  II.  renonnoed  the  title 
and  anUiority  of  Emperor  of  Oermany, 
and  assumed  that  of  Emperor  of  Austria. 
In  1886,  after  a  short  bnt  deoidTe  war, 
Anatria  waa  compelled  to  renounce  all 
elalms  to  a  superiority  over  the  atatea  of 
Gennany,  and  those  sttnated  north  of  the 
Main  formed  themselTea  into  the  North 
German  Confederation.  In  1870,  all  these 
states,  as  well  as  those  eonth  of  the  Main, 
combined  to  repel  French  iUTasion,  and 
shortly  afterwards  the  old  Germanic  Em- 
pire was  reeonstrueted,  with  the  King  of 
rrussla  aa  Emperor.  The  following  are 
the  states  comprising  the  emplie :— Pmssia, 
Bavaria,  Saxony,  Wttrtemberg,  Baden, 
Hesse-Darmstadi  Meeklenhnrg-Sdhwerln, 
Meeklenbnrg-Strelits,  Saze-Weimar,  Old- 
enburg, Brunswick,  Baze-Melningen.  Saze- 
Altenbarg,  Baze-Cobnrg-Gotha,  Anhalt, 
8ehwanbiurg^Budolstadt,Mhwarsbuf]g>8on- 
dershansen,  Waldeek,  Sense  (Older  and 
Younger),  Schaurobarg-Llppe,  Uppe-Det- 
mold,  the  Free  Cities  THambarg,  Lubeek, 
and  Bremen),  and  Elsass  -  Lothringen. 
The  established  forma  of  religion  in 
the  empire  are  the  Roman-Catholie,  the 
Lutheran,  and  the  CalviniBtie.  No  part 
of  Europe  enjoya  greater  advantagei  fbr 
education  thim  Omaany,  eapecialfy  the 
northern  part  of  it,  elementury  schools 
being  established  in  almost  every  parish, 
while  seminaries  of  a  higher  elaaa  are  very 
numerona.  There  are  universitiea  situated 
in  the  principal  dtiea,  and  soeieties  for  the 
cultivation  of  literature,  adenoe,  and  the 
ilne  arte  are  found  in  idl  quartera.  The 
Reformation  of  Luther  gave  an  extraordi- 
nary impulse  to  the  national  literature  of 
Germany,  and  Luther  himself  oontributed 
more  than  any  other  man  to  the  advance- 
ment of  the  language,  which  may  be  oon- 
aldered  as  having  been  fixed  by  hie  trans- 
lation of  the  Seriptnres.  In  literature  and 
adenoe  the  Geraiana  displav  equal  ingenu- 
ity  and  patience  of  investigation.  Their 
favourite  studies  are  metaphysica  and  phil- 
ologT,  but  they  have  attained  celebrity 
In  almost  every  department  of  pbiloeopby 
and  polite  learning.  Of  the  fine  arts, 
mnalo  is  that  in  which  they  particularly 
exeeL  [As  Fniaala,  Bavwia,  Ctexony.

Crlient.  gk«iU,  Flem.  Oeni,  Ger.  Gml, 
Fr.  fl^iid,a  manufaeturlng  and  commercial 
dty  of  Belgium,  the  cap.  of  E.  Flandera, 
and  the  seat  of  a  unlveraity,  is  situated  on 
the  Schelde,  at  its  lunction  with  the  Lys. 
By  tliese  rivers  and  by  navigable  canals,  it 
is  divided  into  86  islands,  which  are  con- 
nected by  a  great  number  of  bridges.  The 
dty  is  10  m.  in  circuit,  great  part  of  it 
being  occupied  with  gardens,  orchards, 
and  nelda.  From  the  extent  of  its  ootton 
manufa.,  it  ia  called  the  "  Manchester  of 
Bel^lnm,"  and  It  is  noted  as  the  birthplace 
of  Charles  V.  and  John  of  Gaunt.

QhUaa,  ^ke-faii',  a  prov.  of  Peraia,  ex- 
tendiag  190  m.  along  the  S.W.  shore  of  the 
Camlan.

GbiMh.  ghtTad^  a  town  of  Middle  Egypt, 
the  oap.  of  a  prov.  of  the  same  name,  on 
the  W.  benk  of  the  Nile,  8  m.

Greece  (from  its  ancient  name  Graeia, 
supposed  to  be  derived  from  Ormeu*^  a 
prince  of  Thessalvi  a  kingdom  in  the  8.E. 
of  Europe,  bounded  on  the  N.  by  Turkey, 
on  the  W.  and  8.  by  the  Mediterranean, 
and  on  the  E.  by  the  ^gean  8ea.  It  lies 
between  86*  lO'  and  89"  60"  N.  lat.,  and 
between  10°  80^  and  26"  80^  E.  long.  Area 
80,148  sq.  m.;  pop.  1,670,776.  The  geographi- 
cal divisions  of  the  kingdom  are--Continen- 
tal  Greece  or  BtUoM,  anc  IMtadia^  in  the 
N.;  Peninsular  Greece  or  Jforeo,  anc.  Paio* 
poNMfM,  in  the  8.;  and  Insular  Greece, 
embracing  the  islands  of  Aiksa,  Skjfro, 
Andro,  Coluri,  JBgina,  Hydra,  Naxia,  JfUo, 
Sgra,  Santorima,  Delo§,  Parog^  Amtiparot, 
and  the  Ionian  Itlanda.  For  administrative 
purposes  the  irhole  country  Is  divided  Into 
the  following  fourteen  nomarehies  or  de* 
partments :— In  Hbllas  and  EuBoa — 
Attica  and  BoBotia,  Euboea,  Phthiotis  and 
Phoeis,  and  Acamania  and  ^tolia ;  in  the 
MoaBA— ArgoUs  and  Corinth,  Aehaia  and 
Elis,  Arcadia,  Messenis,  and  Laoonia ;  in 
IvsDLAa  GRaaoa— The  Cydades,  Corfh 
(with  PazoX  Cephalouia,  Leucadia  (with 
Ithaca),  and  Zante  (with  Cerigo).  The 
territory  of  Greece,  though  comparatively 
small,  is  full  of  interest.  Almost  every 
part  of  it  has  remains  of  magnificent 
monuments,  in  the  purest  style  of  danie 
uchitecture,  erected  when  Greece  was  in 
its  glory.  The  country  consists  chiefly 
of  a  snocession  of  valleys,  bounded  by 
mountains  of  moderate  elevation,  present* 
ing  the  most  picturesque  aopeets,  and  gen- 
erally capable  of  great  improvement,  being 
well  adapted  either  for  sgrioulture  or  for 
pasturage.  Only  one-seventh  of  the  area, 
however,  is  under  cultivation ;  the  rest  lies 
waste.  The  chief  mountain  summits  are 
Gutona  (8000  ft.),  PamaaguSf  and  HHieam. 
The  climate  is  warm  and  delightful.  I  ts  ex- 
tensive range  of  coast,  indented  by  numer> 
ousbavs,and  the  variety  of  its  islands,  whUe 
tliey  diversify  the  soenery,  eminently  fit 
the  oountry  for  commerce.  The  mercantile 
navy  comprises  6017  vessels,  having  an 
aggregate  tonnage  of  289,640,  and  navigated 
by  about  86;B88  seamen,  mostly  employed 
in  the  carrying  trade  of  the  Levant  and 
Black  8ea.  The  exports  conrist  of  cnnanta, 
olive-oil, raw  silk,  wool,  figs,  tobacco,  etc: 
the  imports  embrsoe  oom,  manuftetured 
goods,  hardware,  sngar,  and  eoflbe.  Oreaet 
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U  rich  in  mineral  treaiares ;  bnt  with  the 
exception  of  copper,  marble,  and  aaAt,  they 
meet  with  little  attention.  The  history  of 
Greece  is  exceedingly  Interesting.  In 
ancient  times  the  country  comprehended  a 
nvmber  of  independent  republics  till  the 
battle  of  Ch«ronea,  888  bjc^  when  it  was 
brought  under  snl^eetion  to  Philip,  king  of 
Maeedon,  father  of  Alexander  the  Great. 
About  146  BdC.  it  was  conquered  br  Rome, 
and  formed  part  of  that  empire  all  after 
the  taking  of  Constantinople  in  1468,  when 
it  wasoTerrun  by  the  Turks,  and  long  con- 
tinued under  their  dominion.  At  last,  in 
1881,  the  Greeks  arose  against  their  op* 
pressors,  defeated  them  in  several  battles 
by  sea  and  land,  and  made  themselres 
masters  of  the  whole  country  south  of 
Thessaly.  During  three  years  they  main- 
tained  the  struggle  suceessftally,  and  had 
almost  established  their  independence ;  bnt 
in  1826^  Ibrahim,  son  of  the  Padia  of  Egfpt, 
landed  in  the  Korea  with  an  army  dlsap* 
lined  by  Frenchmen  and  Italians,  took 
several  towns,  ▼anquished  the  Greeks 
in  the  field,  and  so  reduced  them  as  to 
render  it  doubtful  whether  they  would  not 
be  entirely  subdued.  The  three  sreat 
powers,  Russia,  Britain,  and  France,  how- 
ever, interposed  in  their  behalf;  and  in  1880 
compelled  the  Porte  to  acknowledge  their 
independence,  and  erected  the  country  into 
a  kingdom.  The  gOTemment  was  at  flnt 
a  monarchy  nearly  absolute;  but,  after  a 
revolution  in  1648,  a  oonstitntional  govern- 
ment was  establiidied  somewhat  resembling 
that  of  Britain.  The  present  constitution 
of  Greece  was  adopted  in  October  1864.  It 
▼ests  the  legislative  power  in  a  chamber  of 
representatives,  called  the  BauU,  chosen 
by  universal  suftrage,  and  the  executive  in 
the  king  and  his  responsible  ministers, 
assisted  by  a  council  of  state.  The  reli- 
gion is  that  of  the  Greek  Church,  which  also 
prevails  in  Russia;  but  religious  toleration 
exists  throughout  the  kingdom. 

Oreenland,  an  extensive  region  of  N.E. 
America,  bounded  E.  by  the  Arctic  Ocean ; 
W.  by  Davis  Strait,  Baffin  Bav,  Smith 
Sound,  and  Kennedy  Channel;  8.  by  the 
Atlantic.  Its  northern  boundary  has  not 
been  explored,  but  is  supposed  to  be  the 
Arctic  Ocean.  Its  area  is  estimated  at 
about  880,000  sq.  m.  Its  pop.  is  9081. 
Bo  fkr  as  known,  Greenland  stretches 
from  Cape  Farewell,  ii&  69*  4SK  lat,  north- 
wards to  Cape  Britannia,  in  nearly  83* 
lat.  It  extends  tnm  90*  to  76*  W.  long. 
It  was  long  supposed  to  be  part  of  the 
continent  of  America,  but  is  now  gene- 
rally believed  to  be  an  island  or  cluster 
of  islands.  It  has  been  described  as  "  a 
mass  of  rocks,  intermingled  with  immense 
blocks  of  ice.**  Yet  there  is  some  land  that 
admits  of  cultivation.  During  the  short 
smnmer  the  air  is  pore  on  the  mainland, 
bnt  obeenred  in  the  islands  by  fogs.  The 
long  night  of  winter  is  relieved  by  the 


shifting  splendours  of  the  aurora  borealis. 
The  thermometer,  which  in  July  reaches 
84*,  often  sinks  in  January  to  40*  below 
eero.  Of  the  land  animals  the  principal 
are  hares,  valuable  for  their  flesh  and  nir, 
rein-deer,  foxes,  and  large  dogs  employed 
in  drawing  sledges,  and  distinguished  by 
the  peculiarity  of  howling  iustMd  of  bark- 
ing. The  seas  swarm  with  tnrbolL  herrings, 
and  whales;  but  the  marine  animal  most 

Sriaed  bv  the  natives  is  the  seal.  Its 
esh  is  their  principal  food ;  its  skin  sup- 
plies them  with  dress,  and  with  a  covering 
for  their  canoes;  its  tendons  are  made  into 
thread ;  and  so  essential  an  article  of  sub- 
sistence does  the  Greenlander  account  It, 
that  he  cannot  comprehend  how  man  could 
live  without  it.  Large  flocks  of  aquatic 
birds  fl^uent  the  sess,  rivers,  and  lakes. 
Providence,  which  adapts  the  endless  diver- 
sity of  inroductions  to  every  variety  of 
climate  and  soil— supplying  the  deflcien- 
des  of  one  region  bv  the  abundance  of  an- 
other—fhmishes  the  sterile  shores  of 
Greenland  and  other  Arctic  regions  with 
timber,  which  is  borne  hither  by  the  tides 
and  currents  of  the  ocean  flrom  the  coasts  of 
America  and  Asia,  in  such  quantities,  that 
a  year's  fhel  may  sometimes  be  collected 
during  the  short  season  of  summer,  and  in 
such  preservation  as  to  afTord  excellent 
materials  for  building  houses  and  canoes. 
The  Greenlanders  are  a  branch  of  the  Es- 
quimaux :  they  are  of  short  stature,  with 
long  black  hidr,  small  eyes,  and  flat  faces. 
The  country  is  subject  to  Denmark,  which 
maintains  a  few  small  settlements  on  the 
W.  coast ;  and  the  laudable  exertions  of  the 
Danish  missionaries  for  the  conversion  of 
the  natives  to  Christianity  have  been 
crowned  with  considerable  success.  The 
chief  ▼lllages  are  JuUan^aab,  OhrittUm- 
akaab,  Vppenuarik,  Frtderickakaab,  and 
Oood  Hope.  The  European  population  does 
not  exceed  S60. 

GreenlAW,  pwen'Zaw  (green  hill),  a  pa. 
and  vil.  of  Scotland,  co.  Berwick,  of  which 
the  vil.  is  the  co.  town.  It  is  1\  m.  W.  of 
Dunse.    Pop.  of  pa.  1881 ;  of  vil.  828. 

Greenook,  grtm'ok  (the  sunny  spot),  a 
seaport  of  Scotland,  co.  Renfrew,  on  the 
Firth  of  Clyde,  82  m.  from  Glasgow.  It 
has  extensive  foreign  trade,  and  Is  noted 
for  ^ipbuilding  and  the  manuf.  of  ma- 
chinery. James  Watt  was  bom  here  in 
1786.    Pop.  67,821. 

Greenwldh,  areeni'iteh  (from  A  .8.  (^reno- 
wfe,  green  habitation  on  the  bank  of  a 
river  OT  bayX  a  town  of  Kent,  England,  on 
the  Thames,  about  6  m.  below  London;  it 
is  famous  for  its  Royal  Observatory, 
through  which  the  first  meridian  passes, 
and  its  Royal  Naval  College,  formerly  an 
hospital  for  aged  and  disabled  seamen. 
Pop.  169;W1.

8.E.  of  Stnlrand ;  It  is 
the  seat  of  a  univenity,  and  has  manufs.of 
tobacco,  soap,  salt,  and  oil,  also  shipbuilding 
docks,  and  a  good  trade.    Pop.  18,082. 

OreitB.  gritM,  a  town  of  Central  Ger- 
many, the  cap.  of  the  principality  of  ReuM

Ghrexuulinea,  grenrl-deen^^  or  Grenft- 
dllleB,  grm-d-detl^  a  group  of  Islands  be- 
longing to  Great  Britain,  in  the  West 
Indies,  lying  between  Grenada  and  8t 
Vincent,  and  oonsiifttng  of  Be^ttia,  Oarriaum, 
UnioHt  and  some  smaller  Islands. 

Grenoble,  grtn-o'U^  formerly  Grenople 
(contr.  of  (?ra<tafiopo<>«,  the  city  of  the 
Emperor  Qratian.  son  of  Valentinian  IX  a 
strong  town  of  France,  cap.  of  the  dep. 
Is^re,  on  the  Is^re,  68  m.  8.B.  of  Lyons;  It 
has  mannfs.  of  gloves,  ribbons,  leather,  and 
different  kinds  of  liqueurs.    Pop.  87,072. 

Gretna,  ffretnO,  or  Graitney,  grSftOl 
(great  hollow),  a  pa.  and  Til.  of  Scotland, 
00.  Dumflries,  9  m.  N.N.W.  of  Carlisle.  The 
Til.  being  on  the  finotier  of  England,  was 
long  noted  for  irregular  marriages,  and  was 
the  retreat  of  numerous  bands  of  whisky 
smugglers.    Pop.  of  pa.  1895. 

Greyatoke,  gr9fatoht,  a  pa.  of  England, 
00.  Cumberland,  in  which  is  Saddleback,  a 
mountain,  2787  ft  high.    Pop.  2804. 

Grey  Town  (named  in  nonour  of  Sir 
Charles  Grey,  a  governor  of  JamalcaX  or 
Ban  Juan,  a  seaport  of  Hosqnitia,  Central 
America,  at  the  mouth  of  the  San  Juan 
River. 

Grimsby,  Great,  grimi^  (the  city  of 
Grimus,  who  built  it),  a  pari,  and  munie. 
bor.  and  seaport  of  England,  eo.  Lincoln, 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Humber,  with  a  fine 
harbour  and  extensive  docks.  Pop.  of  pari, 
bor.  86,962;  of  munic.  bor.  20,244. 

Grlnnell  Ijand,  grWwU^  region  In  the 
Arctic  Ocean,  N.  America,  discovered  Sept. 
82,  1860,  by  the  United  States  Grlnnell 
Expedition  in  search  of  Sir  John  Franklin, 
while  in  76*  24'  21"  N.  lat.  It  forms  the 
W.  boundary  of  Smith  Sound  and  Kennedy 
ChanneL 

Grlqnaland  East,  ^re'AnMl>2aiMf  (the  land 
of  the  Griqnas),  a  dist  in  the  E.  of  Cape 
Colony,  formerly  known  as  NomanMUMd.  It 
lies  to  the  W.  of  Kaflfraria,  and  has  sn  area 
of  7000  sq.  m.,  with  a  pop.  of  about  16,000. 

Grlqualand  West,  a  diet  in  the  M.  of 


Cape  Colony,  on  the  Taal,  W.  of  Orange 
River  Free  State.  It  is  well  known  for  Its 
diamond  fields,  and  was  formerly  the 
country  of  Waterboer,  a  Oriqna  chief,  who, 
in  1871,  transferred  his  rights  to  the  BriUsh 
Government.

Qraubunden 
(the  gray  allies,  or  gray  league,  so  called 
because  when  the  chief  inhabitants  of  this 
part  of  the  country  met  in  1424,  and  entered 
into  solemn  compact  to  defend  each  other's 
property  and  persons  from  the  oppression 
of  uielr  feudal  lords,  they  were  dressed  in 
gray  homespun  frocks),  a  large  canton  in 
the  S.E.  of  Switaerland,  distinguished  for 
its  magnificent  scenery.   Area  8774  sq.  m. ; 

Kp.  92,906^  nearly  three-fifths  of  whom  are 
otestants. 

Grodno,  prmfao,  a  gov.  In  the  W.  of  Rus- 
sia, oontalning  14,628  sq.  m.,  and  1^008,621 
inhabitants. 

Grodno  (fortified  town),  a  town  of  Rus- 
sia, the  cap.  of  the  above  gov.,  on  the 
Ntemen,  140  m.  N.E.  of  Warsaw.  Here 
Stanislaus,  king  of  Poland,  sought  his  last 
retreat,  and  finidly  abdicated  his  crown  in 
1797.    Pop.  81,060.' 

Gronlngan,  gnm'ing-mt  Dutch  pron. 
hro'idiiff-hM,  a  prov.  in  the  N.E.  of  the 
Netherlands.  It  Is  low.  flat,  and  protected 
by  dykes  ftom  encroachments  of  the  sea ; 
its  pastures  are  extremelv  rich,  but  Its 
climate  Is  damp  and  unhealthy.  Area  885 
sq.  m. ;  pop.  842,066. 

Gronmgen,  an  important  town  of  the 
Netheriands,  the  cap.  of  the  above  prov., 
situated  at  the  Junction  of  three  great 
canals,  92  m.  N.E.  of  Amsterdam.  It  pos- 
sesses considerable  trade,  and  Is  the  seat 
of  a  university  founded  In  1614.  Pop. 
40,688. 

Groota  Xylandt,  ^roof  i^kaU  (great 
island),  the  largest  island  in  the  Gulf  of 
Carpentaria,  Australia,  off  the  E.  coast  of 
the  Northern  Territory.

Ouanaxoftto,  gwd-^tdThwdUif,  a  dty  of 
Mexico,  the  cap.  of  the  state  of  the  same 
name,  aituated  In  a  narrow  valley  160  m. 
M.W.  of  Mexico.  In  the  vidnlty  are  numer- 
oua  gold  and  silver  mines,  at  one  time  the 
richest  in  Mexico,  but  now  mueh  less  pro- 
ductive. Pop.  66,012.— The  state  has  a  pop. 
or7*i9,8t». 


Quatomala,  fwd-td-md'ld  (named  either 
Arom  ukaUtmalkaf  signifying  **a  mountain 
that  throws  out  water,"  doubtless  in  lUlu- 
sion  to  the  volcano  d'Agua,  on  the  skirts  of 
which  the  old  city  waa  built ;  or  from  Juiu- 
aioi,  the  name  of  ita  firat  king),  the  latest 
state  in  Central  America ;  it  extends  from 
Yucatan  to  the  Pacific,  and  ia  bounded  W. 
by  Mexico,  and  E.  by  the  states  of  Honduraa 
and  San  Salvador.  The  country  is  moun- 
tainous, but  the  soil,  which  is  volcanic,  is 
remarkably  fertile,  produdng  tropical  fruits 
and  vegetables  of  all  kinds  in  constant  sno- 
cession  throughout  the  whole  year.  The 
two  productions  most  important  in  a  com- 
mercial point  of  view  are  indigo  and  cochi- 
neal ;  but  wheat,  maize,  rice,  cocoa,  cofliee, 
sugar,  tobacco,  and  cotton,  are  also  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent  valuable  artidea  of 
trade.    Area  46,000  aq.  m. ;  pop.  1,190,754. 

OnatemaU,  New,  a  dty  of  Central 
America,  cap.  of  the  above  atate,  situated 
in  a  laige  and  fertile  plain,  on  the  Bio-de- 
laa-Vaeas,  106  m.  W.N.W.  of  San  Salvador. 
It  is  a  handsome  city,  though  the  houses 
are  all  built  of  one  storey,  because  of  the 
frequent  eaithquakea.  Pop.  46,000.— Old 
Ooatemala,  about  26  m.  to  the  W.8.W., 
waa  entirely  destroyed  by  the  eruptions  of 
two  volcanoes  in  its  neighbourhood  within

port of  Ecuador,  S.  America,  cap.  of  a  prov. 
of  the  same  name,  at  the  head  of  the  Gulf 
of  Guayaquil.  It  haa  one  of  the  best  har- 
bours on  the  Pacific.  Pop.  22,000.— The 
prov.  baa  a  pop.  of  76,000. 

Onaymaa,  gwi'mOs,  a  seaport  of  Mexico, 
state  of  Sonora,  on  the  Gulf  of  California; 
it  is  a  town  of  recent  origin,  but  promises 
to  be  one  of  the  prindpal  ports  on  the 
Pacific,  and  is  the  depftt  of  the  precious 
metals  brought  flrom  the  interior.

Oaeldaxland,  or  GMderland,  gheirdtr- 
land(thB  land  of  Quelders),  a  prov.  of  the 
Netherlands,  S.E.  of  the  Zuyder  Zee,  and 
separated  from  N.  Brabant  by  the  Maas. 
It  is  watered  by  the  Bhlne,  the  Waal,  the 
Yasel,  and  the  Leek.  Area  1962  sq.  m.; 
pop.  468,624. 

analph,  gwel/,  a  dty  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  prov.  Ontario^  80  m.  N.  of  Hamil- 
ton.

Onteet,  gd^rd%  a  town  of  Francs,  cap.  of 
the  dep.  Creuae,  on  the  slope  of  a  mountaiji 
about  40  m.  N  .E.  of  Llmogea    Pop.  402o. 
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auemsey,  ghern'te,  an  island  belonging 
to  Britain,  in  the  Engliih  Channel,  near 
the  coast  of  France,  9  m.  long  by  6  m. 
broad.  It  has  a  celebrated  breed  of  oowh, 
end  here  the  climate  is  so  mild  that  oranges, 
figM,  citrons,  melon^i,  myrtles,  and  the  Guern- 
sey lily,  supposed  to  be  a  native  of  Japan, 
attain  a  state  of  great  Itixnrianoe.  Apples 
are  largely  cultivated  in  the  orchards,  and 
made  into  cider,  which  is  the  chief  bever- 
age of  the  inhabitants.

Otilana,  ffhe-d'nd^  or  Oaayana,  ^wt-d'nd, 
a  large  territory  in  South  America,  bounded 
N.  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  E.  by  Brazil  and 
the  Atlantic  Ocean,  S.  by  Brazil,  and  W.  bv 
Venezuela.  It  extends  from  0*  40^  to  9*  N. 
Ixt.,  and  from  51*  to  61"  W.  long.  Its  length, 
from  E.  to  W.,  is  about  710  m.;  breadth, 
from  N.  to  8.,  abont  660  m.  Area  163,600 
sq.  m  ;  pop.  about  842,900.  Guiana  is  par- 
titioned Into  three  divisions,  viz.,  Brttiah 
Ouiana^  Dutch  Ouiana,  and  i^«)ieA  Ouiema. 
Formerly  the  name  had  a  much  wider 
application,  being  extended  to  the  whole 
region  which  lies  to  the  north  of  the  Am^ 
zon  and  the  Rio  Negro,  and  to  the  east  of 
the  Caslqulare  and  the  Orinoco.  The 
greater  part  of  this  territory  is  now  In- 
cluded within  the  empire  of  Brazil  and  the 
republic  of  VenezueU,  and  is  distinguished 
by  the  names  of  Brazilian  Guiana  and 
Venezuelan  Guiana.  The  country  to  which 
the  name  of  Guiana  is  now  commonly 
restricted  is  low  and  flat  towards  the  sea- 
ahore,  and  here  the  soil  is  rich  and  fertile. 
Inland  it  rises  by  a  succession  of  table-lands 
to  the  tUrrtu  or  mountain-ranges  which 
divide  it  from  Brazil.  The  oountrris  well 
watered,  the  principal  rivers  being  the 
Btsequibo,  the  DemtvnrOt  the  Berhice^  the 
Surinam^  and  the  Marcmt^  which  are  well 
stocked  with  fish,  although  infested  with 
alligators.  The  climate  is  cooler  than  in 
most  places  within  the  tropics,  being  re- 
lished by  the  trade-winds,  by  the  sea- 
breezes,  and  by  the  rainy  seasons,  o*  which 
there  are  two  on  the  sea-ooast,  and  bu.  one 
In  the  interior.  Vegetation  is  exceedingly 
luxuriant,  some  of  the  forest-trees  growing 
to  the  height  of  a  hundred  and  fifty  feet. 
The  plant  chiefly  cultivated  is  the  sugar- 
cane ;  coffee  is  also  raised  in  considerable 
quantities ;  and  cotton,  tobaoeo,  rice,  maize, 
wheat,  plantains,  and  pepper  are  grown. 
Gentian  and  other  medicinal  plants  abound ; 
and  this  is  the  native  country  of  the  lai^ 
water-plant  called  the  Victoria  Regia.  The 
staple  exports  are  sugar,  mm,  molaaiea, 
coffee,  spices,  and  drugs.  British  Guiana 
is  the  western  and  largest,  French  Guiana 
the  eastern  and  smulest,  of  the  three 
divldons  of  Guiana.  Dutch  Guiana,  which 
lies  in  the  middle,  has  aa  area  of  about 
60,000  sq.  m.,  with  a  pop.  of  09,829.  The 
area  of  French  Guiana  is  about  S7JB60  sq. 
m.,  with  a  pop.  of  82,600,  and  contains  the 
settlement  or  OayemM,  to  whloh  Fnnoh 
political  prlsonnt  are  baniihad.    Brlttsh 


Guiana  has  an  area  of  about  76,000  sq.  m., 
with  a  pop.  of  240,600,  and  contains  tliree 
settlements — Berbice,  Demerara^  and  JEitM- 
quibo.  Most  of  it  formerly  belonged  to  Hol- 
land, but  was  conquered  by  Great  Britain 
in  1803.  The  capital  is  Otnrgt  Town,  near 
the  month  of  the  river  Demcrara. 

Giiienne,  ghetrtnf  (supposed  to  be  acorr. 
of  AmtUania,  the  name  of  this  country  in 
the  time  of  the  Romans),  a  prov.  in  the 
S.W.  of  France,  separated  from  Gasoony  by 
the  Garonne. 

Guildford,  ghUJord  (ford  of  the  guild  or 
brethren),  the  co.  town  of  Surrey.  England, 
on  the  Wey,  80  m.  S.W.  of  London ;  It  is  a 
very  anc  town,  with  a  ruined  castle  and 
palace,  once  the  residence  of  the  English 
kings.    Pop.  9601. 

Golmaraens,  ^AeHnd-rd'tfiu,  an  anc.  for- 
tified town  of  Portugal,  prov.  Entre  Douro 
e  Minho.  in  a  beautiful  plain,  18  m.  8.E.  of 
Braga;  it  has  manufs.  of  linen  and  cotton 
fabrics,  cutlery,  hardware,  leather,  paper, 
and  sweetmeats.    Pop.  7866. 

Guinea,  ghxn'm^  a  geographical  division 
of  W.  Africa,  of  which  little  is  known  ex- 
cept the  coast,  called  the  coast  of  Guinea, 
which  extends  from  Cape  Verga,  10*90'  N., 
to  Cape  Negro,  16*  41'  8.  lat  It  is  divided 
Into  Upper  or  North  Guinea,  and  Lower  or 
South  Guinea.  The  former  stretehes  from 
14*  SO'  W.  to  10*  E.  long.,  and  extends  8Q0 
or  400  m.  into  the  interior.  On  the  coast 
are  the  districts  of  Sierra  Jaom^  lAbtria, 
Oraim  Coast,  Ivorg  Coatt,  Oold  Coast,  and 
Slavs  Coast,  The  interior  is  divided  into 
several  native  states,  the  principal  of 
which  are  the  kingdoms  of  A^antss  and 
ZkihomsM.  The  coasts  are  in  general  low 
and  unhealthy  for  Europeans,  but  very 
fertile.  Tlie  chief  rivers  are  the  Niger  or 
Quorra,  the  VoUa,  and  the  Assinis.  The 
products  of  the  country  comprise  every 
variety  of  rich  tropical  fruits,  gums,  hard 
woods,  grain,  gold  dust,  ivory,  wax,  etc. 
The  people  of  Ashantee  and  Dahomey  are 
brave  and  warlike ;  but  the  Fan  tees  and 
some  of  the  other  races  on  the  coast  are 
cowardly.  There  are  several  British  settle- 
ments on  the  Guinea  coast,  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  on  a  legitimate  trade 
with  the  natives,  and  for  promoting  their 
civilization.  At  present  the  grossest  pa- 
ganism prevails.  XjOwerGninea  stretches 
from  a  little  N.  of  the  equator  to  16*  8. 
lat,  and  was  discovered  and  partly  colonized 
by  the  Portuguese  in  the  15th  century.  It 
comprises  the  countries  of  Bk/ra^  Loango, 
Congo,  Angola,  and  Bengusla,  This  vast 
region  is  In  general  mountatnons,  bnt  well 
watered;  and  the  abundance  of  heat  and 
moisture  produces  great  fertility  in  the 
vegetation.  The  principal  physical  fsatare 
is  the  number  of  rivers  pafilng  through  it* 
among  which  the  Congo,  Zvhrs,  or  Umng' 
sfOM,  flowing  in  a  mighty  stream  from 
sonroea  In  tne  great  lake  region,  is  the 
moM  QOBipknoiis.    EmMm  malMi  pnlMb 
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And  other  gniiu,  the  finest  frnlts  grow 
wild,  palm>treee  are  ebondantf  potatoes  and 
yams  are  plentifnl,  and  the  sagar-cane 
attains  great  size.  The  lakes  and  rivers 
abound  with  fish,  and  the  forests  with  wild 
beasits.  Of  the  "Segro  tribes  Inhabiting 
Lower  Guinea  Tery  little  Is  known.  They 
are  divided  into  a  number  of  petty  states, 
more  or  less  controlled  by  the  Portuguese ; 
their  religion  is  a  mixture  of  Fetishism 
and  Christianity,  the  latter  having  been 
introduced  by  Koman-Catholic  misHlonaries.

Haddlngtonaliire,  or  San  Loihlazi, 
R  CO.  of  Scotland,  aooonnted  one  of  the  most 
fertile  and  highly  cnltivated  districts  in 
the  kingdom.  On  the  N.  it  is  bounded  br 
the  Firth  of  Forth ;  on  the  E.  by  the  North 
Sea ;  on  the  S.  by  the  Lammermoor  Hills, 
which  separate  it  from  Berwickshire;  end 
on  the  w.  by  the  co.  of  Edinburgh.  It  ex- 
tends from  E.  to  W.  26  m.,  and  from  N.  to 
8.  17  m.  Area,  280  sq.  m.;  pop.  87,771. 
From  the  Lammermoors  in  the  8.  the  sur- 
face, diversified  by  gentle  elevations,  gradu- 
ally slopes  towards  the  Firth  of  Foiiui.  In 
the  N.  is  a  oone-shaped  hill  ealled  If&rth 
Berwick  Law,  612  ft.,  and  oflT  the  eoast  is  the 
celebrated  Boss  Roek,  formerly  a  state 
prison,  360  fl  above  the  sea.  Haddington- 
shire is  wen  watered  by  a  number  of  small 
streams,  the  chief  of  which  is  the  Tjfne.  It 
possesses  tew  manufiutures,  but  there  are 
iron-fonndries,  potteries,  rope-yards,  brew- 
eries, distilleries,  salt-works,  and  the  usoaI 
local  industries,  none  of  which,  however, 
are  very  extensive.  In  the  W.,  especially 
around  2Vaiiai<,  there  are  extensive  col- 
lieries. Limestone  is  abundant.  The 
fishery  along  the  coast  is  valuable,  and  em- 
ploys a  good  many  men,  especially  at  Dun-

Hagen.  A4^«>«  *  town  of  Prassta,  prov. 
Westphalia,  on  the  Voima,  28  m.  W.  of 
Amsberg.

Hague,  hatf  (eontr.  of  Dutch  '8  Oravn- 
kaaa,  the  count's  enclosure,  grove,  or  wood. 
In  allusion  to  a  hnnting-se^t  built  here  by 
the  Counts  of  Holland  in  125qX  *  city  of  the 
Mvtheriands,  prov.  8.  Holland,  14  m.  N.W. 
of  Rotterdam  and  88  m.  8.W.  of  Amster- 
dam. It  is  the  usual  residence  of  the 
Court,  whose  rural  palace,  surrounded  by 
stately  oaks  and  fine  gardens,  is  about  a 
mile  to  the  N.  of  the  town.

—Alao,  a  riyer  of  Corea,  which  fiowa  into 
the  Strait  of  Corea. 

Hankin,  hdn-keeri',  a  maritime  town  on 
the  E.  coaat  of  Corea. 

Hanley,  hat^U,  a  town  of  England,  co. 
Stafford,  in  the  centre  of  the  potteriea,  in* 
eluded  within  the  pari,  bounda  of  Stoke- 
npon-Trent.    Pop.  89,976. 

Hanoyer,  hat^o-ver,  Oterm.  pron.  ikoa-o^- 
ver,  a  proy.  in  the  N.W.  of  Pruaaia.  It 
waa  fiDiinerly  an  independent  kingdom,  but 
aa  one  of  the  resulta  of  the  war  of  1866, 
it  waa  incorporated  with  Pruaaia.  Area 
14,700  aq.  m.  With  the  exception  of 
the  Hars  diatrict  in  the  S,,  the  country 
conalsta  of  an  immense  sandy  plain,  the 
fertile  tracts  being  confined  to  the  banka  of 
the  riyera  Elbe,  Weaer,  Ema,  and  their 
tribntariea.  The  Harz  Mountaina  are  rich 
in  minerala  and  coyered  with  yaluable 
forests.  Hanoyer  la  hx  from  being  a  com- 
mercial country,  but  a  good  deal  of  plain  and 
table  linen  la  manufactured,  and  more 
particularly  coaraelinena  called  Osnaburfs, 
which  are  largely  exported.  The  principal 
oonunerclal  port  ia  Emden.  The  Hano- 
yeriana  are  robust,  induatrioua,  perseyer- 
ing,  and  strongly  attached  to  andent 
usages.  Great  attention  is  paid  by  them 
to  public  inatruction,  and  the  unlyeraity 
of  GOttlngen  haa  long  been  celebrated. 
Pop.  2,017.893. 

Hanorer,  a  dty  of  Prussia,  the  cap.  of 
the  aboye  proy.,  on  the  Lelne,  88  m.  8.  W. 
of  Hambunr.  It  is  dlyided  by  the  riyer 
into  the  old  and  the  new  towns,  and  con- 
tains a  royal  palace  and  seyeral  handsome 
public  buildings.  Herschel  the  astronomer 
WHS  bom  here  in  1788,  and  Frederick 
Sehlegel  the  philosopher  in  1772.  Pop. 
100,677 ;  induding  suburba  127,676. 

Hanaa  Towns,  hanee  towns,  a  name 
giyen  to  certain  seaport  towns  of  Ger- 
many, which  entered  into  a  mutual  league 
(hansa)  against  the  pirates  of  the  Baitlo 
and  the  feudal  lords  of  the  neighbouring 
mainland.  The  ffanseatie  League  was  first 
fbnned,  in  1241,  between  Hamburg  and 
Lnbeck.  It  gradually  extended  until  It 
comprehended  66  cities,  but  began  to  de- 
cline, as  commerce  fbnnd  new  channels, 
towards  the  end  of  the  16th  century,  and 
was  dissolyed  in  1680.

The  most  remarkable  of  these  springs, 
called  the  Great  Geyser,  throws  up  columns 
of  boiling  water  to  the  height  of  90, 100, 
and  sometimes  even  to  above  160  ft.,  accom- 
panied with  a  noise  like  the  ezploelon  of 
cannon.  The  Island  Is  very  thinly  peopled, 
having  a  snperfldal  area  estimated  at  40,000 
■q.  m.,  with  a  pop.  of  71,100.  The  people 
were  formerly  noted  for  literature,  and  they 
are  stlU  very  Intelligent  but  of  simple 
manners.

The 
chief  cities  ox  India  are  Cfaleutta,  the  cap., 
Bombay,  Madras,  Patna,  DeUU,  Imeknow, 
Benaree,  AUahabad,  Agra,  Bareilly,  and 
Meerut.  Insular  IndUi  includes  C^lon, 
separated  tnm  the  S.E.  extremity  of  the 
mainland  by  Palk  Strait  and  the  Gulf  of 
Manaar,  the  Laeeadu/e  Jstands  off  the  Mala- 
bar coast ;  the  Maldives  to  the  8.W.  of  the 
S.  extremity  of  the  peninsula;  and  the 
Andasnan  and  Nieobar  hlanda  in  the  Bay  of 
BengaL  The  moat  important  rivers  are 
the  Indus,  Ganges,,  Brahmyfootra^  Sutl^, 
Jumna,  Gogra,  Nerbudda.  Tuptee,  Hoogly, 
Mahanuddy,  Godavery,  Aisina,  and  the 
Oavery.  In  a  country  so  extensive  as 
India  there  is,  of  conrse,  much  varie^  of 
aapeet  On  the  M.  the  Himalaya  Mcm^ 
tatns,  the  highest  in  the  world,  present  a 
stupendous  frontier.  The  Ghauts,  on  the 
E.  and  W.,  form  a  long  and  steep  barrier 
parallel  to  the  ooast  on  each  side  of  the 
peninsula,  and  at  their  Junction  the  NeU- 
gharry  Mills  occupy  an  area  of  700  sq.  m., 
while  the  central  chain  of  the  Vindhyas 
follows  the  course  of  the  Nerbudda.  A 
series  of  rocky  mountains  reaches  from  the 
conflues  of  Mooltan  to  Tatta:  and  of  sandy 
hills  from  Cutch  to  the  Sutlcg.  In  the  pro- 
vince of  Slnd  there  are  deserts  of  sand, 
which,  raised  by  the  burning  south  wind, 
often  buries  houses  and  cultivatad  fielda; 
and  In  Delhi,  between  Rooderpore  and 
Almora,  there  Is  a  sandy  desert  90  miles 
long,  covered  with  briers  and  resinous 
shrubs.  Numerous  savannaa  occur  in  the 
northern  provinces.  At  the  months  of  the 
rivers,  as  well  as  along  a  great  part  of 
their  banks  in  the  Interior,  the  soU  is 
marshy.  But  more  generally  India  pre- 
sents beautiful  plains,  fields  adorned  with 
luxuriant  harvests,  which  are  gathered 
twice  in  the  year,  and  valleys  smiliag  in 
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ftll  the  beautj  tnd  rarletjr  of  Tegetatlon. 
Except  in  CMhmere,  Komaon,  md  Mepcal, 
where  the  MaeoBB  d^ow  their  more  aureo- 
able  ▼idmitndea,  the  elimate  of  TndUi  !■ 
divenlfied  onlj  by  the  drr  and  rainy 
months.  Theae  are  prodaoed  by  the  sooth- 
west  and  north-east  monsoons;  and  it  is 
remaricable  tiiat  they  happen  legnlarly 
at  different  periods  of  the  year  on  the 
opposite  coasts  of  Coromandel  and  Mala- 
bar.  In  Bengal  the  hot  or  dry  season  is 
from  March  to  the  end  of  May ;  the  rainy 
from  Jnne  to  October.  By  the  latter 
end  of  Jnly  all  the  lower  parts  of  the 
eonntry,  bordering  the  Ganges  and  Brah- 
mapootra, are  OTerflowed,  forming  an  ex- 
mmse  of  water  more  than  100  miles  wide. 
By  these  yearly  Inundations  great  fertility 
Is  imparted  to  the  soli,  which  in  many  places 
is  a  rich  vegetable  moold  six  feet  deep.  Tbe 
Inzurianoe  of  its  regetatlon  Is  scarcely 
eqnalled  in  any  other  region  of  tbe  globe. 
Of  the  statelT  forest- trees,  one  of  the  most 
TSlnahle  is  the  teak,  which  rivals  the  oak 
In  firmness  and  durability,  and  Is  now 
largely  need  In  shlpbollding.  Of  tbe  frolt- 
trees. the  moct  noted  are  the  Tarions  species 
of  palms.  Rice,  the  chief  food  of  the  Hin- 
doos, is  the  principal  article  of  cnlttTatlon. 
Wheat,  barley,  millet,  and  maixe  are  also 
raised:  besides  tbe  sngar-cane,  the  mnl- 
berry-tree,  cotton,  Indigo,  pepper,  and 
various  kinds  of  delidons  fruits.  Atten- 
tion has  lately  been  turned  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  the  tea-plant,  which  grows  wild  in 
the  province  of  Assam.  Among  the  do- 
-  mesttc  animals  are  the  buflTalo,  camel,  and 
elephant  The  Hindoo  cattle  are  distin- 
guished bv  a  bunch  on  the  shoulders;  and 
tbe  sheep  have  hair  Instead  of  wool.  Among 
the  wild  animals  are  the  leopard,  which  la 
f\nequently  hunted;  the  Hon,  seen  only 
among  the  northern  mountains ;  tbe  Ben- 
gal tiger;  and  the  rhinoceros.  India  Is 
rich  In  minerals,  comprising  iron,  copper, 
tin,  gold,  and  ooal,  which  Is  extensively 
distributed.  Diamonds  sre  found  In  several 
districts;  tbe  most  valuable  are  those  of 
Orissa  and  Golconda.  The  Hindoos  have 
carried  some  manufactures  to  great  perfec- 
tion. The  shawls  of  Cashmere  are  blffhly 
prised;  and,  until  they  were  snrpasaed  by 
the  cotton  manufactures  of  Great  Britain, 
the  Indian  muslins  were  the  finest  in  the 
world.  In  delicate  works  In  ivory  and 
metals,  the  Hindoos  are  still  almost  unri- 
valled. Indigo,  opium,  cotton,  Jute,  sugar, 
muslins,  calicoes,  raw  silk,  pepper,  rice,  and 
diamonds  are  the  chief  exporta.  The  In- 
ternal commerce  of  India  is  being  greatlv 
facilitated  by  an  extensive  system  of  rail- 
ways. The  canals  are  on  a  grand  scale, 
but  they  are  more  designed  for  irrigation 
than  for  traAc.  The  annual  value  of  the 
imports  of  the  Indian  Empire iv  £44,0001,000 
sterling,  and  the  exports  £60,000,000.  The 
annual  revenue  derived  from  land  and 
other  taans  exceeds  iSlfiOOfiOO  sterling. 


The  army,  induing  British  and  local 
troops,  amounts  to  IBSfiOO  men.  Her  Ma- 
jesty Queen  Victoria  is  Knpress  of  India, 
her  official  title  being  Kaiter-i-aind.  The 
government  is  vested  In  a  Viceroy  or  Gov- 
ernor-General and  Council  resident  at  Cal- 
cutte,  and  s  Secretary  of  State  and  Council 
resident  In  London ;  there  are  also  Gover- 
nors, Lient.-Govemors,  and  Chief  Commis- 
sioners for  the  Bengal,  Bombay, snd  Madras 
Presldendee  and  their  several  subdivisions. 
The  independent  and  tributary  states  are 
governed  by  native  princes.  The  religion 
of  the  Hindoos  is  Brahminlsm,  their  deities 
being  Brahms.  Vishnu,  and  Siva.  The 
people  are  diviaed  into  three  cattes:  Brah- 
mins or  priests,  the  military  class,  and 
agriculturists.  In  general,  thev  adhere 
strictly  to  their  partlenlar  dass ;  but  those 
who  foil  off  and  are  degraded  form  a  fourth 
denomination  of  Pariaka,  The  Mohamme- 
dan religion  Is  also  prevalent  In  several 
parts  of  India.  The  first  Christian  mis- 
sionary institution  was  estsbllsbed  lu  1798 : 
and,  nnce  that  period,  several  hundred 
chorehes,  snd  soout  fiO,000  educational 
institutions,  both  for  male  and  female 
natives,  have  been  erected.

Indian  Territory,  s  tract  of  country 
set  apart  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  of  N.  America  as  a  permanent  home 
for  the  aboriginal  tribes.  It  lies  to  the  N. 
and  E.  of  Texas,  W.  of  Arkansas,  and  8.  of 
Kansas.

Indiantown,  a  town  of  New  Brunswick, 
Dominion  of  Canada,  oo.

Xndo-OUnese  or  Xastem  Peninsula, 
sometimes  called  Varfher  India,  or  India 
beyond  the  Qanges,  is  bounded  on  the  N. 
by  the  Chinese  empiie;  B.  by  the  Straits  of 
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MaUooft  and  tb«  Galf  of  Slam;  E.  by  the 
Chineaa  Sea ;  and  W.  by  India  and  the  Bay 
of  Bengal.  Ita  greatest  length  firom  N.  to 
8.  in  about  1800  in.;  its  breadth,  fh>m  Cape 
Negrais  to  the  E.  of  Anam,  is  about  960  m. 
ItH  superfleial  area  U  est.  at  878,240  sq.  m., 
and  its  pop.  at  2\6S5,000.  The  principal 
political  divisions  are  —  1.  Burmah;  8. 
British  Territoriert,  embracing  RrUUh  Bur- 
mah  and  the  Strait*  Settknuntt;  8.  Siam; 
4.  Anam;  6.  French  Cochin-ChiHa ;  6.  Cam- 
bodia; 7.  Laos;  8.  Malay  StaUa.  The  chief 
islands  are — I^nang,  or  Prince  of  Walf.$ 
Islnnd,  and  Singapore.  The  Andaman  and 
Nicobar  Islands,  although  geographically 
connected  with  this  peninsula,  are  regarded 
as  parts  of  British  India.  The  grand  dis- 
tinguishing feature  of  this  portion  of 
southern  Asia  is  its  long  parallel  chnins  of 
mountains,  enclosing  ▼alleys,  each  watered 
by  a  oonsiderable  river.  The  principal  of 
these  rivers  are  the  Irrawadit  Salween, 
JftfiiatN,  Menam-lumg  or  CambodiOj  and  the 
SankoL  Where  rain  does  not  fall  abun- 
dantly, or  remain  long,  the  soil  is  covered 
by  a  light  powder  barren  as  sand,  or  a  crust 
as  hard  as  rock.  The  banks  of  the  rivers 
and  the  sides  of  the  mountains  are  clothed 
in  perpetuiJ  verdure,  and  show  woods  in 
comparison  with  which  our  loftiest  trees 
are  but  dwarfs.  Among  the  forest  produc- 
tions are  the  eagle-wood,  rose-wood,  sandal- 
wood, t«>ak,  iron-wood,  the  true  cinnamon, 
which  is  here  indigenous,  the  sycamore, 
the  Indian-fig,  the  banana,  the  bignonias, 
and  the  fan-palms.  The  forests  are  the 
haunts  of  various  species  of  monkeys,  tigers, 
and  elephants.  The  elephants  of  Siam  are 
particularly  admired  for  their  beauty  and 
saM:acity.  Fine  fruits,  aromatic  and  medi- 
cinal plants,  the  sago,  the  cocoa,  the  banana, 
and  other  nutritious  plants,  grow  in  abun- 
dance. Rice,  sugar,  cotton,  indigo,  and 
pepper,  are  cultivated  to  a  great  extent. 
All  the  countries  are  rich  in  minerals. 
Besides  gold  and  silver,  their  mines  pro- 
duce copper,  tin,  iron,  lead,  antimony,  and 
Einc.  The  native  governments  are  all 
despotic  in  the  highest  degree.  The  pre- 
vailing religion  is  Buddhism.  The  in- 
habitants of  the  Malay  states  are  Mohani- 
medans,  and  the  higher  classes  of  the 
Anamese  are  followers  of  Confucius.  [See 
Anam,  Burmah,  Cambodia,  etc.] 

Zndore  Agency,  in-dorf^  an  administrsr 
tive  prov.  of  the  presidency  of  Bengal, 
India,  oonsltiting  of  several  naUve  states, 
the  chief  of  which  are  Gwalior,  Indore 
Territory  or  Z)oMsiitoii  <^  Hotkar^  ^uMlej- 
cund,  and  Bhopal.

Iqnlqne,  s-Jkf^  a  seaport  town  of  S. 
Peru,  dep.  Araqulpa,  on  the  Pacific,  oppo- 
site the  island  of  Iqniqns.  Pop.  1000.— 
Tbe  Mand  of  Itmiqiu  has  been  of  late 
yean  considerably  rednoed  in  height  in 


consequence  of  the  immense  quantity  of 
guano  taken  from  IL

of  the  Persians,  in  reference  to  Arak- 
Arabi),  the  most  important  prov.  of  Persia, 
in  which  Is  embraced  the  ancient  Media, 

Irak-Axabl.  e-rdl^-dr^Me  (Ink  of  the 
Arabs,  in  reference  to  the  above),  anc 
Chaldeaf  a  prov.  of  Asiatic  Turkey,  compre- 
hended in  the  modem  pashalic  of  Bagdad. 
It  is  watered  by  the  snphratea  and  the 
Tigris. 

Iran,  s-rmK,  the  name  by  whidi  Persia 
is  known  to  the  natives. 

Irfalt,  ir-bitr,  or  ter'bit,  a  town  of  Russia, 
gov.  Perm,  on  the  frontiers  of  Siberia,  at 
the  confluence  of  the  rivers  Irbit  and  Nieva. 
It  is  noted  for  its  large  annual  fair,  which 
lasts  for  a  month.    Pop.  4818. 

Ireland  (a  modified  form  of  the  native 
name  Bri%  which  is  derived  firom  the  Gael, 
tar,  west,  and  in,  an  island.     The  name  is 
significant,  Ireland  being  the  island  we»t  of 
the  other  British  isles;  bat  some  suppose 
Ireland  to  mean  tht  warm  land,  and  that 
this  name  was  given  to  the  country  by  the 
Norwegian  invaders,  as  descriptive  of  its 
climate,  which  they  felt  to  be  much  warmer 
thanthatof  Scandinavia  whence  theveanie), 
one  of  the  two  principal  islands  of  which 
the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  Is  composed.    It  is  bounded  N.,  W., 
and  8.  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean ;  E.  by  8t 
George's  Channel,  the  Irish  Sm,  and  tbe 
North  Channel.    It  extends  firom  61*  86^ 
to  66*  88^  N.  lat.,  and  from  6*  84'  to  10*  SO'  W. 
long.,  and  contains  8i;S74  sq.  m.,  with  a  pap. 
of  6,411,416.    Its  greatest  length  is  880  m., 
and  its  greatest  breadth  180  m.    The  island 
is  compact  in  form,  and  the  indentations, 
exoept  on  the  W.  coast,  are  neither  large 
nor  numerous.    Ireland  is  divided  into  four 
provinces :  Ulster  In  the  N.,  Leimter  in  the 
E^  ifttiulsr  in  the  8.,  and  OotmavMlu  in  the 
W.    These  provinces  are  subdivided  Into 
thirty  counties,  of  which  <7Z«(«r  contains 
nine,  via.,  Antrim,  Londonderry,  Donegal, 
Tyrone,  Fermanagh,  Cavan,  Monaghan, 
Armagh,  and    Down;    Leintter   oonUtns 
twelve,  via.,  Louth,  Meatb.  West  Meath, 
Longford,  Dublin,  Kildare,  King's  County. 
Queen's  (bounty,  Kilkenny,  Carlow,  Wiek- 
low,  and  Wexford;  Muntter  contains  six, 
vis,,  Waterford,  Tipperary,  Clare,  Lime- 
rick, Cork,  and  Kerry;  Oannattffhi  contains 
five,    via.,    Roscommon,    Leitrim,   Sligo, 
Mayo,  and  Galway.    The  respective  county 
towns  are  Belfiut,  Londonderry,  Li£E6ni, 
Omagh,  Enniskillen,  Cavan,  Monaghan, 
Armagh,  Downpatrlok,    Dundalk.  Trim, 
Mulllngar,  Longford,  Dublin,  Naas,  Tnlla- 
more,   Maryborough,  Kilkenny,    Cariow, 
Wicklow,  Wexford,  Waterford,  Clonmel, 
Ennls,  Limerick,  Cork,  Tralee,  Roscommon, 
Carriok-on-Shannon,  Sllco,  Castlebar,  Gal- 
way.   The  centre  of  Ireland  consists  of  a 
great  low-lying  plain  of  limestone  forma- 
tion suxToiinded  by  nsoantalns  which  ex- 
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t«Dd  along  the  eoMta,  the  greatest  eleT»- 
tion  being  on  the  W.  The  ehief  monntaln 
•ystems,  beginning  on  the  N.B.  and  going 
nnind  the  ooeeta,  are  the  Mtmrm  MmaUaiMg 
in  the  00.  Down :  the  Mountatnt  of  Antrim; 
ihBMtnmiamso/Doiupal;  th^  Mottntaint  o/ 
MojfOs  whieh  are  dirided  into  two  groope— 
the  Nepldn  Beg  range  and  the  Ctnmemttra 
Moumtaing;  the  JTerry  Mountain*,  forming 
■ererml  parallel  ranges  and  embracing  the 
MaegUHcmddif  Seeks,  one  of  which,  Gwroii 
Tnal  (8414  fU,  is  the  loftiest  point  of  Ire- 
land; the  Knotkmeledomn  MoiaUain*,  on 
the  borders  of  Tipperarr  and  Cork,  and  the 
WiekUm  Moumlaint.  To  these  may  be 
added  the  Blitoo  Bloom  Monntaint,  a  range 
In  the  interior,  between  King's  County  and 
Qoeen's  County,  and  extending  into  Tipper^ 
ary.  The  principal  rirers  of  Ireland  are 
the  Skamnon^  X^/<Vi  Bomdon,  Les,  Bltukieator, 
Bmr,  Barrow,  Bkmeg,  Boj/na,  Baim,  Fomis, 
and  the  Brma,  The  moat  important  lakes 
are  Ntagk,  Frne,  KiUarme$,  AUm,  Oonn, 
Maok,  Onrib,  Sao,  and  Derg.  Theeoaat- 
line  ia  abont  8S00  m.  Commencing  at  the 
NJB.  we  find  the  shores  of  Antrim  bold  and 
rocky,  consisting  in  many  places  of  basaltic 
eolnmna  which  display  gnat  regularity  of 
Ibrm.  Fair  Head  rises  abont  600  ft.  in 
height,  and  to  the  W.  is  Bengore  Head, 
with  the  fiamoat  Giants*  Causeway  in  its 
neighbonrbood.  After  leaying  the  shores 
of  Antrim  the  eoaat  becomes  low,  until  we 
reach  the  bold  headland  called  MagUHan 
Bahu  at  the  entrance  to  Iiov^A  Foyle, 
Continuing  westward  we  pass  Malim  Head. 
the  most  northeriy  point  in  Ireland,  and 
reach  another  large  inlet  called  Lemgh 
BmiUp.  The  whole  coast  of  Donegal  is 
wild,  rocky,  and  banen,  and  it  terminates 
on  the  S.W.  In  Soooan  Jbint.  Passing 
Donegal  Bag^  we  find  the  coast  again  trend- 
ing westwud  as  fkr  as  Xrrie  Bead,  In  this 
part  of  the  coast  the  chief  openings  are 
SUgo  Bag  and  KiUala  Bag.  Errie  Head  is 
the  northern  extremity  of  a  cnrlonsly 
shaped  peninsala  called  the  MuUet,  Turn- 
ing soothward  we  pass  Aekil  Island^  and 
reach  Olare  Island,  at  the  entrance  to  Clow 
Bag.  The  coast  of  Galway  is  rugged  and 
deeply  indented,  and  terminates  on  the  W. 
in  eigne  Head,  while  Oalwag  Bag  Is  pro- 
tected by  a  nataral  breakwater  fonned  by 
the  Arran  Isles.  The  coast  now  trends 
B.W.  to  Loop  Head.  Between  Loop  Head 
and  Korrguead  la  the  month  of  the  Shannon, 
which  forms  one  of  the  largest  and  safest 
harbonn  on  the  Irish  coaat.  Tbe  coast  of 
Kerry  ia  ragged  and  broken.  The  chief 
opcodngs  are  Tralee  Bag,  Dingle  Bag,  and 
Kemrnare  Bivor.  At  the  entrance  to  Dhigle 
Bay,  on  the  N.  side,  ia  Dunmore  Head,  tne 
most  westerly  point  in  Ireland.  Ve^entia 
Island,  near  the  entrance  on  the  southern 
side,  contains  the  terminus  of  the  two  tele- 
giaphic  cables  which  cross  the  Atlantic, 
the  other  terminus  being  at  Trinity  Bay  in 
Mewfonndland.    LeaTing  Valentla  Island, 


and  passing  Kenmare  River  and  Bnntrg 
Bag,  we  come  to  Mizen  Head,  the  most 
southerly  point  In  Ireland,  ana  a  little  to 
the  W.  is  Cape  Clear,  on  an  Island.  From 
Cape  Clear  the  southern  coast  of  Ireland 
runs  in  a  general  direction  to  the  N.E., 
and  the  shores,  though  not  so  broken  and 
rugged  as  on  the  W.  coast,  are  yet  rocky 
and  indented.  The  first  inlet  of  importance 
we  meet  with  is  Cork  Harbour.  Contiuu- 
Ing  our  course  to  the  N.E.,  and  passing 
Tougkal  Harbour  and  Tramore  Bag,  we 
reach  Waterfard  Harbour,  a  deep  and  capap 
doos  inlet,  which  receives  the  waters  of  the 
Sulr  and  the  Barrow.  The  coast  eastward 
to  Camsore  Point  is  destitute  of  good  har- 
bours, and  is  skirted  by  dangerous  rocks 
and  islands.  About  7  m.  to  the  N.E.  of 
Camsore  Point  is  Tuecar  Soek,  tbe  scene 
of  firequent  shipwrecks,  to  prevent  which  a 
lighthouse,  modelled  after  that  at  Eddy- 
stone,  has  been  erected  upon  it.  The  E. 
coast  of  Ireland  stretches  in  a  curve  f^'n 
Camsore  Point  to  Dundalk  Bay;  and  a 
second  cnrre  brings  us  to  Fair  Head.  The 
shores  in  general  are  low,  and  lined  with 
sandbanks  and  sunken  rocks.  Wexford 
Harhawr  la  spacious  but  shallow ;  and  Jrom 
thence  to  Dublin  Bay  there  Is  not  even  a 
tolerable  port  Dublin  Bag  it  only  an  In- 
different luurbour,  as  there  is  a  sand  bar  at 
its  entrance,  and  it  Is  exposed  to  the  east 
winds.  Laige  vessels,  therefore,  unload  at 
KingtXiOwnjttiiim  which  there  ia  a  railway  to 
Dublin,  we  now  come  to  Dundalk  Bag, 
which,  though  extensive.  Is  shallow,  and 
contains  large  oyster-beds.  The  shores 
now  become  bold  and  precipltons,  as  tbe 
Monme  Mountains  come  down  close  to  the 
water's  edge.  Leaving  Carlingford  Bag 
and  Dundrum  Bag,  we  reach  atrangford 
Loufk,  the  best  harbour  on  tbe  E.  coast, 
and  thereafter  Belfast  Ixmgk,  between  the 
COS.  Antrim  and  Down.  In  ancient  times 
Ireland  was  thickly  covered  with  forests, 
but  the  greater  part  of  these  have  din- 
appeared,  and  wood  is  now  comparatively 
scarce.  Extensive  bogs  and  morasses  are 
very  numerous.  Abont  the  middle  of  the 
country  in  particular  Is  a  great  plain,  which 
contains  a  Dog,  or  rather  a  series  of  bogo, 
estimated  to  cover  12,B0O  sq.  m.,  or  nearly 
two-flfths  of  the  whole  surface  of  the  Island. 
The  climate  of  the  country  is  mild  but 
moist,  and  drizaling  rains  are  frequent. 
In  consequence  the  herbage  has  a  generally 
verdant  aspect,  and  hence  has  arisen  the 
name  of  the  **  Qreen  or  Emerald  Isle.**  The 
surface  to  a  large  extent  Is  under  pasture. 
In  general  the  soil  is  very  fertile,  but 
until  recently  the  mode  of  farming  was 
bad.  Linen  ia  the  staple  manufacture,  and 
Is  carried  on  to  a  considerable  extent,  par- 
ticulariv  in  the  prov.  of  Ulster.  Of  late 
vears  the  manufacture  of  cotton  has  also 
been  Introduced.  Ireland  abounds  In  valu- 
able minerals :  limestone  is  found  in  almost 
every  district;  and  coal,  iron,  lead,  and 
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copp«r,  In  TAiions  qiuurtera.    The  beantifnl 
marbleB  of  KilkeniiT,  Donegal,  and  Oalway, 
ar»  well  known.    The  main  lines  of  canal 
navigation   are    the    Grand,   Ro^al,   and 
Ulster  Canals.    The  earliest  railway  oon- 
structed  in  Ireland  was  **the  Dublin  and 
Kingritown/*  which  was  opened  in  ifi0i. 
Kailway  communication  now  extends  from 
side  to  side  of  the  island,  connecting  all  the 
chief  cities  and  towns.    The  great  educap 
ttonal  institutions  are,  the  University  of 
Trinity  College,  Dublin,  and  the  Queen's 
UnlTersity,  including  the  Queen's  Colleges 
of  Belfast,  Cork,  and  Oalway.    The  Board 
of  National  Education  was  established  in 
1882 ;  the  nnrober  of  teachers  is  now  about 
ten  thousand,  and  the  number  of  scholars 
upwards  of  a  million.    Since  the  year  1800 
Ireland  has  been  united  with  Great  Britain, 
and  subject  to  the  same  laws;  bat  ftom 
that  time  until  now,  certain  sections  of  the 
oomiDunlty  have  not  ceased  to  clamour  for 
repeal  of  the  Union,  and  hare  even  at  times 
committed  overt  acts  of  rebellion.    Within 
recent  years  this  feeling  of  defection  to 
English  rule  has  been  greatly  fostered  by 
a  secret  society,  the  members  of  which  are 
called  Fenians.    The  machinations  of  this 
society  have  tended  to  damage  the  best 
interests  of  Ireland.    Discontent  and  mis- 
trust prerail   among   all   classes  of  the 
people,  and  the  material  prosperity  of  the 
countiy  has  suffered  in  consequence.    One 
reason  of  Irish  discontent  was  said  to  be, 
that  while  four-fifths  of  the  population  pro- 
fessed to  be  Roman-Catholics,  the  estab- 
lished f(>rm  of  religion  wns  Protestant.  To 
remove  this  cause  of  complaint,  the  British 
Parliament  in  1869,  passed  a  measure  dls- 
estiiblishing  and  disendowing   the   Irish 
Church  from  the  1st  of  January  1871.— The 
Irish  are  a  sprightly,  warm-hearted,  and 
ingenious  people.    In  the  vivacity  of  their 
disposition,  and  the  gaiety  of  their  manner, 
they  resemble  the  French  more  than  the 
English  or  Scotch.     Hardy,  daring,  and 
heedless  of  danger,  thev  may  be  ranked 
amongst  the  flnt>8t  soldiers  in  the  world. 
In  science  and  literature  many  of  them 
have  obtained  great  eminence.  They  excel 
particularly  in  eloquent  declamation.    In 
coniiequence  of  the  successive  failures  of 
the  potato  crops,  and  other  causes,  emigra- 
tion lina  reduced  the  population  1^  million 
in  ten  years. 

Ireland,  New,  an  Island  In  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  300  m.  long,  with  an  average 
breadth  of  80  m.  The  soil  is  fertile,  and 
the  hills,  some  of  which  are  2000  ft.  high, 
are  covered  with  forests.— 2*  y  8.  lat,  162" 
E.  long. 

Ireland's  Bye,  a  rocky  tslel  off  the  E. 
onast  of  Ireland,  co.  Dublin,  1  m.  N.E.  of 
liowth.  It  Is  said  to  have  been  ased  In 
oldon  times  by  the  Danes  as  a  place  of  safe- 
keeping for  tlielr  prlNoners  of  war,  and  was 
ca])*»d  by  them  Ireland's  Isle.  When 
marked  on  maps,  Isle  was  shortened  into  I., 


which  led  to  the  present  corrupted  form  of 
the  original  name. 

Iriih  Bea,  that  part  of  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  which  washes  the  W.  coast  of  Great 
Britain  and  the  E.  coast  of  Ireland.  In  it 
are  the  islands  of  Anglesea,  Holyhead,  and 
Man. 

Irkutak,  ir-hooUl^,  a  gov.  of  E.  Siberia, 
AsUtic  Bussia.    Pop.8M.629. 

Irkutok  (town  on  the  Irkut),  a  flooriahing 
commercial  city  of  Aitiatic  Uussia,  cap.  of 
the  above  gov.,  situated  in  a  fine  plain  on 
the  Angara  at  the  influx  of  the  Irkut:  It 
w^s  (Tevaatated  by  fire  In  1879.    Pon.  82JI21 . 

Irrawadi,  ir-r6rwdifd*  (originally  Eri- 
vati,  the  great  river  or  &ther  of  watersX 
one  of  the  great  rivers  of  S.E.  Asia ;  it  baa 
its  source  in  Tibet,  flows  through  the  entire 
extent  of  the  Burman  Empire  and  the  divi- 
sion of  Pegu,  and,  after  branching  into  an 
immense  delta,  fiiUs  by  nnmerons  months 
Into  the  Bay  of  Bengal,  E.  of  Gape  Negraii. 
Its  length  is  estimated  at  12*)0  m. 

Zrtiui,  tVliaft,  Russ.  pron.  eer-tiak^,  a  river 
of  Aidatic  Russia,  which  rises  in  the  Altai 
Mountains,  on  the  borders  of  Mongolia, 
flows  through  Lake  Zaisang,  and,  after  a 
long  and  winding  N.W.  course.  Joins  the 
Obi  below  Tobolsk. 

Irvine,  ir^vin,  a  royal  pari,  and  mnnlc 
burgh  and  seaport  town  of  Ayrshire,  Scot- 
land, near  the  mouth  of  a  river  of  the  same 
name,  with  a  large  export  trade  in  coals. 
Pop.  of  royal  burgh  4299;  of  pari,  burgh

IrwttU,  tVwsU,  a  river  of  Lancashire, 
England,  rises  near  Todmorden,  and  after  a 
course  of  40  m  paadng  Rochdale,  Bury, 
and  Manchester,  Joins  the  Mersey  at  Flix- 
ton.

Italy,  Wd-le^  anc  Italia  (land  of  cattle, 
the  name  given  by  the  Greeks  to  the 
extreme  southern  portion  of  the  peninsula, 
and  In  the  time  of  Augustus  applied  to  the 
whole  country),  a  celebrated  country  in  the 
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8.  of  Europe,  formed  of  a  continental  por- 
tion,  a  penluBQla,  and  nnmeroiis  Islanda. 
It  is  bounded  N.  by  the  Alps,  which  aena- 
rate  it  from  Austria  and  Switzerland ;  W. 
b7  France  and  the  Mediterranean;  S.  by 
the  Mediterranean ;  and  E.  by  the  Adrlatie. 
Area  114.44S  iq.  m. ;  pop.  abont  88,8ul4M. 
It  extends  from  86*  4(K  to  4(1*  40"  N.  Ut, 
and  firom  6*  40^  to  18*  80'  E.  long.  The 
greatest  length  of  Italy,  from  Mont  Blanc 
to  Cape  Lenca,  is  7fi0  m.;  the  extreme 
breadth,  from  the  head  of  the  Adriatic  to 
tlie  borders  of  SaToy,  is  870  m.:  but  the 
aTerage  breadth  does  not  exceed  140  m. 
The  coast  line  is  estimated  at  2000  m.,  and 
is  much  indented.  The  principal  gulfs  and 
bays  are  those  of  Genoa,  CfaOa,  HapltM^ 
Salerno,  Policattro^  8t  Eu/tmia,  SquiUaee^ 
TarantOf  M>infrodem,ia^  Veniet,  and  IriuU. 
The  straits  are  Bonifacio^  Megnna,  and 
Otranto.  The  chief  islands  are  Sardinioj 
SieUp,  lApari,  Capri,  lochia,  BV>a,  Oorriea 
(belonging  to  France),  Malta^  and  Oomo  (be- 
longing to  Britain).  The  most  prominent 
capes  are  Spartivenio,  CoUmn^,  Lntea^  and 
PasBoro.  Italy  has  a  dlTerslfled  sarfaoe, 
having  as  its  N.  boundary  a  erect  of  the 
Alps,  indoding  Mont  Cenia,  and  being 
trayersed  in  its  whole  length  br  the 
Apennine  chain,  some  of  whose  peaks  are 
nearly  10,000  ft.  hl^h.  There  are  also 
the  isolated  volcanoee  of  Vesuvius  near 
Naplea,  and  Etna  in  Sicily.  The  riTers 
emSraee  the  Po,  Adigs,  TVetao,  FUtmidno, 
Arno,  TibsTf  and  the  VoUumo;  and  the 
lakes  include  Maggi/ore^  Lugano,  Como^  Iseo, 
Oarda,  Perugia,  and  Bolsena.  Italy  thoa 
presents  in  its  eztensive  range,  from  Mont 
Cenis  to  Cape  Lenea,  CTery  variety  of 
bosnty  of  which  landscape  is  rasoeptible. 
The  air  In  mo<tt  districto  ia  mild  and  genial. 
Some  tracts,  however,  are  nnhealthv  in  the 
summer  and  autiminal  months,  particnlarly 
that  called  the  Maremma^  stretching  from 
Leghorn  to  Terracing— a  distance  of  900  m. 
In  the  aonthem  provinces  the  heat  during 
summer  la  excessive*,  and  ita  effect  la 
occasionally  rendered  peculiarly  oppressive 
bv  a  sultry  wind,  called  the  sirocco,  which 
blows  from  the  hot  and  arid  regtona  of 
Africa.  From  the  eastern  confines  o( 
France  to  Illyria,  the  soil  Is  a  deep  allu- 
vial mould ;  ftrther  south  it  becomes  light 
Com,  pulse,  maize,  rice,  cotton,  allk, olives, 
and  several  delicious  fmlta,  are  among  the 
productions  of  this  fertile  oountry.  The 
vine  growa  all  over  Italy,  and  the  monn- 
taina  afford  summer  pasture  for  the  cattle. 
Among  the  domestic  animals  of  Italy  the 
horaes  and  aheep  of  Naples  are  funous. 
The  finest  eheese  in  the  world  is  made 
from  the  milk  of  the  cows  of  Lombardv  and 
Parma.  Although  in  snch  amoontunons 
country  minerals  may  be  supposed  to 
abound,  Ita  mines  are  almoat  entirely 
neglected.  Marble  of  singular  beauty  Is 
found  in  the  N.,  as  well  as  in  the  nelgh- 
bonrhood  of  Florenca  and  Siena.     Alabas- 


ter, jasper,  anrl  agate  are  met  with  in  the 
Apennines.— Napoleon  I.  united  all  Italy 
into  one  kingdom,  but  after  his  overthrow 
in  1816,  it  was  subdivided  Into  eight  states : 
1.  The  Kingdom  of  Sardinia,  comprising 
the  Island  of  that  name.  Piedmont,  Genoa, 
Nice,  and  Savoy.  8.  The  Kingdom  of  Lom- 
bardy  and  Venice,  governed  by.  the  Em- 
peror of  Austria.  8.  The  States  of  the 
Chnreb,  under  the  sovereignty  of  the  Pope. 
4.  The  Kingdom  of  Naplea  and  Sicily, 
otherwiae  called  the  Kingdom  of  the  Two 
Slciliea,  comprehending  the  iaiand  of  Sicily 
and  the  aonthem  extremity  of  Italy,  o. 
The  Orand  Duchy  of  Tuscany,  including 
Tuscany  Proper  and  the  Dnehy  of  Lucca. 
6.  The  Duchy  of  Parma.  7.  The  Duchy  of 
Modena.  8.  The  Bepublle  of  San  Marino, 
the  smallest  atate  in  Europe.  Thia  atate 
of  things  continued  for  nearly  half  a  cen- 
tury, when  in  18B0  war  broke  out  between 
AustrU  on  one  side,  and  France  and  Sar- 
dinU  on  the  other.  Austria  was  defeated, 
and  her  supremacy  in  Italy  being  over- 
thrown, Lombardy,  Naplea  and  Sicily,  Tus- 
cany, Lncca,  Parma,  Modena,  and  great 
part  of  the  States  of  the  Church,  were  in- 
corporated with  Sardinia,  which,  being  thus 
enlarged,  took  the  name  of  the  Kingdom  of 
Italy.  The  duchy  of  Savoy  and  the  oounty 
of  Nine  were  surrendered  to  France,  and  in 
1866  Venetia  waa  given  up  by  Austria.  In 
1870  a  plebiscite  of  the  States  of  the  Church 
waa  t^en,  when  the  people  elected  to  be 
onlted  to  the  Kingdom  of  Italy,  and  thus 
the  tempore  aovereignty  of  the  Pope  ceased 
to  exist — For  administrative  purpoaea  Italy

The  goTenunent  is  vested  in  the  boto- 
reign,  who,  with  his  ministers,  has  the 
sole  ezecative  power;  a  senate  of  prlnoes 
and  nobles  nominateid  by  the  king;  and 
a  chamber  of  depntles  returned  07  the 
people.    The  small  republic  of  Sam  Marino 
still  exists ;  it  has  an  area  of  84  sq.  m^  and 
a  p<^.  of  abon*  7000.  Italy  contains  a  num- 
ber of  ancient  and  celebrated  dtles,  such  as 
Borne  (the  capital),  Flormce,  NapUt,  Yenico^ 
Oenoa,  Turin,  Milan,  and  Leghorn.    Venice 
and  Oenoa  once  held  the  first  rank  among 
the  commercial  communities  of  Europe; 
but  they  haye  long  been  far  outatrinped 
by  England;  and  eyen  in  Italy,  Legbom 
has  now  a  greater  trade  than  either,  al- 
thongh  since  1818  that  of  Genoa  has  neaily 
doubled.   The  commerce  of  both  cities  with 
the  Leyant  is  still  considerable.    The  chief 
exports  are  wine,  oil,  fruits,  and  silk.   Italy 
haa  fiBW  manufactures  in  proportion  to  its 
extent  and  resources.    Industry,  howeyer, 
has  reoenUy  made  and  is  still  making  con- 
siderable progress;  better  modes  of  ^agri- 
culture haye  been  adopted;  manufactures 
are  established  in  yaiious  districts;  rail- 
ways and  lines  of  telegraph  haye  been 
opened  throughout  the  country;  and  pro- 
jects haye  been  deyised  for  draining  the 
unheal^y  districts  in  the  neighbourhood 
of  Bome.     The  principal  towns  are  dis- 
tinguished by  superior  architecture  and 
elegance,  and  are  increasing  in  population. 
Italy  has  long  been  distinguished  as  the 
chief  seat  of  the  fine  arts.  Painting,  music, 
and  sculpture  haye  here  been  cairied  to 
great  perfection.     Architecture  has  been 
meet   snooessfblly   enltiyated   at   Rome, 
Venice,  and  Florence.     The  remidns  of 
antiquity  still  afford  exquisite  models  to 
the  student  of  the  fine  arts,  and  interesting 
oljeets  to  the  trayeller  and  the  scholar. 
Imagination,  tastOL  enthnsiastle  deyotlon 
to  the  fine  arts,  ylvacity,  refinement,  fhi- 
gality,  simplicity  of  lift,  and  courtesy  to 
stiangers.  are  the  better  qualities  by  which 
the  Italians  are  in  general  charBokerized. 


The  state  rdiffion  of  Italy  la  Soman- 
Catholic,  the  clergy  of  whidi  are  yery 
numerous.  By  yarious  Acts  of  the  Legis- 
lature, howeyer,  religious  freedom  is  se- 
cured to  the  adherents  of  all  creeds  with- 
out exception.  Nearly  all  the  monastic 
estatdishments  haye  been  suppressed,  and 
their  property  applied  to  the  purposes  of 
the  state,  espeeislly  to  the  promotion  of 
public  elementary  schools  and  other  edu- 
cational seminaries.  There  are  in  all 
twenty -two  Italian  uniyersities,  which 
haye  produced  many  men  famous  in  litera- 
ture ud  science.

and  Bome  so  lofty  as  to  I'O  covered  with 
perpetual  snow.  Many  of  the  valleys  are 
fertile ;  and  although  the  soil  is  generally 
poor,  the  extraordinary  ingenuity  and  In- 
dustry of  the  InhabitMUts  have  rendered 
the  most  barren  spots  productive.  Ricp, 
the  prhioipal  article  of  food,  is  the  favourite 
crop;  wheat,  barley,  and  other  grains  are 
cultivated  in  smaller  quantities;  and  there 
are  plantations  of  tea,  cotton,  sugar,  and 
tobacco.  The  country  abounds  in  mineral 
wealth— gold,  silver,  lead,  tin,  copper,  coal, 
and  porcelain  clay  being  found  in  abun- 
dance. The  Japanese  are  intelligent  and 
enterprising,  and  are  better  educated  than 
.  any  other  people  of  Asia.  Art  and  science 
have  made  considerable  progress  among 
them,  and  history,  poetry,  music,  painting, 
geography,  and  astronomy,  are  fAvourite 
branches  of  education.  In  the  manufacture 
of  sword-blades,  porcelain,  and  lacquered 
ware,  they  are  unrivalled ;  their  silk  and 
cotton  cloths  are  nenrlv  eqnal  to  those  of 
China ;  and  by  means  of  the  juice  of  a  tree 
called  arwt',  they  excel  particulariy  in  the 
art  of  varnishing.  The  prevailing  reli- 
gions are  Sintoism  and  Buddhism.  Binto- 
\«m  professes  belief  in  one  Supreme  Being 
with  a  number  of  inferior  deities,  and  in 
this  res()eet  resembles  the  mythology  of 
ancient  Greece  and  Rome.  The  present 
system  of  government  of  the  Japanese  em- 
pire Is  that  of  an  absolute  monarchy.  Until 
1669  there  were  two  sovereigns,  the  Mikado 
or  spiritual  emperor,  and  the  Tycoon  or 
temporal  emperor ;  but  as  the  result  of  a 
civil  war,  the  sole  supreme  power  is  now 
vested  in  the  Mikado,  who  acts  through  an 
executive  minlRtry,  organized  on  a  basis 
which  is  partly  European.  By  the  strange 
policy  of  the  Japanese  government,  all 
foreign  nations,  except  the  Chinese  and 
Dutch,  were,  for  centuries,  Jealously  ex- 
eluded  from  the  ports  of  the  empire ,  but 
the  bsjTien  by  which  the  Japanese  sought 
to  seclude  themselves  from  the  rest  of  man^ 
kind  have  now  been  thrown  down.  The 
United  States  of  America  in  1854,  and 
Great  Britain  in  1868,  obtained  liberty  to 
trade  at  Nagrasaki  and  other  ports;  thtis 
preparing  the  way  for  the  great  changes 
which  occurred  at  the  close  of  the  civil  war 
of  1869,  when  a  strange  reaction  in  pnblio 
feeline  suddenly  swept  away  all  the  peculiar 
prejudices  and  exdusiveness  that  had  pre- 
viously characterised  the  Japanese.  The

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flhire,  England,  on  the  Aire,  9  m.  N.W.  of 
Bradford.

Kelr,  keer  (from  Brit,  eaer^  a  fort),  a  pa.

Kenmare  River  or  Bay,  an  inlet  of  the 
Atlantic,  about  40  m.  long,  in  the  S.W.  of 
Kerry,  Ireland.

Aenaington,  ken^sing-tun,  a  pa.  and 
town  of  England,  co.

Kent  (from  Celt,  ceann,  a  promontory), 
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an  important  maritime  eo^  oocapylnar  a 
portion  of  th«  S.B.  angle  of  England.  The 
Thames  and  Its  eatuarjr  bound  it  on  the 
N.;  Snrrej  and  Busaex  on  the  W.  and  8. 
reepeetively;  and  the  Strait  of  Dover  on 
the  E.  Area  16M  iq.  m.;  pop.

Kent  ia  an  eminently  histoncal  oo.,  and 
is  noted  for  its  nneommonly  beautiftil 
Kcenerj.

Kentucky,  hat-tuk^e  (the  dark  and  bloody 
ground,  in  allusion  to  the  many  battles 
fought  here  between  the  northern  and 
southern  Indians,  and  between  the  Indiana 
and  the  first  white  settlersX  one  of  the 
United  States  of  N.  America,  bounded  N. 
by  the  Ohio,  separating  it  from  Ohio, 
Indiana,  and  Illinois;  W.  by  the  Miaeie- 
sippi,  separating  it  from  Missouri ;  S.  by 
Tennessee;  and  B.  by  Virginia.  The  soil 
Is  fertile,  wheat,  maise,  hemp,  and  tobacco 
being  the  chief  ol^eeta  of  culture.

The  occu- 
pations of  the  people  are  mainly  those 
connected  with  agriculture  and  gracing.

It  is 
encompassed  by  Stirling,  Linlithgow,  Edin- 
bui^h,  Peebles,  Dumfries,  Ayr,  Renfrew, 
and  Dumbarton.  It  extends  from  N.  to  S. 

Area  889 
aq.  m.;  pop.  766,889.  In  the  southern 
border  the  UlytU  has  its  source,  and  Aowh 
in  a  M.W.  direction  through  the  whole 
extent  of  the  oo.,  dividing  it  into  two 
nearly  eaual  parts.  The  tributary  streams 
of  the  Clyde  are  nnmerous,  the  principal 
being  the  Avon,  North  and  South  Cnlder, 
Cart,  CoultOTf  Daer^  Douglag,  Keivin^  Mouse, 
and  Nethan.  For  Judicial  and  municipal 
purposes,  Lanarkshire  is  divided  into  three 
districts  called  wards.  The  Upper  (or 
Southern)  Ward,  of  which  the  royal  burgh 
of  Lanark  is  the  chief  town,  embraees 
about  tw(^third8  of  the  co.,  and  consists 
principally  of  mountains,  hills,  and  moor- 
ish grounds.  The  most  elevated  parts 
are  the  Lowther  Hill*  (2403  ft.),  and  Tinto 
Hill  (2808  ft.)  Rich  seams  of  coal  and  lead 
abound  in  this  ward ;  ironstone  is  also 
found;  and  extensive  iron-works  are  in 
operation.  The  MiddU  Ward,  of  which 
l/nmiltoH  la  the  chief  town.  Is  much 
enialler  in  extent  than  the  Upper.  The 
surface  is  less  hilly  and  more  cultivated. 
The  vale  of  the  Clyde  is  exceedingly 
picturesque  and  fertile,  and  vast  quantities 
of  fruit  are  grown.  Coal,  ironstone,  whin- 
stone,  and  sandstone  are  abundant.  On 
the  Clyde,  2  m.  below  Hamilton,  is  Botkwell 
Bridge,  the  scene  of  a  celebrated  battle  be- 
tween the  Covenanters  and  the  Royal  forces 
under  Monmouth  in  1679.  The  Lower  Ward, 
although  the  smallest  of  the  ttiree  divi- 
sions, is  the  most  important,  on  account  of 
Ita  being  the  centre  of  vast  manufacturing 


Industries.  The  chief  town  In  this  district 
is  Glasgow,  which  is  not  only  the  larKest 
and  mobt  populous  city  In  Scotland,  but 
Is  also  the  commercial  and  manufacturing 
capital  of  the  whole  country.  East  from 
Glasgow  is  Airdrie,  in  the  midst  of  very 

I  (reductive  iron  and  coal  fields,  and  near  it 
8  Coatbridge,  a  smaller  town  of  the  same 
character.

Is  very  irregular  in 
form,  the  district  of  Fumess,  on  the  north- 
western side,  being  entirely  aeparatt^d 
from  the  rest  by  Morecambe  Bay.

The 
highest  summit  in  the  N.  is  the  Old  Jfaa 
in  Conitton  Fells,  2577  ft.  above  sea-level. 
The  chief  rivers  are  the  Mersey.  Jtilble, 
Wyre,  Lune,  Leven,  and  Duddon,  all  of 
which  fall  into  the  Irish  Sea  by  large 
estuaries.

This  has  been  rendered 
necessary  by  the  ever-increasing  demand 
of  its  immense  commerce  and  cotton  manu- 
factures. Coal  is  the  chief  mineral  pro- 
duct—the extent  of  the  coal  field  being 
estimated  at  400  sq.  m.  Copper,  iron,  and 
lead  are  also  worked  to  a  considerable 
extent.  The  principal  manufacturing 
and  onmmercial  centres  are  Manchester, 
Liverpool,  Preston,  and  Btaekbum.

Is 
found  St  BxAgaU,  and  yields  naphtha,  used 
in  Indiarnboer  works  as  a  solvent,  and  by 
Itinerant  hucksters  and  showmen  to  give 
light;  paraffin  oil  for  lamps  and  for  lubri- 
cating machinery;  and  wax  or  solid  par- 
aflln  for  making  candles.  Bathgate  is  a 
great  seat  of  the  paraffin  manufacture.  The 
other  roannfa  of  the  co.  are  not  important. 
LinlUhgew  is  the  co.  town.

Londinium,  (the 
fort  on  the  marsh),  the  cap.  city  of  ling- 
land  and  metropolis  of  the  British  empire, 
sitnated  on  the  Thames,  co.  Middlesex,  the 
wealthiest  and  one  of  the  largest  and  most 
populous  cities  In  the  world.  Its  three 
principal  divisions  are:— the  City,  in  which 
Its  immense  commerce  Is  chieflv  carried 
on,— Westminstar,  the  seat  of  tno  Court 
and  Parliament, — and  8outhwark,  on  the 
southern  bank  of  the  Thames.  These  are 
connected  by  magnificent  bridges.  The 
most  splendid  edifices  are  St  Paul's  Cathe- 
dral, Westminster  Abbey,  the  Palace  of 
Westminster  (containing  the  Houses  of 
ParliamentX  the  Tower,  the  British  Mn- 
senm.  Buckingham  Palace,  the  Ezehange, 
the  Bank  of  EnKl*ind,  the  Mansion  House, 
and  the  General  Post  Office.  London  has 
been  so  vastly  extended  as  to  embrace 
large  adjacent  villages,  which  have  grown 
to  the  slse  of  cities:  on  the  N.  Hackney,  pop. 
of  pa.  116,110;  Islington.  81^.778 ;  on  the 
E^  Spltalflelds,  iO,78B;  Stepney,  190^883; 
Rotherhithe,S7,0B6;  on  the  8^,  Camberwell, 
111,806;  on  the  W.,  Kensington,  1S0,S09; 
Chelsea,  71,068;  with  several  others.  Pop.

Ijondon,  a  town  of  the  Canadian  Do- 
minion, prov.  Ontario,  on  the  Thames,  76 
m.  W.  of  Toronto.    Pop.  16;B16. 

Iiondondeny,  or  Dairy,  liai-4»M-d$i<r€ 
(so  oalled  because  the  county  was  granted 
by  a  charter  In  the  reign  of  James  I.  to  the 
merchants  of  London  after  forfeiture  by  the 
rebellion  of  its  native  chiefs.  Its  original 
name  was  Doire-Vkataaiek^  the  derry  or 
oak-wood  of  Oalgaeus;,  a  maritime  oo.  of 
Ireland,  boundea  on  the  E.  by  Antrim; 
on  the  8.  by  Tyrone;  and  on  the  W.  by 
Donegal;  its  N.  boundary  being  Lough 
Foyle  and  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  Its  length 
fW>m  N.  to  8.  is  40  m.,  and  Its  breadth  Arom 
E.  to  W.  Is  84  m.  Area  810  sq.  m. ;  poa 
178,906.  The  surface  Is  hilly  and  rugged, 
with  fertile  tracts  along  the  rivers.  The 
most  important  rivers  are  the  FbjtU,  which 
traverses  the  N.W.,  and  the  Aiaa,  which 
separates  Londonderry  from  Antrim.  The 
staple  manufacture  Is  linen.  Poultry  are 
extensively  reared,  and  eggs  are  exported 
on  a  large  scale.

Madagascar,  mad-d-atu'kar,  the  largest 
island  of  Africa,  in  tbe  Indian  Ocean, 
and  separated  from  the  continent  by 
the  Mozambique  Channel.  Ita  length  is 
1030  m.;  its  greatest  breadth  360  m. 
The  interior  is  traversed  by  a  chain  of 
lofty  mountains,  covered  with  valuable 
trees,  and  the  fertile  plains  along  the  coast 
are  watered  by  numerous  streams.  In  1816, 
sucoessftil  efforta  were  made  by  Britiuh 
missionaries  to  introduce  Christianity  into 
Madagascar.  King  Radama  I.  greatly  en- 
couraged these  efforts;  but  on  his  death,  in 
1828»  bis  successor,  Queen  Ranavalo  Man- 
Jaka,  reversed  all  his  measures  for  pro- 
moting the  improvement  of  the  people, 
restored  the  old  idolatries  and  cruel  super- 
stitions, massacred  the  native  Christians, 
and  expelled  the  Europeans.  She  died  in 
1861,  and  since  then  the  inhabitants  have 
enjoyed  freedom  to  profess  the  Christian 
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religion,  and  hftre  made  considerable  ad- 
vancement in  civilization.  The  area  of 
the  island  is  est.  at  230/X)0  tq.  m. ;  its  pop. 
est.  at  from  3,000,000  to  4,000/)00.  The  cap. 
is  Antananarivo  or  Tanaftarivo,  In  the  centre

Madiaon,  hm^-miii,  the  cap.  of  Wis- 
consin, U.  S.,  finely  situated  on  an  Isthmus 
bt<tween  two  lakes,  70  m.  W.  firom  Mil- 
waukie.  Pop.  9176.— Also  a  eity  of  In- 
diana, U.  S.,  on  the  Ohio  river.  Pop.  10,709. 
— Also  a  great  many  cos.  and  other  towns 
in  the  United  States,  named  in  honour  of 
James  Madison,  fourth  president  of  the 
United  SUtes. 

MadJiooBima  Islands,  mid^e'lco-^md, 
a  group  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  between  For- 
mosa on  the  E.  and  the  Loo  Choo  Islands 
on  the  S.W.  They  are  all  very  fertile, 
and  are  subject  to  Loo  Choo.  Pop.  est  at

Madras,  md-dnut^t  one  of  the  three 
presidencies  of  British  India;  it  extends 
along  the  B.  coast,  and  embraces  a  portion 
of  the  S.W.  of  tne  peninsula  of  India. 
Area,  Indnding  feudatory  states,  147,789 
sq.  m. ;  pop.  84^607,604. 


Madras  (for  Madras  patan,  the  city  of 
the  school  or  coUe^^e,  from  Ar.  Madraga,  a 
university),  a  mnritime  city  of  British 
India,  the  cap.  of  the  above  presidency, 
on  the  Coromandel  coast.  It  is  the  seat  of 
most  extensive  commerce,  but  having  no 
harbour,  ships  must  anchor  at  a  distance 
from  the  shore,  and  paHsengers  and  goods 
are  landed  by  means  of  small  boats  or 
"catamarans,  which  are  constructed  so 
as  not  to  swamp  in  the  tremendous  surf 
which  prevails  along  this  coast.  It  stands 
on  a  flat  shore,  but  is  generally  a  well- 
built  and  handsome  town.

is  very  unhealthy.  Lopes  de  Vega  and 
Calderon  de  la  Barca,  the  two  great  dra- 
matic poets  of  Spain,  were  bom  here,  the 
former  in  1668  and  the  latter  In  1601.

W.S.W.  of  Qranada,  noted  for 
its  fhiits  and  sweet  wines.    Pop.  97,948. 

Malatia  or  Malateey^h,  mAAA-urch,  a 
town  of  Kurdistan,  Turkey  in  Asia,  80  m. 
W.N.W.of  Diarbekir;  it  is  very  unhealthy. 

Malay,  BCalaooa,  or  the  Malay  Pen- 
insula, a  conntry  of  India  bevond  the 
Qanges,  connected  with  the  British  pro- 
vinces on  the  north  by  the  Isthmus  of 
Kraw.  It  is  about  760  m.  in  length,  with 
an  aversge  breadth  of  120  m.,  and  is  tra- 
versed from  N.  to  S.  bv  a  range  of  moun- 
tains, from  which  descend  numerous 
streams.

601  sq.  m. ;  pop.  46,698.  The  surfitce  is 
very  mountainous,  and  the  soenery  highly 

Seturesque.  The  most  elevated  chain  runs 
om  N.W.  to  8.E.,  and  Its  highest  summits 
are  Cadtr  Idri$t  8960  ft.,  and  Arron  MomUyf 
8966  ft.  There  an  numerous  small  lakes 
among  the  mountains,  and  Lak*  Bsis,  the 


largest  in  Wales,  from  which  the  Dee  takes 
its  rise,  is  also  in  this  co.

Merttayr  Tydvll.  hmKcA^t  tidTva  fTyd- 
vil  the  Martyr,  named  after  Tydfil  or 
Tudfil,  the  daughter  of  Brychan,  an  ancient 
British  king,  who,  with  her  father  and 
brother,  was  murdered  here  by  a  maraud- 
ing partv  of  pagan  SaxonsX  a  market  town 
and  pari.  bor.  of  8.  Wales,  cos.  Glamorgan 
and  Brecknock,  situated  in  the  valley  of  the 
Taaf^  16  m.  S.E.  of  Brecon.  From  an  obscure 
village  it  has  been  raised  by  its  extensive 
iron  works  to  be  the  largest  town  in  Wales.

Montenegro,  mam'UHtd'ffrOi  called  by 
the  natives  TsamAgorA,  t»er-ndrg</rd,  and 
by  the  Turks  KawUI>tfi,  hd-rdHldg'  (all 
three  names  signifying  "black  moun- 
tain"), a  principality  situated  between 
HerxegOTina  and  Albania  in  Turkey,  with 
Austrian  Dalmatia  and  the  Adriatic  for  its 
western  bonndarjr.  It  is  so  named  fh)m 
the  mountainous  character  of  the  country, 
and  firom  its  mountains  being  clothed  with 
dark  forests  of  pine,  oak,  beech,  and  other 
trees.  KutA  Kom,  the  culminating  point 
of  the  Dinario  Alps,  is  in  the  E.,  0676  ft 
aboye  the  level  of  the  sea.  The  soil  is 
rocky  and  ill  adapted  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses. Where  tillage  is  attempted,  it  is 
conducted  in  an  extremely  rude  and  primi- 
tive manner.  Potatoes  and  Indian  com  are 
raised,  but  the  Inhabitants  liye  principally 
on  the  produce  of  their  flocks.  Few  oxen  are 
n^ared,  but  sheep,  swine,  and  goats  abound. 
To  prevent  invasion,  roads  are  not  made. 
The  houses  generally  are  mere  mud  hovels. 
Antivari,  Dulclgno,  and  Podgoritxa  are  the 
only  iowxM—Cettigne,  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment, being  nothing  more  than  a  ▼lllage. 
containing  a  few  houses,  a  convent,  ana 
the  palace  of  the  prince.  The  Montene- 
grins are  Slaves  of  the  Servian  race.  They 
have  many  fends  among  themselves,  and 
are  ever  raady  for  war  or  pillage.  Every 
male  adnlt  la  a  soldier,  and  as  even  the 
women  help  in  battle,  they  have  never 
been  subjugated  by  the  Turks.  They  are 
adherents  of  the  Greek  Church,  but  edu- 
cation has  made  so  little  progress  among 
them  that  even  many  of  their  priests  are 
unable  to  read  or  write.  The  Berlin  Treaty 
of  1878,  besides  recognising  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  Montenegrins,  added  1649  sq. 
m.  to  their  territory,  embracing  the  for- 
tresses of  Niekaict  and  Podgoritxa,  and  the 
seaport  of  Antiuari  on  the  Adriatic.  It 
gave  them  also  fk«e  and  entire  liberty  to 
navigate  the  Turkish  river  Boyana:  bat 
Montenegro  can  have  no  flag  or  ship  of 
war;  nor  can  the  war-ships  of  any  nation 
enter  its  wat(«rs,  whose  maritime  and  sani- 
tary police  is  to  be  maintained  by  Anstrisr 
Hungary.  The  government  is  carried  on 
bv  a  native  Hospodar  and  a  small  senate 
cnosen  fh>m  the  principal  families.  Area 
S898  sq.  m. ;  pop.

The  country  is  so  perfectlv  level  that 
through  a  large  space  it  is  undi versified  by 
a  single  hill  or  knoll,  yet  the  dull  mono- 
tony of  this  natural  aspect  is  relieved  by 
many  features  of  pleasing  interest- 
meadows  of  wide  extent  and  of  beautiAil 
verdure,  covered  with  large  herds  of  well- 
fed  cattle,  sheets  of  water,  cl  asters  of  trees, 
and  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  elsewhere, 
in  so  small  a  compass,  such  a  number  of 
large  and  well-built  cities,  towns,  and  vil- 
lages. A  complete  network  of  canals 
intersects  the  country.  Being  below  the 
sea-level  at  high  water,  all  along  the  coasts 
are  moundt  or  dyket  eiUier  natural  or  arti- 
ficial, firom  80  to  180  ft.  high,  which  defend 
the  land  firom  encroachments  of  the  sea. 
Similar  dykes  are  also  raised  along  the 
banks  of  the  rivers,  whose  beds  are  fre- 

Juently  higher  than  the  ac^aoent  country, 
'revions  to  the  construction  of  these 
dykes  many  terrible  calamities  were 
eansed  l^  sodden  and  extensive  innnda- 
tiona.  Tne  Ziijwtor  Zm  now  ooonpies  the 
bed  of  the  ancient  lake  /Two,  and  of  a 
district  through  which  a  river,  ifsntng 


firom  the  lake,  pursued  a  course  of  60  m. 
to  the  sea.  In  the  tenth  century  the 
mouths  of  the  Schelde  spread  into  broad 
estuaries,  leaving  the  islands  Bevdand^ 
TFoJcAtfrm,  and  Schouwen  as  vestiges  of  the 
country  which  they  overwhelmed.  In  1277, 
the  Dottart  Zee  was  formed  by  a  great 
inundation  occasioned  by  the  waters  of 
the  river  confined  by  ice  suddenly  burst- 
ing their  banier,  when  83  villages  were 
submerged;  and  in  1421,  the  lake  now 
called  Buv  Botch  was  formed  to  the  S.E. 
of  Dordrecht  by  the  sea  bursting  through 
a  dam,  and  overwhelming  72  villages  with 
many  thousand  inhabitants.  Owing  to  the 

nt  abundance  of  water,  the  atmosphere 
amp,  thidk,  and  heavy.  Fogs  and 
storms  are  flrequent,  and  the  winters  are 
generally  very  severe.  The  soil  near  the 
coasts  is  chiefly  sand  mixed  with  turf; 
in  other  parts  it  Is  a  deep  loam.  Maturally 
barren  districts  have  In  many  cases  been 
rendered  productive  by  the  great  industry 
of  the  people  and  the  excellence  of  their 
mode  of  cultivation.  Large  tracts  have 
even  been  rescued  from  the  sea  by  drain- 
ing. These  are  called  pddere^  and  are 
extremely  fertile.  Owing  to  the  humidity 
of  Uie  climate,  a  great  part  of  the  land  is 
kept  in  grass,  and  the  pastores  are  of 
unrivalled  luxuriance.  The  principal 
crops  are  wheat,  madder,  rape-seed, 
chicory,  tobacco,  beetroot,  flsx,  ano  hemp; 
but  the  rural  wealth  of  Holland  consists 
ehiefiy  of  its  cattle,  and  the  produce  of  the 
dairy.  Horticulture  is  a  favourite  pur- 
suit, and  bulbous  roots — ^particularly  nyor 
cintht  and  te/tpt— are  largely  grown  for 
exportation.  The  manufsctures,  chiefly  of 
linen  and  cotton  goods,  silks,  velvets, 
and  woollen  cloths,  are  pursued  with  in- 
dustry, but  they  are  more  for  home  con- 
sumption than  for  export.  The  distillation 
of  gin  and  the  making  of  a  species  of 
pottery  called  delft  ware,  may  also  be  men- 
tioned. Holland  is  divided  into  eleven  pro- 
vinces, and  has  attached  to  It  the  duchy 
of  Luxemburg,  in  consequence  of  the  King 
being  also  Grand  Duke  of  that  province. 
The  provinces  are  North  Holland,  Smith 
Holland,  Zealand^  Forth  Brabant,  Utrecht, 
OnMerland,  Overjfseel,  Drenthe^  Orotdnaen, 
Fritotand,  and  Z>ti<eA  Limburg.  The  chief 
towns,  arranged  according  to  the  extent  of 
their  population,  are  Amaterdam,  Rotter- 
damt  The  Hague^  UtreAt,  Leaden,  Oromngenf 
Amheim,  Haarlem,  Maeetrkht,  Leeuwardsn, 
Dort,  Del/t,  NUnegwn,  Schiedam,  Dwmter, 
Go»da,Alkmaar,  and  /nn$hwg.  The  govern- 
ment is  a  limited  constitutional  monarohv. 
Education  is  much  appreciated,  and  readily 
taken  advantage  of  by  the  people.  About 
one-eighth  of  the  population  is  in  regular 
atten&noe  at  school,and  few  children  above 
ten  or  eleven  years  are  found  who  are  not 
able  both  to  read  and  write.  The  univer- 
sitiea  at  Zfydm,  Utrecht,  and  Oronntgen, 
have  long  been  eelebrated.    The  natives, 
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who  are  ealled  fhe  Duteh,  are  prorerblal  for 
their  deanllness,  frugality,  mdiutrj,  and 
■trlet  baeineu  hahlta ;  they  are  charitable 
to  the  poor,  and  strongly  attached  to  drll 
and  religions  liberty.  About  two-thirds 
of  Uie  population  are  Protestants;  about 
one-third  are  Soman  Gatholioa,  and  there 
are  many  Jews.  All  enjoy  complete  toler- 
ation, and  the  clergy  of  eyery  kind  are 
supported  by  the  State.    Pop.  8,994,799.

the  Qreat  Bight  of  New  Guinea,  whose  £. 
•ide  has  a  bold  and  rocky  shore,  with  ex- 
tensive coral  reeito,  and  having  lofty  moun- 
tains in  the  background  inland.  The  W. 
vide  of  the  bight  Is  flat  and  marshy, 
covered  with  dense  forests,  and  intersected 
with  innumerable  fr«8hwater  channels, 
which  form  a  complete  network  of  canals. 
l*he  entire  coast  on  this  side  seems  like 
the  delta  of  an  immense  river,  with  tortor 
ous  channels  and  branches  in  aU  directions, 
and  having  mud  banks  with  an  average  of 
two  fathoms  of  water  running  out  a  long 
distance  to  sea,  so  that  vessels  cannot 
approach  within  ten  miles  of  the  land. 
The  N.  coast  is  mountainous,  and  compara- 
tively little  is  known  of  it,  except  lor  a 
short  distance  from  the  eastern  extremity. 
Humboldt  Bay  forms  the  boundary  of  the 
western  portion  of  the  iiland  claimed  by 
the  Dutch.  The  investigations  of  Gapt. 
Moresby  in  H.M  8.  Bantitk  led  to  a  better 
knowledge  of  the  east  end,  and  to  his  ascer- 
taining that  a  large  portion  of  what  was 
considered  to  belong  to  the  mainland  was 
detached,  and  formed  separate  islands. 
One  large  channel,  which  he  named  China 
Strati,  enables  vessels  trading  between 
Australia  and  China  ta  shorten  the  passage 
hf  some  800  miles.  Of  the  mountains  the 
loftiest  are  Uowa  Owen  Stanleif,  18,906  ft., 
JKnml  OeeUm^,  11,226  ft.,  UmaU  Obree, 
10,246  ft,  Mount  TuU,  10,046  ft.,  and 
numerous  others  of  great  altitude.  The 
entire  coantry,  so  far  as  is  known  to 


Europeans,  is  covered  with  dense  and 
varied  forests,  and  spreads  here  and  there 
into  wild  vast  aUnrial  nlatns,  formed  by 
the  continual  deposit  or  the  great  rivers 
which  flow  through  it.  The  nearest  point 
to  the  Australian  continent  is  about  90 
miles  distant,  and  It  is  easily  reached  firom 
Thursday  Island.'*  The  principal  rivers  in 
the  eastern  half  of  the  island  are  the  Fly 
and  the  Baxter.  The  climate  of  New 
Guinea  is  remarkable  for  Us  humidity,  and 
on  the  coast,  daring  the  wet  seasons,  is 
rather  unhealthy  for  Europeans.  The 
elevated  regions,  however,  are  said  to  be 
more  salubrious.  The  fertility  of  the  soil 
is  evidenced  by  much  of  the  timber  being 
of  gigantic  sixe.  The  camphor-tree,  sago- 
palm,  and  wild  nutmeg  are  found  here  in 
abundance.  Sugar-cane  and  tobacco  are 
cultivated  by  the  natives,  who  are  a  mixed 
race  of  Mslay  and  Papuan,  in  general 
ferocious  and  untractable.  ThMe  inhabit- 
ing the  8.E.  part  of  the  island  are  being 
reclaimed  bv  the  efforts  of  European  mis- 
sionaries, whose  principal  station  is  Fort 
Iforeehif.

New  South  Walee,  a  British  colonial 
territory  in  8.E.  Australia,  bounded  N.  by 
Queensland;  W.by  South  Australia:  8. by 
the  Murray  Riyer  and  Yletoria;  and  E.  hw 
the  Pacific  Ocean.  The  country,  which 
was  named  by  Captain  Cook  ftx>m  a  Ikneied 
resemblance  to  the  South  Wales  of  Eng^ 
land,  is  810.988  so.  m.  in  extent,  or  more 
than  flye  tunes  tne  liae  of  England  and 
Wales.  The  colony  was  founded  In  1788, 
when  more  than  a  Uiousand  eonylets  were 
landed  at  BoUny  Bay.     In  1840  it  ceased 
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to  be  a  penal  settlement,  and  a  system  of 
free  emigration  introduced  by  the  Qoyern- 
ment  enticed  many  to  its  shores.  The 
discovery  of  gold  in  1861  gare  it  a  great 
impetus  by  originating  a  new  branch  of 
indnstry,  and  in  less  than  twenty  years 
the  population  was  considerably  more  than 
donbled.  In  1879  the  est.  pop.  was  712,000. 
The  country  is  trayersed  by  seyeral  moun- 
tain ranges,  of  which  Mount  Koteiuako,  the 
highest  summit  of  the  Australian  Alps,  is 
7306  ft.  aboTe  the  sea.  The  principal 
rivers  are  the  Murruvtbidgee,  the  Lachlan, 
and  the  DmrUng.  The  great  pastoral  lands 
of  the  colony  are  in  the  plains  of  the  in- 
terior. The  mountains  are  rich  in  mine- 
rals. Gold,  sliver,  copper,  lead,  mercury, 
iron,  and  tin  are  mined,  but  one  of  the 
most  valiuUe  of  the  natural  products  is 
coal«  found  abundantly  in  the  neighbour^ 
hood  of  NewauiUy  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Hunter  Biver,  and  in  many  other  districts 
elsewhere.  The  climate,  owing  to  the 
great  extent  of  the  colony,  is  very  various, 
but,  on  the  whole,  it  is  salubrious  and 
agreeable.  Perfect  toleration  in  religion 
exists,  and  education  is  making  great  ad- 
vances. The  government  is  vested  in  a 
governor  appointed  by  the  Queen,  a  legis- 
lative council  appointed  by  the  governor, 
and  a  legislative  assembly  elected  by  ballot 
by  qualified  voters.    Sydney  is  the  cap.

Its  climate,  situation,  and 
scenery  are  perhape  unequalled;  its  chief 
industry  is  salmon  fishing. 

New  York,  the  most  populous  and  most 
important  of  the-  United  States  of  N. 
America.  It  is  called  the  Empire  State,  and 
is  bounded  N.  and  W.  by  the  St  Lawrence 
and  Lakes  Ontario  and  Erie;  S.  by  Penn- 
sylyania  and  New  Jersey ;  and  E.  by  Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts,  and  Connecticut.  Its 
aspect  is  somewhat  mountainous,  and  its 
soil  various.  It  has  a  great  extent  of  inland 
navigation,  numerous  important  mannfao- 
tures,  and  great  trade.  Area  47,000  sq.  m. ; 
pop.  6,068,178.— .itftofiy  is  the  state  cap. 
Pop.  90,903. 

New  York  (so  culled  in  honour  of  the 
Duke  of  York,  afterwards  James  II.), 
the  commercial  cap.  of  the  United  States, 
situated  on  the  S.  extremi^  of  Manhattan 
Island,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Hudson.  Many  of 
its  public  buildings  are  of  the  most  elegant 
description,  and  it  is  distinguished  for  the 
number  of  its  benevolent  and  literary  insti- 
tutions. Its  hotels  are  the  largest  and  best 
in  the  world;  its  Broadway,  8  m.  long, 
bears  comparison  with  the  chief  business 
street  in  any  other  great  city,  while  its 
situation  and  excellent  harbour  have  ren- 
dered It  the  greatest  emporium  of  the  New 
World.    Pop.  1,806^7. 

New  Zealand,  wHTUmd  (called  by  Tat- 
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man,  its  Datch  diaooverer,  Kopa  Zteltmda^ 
in  honour,  It  is  tapposed,  of  hii  native  pro- 
Tlnoe),  a  British  colonial  possession  in  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  aboat  ISOO  m.  to  the  8.E.  of 
Aastralia.  The  colony  oompriies  three 
islands  known  as  North  likmd^  8<nUh  Island 

gnnetimes  ealled  Uiddk  Itlmi),  and 
twart**  /sIcimI,  besides  a  nnmber  of  ad- 
jacent islets.  The  area  of  North  Island  is 
about  44,800  sq.  m.;  South  Island,  66,900 

S[.  m.;  and  8teirart*e  Island,  000  sq.  m. 
orth  Island  is  of  iirsgnlar  form,  consist- 
ing of  a  main  body  and  four  arms,  project- 
ing to  the  north,  south,  east,  and  west. 
The  N.  arm  is  almost  blMcted  by  Hauraki 
Gulf  on  the  E.,  and  Manokan  Haibonr  on 
tiie  W.    On  the  narrow  isthmus  between 
stands  the  town  of  Amdtlmnd.    The  £.  arm 
is  a  compact  mass,  lying  between  Bay  of 
Plenty  and  Hawke  Bay.    The  third  arm 
forms  the  8.  part  of  North  Island ;  and  the 
W.  arm,  thongh  smaller  than  tiie  others, 
contains  the    lofty  snow-dad  summit  of 
Mount   Kffmont  or   Taramaki,  an  extinct 
volcano,  which  rises  in  an  almost  perfect 
cone  flrom  a  base  of  80  m.  In  diameter  to 
the  height  of  8300  ft.    In  all  parts  of  North 
Island  are  found  traces  of  Toicanle  agency. 
Near  the  centre  of  the  island  are  MonnU 
TionpaHro  and  Suapeku.   the   former  an 
aetlTe  Toleano,  6600  h.  high,  and  the  latter 
a  dormant  one,  0196  ft :  WhakarU  or  White 
Idand,  in  the  Bay  of  Plentv,  emits  columns 
of  vapour;  and  the  whole  country  N.E. 
and  E.,  from   Lake  Tanpo.  near  Mount 
Tangario,  to  the  coast,  is  famous  for  its 
boiline- springs,   hot    mud -basins,    and 
steaming  ersTioes.    In  South  Islnnd  the 
mountains  are  loftier  than  those  in  North 
Island.    A  range,  known  as  the  Soutktm 
AlpB,  nma  along  the  west  coast,  and  In 
Jfowrt  Cfock  readies  an  deration  of  1^000 
ft.     The  height  of  the  snow-line  In  the 
Southern  Alps  is  abont  7000  ft.,  so  that  a 
great  portion  of  the  ehahi  Is  eoTwed  with 
snow,  and  thers  ars  lane  glaciers  in  sereral 
parts.    The  Tagnum  Glacier  is  It  m.  long, 
and,  where  It  terminates,  is  nearly  8  m.  In 
width.    Like  the  Alps  of  Europe  alsoi,  this 
chain  contains  nnmeroos  lakes     Along  the 
eastern  side  of  South  island  extend  l»«ad 
grassT  plains,  many  of  which  eonstltute 
excellent  grsdnc  districts.  Little  is  known 
of  the  interior  of  Stewart's  Iriand,  whldi  Is 


separated  ftt>m  Bonth  Island  by 
Strait,  and  Is  oeeupied  onlr  by  a  nw  natlTes 
and  whalers.  The  chief  rlTcra  In  North 
Island  are  Waikato,  Wkanfomn^  and  Mana- 
watu;  In  South  Island  the  streams  are 
numerous,  bat  none  are  of  great  Import- 
ance except  the  CfoMo,  which  drains  Otago ; 
and  the  WaUakt,  whidi  separates  that  pro- 
▼indal  district  fh>m  Canterbury.  The 
Waikato  has  Its  source  in  Lake  Ttemo,  a 
fine  sheet  of  water  nearly  as  large  as  Lake 
Genera.  It  at  first  flows  north-east,  and 
then  tuminff  abruptly  towards  the  west, 
•mptiee  Itself  Into  a  fine  harbour  after  a 


course  of  abont  980  m.    North  Island  is 
very  much  indented,  and  contains  ffauraki 
€h4fi  Ba$  of  FUntp,  ffawkt  Bt^^  Manuiam 
ndrbouTt  Jtaipara  Hai^nmr^   and  others. 
South  Island  is  much  less  indented,  the 
chief  inlet  htXau  Blind  Bag  on  the  N.  coast 
"  The  dimate  of  New  Zealand,  as  a  whole, 
is  agreeable,  having  the  extreme  of  neither 
heat  nor  cold;  but  it  varies  considerably 
aoeordingto  the  different  portloos  of  the 
colony.    The  changes  of  weather  and  tern- 
perature  are,  however,  very  sudden,  the 
trandtion  tram  heat  to  cold,  ftorn  sunshine 
to  rain,  from  cdms  to  gales,  l>dng  so 
ftvqnent  and  marked  as  to  defy  calculation. 
Compared  with  Great  Britain,  New  Zea- 
land, so  fiff  as  its  generd  sdnbrlty  can  be 
ascertained,  possesses  a  marked  superi- 
ority."   The  sdl  is  fortile,  and  pro4luces 
spontaneously  every  vazietv  of  timber  re- 
ouired  dther  for  houssbnUdingor  for  ships. 
The  most  important  of  the  native  plants  is 
a  spades  of  ifax,  the  leaves  of  which  yield 
a  fibre  stronger  thsa  that  obtained  ftiom 
tiie  stem  of  the  common  fiax ;  it  Is  ofllddly 
called  phormiam^  and  competes  with  Rus- 
sian hemp.     In  mineral  reeooroes.  New 
Zealand  Is  almost  as  rich  as  any  of  the 
Australian  colonies.     Gold,  cMper,  Iron, 
plnmbago,  and  cod  abonnd,  ana  silver  and 
tin  have  been  found  in  various  localities. 
Building  stone  of  superior  character,  and 
marble  and  granite  are  widely  distributed. 
The  natives,  called  Jtfsoriec,  of  whom  about 
46,000  remain,  are  a  noble  race,  dlfliBring 
but  little  from   Europeans  in   sixe  and 
foaturs.  They  are  becoming  rapidly  assimi- 
lated to  the  colonists  In  dress,  manners,  and 
habits.    For  pditicd  purposes  the  colony 
was  divided  Into  nine  provindd  disMcts, 
via.,  Atiekland,  TaronaJti,  WtUbiffton^  and 
Samie  Bag,  in  North  Island;  MarVboroagh, 
MIsM,  Oam$trb»rv,  Otago,  and  WetUamd,  in* 
Sooth  Island.  In  1876theprrivineid  system 
was  abolished,  and  the  country  divided  Into 
slxtv-thrse  counties,  thirty-two  of  which 
are  u  North  Idand,  thirty  in  South  Island, 
and  one  in  Stewart's  Island.    The  govern- 
ment Is  vested  in  a  Generd  Assembly,  con- 
dsting  of  a  governor,  a  iegidaUve  council 
appointed  by  the  Crown,  and  a  Honse  of 
Reprssentatives.     VTclMn^foN.  in  Hatt  co. 
North  Island,  Is  the  seat  of  government 
The  total  pop.  of  New  Zedand  Is  46§^000.

Niagara,  m-«^d-rd  (eorr.  from  Omi-aw- 
fa-roA,  the  thunder  of  waters),  a  river 
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vhioh  iMues  flnom  Lake  Erie,  Dominion  of 
Canada,  and  failM  into  Lake  Ontario.  It 
is  86  m.  long;  it*  breadth  rerlee  from  half 
a  mile  to  a  mile  and  a  half.  Ita  eataraets 
are  stiipendooB,  the  Tolnme  of  irater  pre- 
eipitated  being,  it  la  oomputed,  100  millions , 
of  tone  per  hoar.  The  fall  on  the 
Canadian  side  le  the  Great,  or,  as  it  la 
called  from  ite  forming  a  ereacent,  the 
Horae-ahoe  Fall ;  here  tne  atream,  9100  ft 
broad,  la  predpitated  orer  a  height  of  160 
ft  The  other,  on  the  United  SUtea  aide, 
is  1140  ft.  wide  and  168  ft  high.  A  cable 
aospenalon  bridge  of  800  ft.  apan  haa  been 
erected  on  the  rlrer  a  little  below  the 
cataract. 

Mlagam,  a  townahlp  of  New  York,  U.  B., 
tn  the  nelghboorhood  of  the  Falla  of  Nia- 
gara.

Hioaragaa,  nik^an^a'wd,  an  indepen- 
dent lepnblic  of  CentrsI  Amerioa,  between 
the  state  of  Hondoras  on  the  N.  and 
that  of  Costa  Rica  on  the  8.  Area  86,107 
sq.  m. ;  pop.  800,000.    Managua  Is  the  cap. 

ITioaragoa,  a  town  of  Central  Amerlea, 
on  the  B.W.  shore  of  the  lake  of  the  same 
name.    Pop.  8000. 

NioarAgoft,  Ijake,  a  sheet  of  water, 
eorering  an  area  of  8668  sq.  m.,  in  the 
state  of  Nicaragna,  CentrsI  America.  It  ta 
110  m.  in  length,  and  ita  arerage  breadth 
ia  86  m.  It  haa  a  depth  of  16  fathoma,  and 
la  therefore  adapted  for  Teasels  of  a  Isrge 
sixe.  It  has  long  been  contemplated  to 
estsAilish  a  water  oommnnleation  between 
the  Atlantic  and  Paciflo  Oceans  by  means 
of  this  lake,  the  rirer  Ban  Joan  iU  outlet 
and  a  diip  eanal  cut  throngh  the  iathmns 
between  the  lake  and  the  Pscifle.  The 
whole  diatanoe  ia  eatimated  at  160  m.,  ia., 
16  m.  through  the  iathmna,  66  m.  in  Lake 
Nicaragna,  and  108  m.  along  the  rirer.  The 
dlfllcnltiea  to  be  overoome  are  rery  great 
bnt  tiiey  are  not  oonaidered  inaapersble 
for  ttie  skill  of  modem  engineera.  The 
making  of  thia  canal  waa  the  ol^Jeet  of  an 
American  expedition  in  1878.

Nloobwr  iBlands,  nUfo-Utr,  called  by  the 
Malays  Ailo  SembilUtna  (nine  islands),  a 
groap  in  tiie  8  JL  of  the  Bar  of  Bengal. 
Ther  are  hilly,  eorered  with  wood,  snd 
yield  in  abnndance  coooa-nnts,  betel-nnts, 
oranges,  sugar,  yams,  and  tobsoco.  The 
natives,  althongh  piratical,  have  made  con- 
siderable progress  towards  civilisation — 
wesrinff  clothes,  speaking  a  little  Enfflisfa, 
and  building  theu  huts  and  their  boats 
with  great  ingenuity.  Repeated  attempts 
at  eoloniaatlon  hare  been  made,  but  always 
failed  in  consequence  of  tiie  prevalence  of 
yellow  fover.

Near  Cairo  the  valley 
widens,  and  the  Nile,  separating  into  two 
great  arms,  enters  the  broad  plain  of  the 
Delta,  which  it  encloses,  and  falls  into  the 
Mediterranean  by  the  western  month  at 
Rosetta,  and  by  the  eastern  at  Damietta. 
The  leiurth  of  its  oonrse  Is  supposed  to  be 
about  8000  m.

North-west  Territories,  till  1870 
known  as  the  Hudson  Bay  Territonr,  a 
prov.  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  £.  of 
British  Columbia.  Area  est.  at  9,760,000 
sq.  m.  Much  of  the  country  is  a  marshy 
flat,  unflt  for  cultivation,  but  numerous 
rivers  and  lakes  furnish  an  abundant  sup- 
ply offish,  which  form  the  chief  food  of  the 
settlers  and  many  of  the  native  pop.  About 
600,000  sq.  m.  in  the  valleys  or  the  rivers 
are  rich  and  fertile,  and  in  the  Peace  Biver 
Valley  are  found  coal,  asphalt,  gvpsnm,  sul- 
phur, iron,  and  gold.  The  chief  rivers  are 
the  JfacJfcoMM,  Peoct,  Athalnuca,  and  Sos- 
hatekewtm.    The  principal  lakes  are  the 
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Oftat  Bear  Lai»,  Lak$  Athabasca,  and  loftt 
Wbatipeg.  As  jet  the  great  bulk  of  the 
inhautente  are  Indians  divided  into  two 
large  elaaaee— Prairie  Indiana,  who  lire  in 
campi,  feed  on  baflEklo,  and  are  warlike, 
and  Thlckwood  Indiana,  who  live  on  deer 
in  email  parties,  and  are  peaoeaUe.  For 
Indicia!  purposea  the  terrltonr  is  divided 
Into  three  dlstricte,  namely,  aathakihetoanf 
Qtt^AppMet  and  Bow  Biver.  The  seat  of  gor. 
Is  BattUford,  at  the  Jnnctlon  of  the  Battle 
and  Saskatchewan  rlVera.    Pop.  28,700. 

Noxthwioli,  north'witch  (the  north  salt- 
works), a  town  in  Cheshire,  Englsnd,  on 
the  weaver,  11  m.  B.E.  of  Warrington, 
with  extenslre  salt  miius.    Pop.  1944. 

Norton  Bound,  a  large  inlet  of  Behrlng 
Sea,  Alaska  Territory,  N.  America,  be- 
tween (B*  and  66*  M.  lai.,  and  161*  and  IgT 
W.long. 

Norwiy,  noKwfl  (from  the  A.  8.  ^ord 
way,  the  northern  territory,  or  from  Bbrd 
rikt,  the  northern  kingdom),  a  oountry  of 
Europe,  bounded  N.  by  the  Arctic  Ocean; 
E.  by  Russian  Lapland  and  Sweden ;  8.  by 
the  Bkager  Rack;  and  W.  by  the  Atlantic 
Ocean.  Its  length  is  about  1160  m.:  its 
breadth  rariea  from  7  to  970  m.  Area 
198,991  so.  m.  The  aspect  of  the  country 
is  wild  nut  picturesque,  and  in  many 

S laces  sublime.  Mountains,  separated  by 
eep  ralleys  or  extensive  lakes,  immense 
pine  forests,  rocks  and  cataracts,  are  the 
striking  features  of  the  landscape.  The 
SWenJitnaUaiMS  in  the  N^  the  Dovr§  Field 
or  Dqfrines  In  the  centre,  and  the  Sar- 
danaer  Field  In  the  8.,  form  a  oontinnous 
chain  of  tablo-lands  mm  the  extreme  N. 
to  the  extreme  8.,  many  of  which  are  8000 
ft.  above  the  level  of  the  sea.    The  rivers 


are  numerous,  but  in  general  rapid  and 
rock-bound:  and  when  swollen  by  the 
sudden  melting  of  the  snow,  they  over- 
flow their  banks  with  great  Airy,  often 
sweeping  com,  cattle^  and  cottages  in  one 
common  ruin.  The  whole  coast  is  deeply 
indented  by  gulfr  or  fiords,  and  covered  t^ 
a  succession  of  islands,  manv  of  them  vast 
masses  of  rock,  inhabited  only  by  innumer- 
able sea-fowl,  whieh  ftamish  the  eider  down 
of  oommeroe.  The  soO  is  in  general  rude 
and  barren,  but  in  some  districts.  Mrtio- 
ularly  in  the  prove,  of  BeiK^n  and  Trond- 
heim,  there  are  tracts  of  considerable 
fertility,  producing  crops  of  barley,  oats, 
flax,  and  hemp.  Extending  several  de- 
grees within  tiie  Arctic  Circle,  the  dlmate 
is  ooirespondlngly  rigorous,  but  the  air  is 
pure  and  eerene,  and  conducive  to  health 
and  longevity.  On  tiie  coast  the  tempera- 
tuxe  is  mUder.  being  influenced  by  the  Oulf 
Stream,  but  the  atmosphere  is  often  loaded 
with  donds  and  fogs.  A  long  severe  winter 
alternates  with  a  short  warm  summer,  the 
one  succeeding  the  other  so  rapidly  as 
almost  to  eflkoe  spring  and  autumn  frx>m 
the  eeaaons  of  the  year.  The  shortness  of 
the  warm  eeaaon  in  summer  is  compen- 


sated by  the  length  of  the  day ;  for  the  ann 
is  scarcely  five  hoora  below  the  horison, 
even  in  the  southern  provinces:  while  in 
the  higher  latitudes  or  N(»tlland  and  Fin- 
mark^  there  are  weeks  during  which  it 
does  not  seL  Vegetation  is  aocordlngly 
extremely  rapid;  and  within  three  months 
the  com  is  sown,  ripens,  and  reaped.  In 
winter,  again,  the  day  is  proportionally 
short,  and  in  the  northern  regions  there 
is  an  unintempted  night  of  several 
weeks'  duration,  relieved  only  by  moon- 
light Mghtly  reflected  from  the  snow, 
and  by  the  aurora  borealls,  which  in  those 
high  latitudes  is  peculiarly  brilliant. 
Many  of  the  animals  common  to  the 
other  eeuntries  of  Europe  are  to  be  found 
in  Norway.  The  rein-deer  is  the  chief 
wealth  of  the  Laplander,  and  its  cars  is 
almoet  his  sole  occupation.  The  country 
possesses  valuable  minea,  forests,  and 
fisheries^  and  these  are  the  main  souroeb 
on  which  the  people  depend.  The  minerals 
include  gold,  silver,  copper,  iron,  cobalt^ 
alum,  graphite,  and  others.  The  Nor* 
wegiiaui  are  simple,  hospitable,  frank,  and 
brave;  not  deficient  in  ingenui^,  although 
in  literature  they  are  far  behind.  Educa- 
tion is  generally  AAised.  In  every  parish 
there  Is  a  school  for  primary  instruction, 
and  schools  of  a  higher  class  are  In  all  the 
principal  towns.  At  Chriatiania  ia  a  uni- 
veralty,  founded  by  the  Danee  in  1811. 
Norway  was  ceded  to  Sweden  in  1814,  and 
is  now  governed  by  a  viceroy  of  the  Swe- 
dish monarch ;  but  all  legislative  power 
resides  entirely  in  a  national  repreeent^ 
tive  asaemUy,  called  the  Stor-thing  (great 
court),  whieh  ordinarily  meets  every  year. 
The  country  Is  divided  into  six  ^yte  or 
dioeeeee,  namely,  ChrieliaMia,  Ckristiatuamd. 
Bergen,  Samar^  Trondkeimjuid  Tromaoe^  and 
these  are  subdivided  into  90  provinees  called 
bailiwieks.    Pop.  1^7,000. 

Norwich,  nar^iteh  (the  north  town),  a 
munic.  and  pari.  bor.  and  dty,  the  co.  town  of 
Norfolk,  England,  on  the  Wensum,  a  tribu- 
tary of  the  xare,  90  m.  W.  of  Yarmouth ; 
it  has  a  fine  cathedral,  and  has  been  a  seat 
of  manufo.  ever  since  4000  Flemish  Pro- 
testanta  who  fled  from  the  fhry  of  the 
Duke  of  Alva  in  the  16th  century  found 
refoge  in  it    Pop.  80,888. 

Norwloh,  a  town  of  Conneetlcnt,  U.  8., 
on  the  Thames,  18  m.  N.  of  New  London. 
Pop.  16,668. 

Norwood,  nof^wood  (so  called  from  a 
wood  or  forest  of  oak  trees,  which  formerly 
stood  hereX  a  large  suburban  diet  of  Lon- 
don, 1  m.  S.  of  Dulwlch,  and  4  m.  S.  of  Lam- 
beth ;  it  comprises  many  villa  rMldences^ 
and  is  dividea  into  Lower  Norwood^  ^PP^ 
Norwood,  and  SoutX  Norwood, 

NoM-Head,  a  bold  rocky  point  on  the 
E.  coast  of  Scotland,  co.  Caiuness,  4  m. 
N.E.ofWick. 

Noto,  fio'0,  a  city  of  Sicily,  pror.  and  16 
m.  8.W.  of  Syracuse.    Pop.  14,767. 
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Nottorde,  not^tek^ra-th,  an  island  of  Nor- 
way, in  ChilBtianla  Fiord.   Pop.  4600. 

NottiTigham,  noftima-gam  (eorr.  of  its 
original  name  Snatinaakamf  the  town  with 
caTee),  a  parL  and  munic.  bor.  of  Enf^land, 
the  CO.  town  of  Nottinghamshire,  near  the 
Trent,  15}  m.  S.E.  of  Derby ;  it  is  the  chief 
seat  of  the  hoaiery  and  laoe  mannfs.,  and 
has  large  bleaching  works,  dye  works,  and 
wire,  pin,  iron,  and  brass  factories.  Here 
King  Charles  I.  set  up  his  standard  at  the 
beginning  of  the  civil  war  in  164S.  Many 
cayes  are  under  the  town,  some  of  them 
of  comparatiTely  modem  date,  bat  others 
of  considerable  though  unascertained  anti- 
quity.

Nottintf  Hin.  not'ting  JkUl^  a  suburban 
district  of  London,  oo.  Middlesex,  4  m.  W.

NoTua,  no-vdfrd,  a  flourishing  city 
of  Piedmont,  N.  Italy,  cap.  of  the  prov. 
Noyara,  on  the  Mora,  87  miles  W.  of 
Milan.  Here,  in  March  1849.  the  Aus- 
trians,  under  Badetakr,  slgnallv  defeated 
the  Sardinians  under  Eling  Charles  Albert, 
who  immediately  resigned  the  crown  in 
favour  of  his  son  Victor  Emmanuel  II. 
Pop.  14,827.— Also  a  town  in  the  island  of 
Sicily,  proT.  Messina,  In  the  yieinity  of 
which  are  mines  of  silyer,  copper,  and 
lead.    Pop.  8883. 

Nora  Bootia,  iu/vd  ah/she-d,  a  pror.  of 
the  Dominion  of  Canada,  N.  America,  con- 
nected with  New  Brunswick  by  a  narrow 
isthmus,  16  m.  across,  and  separated  fix>m 
Cape  Breton  laland  by  the  Out  of  Canso. 
Although  the  soil  is  in  general  sterile, 
there  are  many  fertile  districts.  It  has 
rich  mines  of  coal  and  iron.  Fish,  coal, 
and  timber  are  the  chief  articles  of  export.

N.W.  of  Soissons.  Calvin  was  bom  here 
in  1609.

NaUa,  nif^te'd  (the  land  of  goldX  a 
portion  of  the  dominions  of  the  Khedive 
of  Egypt*  included  in  the  territory  now 
named  Egyptian  Soudan,  is  a  oountij  of 
AMca,  which  stretches  southward  from 
the  borders  of  Upper  Egypt  to  about  the 
12th  parallel  of  N.  latitude.  It  is  traversed 
by  the  Nile,  and  boumled  E.  by  the  Red 
Sea  and  Abyssinia;  8.  by  Abyssinia;  and 
W.  by  the  Desert  Area  est.  at  about 
260,000  sq.  m.  The  northern  portion  of 
this  extensive  region  is  almost  entirely 
occupied  by  deserts,  except  on  the  banks  of 
the  river;  the  southern  portion,  watered 
by  the  Abyssinian  affluents  of  the  Nile, 
and  situated  within  the  range  of  the 
tropical  rains,  is  very  fertile,  and  most 
luxuriant  vegetation  there  abounds.  In 
this  region,  which  is  named  Upper  Nnbia, 
was  the  ancient  Ethiopia^  on  the  W.  bank 
of  the  river.  The  climate  of  Nubia  is 
extremely  hot  and  dry,  but  on  the  whole 
healthy.  The  products  of  the  soil  are 
maize,  dates,  tamarinds,  gums,  aloes, 
myrrh,  flrankineense,  senna,  tobaeeo,  cot- 
ton, and  coffee,  which  are  carried  by  way 
of  commerce  to  Egypt.  The  larger  ani- 
mals of  the  country  are  the  elephant,  lion, 
rhinoceros,  and  giraffe,  and  eroeodiles  and 
huge  hippopotami  are  found  in  the  rivers. 
Besides  the  Nubians  proper,  who  are  a  flne 
race,  of  dark  brown  complexion,  living  by 
agriculture  and  trading,  the  population  are 
mostly  Arabs,  mixed  with  negroes  from 
the  south.

NimdydToog  or  Naadldrag,  wm-d»- 
droot/',  a  strong  hUl-fbrt  of  Inua,  In  the 
prov.  of  Mysore,  4886  ft.  above  the  sea,  81 
m.  £.  of  Bangalore.  It  vas  stormed  and 
taken  by  the  British  in  1791. 

NnneAfecm,  atm'a-tan  (so  called  fh>m  the 
small  river  Ba^  and  Anom  a  priory  fimnded 
by  Robert  Earl  of  Leicester  ibr  nuns  of  the 
order  of  Fontevrault  in  Picardy),  a  town  of 
E^land,  co.  Warwick,  on  the  Anker  and 
Coventry  eanal,  6  m.

Nuremberg.  im'Ttm-herg,  or  Norn- 
berg,  nurn^lNirh,  anc  NorMberga  (the 
fortress  of  the  Noridi),  an  ancient  city 
in  Bavaria,  Germany,  sitnated  on  the 
Pegnitx,  97  m.  M.M.W.  of  Munich.  Ita 
public  library  is  rich  in  manuscripts  and 
early  editions  of  printed  books.  Tne  city 
is  filmed  fbr  its  Inventions,  particularly 
that  of  the  watch ;  and  its  chorehes  are 


remarkable  fbr  fine  specimens  of  painted 
glass.

Nyangwe,  nydng^tn,  one  of  the  most 
important  markets  in  ihe  Manyema  coun- 
try, 8.  Central  Africa.  It  was  first  visited  by 
Dr  Livingstone,  and  is  situated  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  great  Lnalaba,  in  about  4* 
S.  lat.  and  26*  E.  long.  Here  H.  M.  Stanley 
embarked,  when,  by  sailing  down  the 
Lualaba,  he  was  able  to  prove,  its  identifi- 
cation with  the  Congo,  or,  as  he  calls  it, 
the  "  Livingstone."

NTaasa,  ny4^»d  (the  n  and  y  are  Joined 
in  the  mouth,  and  not  pronounced  sepa- 
rately), a  lake  of  the  interior  of  E.  Aftlea, 
about  Wi  m.  long  and  26  m.  wide,  between 
10*  24'  and  14*  W  S.  lat.  On  ita  8.  shore, 
on  a  promontory  calTed  Cspe  Maclear,  a 
missionary  station,  called  Livingaitoma,  has 
been  estebiished.  A  steamer  in  connexion 
with  the  mission  now  plies  on  the  lake. 
The  name  Nyassa  is  a  oorr.  of  Nyanza, "  a 
lake,  or  sheet  of  water." 

Nyborg,  Mn''&or^(new  town)^  a  seaport  on 
the  E.  coast  of  the  Island  of  Funeu,  Den- 
mark, with  a  strong  citadel  and  shipbuild- 
ingdocks.

Oakham,  M^Aom  (oak  dwelling,  so  called 
flrom  the  numerous  oak  trees  which  formerly 
grew  in  ita  vicinity),  the  co.  town  of  Rut- 
land, England,  in  the  vale  of  Catmos,  6  m. 
N.  of  Uppingham.  With  the  exception  of 
Appleby,  it  u  tlie  smallest  co.  town  in  Eng- 
land.

The 
Orkneys  are  rich  in  memorials  of  past 
eentnries,  among  the  most  interesting  of 
which  is  the  renerable  cathedral  of  St 
Magnns,  at  KirknnM,  the  chief  town.  It 
is  said  to  haye  been  foanded  in  1188.  The 
Bhetlaiid  lalaads  are  aboye  100  in  nam- 
her,  of  which  only  abont  80  are  inhabited ; 
the  chief  of  these  are  Mainland,  Untt.Tell, 
Whaltay^  Feilar^  Papa  Stour^  and  MwAi, 
supposed  to  be  the  "Ultima  Thule"  of 
Tadtus.  The  aggregate  area  is  825  sq. 
m.;  pop.  82^606.  The  cliff  scenery  of  these 
Islands  is  magnificent  and  varied.  Owing 
to  the  peaty  nature  of  the  soil,  not  much  of 
it  is  nnder  tillage.  Great  attention,  how- 
ever, is  devoted  to  the  rearing  of  live  stock, 
Shetland  being  famous  for  Its  peculiarly 
diminutive  breed  of  cattle  and  ponies.  The 
female  portion  of  the  population  are  adepts 
at  the  knitting  of  fine  hosiery  and  shawls, 
which  find  a  ready  market  in  the  southern 
parts  of  the  kingdom.  Zcrurjeft  is  the  prin- 
cipal town.

It 
was  divided  by  the  Romans  into  four  pro- 
vinces: Judea,in  the  8.,  formerly  possessed 
by  the  tribes  of  Judah,  Benjamin,  Dan, 
and  Simeon ;  Samaria,  in  the  middle,  by 
the  tribe  of  Ephraim,  and  part  qf  the 
tribe  of  Manasseh;  OaliU;  in  the  N.,  by 
the  tribes  of  Asher,  Naphtali,  Zebnlnn, 
and  Issschsr;  and  Peraa,  on  the  E.  of  the 
Jordan,  by  the  tribes  of  Reuben,  Gad.  and 
the  other  part  of  the  tribe  of  Manassen.  It 
is  now  a  part  of  the  Turkish  or  Ottonun 
Empire.

It  is  16,000 
ft.  above  the  sea,  and  contains  Lake  8ir-i- 
Kol,  the  source  of  the  Ozns  River. 

Pamlioo  Boimd,  fNun'O-fto,  a  large  bay

m.  long,  and  from  8  to  80  m.  wide.  It  is 
separated  from  the  Atlantic  by  long  narrow 
sandv  Islands,  at  the  outer  pioint  of  one  of 
which  is  Oape  HaUera*.

Pampalnna,  pdm-ptt-loo'tidy  or  Pam- 
plona, pdm-j^Jo^iia  (corr.  f^m  Its  ancient 
name  PompeiopoUtf  the  dty  of  Pompey, 
so  called  because  said  to  have  been 
built  by  Pompey  after  the  death  of 
Sertorins  and  tne  defeat  of  his  party), 
a  strong  fortress  of  Spain,  the  cap.  of 
Navarre,  on  the  Arga,  about  200  m.  N.N.E. 
of  Madrid.  Ita  castle,  garrisoned  by  the 
French,  was  reduced  by  the  British  In 
October  1818.  It  has  long  been  considered 
one  of  the  principal  strongholds  of  the  N.  of 
Spain.

Paraguay,  pA^rdrgwi'  or  pd-rO^gwd*  (the 

5 lace  of  waters),  a  republic  of  8.  America, 
onnded  N.  by  Brasil ;  E.  bv  Brazil  and  the 
Argentine  Republic ;  8.  and  W.  by  the  Ar- 
gentine Bepubllc.  Area  abont  §7,800  sq. 
m.,  or  nearly  the  site  of  England  and 
Walea.  The  country  is  hilly  where  It  bor- 
ders on  Brazil,  In  the  oentre  it  Is  level,  and 
swampy  in  the  S.W.  Except  in  the  higher 
grounds  the  climate  is  hot,  and  In  some 
places  damp.  Great  part  of  the  soil  is 
covered  with  forests  oi  trees  of  great  value. 
Among  these  Is  the  lapaoho  tree,  cele- 
brated for  its  dimensions  and  the  hardness 
of  Its  wood,  the  grain  being  so  close  that 
neither  worm  nor  rot  can  assail  It.  A 
spedes  of  holly,  whose  leaves  and  twigs 
famish  the  Mf4«  wutti^  or  Pangnay  tea,  the 
staple  prodnot  of  the  country,  grows  in 
great  abundanoe,  and  is  largely  need  In  all 
the  provinces  of  the  Plata.  The  country 
was  colonized  by  the  Spaniards  In  1686. 
The  Jesuits  planted  their  first  missions  In 
1606,  and  in  a  comparatively  short  time 
acquired  an  ascendancy  over  the  inhabi- 
tanu  which  lasted  till  1768,  when  they 
were  expelled  ttom  the  territory.  Para- 
guay Joined  In  the  rising  against  the  Span- 
ish dominion  In  1811,  and  in  1814  became 
an  Independent  repnblie^  with  Dr  Franda 
for  its  dictator.  During  his  ^ctatorship  the 
country  was  dosed  against  strangers.  On 
his  death  in  1840,  the  government  passed 
Into  the  hands  of  a  sort  of  lunta.  In  1886 
a  dispute  having  arisen  with  the  govern- 
ment of  Brasil,  a  Brazilian  army,  united 
with  forces  of  the  Argentine  RepubUe  and 
Umgoay,  entered  the  country,  and  war  oon-

tittiied  for  nearlT  fire  years.  A  treaty  of 
peace  was  algiied  In  IBvO,  but  war,  fanilne, 
and  dlaeaee  had  redneed  the  popnlation  ttom 
porhape  1,000,000  to  not  more  than  '290^000.

mthern  Parahiba,  in  the  proTSk  Santo 
Paulo  and  Rio  de  Janeiro,  enters  the  At- 
lanile  at  Sao  Jo&o-de-Parahiba  after  a  N.E.

Fnramarlbo,  jMr^^niaf^<ik>  (the  dwelling 
near  the  sea),  a  town  of  8.  America,  the  cap.

its  mouth  in  the  Atlantic    Pop.  83,191. 

Parana,  jMl-rd-iMf ,  a  pror.  of  Brazil, 
bounded  on  the  N.  by  Santo  Paulo;  W.  by 
the  Parana  Rlrer;  8.  by  Santa  Catharine 
and  Rio  Qrande  do  Sul ;  and  on  the  E.  by 
the  Atlantic  Area  106,660  sq.  m.;  pop. 
126,788.    Oyri<»»a  is  its  chief  town. 

Parana,  a  town  of  the  Argentine  Repub- 
lic, 8.  America,  on  the  E.  buik  of  the  rirer 
Parana,  opposite  Santa  Fd;  it  was  the  seat 
of  goyemment  from  1864  to  1861.  Pop. 
7000. 

Parana  BlT«r,  in  8.  America,  has 
its  source  in  the  mountains  of  Brazil; 
flowing  8.W.,  it  recelTCS  the  Paraguay,  and, 
near  Buenos  Ayres,  unites  with  the  Uru- 
guay to  form  the  Rio  de  la  Plata.

Parga,  pat^fd,  a  seaport  of  Albania, 
Turkey  In  Europe,  opposite  the  8.  point  of 
the  island  of  CorfU,  and  18  m.

it  has  an  almost  Impregnable  dtadel,  and 
is  memorable  for  the  heroism  of  its  inhabi- 
tanto  in  the  war  with  AU  Padia,  1814-19. 
Pop.  6000. 

Parla;  Gulf  oi;  an  inlet  of  the  Caribbean 
Sea,  8.  America,  between  the  coast  of  Ven- 
ezuela and  the  Island  of  Trinidad :  its  N. 
entrance  is  called  **  the  Dragon's  Mouth," 
and  its  8.  entranee  **  the  Serpent's  Mouth," 
while  other  two  entrances  are  called  r»- 
speetiyely  "the  Egg's  Month"  and  "the 
Monkey's  Mouth." 

Pailmi,  Sierra,  m-or^rd  pd^rt'mOf  a 
moontain  system  in  Venezuela,  8.  America. 
Mouni  MaravaeOf  its  prindpal  summit,  is 
supposed  to  rise  10,600  ft  aboye  the  sea. 

Parla,  pof^it  (named  firom  the  Paridi,  a 
Oalllo  tribe,  whose  chief  town,  called  by 
themselyes  LouunUmij  <^.,  a  dwelling  sur- 
rounded by  water,  sad  by  the  Romans  Lu- 
tetia,  stood  on  the  island  now  known  as 
L'lle  de  U  Cit4),  one  of  the  Urgest,  wealthi- 
est, and  most  indnstrions  dtles  of  the  world, 
the  cap.  of  France,  and  of  the  dep.  of  the 
Seine,  is  situated  on  the  Seine,  810  m.  S.8.B. 
of  London.  It  Is  distinguished  for  its  fine 
nubile  buUdlngs,  gardens,  bouleyards,  and 
fountdns,  and  its  galleries,  museums,  and 
noble  libraries  ezdte  nnlversal  admiration. 
The  dty  contains  19,878  acres,  and  Is  yery 
strongly  fortified.  It  was  inyested  by  the 
Germans  from  19th  September  1870  until 
88th  January  1871,  when  it  capitulated. 
Since  then,  its  means  of  defence  hsye  been 
greatly  enlareed  and  strengthened  by  a 
series  of  detached  forts  within  a  drde  of  76 
miles.  For  munldpal  puri)oses  Paris  is 
diyided  into  20  arrondisseroents,  each  of 
which  is  subdivided  into  four  quarters. 
The  chief  municipal  authority  is  the  Pre- 
fect of  the  Seine.    Pop.  1,946;968. 

Dnmiries, 
pa.  of  Closebum.    Pop.  816. 

Farkfoot  and  I«ongoroff,  a  yil.  of  Scot- 
land, CO.

'o ;  it  li  noted  for  its  extensive  and  rich 
pastures,  and  gives  name  to  the  famous 
cheese  called  **  Parmesan."  Area  1847  sq. 
m.;  pop.  864,381. 

Ftfxna,  a  city  of  Italy,  the  chief  town  in 
the  above  prov.,  beaatlfally  situated  on  a 
small  river  of  the  same  name,  76  m.  8.E.  of 
Milan. 

FanutflSTiB,  nai^^uls^tut,  or  Iilakara,  U- 
d-Juk/rd,  a  celeorated  mountain  of  Greece, 
8068  ft.  above  the  sea.  According  to  the 
ancients.  It  wss  the  ftivourite  resort  of 
Apollo  and  the  Musea  On  its  8.  declivity 
is  a  stalactite  grotto  called  the  Corycian 
Cave,  800  ft.  in  length,  and  nearly  800  ft. 
in  breadth,  and  near  Castri  still  floirs  the 
renowned  rivulet  known  in  antiquity  as 
the  Castalian  Spring. 

FaroiMunlaan  MonntainB,  pd^ro-pdrme- 
$an'  (the  flat-topped  hills),  a  range  in  the 
N.W.  of  Afghanistan  and  E.  of  Persia,  oon- 
nected  E.  with  the  Hindu-Kush.  and  W. 
with  the  Elbura  Mountains  8.  of  the  Cas- 
pian.

It  is  hounded  N.  hy  the  Ar- 
gentine Repnhlie;  W.  by  Chill;  8.  by 
the  Strait  of  Magellan;  and  E.  by  the 
Atlantic  Oeean.  Its  length  firom  N.  to  8.  is 
about  1100  m.;  its  greatest  breadth  from 
E.  to  W.  about  660  m.  Its  area  is  est  at 
860,000  sq.  m.,  and  its  pop.  at  S6,000.  The 
country  Is  yery  imperfectly  known  to 
Europeans.  It  is  traversed  through  its 
whole  extent  fh>m  N.  to  8.  br  the  Andes, 
which  divide  it  into  two  widelv  different 
regions.  The  narrow  Chilian  strip  between 
the  Andes  and  the  Pacific  is  hilly  and 
thickly  wooded.  The  territory  to  the  E. 
of  tiie  Andes  is  flat  and  barren.  Immense 
herds  of  wild  cattle  and  horses  roam  over 
the  plains,  and  pumas,  armadilloes,  guana- 
coes,  wolvM,  and  foxes  abound.  The  con- 
dor, hawks,  vultures,  American  ostriches, 
and  a  species  of  ibis,  are  the  most  abundant 
birds.  The  climate  is  very  severe.  The 
southern  riven  are  fh>zen  over  till  Sep- 
tember, and  bitterly  cold  south-west  wlnas 
and  storms  occur  even  in  the  summer 
months.  A  few  native  tribes,  remarkable 
for  their  lofty  statura  and  fine  proportionB, 
in  wild  independence,  occupy  the  surface. 
They  lead  a  rude  nomadio  life,  and  subsist 
chiefly  on  the  flesh  of  wild  quadrupeds, 
mushrooms,  and  flsh.  They  have  been 
allowed  to  keep  undisturbed  possession  of 
their  country,  with  the  exception  of  the 
region  to  the  westward  of  the  erest  of  the 
Andes,  which,  with  the  neighbouring 
islands,  form  the  prov.  of  Chlloe  in  the 
Chilian  Bepublic.  Their  religion  is  dualis- 
tic.

broad,  and  communicates  with  the  Qnlf  of 
Finland  by  the  river  Narva. 

Peking  or  Pekln,  p^-kmg'  or  f-kuil', 
Chin.  PthrKing  (the  northern  capital),  situ- 
ated in  the  prov.  of  Pe-che-U,  on  the  Pei-ho 
Kiver,  about  60  m.  to  the  B.  of  the  Great 
Wall,  is  the  cap.  of  China,  and  the  modem 
metropolis  of  the  Chinese  Empire.  It  occu- 
pies an  area  of  about  85  sq.  m.  It  consists 
of  two  distinct  cities,  occupied  respectively 
l^  the  Tartars  and  the  Chinese.  That 
occupied  by  the  Chinese  is  the  seat  of  com- 
merce, the  other,  which  is  the  northern 
and  handsomer,  oontains  the  royal  palace, 
and  is  the  residence  of  the  chief  dignitaries 
of  the  empiie.  In  October  1860,  Peking 
surrendered  to  an  Anglo-French  force, 
when  a  treaty  of  peace  was  concluded  be- 
tween Britain  and  France  on  one  side,  and 
the  Emperor  of  China  on  the  other,  and 
slnoe  that  time  ministers  of  these  two 
nations  have  been  resident,  and  an  Ameri- 
can legation  was  established  in  1868.  Pop. 
1,600,000. 

Pelew  Tslfcnflg,  jM'^oo', agronp  in  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  between  the  Philippine  and 
the  Caroline  Islands.  They  are  well 
wooded,  and  the  valleys  sxe  extremely 
fertae.— r  SO'  N.  Ut,  184"  4^  R  long. 

Pe-Ung;  p94inf,  an  island,  60  m.  long, 
in  the  Malay  Anmlpelago.— Also  an  island 
in  the  Yellow  Sea,  off  the  W.  coast  of 
Corea,  Asia. 


Pe-llxig  Monntaiiui  (the  northern  moun- 
tains), a  range  in  the  8.  of  the  prov.  of 
Kiang-su,  China. 

Pellon,  p«flX-cm,  a  celebrated  mountain 
in  Thesaaly,  8.  of  Ossa,  Turkey  in  Europe ; 
its  modem  name  is  Zaaora. 

Pemba,  jmhi'M,  an  isl«^  off  the  main- 
land of  Zanxibar,  on  the  E.  coast  of  Africa. 
It  is  low,  well-wooded,  and  fertile,  80  m.  tn 
length,  and  10  m.  in  breadth.  Pop.  esd- 
mated  at  10,000. 

Pembroke,  memHirohB  (the  head  of  the 
district,  or  the  neadland  or  promontory),  a 
parL  and  munic.  bor.  and  seaport,  the  oo. 

Wales,  at  the 
extremity  of  a  branch  of  the  estuary  of 
Milford  Haven.  Pop.  of  pari.  bor.  16,460; 
of  monle.  bor.  18,704. 

Pembroke  Dook,  or  Pat«r,  a  seaport 
In  Pembrokeshire,  8.  Wales,  on  Milford 
Haven,  about  1|  m.  firom  tiie  town  of 
Pembroke;  it  has  a  government  dockyard 
covering  60  acres.    Pop.  9688. 

Pemtarokedklre,  a  co.  of  B.  Wales, 
bounded  N.,  W.,  and  8.  by  the  sea,  and  on 
the  £.  by  the  cos.  of  Carmarthen  and  Car> 
digan.  Area  688  sq.  m.;  pop.91,996.  The 
sumce  is  hillv.  but  not  mountainous,  ex- 
cept in  the  N.E.  The  soil  is  generally 
fortile,  and  includes  a  great  proportion  of 
rich  meadow  and  arable  land.  The  coast- 
line is  deeply  Indented,  the  chief  inlet 
being  MU/ord  Beuten,  one  of  the  most 
secure  and  eapadons  harbours  in  the 
British  dominions.

Farming  is  pur- 
sued with  much  spirit,  butter  and  cheese 
are  extensively  made  for  the  English 
market,  and  neat  attention  is  devoted  to 
the  rearing  of  live  stock,  particularly  to  a 
breed  of  cattle  which  are  jet  black  in  colour, 
long  homed,  and  much  esteemed.  The 
mannfs.  are  unimportant;  bat  the  fisheries 
on  the  coast  are  valuable,  and  are  the  prin- 
cipal source  of  employment  to  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  Inhabitants.  Anthracite  coal, 
lead,  iron,  and  limestone  are  the  principal 
minerals.    Pembroke  is  the  oo.  town. 

Penang,  Polo  -  Plnang,  or  Pxlnoa  of 
Wales'  Island,  an  Island  off  the  W.  coast 
of  the  Malay  Peninsula,  fh>m  which  It  is 
separated  by  a  narrow  strait  It  is  110  sq.  m. 
in  extent,  densely  wooded,  rich  in  tropical 
productions,  remarkably  healthy,  and  a 
favourite  resort  for  Invalids.  It  receives 
its  name  from  the  betel-nut  or  areca  palm 
which  grows  extensively  in  its  forests— 
penamg  being  the  Malay  name  for  the 
betel-nut,  eaten  as  a  stimulant  all  over 
South- Eastern  Asia.

Turkey.  lU  greatest  length  from  N.W.  to 
S.E.  is  about  1600  m. ;  from  N.  to  S.  its 
length  is  700  m.,  and  its  breadth  fh>m  E.  to 
W.  about  900  m.  Area  about  636,000  sq.  m. ; 
pop.  est.  at  6/K)0,000.  The  country  consiiita 
for  the  most  part  of  a  great  table-land, 
which  reaches  to  a  height  varying  flrom 
8000  to  4000  ft  above  the  sea.  This  pla- 
teau is  traversed  on  the  N.W.  and 
S.  sides  by  a  broad  belt  of  mountain 
heights,  but  in  the  centre  and  on  tlie  E. 
side  it  is  almost  a  dead  level,  whose  charac- 
teristic is  dry  and  arid  sandy  deserts,  inter- 
spersed with  salt  lakes  and  vast  combina- 
tfens  of  sand  and  salt,  unrelieved  by  trees 
or  shrubs  or  any  other  kind  of  yegetation. 
Some  parts  of  Persia  are,  however,  remark- 
able for  their  beauty  and  fertility.

Fruit  treei  of  every  species  known  in 
Europe  grow  luxuriantly.  The  date,  the 
fig,  the  pomegranate,  the  almond,  the 
peach,  and  the  apricot  are  indigenous  to  the 
country,  and  the  vine,  the  orange,  the  mul- 
berry, the  cotton  shrub,  and  the  sugar- 
cane are  common  objects  of  cultivation. 
Roses  in  endless  variety  are  cultivated  for 
the  much-prised  otto  of  roses,  and  the 
choicest  flowers  adorn  the  gardens  and  the 
fields.  Owing  to  the  went  of  rivers,  agri- 
culture is  limited  and  in  a  very  primitive 
state.  The  most  nskual  crops  are  wheat, 
barley,  millet,  and  rice.  Persian  horses 
are  the  most  beautiful  in  the  East.  The 
sheep  are  remarkable  for  their  great  length 
of  tail,  which  sometimes  weighs  80  lbs. 
The  manufactures  consist  chiefly  of  silk 
and  cotton  fabrlM,  velvets,  gold  and  silver 
brocade,  earpets,  sabres,  leather,  lewelry, 
and  shawls  of  goats'  and  cameV  hair. 
The  commerce  is  chiefly  carried  on  by 
means  of  camels.  The  mari  time  trade  is  in 
the  hands  of  foreigners.  The  following  are

The  Persians  are  a  Uvelv,  active,  polite, 
and  intelligent  people,  endowed  with  a  fine 
imagination,  and  they  possess  a  literature 
of  their  own,  which  is  widely  dilAised. 
Mahometantsm  is  tbft  established  religion, 
but  there  are  upwards  of  60,000  Armenian 
and  Nestorian  Christians,  16,000  Jews,  and 
about  7000  Parsees,  who  stUl  adhere  to  the 
worship  of  the  sun  and  fire  as  emblems  of 
their  god  Ormiizd.  The  government  Is 
thoroughly  despotic  The  sovereign  is 
styled  the  Shah,  and  all  his  sut^ects  are  con- 
sidered as  his  slaves,  but  the  chiefs  of  the 
nomsdic  tribes  sometimes  aoquire  an  in- 
fluence which  renders  them  nearly  inde- 
pendent. The  population  is  divided  into 
two  great  ciassss^tbe  dw^lert  in  Unmu, 
and  the  nomadic  or  wandering  tribes,  who 
are  oalled  IHiftU§.  About  a  fourth  part 
belong  to  the  latter;  they  dwell  in  tents, 


seeking  pastures  for  their  flocks  upon  the 
mountain  sides  in  summer,  and  In  winter 
returning  to  the  lower  plains.  Tdksroa  is 
the  cap. 

Penl«n  OqU^  an  arm  of  the  Indian 
Ocean,  separating  Persia  firom  Arabia. 

Perth,  an  episcopal  city  and  cap.  of 
West  Australia,  picturesquely  situated  on 
the  Swan  River,  about  IS  m.  above  Fre- 
mantle.    Pop.  0000. 

Perth,  a  town  of  the  Canadian  Do- 
minion, prov.  Ontario,  on  the  river  Tay. 
Pop.  8376. 

Perth  (probably  eorr.  firom  Its  ancient 
name  Beriha.  which  may  be  firom  Gael. 
hhar-Uiiha^  the  height  on  the  Tay),  an 
ancient  dty,  royal  and  pari,  burgh,  and 
the  00.  town  of  Perthshire,  Scotland, 
delightfhllv  situated  on  the  Tay,  and 
surrounded  by  beautiful  eoeneiT,  S2  m. 
W.S.W.  of  Dundee,  and  89  m.  N.N.W.  of 
Edinburgh.  It  was  fbrmerly  the  metro- 
polis of  Scotland,  and  is  intimately  associ- 
ated with  many  of  the  most  interesting 
episodes  of  Scottish  history.    Pop.  86,686^ 

Perthafalre,  a  large  and  important  oo.  of 
Scotland,  sunounded  by  the  coa.  of  Inver- 
ness, Aberdeen,  Forfar,  Fife,  Kinross, 
Clackmannan,  Stirling,  Dumbarton,  and 
Argyll.  It  oompriKCs  tiie  districts  of  Jfe»- 
teith,  Stratheam,  OoHMe,  Storaumt^  Strath- 
ardUf  OUnthte,  AthoU,  Breadaibaae^  San- 
noeh,  and  Balqtihidder.  It  extends  from 
E.  to  W.  70  m.,  tnm  N.  to  S.  66  m.,  and  has 
an  area  of  9601  sq.  m.,  with  a  pop.  number- 
ing 187,768.  The  aspect  of  tiie  co.  is  ex- 
ceedingly diversified.  The  highlsnds  oe- 
cupv  about  two-thirdsof  the  snrmee;  and  the 
lowlands,  situated  at  the  B.  and  8.  extremi- 
ties, consist  of  extensive  tracts  of  rich  and 
fertile  conntnr,  especially  the  district 
known  as  the  Cant  of  OimrU.  The  N.  and 
W.  parts  of  the  oo.  are  very  mountainous. 
The  most  elevated  peaks  in  the  N.  are 
Caim  Chwtr,  8786  ft. ;  Ben  More,  8668  ft.; 
Ben  Dearg,  8660  ft;  and  SekiehafUon,  8688 
ft  Inthe  W.  arB2tmLai»0rs,898ift;ifeii 
More,  8819  ft.;  Stolrinnnin,  8796  ft;  Jfeol 
Oirdp,  8407  ft ;  Bern  VoMieh,  8180  ft ;  and 
Ben  Ledi,  8009  ft  Perthshire  possesses 
several  large  and  picturesque  lakes,  of 
which  the  largest  are  Lochs  Tap,  Sannoeh, 
BrieJU,  Bam,  Katrine,  and  Vennaeher.  The 
principal  rivers  are  the  Tap  and  Fbrth,  with 
their  tributaries,  the  Lpon,  Oarrp,  Braan, 
leta,  IStnmel,  Sam,  Teith,  AlUm,  and  Devon, 
Perthshire  is  almost  entirely  an  agricul- 
tural CO.  Sheep  and  cattle  are  extensively 
reared.  The  manufsctures  are  unimpcnrtant 
Artt  Is  the  00.  town. 

Pern,  »e-roe^,  a  country  of  S.  America, 
bounded  N.  by  Ecuador;  W.  by  the  Pacific 
Ocean;  S.  by  Bolivia;  and  E.  by  Bolivia 
and  BrasIL  Its  greatest  length  Is  about 
1600  m.,  and  Its  extreme  breadth  firom  E.  to 
W.  about  680  m.  Area  608,760  sq.  m.: 
pop.  8,699^946.  The  double  Cordillera  of 
the  Andes  traversing  the  whole  territory 
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from  N.W.  to  8  E.  dlvidea  it  into  thre«  great 
natural  regions,  which  differ  widely  from 
each  other.— I^  La  Cotta,  or  the  Weatem 
Region,  about  60  m.  in  width,  lying  between 
the  Andes  and  the  Pacific,  is  for  the  most 
part  an  unproductlTe,  rainless,  sandy 
desert,  Intersected  at  interrals  by  fertilis- 
log  mountain  streams,  but  elsewhere  en- 
tirely dependent  on  heavy  dews  and  arti- 
ficial irrigation. — II.,  Zxi  i9»0rra,  or  the  Cen- 
tral Beglon,  embraces  all  the  elevated  land 
between  the  western  base  of  the  maritime 
Cordillera  and  the  eastern  base  of  the 
Andes,  or  the  Eastern  Cordillera.  These 
table-Unds  are  the  seat  of  a  oomparatlTely 
high  civilisation,  and  are  stuaded  over 
with  towns  and  villages  perched  on  heights 
firom  7000  to  12,000  ft  above  the  sea.  The 
soil  of  the  Sierra  Is  of  great  variety;  but 
wherever  It  is  cultivated  It  Is  productive. 
— III.,  La  iToRtaJla,  or  the  Eastern  Region, 
consists  of  vast  Impenetrable  forests  and 
alluvi^  plains,  stretching  away  for  hnn* 
dreds  of  miles  from  the  Andes  to  the  con- 
fines of  Biasil.  It  is  watered  by  the  tribu- 
taries of  the  A  mason,  and  for  half  of  the 
year  Is  drenched  with  almost  Incessant 
rains.  The  forests  consist  of  huge  trees, 
some  of  which  are  valuable  for  their  tim- 
ber, others  for  the  beauty  of  their  wood, 
and  others  for  the  gums  and  resin  which 
they  exude.  Animariife  here  flourishes  In 
endless  variety,  and  birds  of  the  brightest 
plumage  flit  among  the  foliage,  but  for  the 
most  put  its  silenoe  is  andistnibed  by  the 
voice  of  man,  either  civilised  or  savage.  It 
is  named  from  the  Spanish  word  monte^  sig- 
nifying wood.  Pern  has  long  been  famous 
for  its  mineral  wealth.  Little  gold  Is  now 
found,  but  its  mines  of  silver  and  quicksilver 
are  among  the  most  productive  of  the 
world.  Copper  is  In  all  the  mountains, 
bat  extracted  only  from  those  nearest  the 
coast,  beokose  of  tiie  expense  ot  transport. 
The  other  minerals  are  lead,  Iron,  tin,  and 
coal.  Qnano  for  the  purposes  of  manure  Is 
exported  in  Immense  quantities  to  the 
European  markets.  Another  important 
source  of  nvenue  Is  nitrate  of  soda,  found 
also  In  the  S.  Among  the  animals  indi- 
genous to  the  conntry  are  the  llama  and 
alpaca.  Sheep  and  cattle  were  Introduced 
by  the  Spanish  colonists.  Agricnlturo, 
manufactures,  and  commerce  are  still  Im- 
perfeeUy  developed,  the  exports  being 
chiefly  raw  materials,  sneh  as  ores  and 
metaU,  Airs,  skins,  hides,  wool,  guano, 
bark,  cotton,  and  cochineal.  The  pop.  is 
about  equally  divided  between  the  abo* 
rlginal  Inhabitants  and  mixed  rsoes — ^the 
latter  composed  of  half-bred  "  choice  *'  and 
**  sambos'* ;  the  descendants  of  Spaniards; 
HBgroM,  Chi^se,  and  a  small  proportion  of 
Europeans.  Pern  was  flrat  visited  by  the 
Spaniards  in  1690.  After  Its  conqneot  by 
Plzarro  it  continued  to  be  snliject  to  Spain 
till  1821,  when  it  became  an  independent 
repnblia    The  executive  government  is  in 


the  hands  of  a  president,  chosen  by  the 
people  once  every  four  years,  with  a 
ministry  of  his  own  appointment,  and  a 
council  elected  by  the  legislature,  which 
consists  of  two  houses,  a  senate  and  a  re- 

ftresentative  chamber.    The  Roman  Catho- 
Ic  religion  is  the  only  one  either  professed 
or  tolerated. 

Perugia,  pd-rooyd,  a  prov.  of  Italy,  com- 
partment Umbria.  Area  8686  sq.  m.;  pop. 
649,001. 

Pemgla  (the  town  In  the  manh),  a 
walled  town  of  Umbria,  Italy,  cap.  of  the 
prov.  of  the  same  name,  on  the  Tiber,  90 
m.  N.  of  Rome;  it  Is  the  seat  of  a  nniver- 
slty,  and  possesses  considerable  trade  in 
wine,  brandy,  etc.    Pop.  16,706. 

PeroglA,  lAgo  di,  klfgo  denOrrooi'jd,  ane. 
Laeat  T%ratiimatM9,  a  lake  of  umbria,  Italy, 
in  the  prov.  and  10  m.  W.  of  Perugia ;  it 
Is  abont  80  m.  in  circumference,  abounds 
with  fish,  and  the  hills  aronnd  are  covered 
with  oak,  pine,  and  olive  trees. 

Pemw^s,  jsO'roo^pelt,  a  town  of  Belgium, 
prov.  Hainault,  on  an  aflSuent  of  the 
Scheldt,  12  m.  S.E.  of  Tonmay.    Pop.  7804. 

Pesaro,  pet^d-ro  or  vdftdro,  a  fortified 
town  of  Italy,  In  the  Marches,  cap.  of  the 
prov.  Pes8ro-»-TJrbino,  on  the  Adriatic,  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Foglia,  19  m.  N.E.  of 
UrUno.    Pop.  10,484. 

Pesaro-e-XJrtdno,  a  prov.  of  Central 
Italy,  In  the  compartment  of  the  Marches. 
Area  1144  sq.  m. ;  pop.  218,072. 

Pesoadores,  pes-hdrdt/ret  (the  fishen' 
islands),  or  Pli«ng-Hoo,/«i9-Aloo,  a  group 
of  86  islands  In  the  channel  of  Fokien, 
China  Sea.  between  the  Chinese  prov.  of 
Foklen  and  the  island  of  Formosa. 

Peaaia,  pdi'thd  or  p€ah*d^  a  manufactur- 
ing town  or  Tuscany,  Central  Italy,  prov. 
Lnoca,  on  the  Peseta,  27  m.  W.N.W.  of 
Florence ;  it  is  surrounded  br  olive  groves 
and  mulberry  plantations.    Pop.  6122. 

Peshawar,  ptM^war  (the  advanced 
fortressV,  a  city  of  the  Punjab,  British 
India,  situated  in  a  beautiful  plain  watered 
by  the  Kabul,  and  surrounded  by  lofty 
mountains,  12  m.  E.  of  the  Khybeir  Pass, 
and  40  m.  W.  of  Attock.  AndenUy  it  was 
the  cap.  of  Eastern  Afghanistan;  now  it  is 
one  of  the  largest  military  stations  under 
the  government  of  British  India.  Pop. 
68 W^Also  a  dlv.  and  dlst  of  the  Punjab, 
between  the  Indus  and  the  Khyber  Moun- 
tains, through  which  is  the  Khyber  Pass. 
Area  of  dlv.  7767  sq.  m.;  pop.  of  dlv. 
l/n6.789;  of  dlst.  628.152. 

Pesth,  ^esf  (probably  from  Sclav.  ;as,  a 
baking-place,  or  from  Sclav,  pitek,  sand, 
being  on  a  dry  sandy  soil),  a  city  of  Austria- 
Hungary,  on  the  Danube,  opposite  Buda, 
with  which  it  is  connected  by  a  suspension 
bridge,  and  the  cities  thus  united  are 
called  Buda-Pesth.  It  has  a  richly-endowed 
university,  and  commands  a  great  inland 
trade.    Pop.  200/176.— Sm  Buda. 

Petohora,  pitskro'rd,  a  large  river  of 
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Rawrift,  riaes  on  the  W.  side  of  the  Ural 
Mountains,  flows  northward  through  the 
govs.  Vologda  and  Archangel,  and,  after 
a  course  eBtimated  at  900  m.,  falls  by  a 
broad  entuary  into  the  Arctic  Ocean. 

Feten,  pdten^  or  Itsa,  it'td^  a  lake  of 
Guatemala,  Central  America,  about  46  m.  in 
lenp^th,  8  m.  in  breadth,  and  very  deep. — 
AIro  a  very  productive  inland  in  the  lake, 
yielding  maize,  cocoa,  tobacco,  gums,  dye- 
woods,  etc.  It  was  formerly  the  central 
seat  of  the  Itcax  Indians. 

Peterborough,  pe'Ur-bur-o  (named  in 
honour  of  St  Peter,  to  whom  the  church  was 
dedicated),  a  dty,  pari,  bor.,  and  bishop's 
see  in  Northamptonshire,  England,  on  Mie 
river  Nen,  about  40  m.  N.B.  of  Northamp- 
ton ;  it  has  a  spacious  and  venerable  eathe' 
dral,  in  which  is  the  tomb  of  Catherine  of 
Aragon,  the  first  wife  of  Henry  YIII.,  and 
in  which  Mary  Queen  of  Scots  was  borled 
previous  to  the  removal  of  her  remains  to 
Westminster  Abbey.    Pop.  17,484. 

PeterbaroQgh,  a  oo.  and  town  of  On- 
tario, in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  Pop.  of 
CO.  a0«478.  The  town  is  on  the  Otonabee 
river,  about  75  m.  N.E.  of  Toroot0|  and  has 
a  pop.  of  4611.

PetarhMMl,  p&-Ur-h«tt,  anciently  called 
Ptterugie  (the  rocky  headland  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Ugie),  a  pari,  burgh,  market 
town,  and  seaport  of  Aberdeenshire,  ScoU 
land,  with  a  large  trade  connected  with  the 
flsberies,  80  m.

Petenhnrff,  pe'Urt-burgf  a  town  of 
Virginia,  U.  S.,  on  the  Appomatoz,  SS  m. 
8.  of  Richmond.  It  was  one  of  the  most 
strongly  fortified  places  held  by  the  Gon- 
federates,  and  was  several  times  attacked 
by  the  Federals  under  Oeneral  Grant  and 
others,  who  were  always  repulsed  with 
great  loss,  until  the  decisive  battle  of  1st 
and  9d  April  1866,  when  the  Confederates, 
under  Oeneral  Lee,  were,  after  a  severe 
and  bloody  contest,  defeated  by  Grant's 
army,  who  entered  Petersburg  and  Rich- 
mond the  next  day.  The  fall  of  these  two 
most  Important  strongholds  was  soon 
followed  by  the  total  collapse  of  the  re- 
bellion.

Petit-OAiial.  peft-i«'•fcfflHa^',  a  town  of 
the  West  Indian  island  Guadeloupe,  9  m. 
N.N.E.  of  La  Pointe-krPitre.     Pon.  6163. 

Petra,  pe'lrd,  a  mined  city  of  Arabia 
Petraa,  remarkable  for  the  ruins  of  a 
magnificent  temple  and  numerous  tombs 
hewn  in  the  solid  rock,  in  the  Wady  Musa, 
on  the  E.  side  of  Mount  Hor. 

Petrolla,  pet-rc^ls-d,  a  town  of  the 
Canadian  Dominion,  prov.  Ontario,  on 
Bear  Creek,  in  the  oentre  of  the  oil  die- 
trict  It  eontalns  over  100  petroleum 
wells,  which  yield  weekly  from  8000  to 
10,000  tuns.    Pop.  2661.

tral Isles,  the  Society  Islands,  the  Low 
Archipelago,  the  Marquesas,  the  Fill,  and 
the  Sandwich  Islands.  Many  of  the  isl- 
ands have  been  raised  fh>m  the  ocean 
by  the  labours  of  the  ooral  insect,  and 
are  only  a  few  flset  above  the  surfiioe  of 
Uie  waters.  These  by  way  of  distinction 
wne  called  Low  Polynuia.  ThKj  are  chiefly 
small,  sometimes  wooded,  but  always 
covered  with  verdure.  Other  Islands  show 
evident  traces  of  volcanic  origin,  and  are 
hilly  and  mountainous.  These  are  called 
High  PotjfnoriOf  and  of  this  dasa  the  more 
prominent  examples  are  the  Marquesas, 
the  Society,  and  the  Sandwich  groups.  In 
elevation  they  range  fh>ro  SOOO  ft.  to  Mau- 
na  Loa  in  Hawaii,  the  loftiest,  which  rises 
nearly  14,000  ft.  Some  of  the  isUnds  are 
the  seats  of  active  volcanoes,  but  all  are 
clothed  with  verdure,  and  eveiywhere  pre- 
sent to  the  eye  views  of  varied,  rich,  and 
most  luxuriant  beauty.  The  islands  vary- 
ing in  height  fW>m  100  to  9000  fl,  less  impos- 
ing in  appearance,  but  equally  fmltftil  and 
boautUul,  are  distinguished  as  MoOim  or 
MiddU  Polfnetia.  Though  situated  within 
the  tropics,  and  therefore  subject  to  great 
solar  heat,  the  temperature,  being  modified 
by  cool  breeses  fW>m  the  ocean,  is  in  gen- 
eral comparatively  moderate,  and  the  cli- 
mate is  pleasant  and  salubrions.  Among 
the  vegetable  productions  the  most  impor- 
tant are  the  oread-fruit  tree,  the  cocoa 
palm,  the  sugar-cane,  the  banana  and  plan- 
tain trees,  the  cotton  plant,  and  a  kind  of 
chestnut  The  only  native  quadrupeds  are 
the  dog,  the  hog,  and  the  rat,  but  oxen  and 
horses  have  been  introduced  and  thrive 
well.  The  Polvnesians  are  principally 
light-coloured  tribes,  allied  to  the  Malay- 
sians, and  apeak  dialects  of  the  same 
language.  By  the  labours  of  devoted 
English  and  American  missionaries,  Pa- 
ffanism,  originally  prevalent  among  Uiem, 
u  becoming  gndoally  extirpated,  and 
superatition,  cannibalism,  in&ntielde,  ta- 
tooins,  and  other  barbarous  practices,  are 
fast  disappearing  under  the  infioence  ot 
Christianity.

The  surface  Is  generally  monntainous,  with 
a  gradual  slope  towards  the  Atiantic  The 
largest  plain  is  that  of  Alemt^jo,  8.  of  the 
Tagus.  The  soil  is  light,  and  particnlarly 
ikvonrsble  to  the  growth  of  the  vine  and 
other  fine  fruits.  In  the  high  lands  are 
raised  the  usual  crops  of  more  northern 
latitudes,  but  agrloalturs  Is  conducted  in 
such  a  slovenly  manner  that  the  quantity 
of  com  raised  is  not  sufllcient  for  the  con- 
sumption of  the  people.  Hemp  and  fiax  of 
excellent  qualltv  are  grown ;  the  chief  ob- 
ject of  cultivation,  however,  is  the  vine. 
The  oak,  the  cork  tree,  the  chestnut,  and 
the  seappine,  are  among  the  principal  trees 
found  in  the  forests;  orange,  lemon,  and 
olive  trees  are  frequent,  as  well  as  the  finest 
fttdts  of  other  parts  of  the  8.  of  Europe. 
The  climate  Is  healthy,  especially  on  the 
coast,  and  In  the  elevated  table-lands  of  the 
interior.  In  the  valleys  the  heat  dnrins 
summer  Is  excessive.  The  mineral  wealth 
of  the  country  Is  considerable,  but  its  de- 
velopment has  been  much  neglected  since 
the  discovery  of  the  richer  mines  of  Ameri- 
ca. The  manulketnres  are  very  limited. 
Cotton  and  woollen  Ihbries  are  produced, 
but  the  articles  best  made  In  the  king- 
dom are  linens,  cambrica,  and  sewing- 
thread.  Other  manufkctures  carried  on, 
such  as  glass,  paper,  silk,  leather,  sugar, 
soap,  Jewelry  and  trinkets,  are  all  in 
a  depressed  rather  than  In  a  flourlah- 
ing  condition.  The  foreign  commerce 
of  Portugal  Is  slmoet  exclusively  confined 
to    Great    Britain;     internal   commerce 
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is  mach  hindered  owing  to  the  want  of 
good  roads.  The  exports  are  wine,  olive 
oil,  oranges,  lemons,  wool,  and  oork ;  bat 
wine  oonstitates  more  than  two-thirds  of 
the  ralue  of  all  other  Portngueae  exports. 
The  religion  is  Boman  Catholic  Other 
sects  are  tolerated,  hat  the  number  of  Pro* 
testants,  who  are  mostlT  foreigners,  does 
not  exceed  600.  Education,  long  very  de- 
feetiTe,  Is  now  under  the  sole  direetion  of 
the  goTemment.  There  is  a  unirersity  at 
Coimbra,  and  a  military  school  at  Mafra. 
The  Portoguese  are  a  mixed  race.  Those 
in  the  N.  differ  very  widely  fh>m  thoee  in 
the  8. ;  the  former  are  aotiTe,  spirited,  and 
indostrious;  the  latter  are  oeremonioas, 
polite,  fond  oi  display,  and  inclined  to  be 
indolent.  As  a  whole,  they  are  intensely 
patriotic  and  brsTe,  hospitable,  cheerful, 
and  readr  to  oblige.  The  government  is 
a  limited  monarchy.  The  following  are

state  of  the  German  Empire,  embraces  Uie

Metherlsnds,  Belgium,  and  France :  S.  by 
Bavaria  and  Austria;  and  B.^  Russia. 
Its  greatest  length  from  B.  to  w.  is  about 
790  m. ;  its  Vreadth  varies  Arom  80  to  470 
m.  Area  11  3.988  sq.  m. ;  pop.  96,749,404. 
Except  in  the  S.  between  SUesIa  and 
Bohemia,  which  is  traversed  by  the 
BitttrngMroBf  and  in  the  prov.  of  Saxony, 
where  are  the  ThMriMMrwud  and  the  Harta 
ifinmfaiiis,  Pmssia  is  a  level  plain,  con- 
sisting extensively  of  sandy  wastes  and 
heathy  moors,  interspersed  with  tracts  of 
cultivable  soil,  numerous  marshes,  lakes, 
and  forests.  The  soil  in  general  is  poor, 
but  in  some  places,  particnlarly  along  the 
courees  of  the  rivers,  it  is  fertile,  and 
all  kinds  of  com  are  raised  both  for  home 
consumption  and  for  exportation.  Rye  is 
the  Ihvonrite  grain,  and  rye  bread,  though 
black  and  often  sour,  forms  the  principal 
food  of  the  people.  Hemp,  flax,  ana  chicory 
are  extensively  grown ;  beetroot  also  for 
the  msanfacture  of  sugar,  particularly 
around  Magdeburg  in  Saxony,  whidi  Is  one 
of  the  most  fertile  districts.  Vineyards 
abound  along  the  banks  of  the  Rhine  and 
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ita  afBuent  the  MofeoUe,  and  to  a  leas  extent 
occur  In  detached  distriots  elsewhere. 
Excellent  wine  is  produced,  hut  agriculture 
and  the  rearing  of  cattle  oonstitnte  the 
principal  emplofment  of  the  rural  popula- 
tion, and  are  the  chief  eouroee  of  the  na* 
tional  wealth.  The  climate,  on  the  whole 
salubrious,  is  wery  different  in  the  eastern 
and  the  western  proTinces,  the  former 
being  exposed  to  heaTj  snowstonns  in 
winter,  and  to  great  drought  in  summer, 
white  the  latter  has  milder  winters,  a  larger 
fall  of  rain,  and  a  mean  summer  tempera- 
ture of  68*.  Forests  oorer  about  one- 
fourth  of  the  countrx,  flrs  and  pines  being 
the  most  abundant  trees.  The  mineral 
products  include  silTer,  IroUf  copper,  lead, 
sine,  cobalt,  antimony,  alum,  coal,  and 
salt.  Amber,  a  kind  of  foesil  resin  almost 
peculiar  to  Prussia,  is  found  on  the  N.B. 
shores,  particularly  near  Pillau,  on  a  neck 
of  land  formed  by  the  Frische  Haff.  The 
mountains  contain  marble  and  some  of  the 
precious  stones,  and  mineral  springs  are 
▼ery  numerous.  The  manufactures  are 
extenslTe,  and  are  increasing  in  Tslue. 
Almost  everr  kind  of  manufiictured  goods 
are  embraced;  the  staple  is  linen,  auried 
on  in  all  the  provinces,  but  en»ecia]ly  in 
Silesia.  Commerce  is  carried  on  with 
considerable  activity,  being  greatly  facili- 
tated hy  means  of  the  many  navigable 
rivers,  excellent  roads,  canals,  and  rail- 
ways,  which  are  everywhere  found.  The 
chief  exports  are  manufactured  woollen 
and  linen  goods,  wool,  com,  timber,  flax, 
iron  work,  sine,  and  amber.  The  estab- 
lished religion  may  be  said  to  be  Protea* 
tantism,  hat  the  followers  of  other  creeds 
are  numerous,  and  all  eqjoy  the  samepollti- 
eal  privileges,  and  are  equally  admissible 
to  every  office  in  the  state.  In  no  country 
of  Europe  is  education  more  general  than 
in  Prussia.  A  school  is  established  bv  law 
in  every  village,  at  which  the  attendance 
of  children  is  compulsory  lh>m  six  years 
of  age  "  till  such  time  as  the  clergyman  of 
the  parish  aiBrms  that  the  child  has 
acquired  all  the  education  prescribed  bv 
law  for  an  individual  in  its  station." 
Higher  schools  or  gymnasia  are  numerous, 
and  there  are  universities  at  Berlin,  Halle, 
Bonn,  Breslau,  Kttnigsberg,  Griefswald, 
OStttngen,  Kiel,  and  Marburg.  The  gov- 
ernment is  a  oonstitntlonar  hereditary 
monarehy,  the  King  of  Prussia  at  the 
same  time  being  Emperor  of  (Germany. 
Prussia  is  divided  into  eleven  provinces, 
which,  with  the  chief  towns  in  each,  are  as

surfaee  Is  fiat,  diversified  with  rockv 
heights ;  and  the  rest  of  the  country,  with 


the  exception  of  the  Derajat,  a  productive 
district  beyond  the  Indus,  fums  an  almost 
uninterrupted  plain  sloping  imperceptibly 
tnm  N.E.  to  8.W.  in  the  direction  of  the 
great  intersecting  rivers.  Wherever  water 
is  available  for  irrigation,  the  soil  is  re- 
markably productive,  elsewhere  the  country 
has  an  arid  appearance,  or  is  covered  with 
stunted,  thorny  shrubs,  reed  grass,  and 
plants  which  thrive  on  an  arid  soil.  The 
most  important  objects  of  culture  are  in- 
digo, sugar,  wheat,  maise,  rice,  cotton, 
hemp,  pulses,  and  tobacco.  Dates,  mangoes, 
oranges,  figs,  end  various  other  firuits  thrive 
well,  and  tea  is  grown  on  the  hills.  The 
animal  kingdom  is  rich  and  varied.  Many 
venomous  reptiles  are  common,  and  alli- 
gators, porpoises,  and  fish  abound  in  the 
rivers.  The  mineral  products  are  gold, 
iron,  nitre,  salt,  alum,  antimony,  and  sul- 
phur. The  climate  is  charactericed  by 
long  droughts,  and  the  summer  heat  is 
almost  intolerable.  In  winter  the  weather, 
on  the  contrary,  is  cold,  the  temperature 
sometimes  falling  to  within  a  degree  or 
two  of  flreezing  point  The  rivers  are 
mostly  fled  by  the  melting  of  the  snows, 
and  in  July,  when  the  rains  are  added  to 
the  then  swollen  streams,  most,  if  not  all 
of  them,  deeert  their  channels,  and  Inundate 
the  country  through  which  they  flow.  The 
population  consists  of  various  races,  of 
which  the  chief  are  Sikhs,  Jats,  Patans, 
Ou^ars,  and  Rajpoots.  The  bulk  of  the 
people  are  very  poor,  and  live  in  mean, 
mua-built  cottages  grouped  together  in 
villages  and  small  towns.  Nearly  two- 
thirds  of  the  people  are  Mohammedans, 
the  rest  are  Hindoos  or  Sikhs.  Education 
generally  is  well  attended  to,  and  as  all 
sects  alike  send  their  girls  to  school,  more 
has  been  done  for  female  education  in  the 
Punjab  than  in  all  the  rest  of  India.    A 

e>werftil  body  of  Bikhs  having  invaded  the 
ritf  sh  territories  E.  of  the  SutleJ  in  1846,  a 
disastrous  war  followed,  which  terminated 
by  the  submission  of  the  aggreesors  in 
1846.  A  treaty  followed,  hut  being  broken 
by  MoolrsJ  of  Multan  and  Shore  Slnifh  in 
1848,  the  British  again  took  the  field,  and 
after  several  engagements  finally  gained 
a  complete  victory  over  the  Sikhs  at  On- 
Jerat  21st  February  1849.  The  Punjab  was 
then  formally  annexed  to  the  BritUh  pos- 
sessions, and  the  existence  of  the  Sikhs  as 
an  independent  nation  terminated.

rial  pasture  lands.  It  is  trayersed  from 
N.E.  to  B.W.  by  the  Noirt  Dame  or  Orem 
Motuaaimt  and  the  WoUkUk  Jiountain$,  a 
short  range  of  crescent  form  between  the 
Oulf  of  St  Lawrence  and  Hudson  Bay. 
The  soil  is  in  general  rich.  The  forests 
consist  chiefly  ofred  and  white  pine  -,  but  a 
great  yariety  of  other  timber  abounds.

the  8.  by  luTemess.  Area,  including 
Cromarty  (with  which  it  is  unitedX  8161  sq. 
m.;  pop.  including  Cromarty,  80,966.  The 
W.  coast  is  deeply  indented  with  numerous 
lochs,  the  chief  of  which  are  Lochs  Broom, 
£««,  TorridoiHy  Carron,  Altk^  and  Oair  Loeh 
^all  arms  of  the  sea.  Tbe  aspect  of  the 
country  is  wild  and  mountainous,  inter* 
sected  by  beautiful  glens,  lakes,  and 
rivers.  Some  of  the  mountains  are  of 
considerable  altitude,  such  as  Ben  Doetrg^ 
which  is  8661  ft;  Bw  Wyvit,  8428  ft.; 
Ben  AlUgin,  8016  ft;  And  Ben  Clachan, 
90S8  ft  above  the  sea.  The  high  districts 
afford  abundant  pasturage  fbr  sheep  and 
cattle,  and  the  glens  produce  grain  crops 
of  a  superior  quality.

the  Dobradscha,  as  rar  as  a  line  stretching 
fhmi  the  E.  ef  SilistrU  to  the  Black  Sea  8. 
of  Mangolia.  With  this  additional  terri- 
tory the  area  is  49,463  sq.  m.,  and  the  pop. 
6,149,000.  The  country  is  for  the  most  part 
flat  or  nndulating,  except  in  the  W.,  where 
spurs  from  the  CarpaUiiana  give  it  a  some- 
what mountainous  character.  The  soil  is 
in  tbe  highest  degree  fertile.    Agricultare 
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If  aa  imporUnt  bnneh  of  indnitrj,  bat 
frequently  the  crope  ttifrer  much  from  the 
nirages  of  locusts,  or  sre  prevented  from 
coming  to  metorl^  brlongHsontlnQed  earn- 
mer  droughts.  While  Wallechie  is  desti- 
tute of  wood  throughout  elmost  Its  whole 
extent,  forests  are  of  great  extent  and  im- 
portance in  Moldavia.  The  riches  of  the 
country  consist  in  Its  bones,  cattle,  and 
sheep,  of  which  immense  numbers  are 
reared,  and  find  sustenance  on  its  hx 
stretching  plains.  Swine  also  are  numer- 
ous. Bees  are  extensively  reared  in  Mol- 
davia, and  the  swampy  marshes  extending 
for  miles  along  the  banks  of  the  Danube 
are  the  haunts  of  Innumerable  waterfowl. 
Minerals  are  said  to  be  abundant,  but  the 
only  one  that  Is  extensively  worked  is  rock- 
sslt.  The  Boumanlana  are  a  mixed  race 
descended  from  TnOan's  Roman  eolonists. 
They  speak  a  language  called  Romanic, 
which  u  chiefly  derived  from  the  Latin, 
though  in  highly  educated  drclea  French 
Is  generally  spoken,  eapedally  by  the 
ladtes.  The  established  religion  Is  that  of 
the  Greek  Church,  but  all  forms  of  Chris- 
tianity are  tolerated,  and  everv  person  en- 
Jovs  the  same  civil  and  polltiesl  rights 
whatever  his  religion  may  be-  The  ruler 
baa  the  title  of  Prince,  and  Is  aided  In 
the  government  by  responsible  ministers 
and  two  houses  of  legislature.  The  chief 
towns  are  Bucharest^  the  capital,  Jauy, 
the  chief  town  in  Moldavia,  GtUaUf  Kra- 
Jova^  Oiurgtito^  BrahUov^  Kdtafat,  and  Baha" 
dagh. 

Bomnali*,  roo-KM'/S'd.  orRnmlll,  room"- 
e-Is  (a  Turkish  corr.  or  Roumania,  which 
see;,  a  prov.  of  European  Turkey,  compris- 
ing ancieot  Macedonia  and  the  8.  half  of 
Thrsce;  it  is  bounded  N.  by  Eastern 
Roumelia,  Bulgaria,  and  Servia;  W.  by  Al- 
bania; 8.  by  the  Archipelago  and  the  8eaof 
Blarmora;  and  E.  by  the  Black  Sea.  Its 
area  is  estimated  at  16,8M  sq.  m.,  and  its 
pop.  at  1.454,000.  The  surface  Is  traversed 
by  ramifications  of  the  Balkan  Mountains, 
which  enclose  many  fertile  plidns  and  val- 
leys, the  chief  products  of  which  are  cotton, 
wine,  oil,  and  tobacco.

Towards  the  M.  and  W.  the  country  is 
monntainons,  but  on  the  8.  and  £.  it  is 
lerel  and  fertile.    The  scenery  is  varied 
and  pictareaqne.    The  OharioU  do  not  rise 
to  any  great  height,  the  most  elevated  part 
not  exceeding  2668  ft     The  herbage  is 
green  to  the  summit,  and  affords  pasturage 
to  Tsst  flocks  of  sheep,  which  are  here  the 
chief  stock  of  the  farmers.    The  N.  dis- 
tricts are  watered  by  the  Tweed,  besides 
which  and  the  Ltddd  and  ZHriol,  there  are 
in  the  CO.  numerous  streams,  locally  called 
"  waters,**  such  as  the  Jed,  Oala,  Allan,  Ale, 
and  Slitriff.  Roxburghshire  possesses  a  rery 
interesting  history  in  connexion  with  bor^ 
der  feuds  of  former  days,  and  exhibits 
many  relics  of  those  warlike  times  in  the 
Shane  of  castles,  towers,  snd  other  fbrtified 
edinces.    It  hM  also  seTcral  magnificent 
remains  of  monsstic  lifis  and  institutions.

Buropsan  Bussia  is  bounded  N.  bj  the 
Arctic  Ocean  and  Norway ;  W.  by  Sweden, 
the  Baltic  Sea,  Prussia,  Austria,  and  Rou- 
mania ;  8.  by  the  Black  Sea,  Sea  of  Axov, 
and  the  Caucasus  Mountains;  and  E.  by 
the  Canplan  Sea,  the  river  Ural,  and  the 
Ural  MounUins.  It  contains  about  8,223,000 
sq.m. ;  the  pop.  exceeds  74,400,000.  Russia 
belongs  to  the  great  plain  of  Europe,  and 
if  we  except  a  small  portion  between  Mos- 
cow and  St  Petersburg  (where  tbe  VcMai 
Hills  rise  to  a  mean  height  of  900  ft,  tbe 
highest  point  being  1828  ft.),  and  the  penin- 
sula of  the  Crimea,  the  country  presents 
either  a  gently  undulating  surface  or  is  a 
dead  level,  consisting  of  forests,  moorlands, 
marshes,  steppes,  and  fertile  soil.     The 

Srincipal  rivers  are  the  Petehara,  which 
ows  Into  the  Arctic  Ocean;  the  Msssn, 
NortiUru  Dwima,  and  On^v,  which  How 
into  the  White  Sea;  the  yian,  which  dis- 
chaiges  into  the  Gulf  of  Finland;  the 
Western  Dwina,  flowing  Into  the  Oulf  of 
Riga;  the  Dnieper  and  Dniester,  which 
empty  themselves  into  the  Black  Sea;

the  Volga  and  Ural,  which  discharge  into 
the  Caspian  Sea.

The  High  Steppes,  lying 
westward,  are  vast  plains  chiefly  of  suio, 
destitute  of  wood,  except  here  and  there  a 
stunted  birch  or  a  few  shmbs,  but  largely 
overgrown  with  coarse  grass  and  wild 
flowers,  which,  as  the  heat  of  the  season 
advaacesi  present  the  appearance  of  a  sun- 
burnt waste.  The  Low  Steppes,  to  the  £.,

Finland  embraces  8  govs.,  viz., 
Jfykmd,  Abo,  Tavastshus,  Wiboro,  Kuopio,  A 
MiehaeU,W«ua,BXiA  UUaborg;  the  principal 
towns  In  which  are  HeUvng/ors^  the  cap., 
uid  Abo.  The  people  of  Russia  are  di- 
vided into  a  great  variety  of  nations,  but 
they  belong  generally  to  two  great  races 
—the  Caucasian  and  the  Mongolian.  Of 
the  Caucasian  race  are  the  ScTavonians— 
including  Russians  proper,  Poles,  Lithu- 
anians, Letts  and  Wallachlana— Germans, 
Swedes,  Greeks,  Armenians,  Jews,  and 
GvpsiesL  Of  the  Mongolian  race  are  the 
Finns,  Samoides,  Tartars,  Turcomans,  and 
Kalmucks.  The  esUbll^hed  religion  is 
the  Greek  Church,  but  ail  other  sects  are 
tolerated,  except  the  Jews,  who  are  ex- 
cluded from  Russia  Proper.  Roman  Catho- 
lics are  very  numerous  in  Poland.  The 
Finns  and  Laplanders  are  Lutheran  Pro- 
testants. Mohammedanism  prevails  in  the 
8.E.I  and  the  northern  nomadic  tribes 
are  pagans  and  idolaters.  Education,  till 
lately,  has  been  little  attended  to,  and 
the  people  generally,  except  in  Finland, 
are  grossly  ignorant  and  superstitious.  In 
Finland  education  is  all  but  universal,  al- 
most every  person  being  able  to  read,  and 
many  to  write.  The  government  of  Russia 
is  an  absolute  hereditary  monarchy — ^the 
only  restraint  on  the  will  of  the  emperor 
being  the  influence  of  the  nobility  and 
clergy.  Great  reforms  In  administration 
have  taken  place  of  late  years.  Serfdom 
was  abolished  by  an  imperial  ukase  in 
1861,  and  now  all  classes  enjoy,  to  a 
certain  extent,  the  right  of  self-govern- 
ment. The  official  title  of  the  emperor  is 
Samodsrjstz,  which  signifies  ''autocrat." 

Asiatic  Russia  officially  consists  of  three 
great  divisions,  viz.,  the  Lieutenancy  of 
the  Caucasus,  Siberia,  and  Russian  Central 
Asia.  It  extends  fttim  88*  to  78"  N.  lat, 
and  from  87*  to  190*  E.  long.,  and  has  a 
total  area  estimated  at  6,3Sl,000  sq.  m., 
with  a  pop.  of  about  18,888.000.  The  lAeu- 
tenancy  of  Hkt  Caucasus  extends  from  the 
Sea  of  Azov  to  the  Caspian,  and  Includes 
all  the  Russian  territory  to  the  S.  of  the 
rivers  Terek  and  Kuban,  which,  although 
In  Gis-Cancasla,  are  regarded  by  the  Rus- 
sians as  the  S.  boundarv  of  Europe.  The 
lieutenancy  embraces  18  govs.,  viz.,  Kuban^ 
Stavropol,  and  7Vr,  in  Cis-€aucasia ;  Baku, 
Doahsstan^  Elisabeth]>ol,  Rrivant  Kutais, 
SukhuM,  Tchemoiemoret  T{fiis,  and  SakhO' 
taU,  in  Trans-Caucasla;  and  Kars  (com- 
prising the  diets,  of  Ardahan,*Karfl,  and 
Batonm),  in  Armenia.  Siberia  lies  be- 
tween 6r-76*  N.  lat.,  and  OO'-^ISO'  E. 
long.  It  Is  divided  Into  8  govs,  and 
eomprehendi  an  extent  of  eonntry  Urger 
than  .all  Europe.  Su  BiberiA.  Sonth 
of  Siberia,  ana  west  of  the  Tnlan-Shan 
|llonntatnS|  there  lies  ft  great  saucer  of 
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eootiii«ntal  dnlnage,  bounded  on  the  8. 
by  Persia  and  AfghaoistAn ;  and  the  whole 
of  tbiB  country,  excepting  the  remaina  o' 
Weatem  TurkeMan.  fotma  what  Is  known 
aa  Ruttiam  (Jtntral  Asia.    It  rociprlies  an 
area  of  1344^^0  «q.  m.,  with  a  p"p.  of 
abr/ut  AJ^fiflfi),  and  la  divided  into  seven 
Ifova.  and  four  prova.  The  provs.  are — Akmo- 
lintk,  Bevtijtalatituk,   Turgai,  Ural^  Semnre- 
ehentk,  Sir  Daria,  and    Zamfahan.     The 
proTs.  comprehend  Teke*  VafUy  (Koldja), 
Amoo  Varia,  TranM-Catpiam  Territorf.  mad 
Ferghana.    The  Canian  Beau,  whieb  fonns 
the  greater  part  of  the  W.  bonndarj  of 
Kuasiao  Central  Asia,  lies  at  the  bottom 
of  the  fp^at  aaoear  of  eontloental  drainage 
referred  to  above.    Eaatward  of  it  is  the 
Sea  of  Aral^  the  principal  feeders  of  which 
axe  the  Bir  Daria  and  tbe  Amoo  Daria. 
Between  the  Caspian  and  Aral  sess,  the 
desolate  steppe  in  which  they  lie  rises 
into  the  only  table-land  within   Asiatic 
Bossla;  It  is  named    Ust-Urt,  U.  High 
Land,  and  is  a  sandy  waste  fully  600  It 
high.    **  The  river  lU,  chief  feeder  of  Lakt 
Baikath^  comes  down,  with  its  many  trtbn- 
tariea,  through  the  hills  of  Dsnngaria,  from 
the  Thian-tjtian.      Ittik-Kul,  Ix.  Warm 
Lake,  so  called  because  it  never  freezes^ 
is  a  deep  mountain-lake,  with  a  compara- 
tively limited  srea  of  drainage.    Through- 
oat  Russian  Central  Asia  extremes  of  tem- 
perature prevail,  and.  In  the  Sir  Daria 
basin,  the  heat  of  autumn  is  aggravated 
by  a  wind  laden  with  fine  dust,  which 
darkens  the  air  for  a  week  at  a  time. 
Rain  being  almost  unknown,  except  to- 
wards tbe  mountainous  fh>ntier,  and  In 
the   mountainous    M.S.   comer,  IbrtlUty 
oomes  and  goes  with  irrigation ;  and  that 
even  so  near  the  mountains  as  the  lower 
and  middle  Hi  in  Daimffarla.     The  Bir 
Daria  valley  is  said  to  have  been  once 
so  thickly  settled  that  a  nightingale  oonid 
fly  from  branch  to  branch  of  the  flrnlt- 
trees  all  the  way  down  to  the  Sea  of 
Aral :  whereas,  though  the  fhilts  are  still 
excellent,  espeelally  about   Khokan,   its 
present  scanty  population  can  with  diffi- 
culty be  supported.     Across  the   Kidl 
Koom  desert,  which  lies  between  the  Sir 
Daria  and  the  Amoo  Daria,  it  has  been 
proposed   to  reopen,  for  Irrigation  pur- 
poses, a  ehannal  which,  even  in  the  pre- 
sent centurv,  united  the  two  rivers,  and 
fertilised  the  intervening  country.     The 
Sir  Daria  basin  is  rieh  in  coal,  with  which 
tbe  Russian  flotilla  on  the  Aral  Is  already 
supplied ;  also  in  iron,  lead,  naphtha,  and 
rock-salt.    In  these  and  in  other  minerals, 
the  spurs  of  the  Thian-Shan  are  parti- 
cularly rieh.'*     The  islands  belonging  to 
Asiatic  Russia  are  SkghaUm^  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Amoor,  and  the  Liakhov  gronp  and 
WrmtpM  Land,  In  the  Arctic  Ocean.

Saektm  (the  country  of  the  Saxons, 
whose  name  is  aerlTed  from  the  »eaz,  a  kind 
of  short  sword  which  they  carried  and  used 
in  warX  *  territory  of  Germai^,  encircled 
by  PrusslB,  Austria-Hungary,  Bavaria,  and 
the  Saxon  duchies.  On  its  8.  frontier  are 
the  Ersgebirge  Mountains,  as  their  name 
implies,  rich  in  minerals,  and  its  plains 
support  large  flocks  of  sheep,  the  wool  of 
whioh  rivals  the  Snanish  merino.  Agricul- 
ture is  proseeutea  with  the  greatest  dili- 
gence and  success,  and  a  considerable 
extent  of  land  is  laid  out  in  orchards  and 
Tineyards.

**  wanderers'*),  that  part  of  the  island  Great 
Britain  which  lies  to  tlie  N.  of  the  river 
Tweed.  Except  in  the  S.E.,  where  it  Is 
Joined  to  England,  it  la  everywhere 
bounded  by  the  sea.  Its  greatest  length 
from  Dunnet  Head  in  Caithness  to  the 
MnU  of  Galloway  In  Wigtown  is  278  m.; 
the  greatest  Iweadth  fkrom  Bnchan  Mess  in 
Aberdeenshire  to  the  most  westerly  point 
in  RoBS-shlre  is  160  m.  In  consequence 
of  the  coast  being  deeply  indented  by  large 
arms  of  the  sea  the  breadth  is  extremely 
irregular.  Between  Dornoch  Firth  and 
Low  Broom,  which  is  the  narrowest  part, 
the  distance  is  only  26}  m.  Area,  includ- 
ing the  islands,  80,468  sq.  m.;  pop. 
8^860L0ia  The  surface  for  the  most  part 
oonsiBts  of  rugged  and  sterile  highlauds : 
but  there  are  also  some  extemdve  lowland 
traeta  of  great  fertility.  The  countrr  is 
generally  separated  into  two  great  avl- 
slons— the  Mighkutd§  and  the  LovUanda. 
The  former,  mountainous  in  a  high  degree, 
is  inhabited  hv  a  race  of  Celts,  who  in 
many  parte  still  speak  the  Celtic  or  Gaelic 
language:  the  latter,  more  diversified  by 
hill  and  dale,  is  occupied  by  descendants 
of  the  Saxon  race,  who  speak  dialects  of  the 
Saxon  tongue.  The  natural  geography  of 
the  country,  however,  suggests  a  more  dis- 
tinct divitdon  Into  three  portions— AbrlA- 
era.  Central,  and  SmUhem.  The  Northern 
DivUion  extends  fhun  the  Pentland  Firth 
to  Gleumore  or  the  great  valley  which 
crosses  the  country  from  the  coast  of  Argyll 
to  the  Moray  Firth  in  the  Ihie  of  the  Cale- 
donian CanaL  Except  a  portion  of  tiie 
eastern  coast,  it  is  wholly  elevated,  and 
contains  among  other  mountains  Ben  AUow 
(rush  mountain),  4000  ft ;  Ben  Wyvie  (the 
mountain  of  terror),  8422  ft. :  Ben  Dearg 
(red  mountain),  8661  ft.;  and  Ben  More  of 
Aeewnt,  8281  ft.  The  Central  Division  ex- 
tends southward  from  Gleumore  to  the 
Firths  of  Forth  and  Clyde,  and  the  great 
canal  which  unites  the  two.  Of  this  divi- 
sion the  eastern  coast  contains  some  ex- 
tensive tracts  of  great  finrtility  and  high 
cultivation,  but  elsewhere  Its  espect  la 
mountainous,  the  highest  points  of  the 
United  Kingdom  being  within  its  range. 
The  highest  summits  are  Ben  Ne»i§  (the 
cloud-capped  mountain),  4406  ft. ;  Ben  Mac- 
dni  (the  black  boar  mounUin),  4296  ft.; 
Cairngorm  (the  blue  mountain),  4096  ft.; 
Loeknagar^  8800  ft.;  and  Ben  Cnaehan  (the 
cone-shaped  mountain),  8670  ft.  The  centre 
is  celebrated  for  its  picturesque  lake  and 
mountain  scenery.  Many  of  the  moun- 
tains, both  in  the  northern  and  central 
divisions,  are  extremely  precipitous,  and 
are  so  covered  with  blodcs  of  granite  and 
other  rocks  that  green  herbage  is  found 
onlv  on  the  lower  parta  where  it  ia  so  mixed 
with  heather  as  to  afford  shelter  to  game 
rather  than  pasturage  to  sheep  or  cattle. 
The  SoittAern  Division,  stretching  south- 
wards from  the  Central  Olvblou  to  tlie 
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English  border,  though  It  contains  several 
ranges  of  hills  and  moorland  tracts,  is 
chiefly  characterized  by  pastoral  dales 
watered  by  boautifnl  streams  and  gently 
rising  eminences  or  great  fertility.  Scot- 
landls  divided  politicaUy  into  83  counties, 
viz.— In  tA«  AorfA— Orlcney  and  Shetland, 
Caithness,  Sutherland,  Cromarty,  Ross, 
InvemeHs,  Nairn,  Moray  or  Elgin,  Banff, 
and  Aberdeen.  In  the  Centre — Kincardine, 
Forfar,  Perth,  Fife,  Kinross,  Clackman* 
nan,  Stirling,  Dumbarton,  Argyll,  and 
Bute.  In  the  AnitA— Edinburgh,  Had- 
dington, Linlithgow,  Lanark,  Kenfrew, 
Ayr,  Peebles,  Selkirk,  Berwick,  Roxburgh, 
Dumfries,  Kirkcudbright,  and  Wigtown, 
for  particulars  regarding  which  see  under 
their  respective  names.  The  largest  of 
Scottish  rivers  is  the  TViy,  remarkable  for 
its  immense  discharge  of  water,  amounting 
in  a  mean  state  to  218,169  cubic  ft.  per 
minute,  and  next  in  magnitude  are  the 
Twetx^  Clyde^  Spey,  Dee,  and  Forth,  These 
all  flow  E.  to  the  North  8ea,  except 
the  Clyde^  which  flows  N.W.,  and  enters 
the  Atlantic  The  mineral  productions 
are  numerous  and  important.  The  most 
abundant  are  coal,  iron,  lead,  granite,  sand- 
stone, and  roofing  slates.  Coal  and  iron 
are  chiefly  confined  to  the  soathem  divi- 
sion of  the  country  and  Fife.  Gold  (in 
small  qoantities),  silver,  and  lead  are 
found  at  Leadhills  and  Wanlockhead  in 
the  Lowther  Ilills,  granite  in  the  oos. 
Aberdeen  and  Kirkcudbright,  and  roof- 
ing slates  in  Argyll.  Wild  animals  are 
comparatively  rare.  Domestic  animals  are 
superior,  especially  the  horses  of  Clydes- 
dale, the  ponies  of  Shetland,  the  cattle  of 
the  if  ebrides  and  the  western  counties,  and 
the  Shetland  sheep  noted  for  the  fineness 
of  their  wool.  The  climate,  thongh  vari- 
able, is,  on  the  whole,  mild  and  salubrious. 
In  the  Western  Highlands  and  islands  an 
excess  of  moisture  prevsils.  The  eastern 
counties  have  less  rain,  bat  suffer  from 
piercing  east  winds,  accompanied  with 
chilling  fogs  from  the  German  Ocean.  In 
the  more  fertile  districts  agriculture  is  in  a 
very  advanced  state,  bat  a  very  large  por- 
tion of  the  cultivable  soil  is  in  grass  and 
devoted  to  the  rearing  of  sheep  and  cattle. 
The  staple  manufs.  consist  of  cotton  goods 
at  Glasgow,  shawls,  ^k  goods,  and  thread  at 
Paisley,  woollens  in  Aberdeenshire,  Selkirk, 
and  Roxburgh,  damasks  and  fine  linens 
at  Dunfermline,  floorcloths  at  Kirkcaldy, 
and  Jate  and  coarse  linens  at  Dundee.  Iron 
and  ironwares  are  produced  in  the  coal  and 
iron  districts.  Shipbuilding  is  carried  on 
at  all  the  principal  seaports,  and  Greenock 
is  noted  for  all  kinds  of  machinery.  The 
salmon  and  herrtng  fisheries  afford  employ- 
ment to  large  numben.  The  former  are 
conducted  on  the  Tay,  Tweed,  Dee,  Don, 
Findbom,  Spey,  Ness,  and  Gree :  the  latter 
on  the  N.E.  coast  and  in  Loch  Fyne  in  the 
W.  The  oommeroe  Is  con^eraUe,  and  still 


continues  to  improve.  Since  the  anion  of 
Scotland  with  England  In  1707  both  coun- 
tries have  been  mled  bvthe  aame  sove- 
reign, bot  Scotland  still  reUlns  its  own 
laws,  and  its  peculiar  mode  of  administering 
them.  The  established  religion  is  Presby- 
terianism,  divided  into  three  principal  d»> 
nominationB— the  £§UMi$htd  Churdi,  the 
Free  Church,  and  the  United  Fresbfteriamt. 
Besides  these  there  are  varloos  bodies  of 
Dissenters,  all  sects  being  freely  tolerated. 
Education  is  widely  diffused,  and  generally 
much  valued.  In  1873  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment was  passed  whereby  parenta  are 
obliged  to  send  their  children  to  school 
when  between  the  ages  of  five  and  thirteen. 
For  those  who  are  verr  poor  edncation  is 
provided  fr«e.  The  higher  edncation  of  the 
oountrv  is  oondacted  by  the  Universities 
of  Edinbui^h,  Glasgow,  Aberdeen,  and 
St  Andrews,  and  it  is  to  be  noted  that 
a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  whole 
population  take  a  university  coarse  in 
Scotland  than  in  England,  and,  as  on 
the  Continent,  the  professorial  element 
prevaila  lo  university  teaehing  to  the  al- 
most total  exolaslon  of  the  tatoriaL  The 
Scotch  are  generally  hardy,  refleetive, 
frugal  industrious,  and  brave,  and  the 
coontry  can  boast  of  some  of  the  greatest 
names  in  literature,  science,  and  art.

In  some  places  the  forests  consist 
wholly  of  fruit-trees,  especially  pears  and 
chestnuts;  elsewhere  tne  most  common 
trees  are  oak.  The  soil  in  the  valleys  and 
level  districts  is  fertile,  and  equally  fitted 
for  the  rearing  of  cattle  and  the  production 
of  com  and  wine.  The  former  is  the  favour- 
ite occupation,  not  more  than  one  twenty- 
fourth  of  the  land  being  under  tillage.  Bu- 
yer, copper,  lead,  and  iron  have  been  dis- 
ooveraa  in  several  places,  but  mining  is 
almost  unknown,  ana  the  few  manufactures 
that  exist,  consisting  of  woollens,  cottons, 
and  hardware,  are  fitted  only  for  home  use. 
The  climate  generally  is  temperate  nod 
salubrious ;  in  the  higher  regions  the  win- 
ters are  long  and  somewhat  cold.  The 
principal  rivers  flowing  through  Bervia  are 
the  Moraoa  and  the  Timokj  tributaries  of 
the  Danube,  and  the  principal  towns  are 
JMgrade,  the  capital,  nragoJebaU,  the  an- 
cient capital,  SemendrUif  AUxinai»^  and 
JfUta  or  Niah,  Bervia  has  undergone  maov 
changes  in  its  administration.  Though 
from  1816  to  1878  it  acknowledged  the 
BupmnaQy  of  Turkey,  and  paid  ao  annual 


tribute  of  £900,000  to  the  Sultan,  it  was 
ruled  by  its  own  prince,  and  was  in  otlu  r 
respects  an  independent  state.  By  the 
Berlin  Treaty  of  1878,  the  snseralntv  of  the 
8ultan  was  brought  to  an  end,  and  to  the 
Servian  territory  were  added  4896  sq.  m., 
embracing  a  population  of  964,000.  In 
the  government  the  ruler,  who  is  oalled 
Prince,  is  aided  by  a  representative  assem- 
bly oalled  the  8kupts(diina.

Area  estimated 
at  250,000  sq.  m.;  pop.  about  11,800,000. 
The  word  Slam,  which  is  Malay  for  **  the 
brown  race,"  is  unknown  to  the  natives, 
who  call  their  country  TAni,  or  Muana 
TkaH,  U.  "the  kingdom  of  the  free.^' 
The  country  is  either  hilly  or  mountain- 
ous, except  in  the  centre  part,  the  valley 
of  the  Menam,  which  is  a  rich  alluvial 
plain,  In  which  rice  and  malse  are  ex- 
tensively cultivated.  Excellent  teak  tim- 
ber abounds  in  the  forests,  and  sugar, 
cocoa,  cotton,  black  pepper,  and  fruits,  are 
important  articles  of  export.  The  Siamese 
are  generally  of  low  stature,  and  are  not 
attractive  in  personal  appearance.  Besides 
these,  a  laige  proportion  of  the  inhabitants 
are  Chinese  and  Malays.  The  constitution 
is  a  feudal  monarchy.  The  so-called  white 
elephants,  kept  as  sacred  animals  at  the 


oonrte  of  Slam,  an  really  browniah-TaDow. 
resembling  the  colour  of  slightly  roasted 
coffee-beans.  Siam  proper  is  the  valley  of 
the  Menam,  on  which  are  found  the  great 
centres  of  population,  the  chief  of  which  is 
Bankok^  the  cap.,  a  great  mart,  although, 
from  the  shallowness  of  the  water,  in- 
accessible to  large  ships.

EUbexl*.  $i-b«rr0^  (said  to  be  derived 
from  the  ancient  Siber,  situated  on  the 
banks  of  the  Irtish,  and  the  capital  of 
a  petty  Tartar  state),  a  vast  territory 
In  Northern  Asia,  belonging  to  Russia, 
bounded  on  the  N.  by  the  Arctic  Ocean; 
W.  by  Bnsda  In  Europe;  S.  by  Rosaian 
Central  Asia,  Mongolia,  and  Mantchooria; 
and  E.  by  the  Sea  of  Okhotsk  and  Behring 
Sea.  Ito  length  from  the  Ural  Mountaina 
to  the  S.  extremity  of  Kamtachatka  is 
about  4000  m. ;  its  breadth  from  N.  to  8.  is 
about  1900  m.  Area  about  4,078,000  sq.  m. ; 
pop.  about  8^440,000.  A  country  of  su^ 
extent  mnst  necessarily  present  a  great 
variety  of  aspect.  In  the  nortiiem  and 
eastern  parte  it  oonsiste  of  vast  plains 
covered  with  almost  perpetual  snow,  and 
abounds  with  numerous  saline  marshes 
and  pools,  with  the  remarkable  Lai$ 
Baikal  in  the  8. ;  while  the  great  rivers, 
the  Lena^  Teiu$ei,  and  Obi,  pursue  their 
courses  through  a  great  p^  of  the  year 
under  snrfeoes  of  ice  to  the  Arette  Ooean. 
In  the  central  and  sonthem  parte  are 
dense  foreste  of  pine,  lareh,  and  birch,  but 
ordinarv  vegetation  is  in  a  great  measure 
checked  by  the  severity  of  the  cold.  The 
valley  of  the  Amoor,  and  some  other  parte 
In  the  S.W.,  possess  remarkable  fertility, 
but  steppes  or  great  plains,  covered  with 
luxuriant  herbage,  without  a  tree  or  a 
shrub,  are  the  chief  characteristic  of  the 
provinces  in  the  8.  The  climate  is  pro- 
veridal  for  ite  severitv.  Winter  continues 
for  nine  or  ten  months,  when  the  cold  is 
sometimes  so  severe  as  to  freese  mercury, 
and  even  in  summer  it  is  said  '*  to  be  im- 
poatible  to  excavate  graves  for  the  dead 
without  the  aid  of  fire."  Among  the  wild 
animals  are  found  the  reindeer,  the  white 
bear,  the  arctic  or  black  fox,  the  lynx, 
wild  boar,  wolf,  glutton,  beaver,  Caspian 
antelope,  and  wild  sheep;  but  the  most 
valuable  are  the  sable  and  other  fur- 
bearing  animals  of  the  northem  pliUns, 
for  the  skins  of  which  the  Russian  hunter 
encounters  all  the  perils  and  dangers  of  tiie 
most  dreary  and  solitary  wastes.     Useful 
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animals  are  the  camel,  the  hone,  the  hroad- 
tailed  sheep,  an  infarior  eort  of  cattle,  and 
a  wolfish-lookins  dog  used  for  drawing 
sledges.  The  nyers  ahoond  with  ilsh, 
feathered  game  is  plentiAil,  and  whales 
and  other  cetaceous  animals  freqnent  the 
E.  eoaat.  SIheria  is  yery  rich  in  minerals. 
The  principal  are  gold,  diver,  copper,  lead, 
platinam,  malachite,  tin,  cine,  antimony, 
with  the  diamond,  emerald,  topaa,  and 
▼arions  other  predons  stones.  The  neople 
are  of  Tarlons  trihes— the  Samoiedes,  or 
** salmon  eaters,'*  ooenpy  the  north;  the 
Tchnkchees,  the  part  opposite  to  America; 
the  Buriats,  both  eidee  of  Lake  Baikal; 
bnt  besides  these  are  many  other  ttibes 
whose  hiAits  oorrespond  to  the  wandering 
life  peculiar  to  the  Tartar  race.  The  chief 
oocnpatlons  are  banting,  fishing,  and  work- 
ing in  the  mines.  Agriculture  is  pursued 
on  a  rery  limited  scale.  The  mines  give 
employment  to  about  190,000  persons.  The 
commerce  consists  of  exchanging  by  barter 
whateyer  the  mines,  the  fisheries,  and 
the  hunting  grounds  produce,  for  tea, 
silk,  poroelidn,  paper,  and  otiier  manu- 
factured foods,  chiefly  from  Europe  and 
China.  Merchandise  is  oonreyed  by  the 
rivers  during  the  short  summer,  but,  for 
the  most  part,  by  sledges,  drawn  by  dogs 
or  the  reindeer,  during  winter.  The  re- 
ligion of  the  goTemment  is  the  Greek 
Church.  Some  of  the  tribes  are  Moham- 
medans; others  are  Pagan,  and  among 
theee  great  superstition  prerails.  For  ad- 
ministntlTe  purposes,  Siberia  is  divided 
Into  eight  foremmentt,  via,  Amoor$ka^af 
Irkutsk,  Prtmankaya,  or  itaritime  Begum, 
ToboUk^  Tomtik,  Tnuta- Baikal^  TakmUk,  and 
TtninUk,  The  chief  dtiesars  2b6oUk  and 
IrkuUk. 

Bloily,  nf'a-e  (said  to  be  derived  from 
the  SvBuli,  a  people  from  Italy,  who  pro- 
bably were  the  first  inhabitants  of  the 
island),  the  largest  isUnd  In  the  Medi- 
texranean.  separated  from  Italy  by  the 
Straits  of  Messina.  Its  extreme  length 
is  185  m.,  and  Its  greatest  breadth  190 
m. ;  area  I0,i600  sq.  m.  It  is  mountainous, 
bnt  the  soil  is  rich,  and  the  climate  de- 
lightftiL  Its  vegetable  productions  em- 
brace many  tropical  as  well  as  European 
plants,  and  it  was  anciently  regarded  as  the 
granary  of  Italy.  The  prind^  artidee  of 
export  are  the  wines  of  Marsala,  sulphur, 
fhiito,andollve<dl.    Pop.9,ftaM)09.

Inverness,  off  the  S.  coast  of 
Skye,  from  which  it  Is  separated  by  Soay

Sotaraon,  so-^rrron,  a  vil.  of  N.  W.  India, 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  SntleJ,  25  m.  N.E. 
of  Ferosepnr,  where  the  BriUsh  gained  a 
great  victory  over  the  Sikhs,  10th  Febraary 
1846,  which  put  an  end  to  the  first  Pni^ab 
war. 

BoeletT  Iilanda  (so  called  hj  Captain 
Cook  in  honour  of  the  Royal  Society,  at 
whoae  recomroendatUm  the  voyage  which 
led  to  their  discovery  was  undertaken),  a 
group  in  the  8.  Padile,  of  which  the  chief 
are  OtaJkeiU  or  Tahiti,  BaialM,  and  Kimeo.

The  proTinoea  are  named  chiefly  from  the 
principal  town  in  each.  Next  to  Switzer- 
land, Spnin  la  the  most  monntalnoua  coun- 
try in  Europe.  The  Pyrenees,  forming  ita 
M.E.  boundary,  are  continued  through  the 
northern  prorinoea  under  the  name  of  the 
JfoKnlauw  o/  Aaturiaa,  and  terminate  in 
Cape  Finlaterre.  A  aecondary  range, 
called  the  iterioii,  atretehea  aouthward 
from  the  Fnreneea  to  Cape  d«  Oata  in 
Granada.  From  the  Iberian  range  four 
other  chains  extend  from  E.  to  W.  till 
they  reach  the  Atlantirt.  Theae  are  the 
Sierra  de  GuadarawtOf  the  Sierra  de  ToUdOf 
the  &erra  iiorena  (dark  or  brown  moun- 
taina),  and  the  Sierra  Nevada  (anowr  moun- 
tains). The  highest  peak  ia  Mulkaeen  of 
Sieira  Nevada,  11,664  ft  The  Central  dia- 
tricta,  comprising  Old  and  New  Caatile. 
ccnaiat  of  eztenaiye  table-landa,  eleratea 
generally  from  180O  to  SOOO  ft,  though  the 
royal  palaee  of  the  Bacmial,  apparently  on 


a  plain,  ia  8600  ft.,  and  San  Ildefonso,  the 
summer  residence  of  the  Spaniah  aove- 
reigna.  ia  4166  fU  aboye  the  sea.     In  the 
S.  ana  S.E.  are  rich  and  fertile  plains, 
which  gradually  alope  towarda  the  shores 
of  the  Mediterranean.  The  principal  rirera 
which  flow  through  the  plains  enclosed  by 
the  mountain  rangea,  named  according  to 
their  magnitudea,  are  the  Tague^  DourOt 
SbrOj  OuadianOt  and  Ouadcdquivir.    These 
all  have  a  westward  course  towarda  the 
Atlantic,  except  the  Ebro^  which  flows  E. 
to  the  Mediterranean.    The  climate  varies 
according  to  elevation  and  exposure.    In 
the  N.  and  N.W.  rain  falla  abundantly, 
and  the  wintera  are  long  and  aevere.    The 
Central  table-land  is  subject  to  great  ex- 
tremea  of  heat  and  cold,  and  often  expOMd 
to  aevere  droughta.    In  the  aonthem  dis- 
tricta,  including  Andaluaia,  Mureia,  and  S. 
Valencia,  the  winter  is  temperate,  and  the 
spring  and  autumn  delightnil,  but  during 
summer  they  are  visited  by  s  acorehing 
wind  from  Africa,  called  the  aolamo,  which 
not  only  withers  every  green  thing,  but 
renden  the  season  intolerable  to  northern 
Europeans.     The  towns  on  the  £.  coast, 
abeltered  by  the  high  lands  of  the  interior, 
enjoy  an  aimoat  perpetual  sunahtne,  and 
are  favourite  jplacea  of  winter  residence 
for  invalida.    The  aoil  is  in  general  fertile, 
and   where  artiflcially   irrigated  ia  well 
adapted  to  uriculture,  and  the  cultivation 
of  several  kuida  of  nsefhl  fruita.    Besides 
wheat,  maixe,  cotton,  rice,  hemp,  and  flax, 
which  are  the  principal  cropa,  olives,  flgs, 
gnpea,  dates,  almonds,  oranges,  and  lemons, 
are  found  in  abundance.   Sugar  is  grown  to 
some  extent  in  Valencia  and  the  south.  A 
flbroua  grass,  called  esfwrio,  which  growa 
wild  in  the  8.E.,  la  largely  exported  to 
Britain  for  the   manufacture  of  pAper. 
Agriculture  is  in  an  exceedingly  back- 
ward atate,  and  in  many  parts  ia  much 
neglected  for  the  rearing  of  aheep,  horses, 
mules,  and  asses.    The  Spanish  breed  of 
aheep  called  Merino,  once  peculiar  to  the 
peninaula.  and  much  eateemed  for  the  fine- 
nesa  of  their  wool,  have  now  been  intro- 
duced into  most  European  countriea;  the 
horsea,  called  Barbe,  from  Barbery,  whence 
they  were  introduced  bv  the  Moora,  have 
long  been  distinguished  for  their  beauty 
and  activity;  and  the  mulea  and  asaes,  re- 
markably aure-lboted,  are  the  flneat  in  the 
world.    Though  the  central  table-land  is 
treeless,  forests  cover  abont  one-twelfth  of 
the  whole  surface,  the  principal  treea  being 
pine,  beech,  evergreen-oak,  cork,  cheatnut, 
and  haxei.     Bean,  wolves,  and  boan  roam 
in  the  foreeta  and  in  the  colder  and  more 
roountainouB  districts.     Wild  bulla   are 
found  In  Andaluaia.    The  mineral  wealth 
of  Spain  is  very  great,  but  mining  opera- 
tiona  are  by  no  mean*  active;  in  manv 
eases  they  are  altogether  neglected.  Lead, 
however,  ia  extenaively  wrought,  nearly 
half  of  Uie  lead  produced  in  Europe  being 
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obtaliMd  limn  Bptln.  The  qalelullTsr  mine 
at  Almeden  to  the  riebeet  in  Borope,  end 
at  Cardona,  near  Hontaerrat,  to  a  hlU  about 
400  ft.  high,  and  about  8  m.  In  oirenm- 
ferenoe,  which  to  a  eolld  mase  of  rock 
■alt  Sllyer,  iron,  copper,  aino,  tin,  anti- 
naony,  cobalt,  coal,  and  Tarione  coloured 
marblee  and  building  stonee  are  alio  found. 
The  manalketuree,  long  in  a  declining  state, 
haye  recently  begun  to  reviye.  The  mo«t 
important  is  that  of  wine,  carried  on  at 
Zeros,  Malaga,  and  Alicante;  silk  and 
cotton  ihbrics  are  manufketured  at  Va- 
lenda;  woollen  cloths  in  Aragon  and 
CatalonU;  Unen  in  Oalioto*,  and  leather 
in  Galieia,  Biscay,  and  Andalusia.  Ex* 
tensiye  iron  works  are  in  the  N.  Spain, 
from  its  geographical  position,  the  extent 
of  its  coast  fine,  and  its  numeroos  ports, 
has  great  adyantages  fbr  commerce,  yet 
its  foreign  trade  is  limited,  and  to  almost 
ezdusiyely  confined  to  France,  Bngtond, 
the  United  SUtes,  and  Cnba.  The  estab- 
lished religion  is  Roman  Catholic.  All  con- 
Tentnal  establishments  haye  totely  been 
suppressed,  and  Protestant  worship,  under 
certain  seyere  restrictions,  to  now  tolerated. 
Education  is  at  a  somewhat  low  ebb.  Until 
1806,  the  superintendence  of  the  schools 
was  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  clergy; 
but  subsequent  enactments  placed  the  in- 
struction of  the  people  under  the  ears  of 
the  goyemment,  and  a  radical  reform  waa 
thereby  introduced.  Among  the  inhabit- 
ants four  dtotfnct  races  eztot  in  Bpatn— 
the  Sjpaniardt  proper,  the  JB^mims,  the 
Moon,  and  the  OiUunM  or  Ojfpnu.  The 
SpmdardMt  ^ho  are  descended  from  the 
Celtic,  Roman,  Gothic,  and  Moorish  na- 
tions, who  altemately  ruled  in  the  country, 
are  a  grRye,  proud,  indolent,  and  some- 
what cruel  people,  with  a  deep  attachment 
to  their  country  and  religion,  uid  an  In- 
ordinate loye  of  ecctosiastlcal  display. 
Bnll-Hghting  and  dandug  in  the  open 
air  are  their  (kvourite  amusemeats.  The 
BatqHM,  fbund  in  the  mountains  of  As- 
turtas  and  the  neighbouring  Pyrenees, 
haye  still  preseryed  their  ancient  man- 
ners and  liberty,  and  are  the  unabsorbed 
remnant  of  the  aborigines.  They  number 
about  490,000,  and  are  a  gallant  and  Ubori- 
ous,  but  also  a  rude  and  obstinate  race. 
They  speak  a  language  totally  dllTerent 
from  the  others,  called  the  Eiqitara  or 
Baaque^  which  to  probably  the  old  lan- 
guage of  the  eonntry.  The  Jfoor«,  the 
remains  of  the  African  race,  exist  In  Anda- 
lusto.  The  Oifpttea  (probably  of  Hindoo 
origin)  number  about  4fig000,  and  are  found 
in  yarions  parto.  They  do  not  generally 
lead  a  wandering  llfo  as  in  England,  but 
haye  fixed  habitations  and  yarions  employ- 
ments, though  they  still  presenre  intact 
the  indiyiduaUty  and  all  the  pecuUaritiee 
of  their  race.  One  twenty-fourth  of  the 
population  are  Batquow,  one  two-hundredth 
an  ifoors,  and  one  two-hnndrsd-aad-flftietb 


The  ffoyvnment  of  Spahi  to 
a  limited  monarchy.  In  1868-9,  and  again 
in  187^4,  a  republican  goyemment  extoted, 
but  on  the  Slst  December  1874,  the  republie 
was  abolished,  and  Alfonso  XII.,  of  the 
House  of  Bourbon,  was  proclaimed  king. 
The  national  assembly  is  called  the  Cortes, 
and  consists  of  two  chamber*,  a  senate  and 
a  eongress  of  deputies.— ifoiirwi,  on  the 
Mansanares,  is  the  cap.

by  the  Atlantic  Ocean;  by  Ross  and  Crom- 
arty on  the  8. ;  the  North  8ea  on  the  S.E. ; 
and  Caithness  on  the  E.  Area  1886  sq. 
ro.;  pep.  84317.  A  constderable  part  of 
the  00.  is  occupied  by  forests  and  moun- 
tains. Among  the  latter  may  be  noted 
Ben  Mfn,  8281  ft;  Bm  CUbrig,  8164  ft; 
and  Am  H«e,  28S6  ft  above  the  sea.  There 
are  nonerous  lakes,  the  most  important 
being  Lochs  5Atn,  Asignt,  BDve,  MoVf  St- 
jAm,  Jfavtfr,  and  LaoghaU.  The  rivers  are 
also  nonerous;  theprindpel  are  the  Oikel 
or  OyUa,  Fleet,  BrortL  and  F(tfawda;0,  all 
valuabte  fbr  their  salmon  fishings.

Baltic:  and  E.  by  the  Baltic,  the  Gulf  of 
Bothnia,  and  Russia.  Area  1714)78  sq.  m. ; 
vpp.  4,6dl  668.  It  is  oalled  by  the  natlvee 
Awr^  which  tmu  Bvea-riMe  means  **the 
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ki ngdom  of  the  SrUr  or  Saeones.**  Except 
In  the  W.,  where  the  Ktolen  Mountains 
separate  the  eonntry  from  Norway,  Sweden 
has  few  elevations  of  any  great  extent 
Most  of  the  surface  Is  flat,  and  contains 
numerous  lakes,  rivers,  cataracts,  and  ver- 
dant valleys.  The  water  surface  covers 
14,7*21  sq.  m.,  the  lar;n-st  lakes  being 
Wener,  Wetter,  and  Mtrlar^  occupying 
reBi>ectiveIy  areas  of  2015,  714,  and  470 
sq.  m.  These  lakes  are  connected  by 
canals,  and  afford  great  advantages  for 
navigation.  Considering  its  high  latitude 
Sweden  enjoys  a  milder  climate  than 
might  be  expected,  the  mean  temperature 
of  the  year  at  Stockholm  being  42*  S'Fahr. 
The  winters  are  very  cold,  and  the  summers 
are  very  hot,  but  it  is  neither  so  cold  nor 
so  hot  in  the  W.  as  it  is  in  the  E.  There 
may  be  said  to  be  only  two  seasons  in 
Sweden,  the  transition  from  winter  to 
summer  and  from  summer  to  winter  being 
complete  in  a  few  days.  During  summer, 
even  in  the  northern  districts,  vegetation 
is  so  rapid  that  barley  is  reaped  within 
two  months  of  the  time  of  its  sowing.  The 
soil  is  not  generally  fertile,  bat  the  produce 
Is  seldom  unequal  to  the  consumption. 
The  crops  chiefly  raised  are  the  Tarlous 
eereals,  potatoes,  hemp,  flax,  hops,  and 
tobacco.  Forests  cover  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  surface.  The  trees  most 
commonly  met  with  are  the  pine,  fir,  and 
birch,  T^uabie  not  only  for  the  timber, 
tar,  and  pitch  which  Uiey  yield,  but  on 
account  of  their  supplying  charcoal  and 
firewood,  which,  in  the  absenoe  of  coal, 
constitute  the  principal  fbel  of  the  country. 
In  the  extreme  N.  stunted  bashes,  dwarf 
plants,  and  lichens  are  the  onlv  forms  of 
vegetation  seen.  The  wild  animals  still 
common  are  the  wolf,  lynx,  fox,  badger, 
marten,  hare,  and  squirrel;  bears  and 
beavers,  formerly  often  met  with,  are  now 
becoming  scarce,  and  the  elk  is  now  found 
only  in  the  less  frequented  localities. 
Horses,  cattle,  sheep,  pigs,  and  goata  are 
extensivelv  reared,  but  the  pastures  being 
poor,  the  horses  snd  cattle  are  small,  and 
the  sheep  yield  an  inferior  wool.  The 
only  domestic  animals  N.  of  the  Arctic 
circle  are  the  reindeer  and  the  dog.  Fish 
in  abundance  is  found  in  the  lakes,  rivers, 
and  near  the  shores — ^upwards  of  80  differ- 
ent kinds  being  sold  for  use.  Sweden 
is  remarkably  rich  in  minerals.  Gold, 
■liver,  lead,  zinc,  alum,  manganese,  cobalt, 
marble,  slate,  and  granite  are  all  found, 
but  the  chief  products  are  iron  and  copper, 
the  former  obtained  from  the  mines  or 
Dannemora,  80  m.  N.  of  Upsala,  the  most 
raluable  iron  mine  in  the  world,  and  the 
latter  from  the  mine  of  Fahlun,  which  has 
been  worked  1000  yean.  Agriculture  and 
manufactures  are  imperfectly  developed ; 
the  former,  however,  Ims  made  great  pro- 
gress during  the  last  SO  or  40  years ;  the 
latter  Includes  woollen  and  linen  fabrics. 


paper,  nigar,  tobaeeo,  gloves,  laftthar,  tar, 
and  to  a  small  extent  cotton.  Shipbuild- 
ing, distilling,  and  brewing  are  extensively 
carried  on.  The  internal  commeroe  is 
considerable;  the  foreign  commerce  Is 
chiefly  confined  to  Braail  and  other  8. 
American  ports,  France,  Germany,  Great 
Britain,  and  Russia.  The  establfshed 
religion  is  Lutheranism.  All  secis  are 
tolerated,  bat  there  Is  a  strong  nstional 
feeling  against  Roman  CatholieiMn.  VAn- 
cstion  is  extensively  diffused,  and  is  made 
compulsory  by  law.  There  Is  a  nniverdty 
at  Upsala,  where  the  great  botanist  Lin- 
nans  was  a  professor,  and  another  atLund; 
the  former  founded  in  1476,  the  latter  by 
Charies  XI.  in  1066.  The  people,  who  are 
of  Teutonic  origin,  are  charaeteriMd  by 
simplicity,  hospitality,  industry,  love  oif 
country,  and  bravery.  The  goveninent  is 
a  limited  monarchy.  Sweden  and  Nwway 
since  1814  have  been  governed  by  the  lam* 
king,  but  they  have  different  eonstituflons, 
and  otherwise  are  independent  kingdoms. 
The  Legislative  Assembly  of  Sweden,  cilled 
the  Diet,  consists  of  two  daamben  of  repre- 
sentatives chosen  by  the  people.  In  cases 
of  legislation,  the  veto  of  the  king  is  abio- 
lute.  The  eonntry  consists  of  8  great 
divisions — Svealand  or  Sweden  Proper, 
Gothland,  and  Norrland,  which  are  sub- 
divided into  S4  UuH  or  governments,  via. :

Bwitserland  (derived  from  Sehwgt,  the 
name  of  the  canton  in  which  the  first  blow 
for  national  freedom  was  struck  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  14th  century,  and  hence 
honoured  to  gWe  its  name  to  the  whole 
confederationX  Oerm.  Sehweiim,  anc  Hel- 
vetia, a  country  of  Central  Europe,  bounded 
N.  by  Germany;  W.  by  France;  8.  by 
Italy:  and  E.  by  Austria.  Its  greatest 
length  from  E.  to  W.  is  SD6  m. ;  its  greatest 
braadtb  166  m.;  araa  16,727  sq.  m.;  pop. 
2,776,086.  Switzerland  is  the  most  moun- 
tatttooa  country  in  Europe,  and  is  distin- 
guished for  the  variety,  boldness,  and 
sublimity  of  its  scenery.  It  is  not,  how- 
ever, equally  elevated  throughout.  While 
the  southern  cantons  ara  mountainous  in 
the  highest  degree,  those  in  the  N.  W.  ara 
comparatively  only  hilly,  and  thera  is  In 
the  angle  formed  by  the  Jura  Mountains 
and  the  Alps  a  great  valley  100  m.  in 
length  and  from  20  to  80  ro.  in  braadtb, 
not  absolutely  level  indeed,  but  when 
contrasted  with  the  towering  heights 
by  which  it  is  enclosed,  what  may  be  said 
to  be  a  plain.  The  principal  mountain 
ranges  ara  the  Alps,  which  run  E.  and  W. 
along  the  southern  or  Italian  frontier,  and 
the  Jura  Mountaint,  which  separate  the 
western  cantons  fhmi  France.  The  Swiss 
Alps  ara  divided  into  the  Pennine  Atpt, 
the  Hdvetian  or  LeponHne  Alpe,  the  Bhtttlan 
Alps  and  the  Bemete  Alpe.  Of  these  the 
Pennine  Alps  ara  the  highest  and  include 
ifont  Blanc  (in  France),  16,784  ft. ;  MonU 
JRoaa,  16,217  ft,  and  Mont  Oervin,  14,771  ft., 
the  three  highest  mountains  in  Europe.  The 
Lepontlne  Alps  are  the  most  ramarkable 
for  magntfleent  scenery,  and  ara  the  most 
visited  of  all  the  Alpine  chains.  Their 
culminating  point  Is  Mont  Furea,  14,087  ft 
The  most  conspieuotis  of  the  Bernese  Alps 
ara  FineUr-Aarharn,  14,026  ft.;  the  Jung- 


/ran,  18,720  ft ;  and  the  ahreckhom^  18,897 
ft  Aoross  these  mountains  ara  several 
passes  or  carriage  roads,  but  the  principal, 
according  to  their  elevation,  ara  the  Great 
8t  Bernard,  8178  ft.,  crossed  by  Napoleon 
with  his  army  in  1800,  but  mora  famous  for 
Its  hospice,  and  sagacious  dogs  employed  In 
the  service  of  travellera  benighted  or  en- 
dangered by  the  snow-storms ;  the  Gemmi 
Pose,  7606  ft. ;  the  Oriwuel  Pas*,  7126  ft. ; 
the  SplUgen  Paee,  6989  ft. ;  the  Aim  of  St 
OctkardLon  the  summit  of  which  is  a  con- 
vent, 6890  ft ;  and  the  SimpUm  Pan^  6692 
ft.— a  work  of  great  labour  constructed  by 
Napoleon.  Besides  these  thera  are  also 
several  paths  at  still  greater  elevations, 
but  these  ara  passable  only  by  mules. 
The  highest  Is  the  Weiuthor,  below  Monte 
Sosa,  11360  ft  A  peculiar  charscteriBtie 
of  the  Alps  is  their  glaciera  or  ioe-flelda— 
extensive  tracts  of  froaen  snow,  having  the 
appearance  of  an  agitated  sea  suddenly 
congealed.  Of  these,  thera  ara  supposed 
to  be  about  400  in  Switserland,  vpirying  in 
length  from  three  to  twelve  miles,  and  In 
breadth  from  half-a-mlle  to  nearlv  three. 
In  summer  the  snow  ft^quently  becomes 
detached  from  the  mountains,  and  ava- 
lanches descend  with  Bueh  violence  that 
entire  villages  ara  sometimes  buried 
beneath  them.  Other  grsnd  and  intet^ 
esting  features  in  the  scenery  of  Switzer- 
land ara  its  numerous  lakes,  its  rivera 
and  its  waterfalls.  Though  the  largest 
of  the  lakes — OenevOy  also  called  Lemon, 
and  Oonetanee— tire  much  inferior  in  size 
to  the  lakes  of  Russia  and  Sweden,  they 
are  pre-eminently  beautlftil.  The  rivera 
are  among  the  largest  in  Europe.  De- 
scending generally  from  elevated  sources, 
their  rapid  currents  render  them  compara- 
tively of  little  use  in  navigation,  but  they 
ara  distinguished  for  their  picturesque 
beauty  and  the  numerous  waterfalls 
which  ara  formed  in  many  of  their  courses. 
The  mora  important  cataracts  ara  those  of 
the  Aar  and  Beuse,  the  Stauhbaeh  in  the 
valley  of  Lauterbrunnen  (the  highest  in 
Europe),  the  Shine  below  Schalfhausen,  and 
the  Beiehenbaeh  in  the  valley  of  Meyringen, 
which  by  six  falls  descends  1000  ft.  Owing 
to  the  great  differances  in  elevation  of  the 
surface,  there  Is  great  diversity  In  the  cli- 
mate and  productions  of  the  soli.  In  the 
valleys  the  heat  in  summer  is  often  oppres- 
sive, while  the  surrounding  heights  ara 
robed  with  snow.  By  reason  of  Uie  great 
elevation  and  the  rigour  of  the  climate 
about  one-fourth  of  the  country  is  ren- 
dered useless  to  man,  but  in  the  N.W.  and 
in  the  valleys  the  soil  is  generally  fertile, 
and  besides  the  ordinary  kinds  of  grain, 
fhiits  of  various  kinds  are  abundantly  pro- 
duced. Timber  is  obtained  in  large  quanti- 
ties from  the  forests  which  cover  many 
of  the  mountain  sides,  the  principal  trees 
being  oak,  beech,  birch,  lareh,  pine,  and 
alder.  The  animals  found  on  the  mountains 
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are  the  bear,  chamois,  marm-yt.  tb^x  or  rock- 
goat,  ea^le.  and  the  bt-arded  raltare.  Fiah 
abr>un  i  in  all  the  lakes.  Jfetala  are  less 
abandant  than  might  be  expected  in  so 
mouotainons  a  eountry.  The  chief  mines 
are  of  iron,  hot  silver,  Irad,  sine,  and 
copper  are  also  found.  Mineral  sprin^ft 
are  numerous,  bat  thev  are  gpnentllj 
ne;;lected.  Thos<>  mo«t  frequented  are 
Sc/nmT.ach  and  Bnd^n  in  Aargaa.  The 
attfDtion  of  the  Swiss  fiumer  is  not  so 
much  directed  to  agriculture  as  to  tlie 
rearing  of  cattle  and  the  produce  of  the 
dairy.  The  cheese  made  is  especially 
famoos,  and  is  exported  to  all  parts  tS  the 
world.  Grain  is  raised  in  the  lower 
▼alleys,  bnt  it  is  not  equal  to  theeonaamp- 
tion  of  the  inhabitants.  The  mannfa 
are  Tarions  and  Important.  The  Gcrmsa 
Swisa  produce  textile  fiihriai  in  rilk, 
linen,  and  cotton.  The  French  Swiss  are 
eelebrated  for  their  akill  in  watchmaking 
and  Jewelry.  They  also  excel  in  making 
musical  boxes  and  in  caning  wood. 
Though  Bwitserland  has  no  seaboard,  and 
is  separated  frmn  other  countries  by  Im- 
mense mountain  barriers,  its  eommeree  is 
considerable,  by  means  of  its  riyera,  with 
France,  Germany,  and  the  Netherlands, 
and  with  Italy  by  the  pass  orer  St  Gothanl. 
Nearly  three-fiftlis  of  the  population  pro- 
fess the  Protestant  religion;  the  remainder, 
or  nearly  two-fifths,  are  Boman  Catholics. 
Education  is  widely  diffused,  but  is  more 

Eneral  in  the  Protestant  than  in  the 
>man  Catholic  cantons.  The  goTemment 
is  a  Federal  Republic.  Formerly  the 
country  was  divided  Into  18  csntons,  but 
since  the  year  1816  it  has  been  divided

The  cantons  are  Independent  of  one  an- 
other, and  have  different  constitutions,  bnt 
for  general  security  they  are  all  united 
into  a  Confederation,  regulated  by  a  Diet 
or  Federal  Assembly,  which  oonsists  of 
two  Houses— the  National  Council  and 
Council  of  State  or  Senate.

«f  which  are  of  Immense  sice,  hae  rendered 
Its  cultivation  %  work  of  great  labour. 
Because  of  this,  the  western  parts,  in 
particular,  are  as  yet  all  but  uninhabited. 
The  plains  are  admirably  adapted  for 
sheep,  but  agriculture  rather  than  pae- 
toral  pursuits  occupy  the  colonists.  The 
cattle  and  work  horses  of  some  of  the 
northern  districts  are  not  surpassed  in 
the  colonies.  The  natiTe  animals  and 
birds  correspond  to  those  of  Australia. 
Here  Is  found  a  marsupial  verr  deetmo- 
tiTO  to  sheep,  which,  from  its  ferocity,  is 
called  the  Tasmanian  devil.  The  minerals 
are  lead,  copper,  Iron,  and  coal.  Gold  is 
found,  but  not  plentifhlly.  Anthracite 
coal  Is  abundant  in  the  8.  The  climate 
is  healthy  and  dellghtfol,  neither  eo  warm 
nor  so  diy  as  that  of  Australia,  and,  conse- 
quently, better  adapted  to  the  Tarious  pro* 
ceases  of  British  nnsbaadry.  Tasmania 
was  diseovered  in  I6i9  by  Tasman,  a 
Dutch  navicator,  who  called  It  Van  Die- 
men's  Land,  In  honour  of  his  patron 
Anthony  Van  Diemen,  who  was  then  the 

Evenior  of  the  Dutch  possesslona  In  the 
Mt  Indies.  In  1808  it  became  a  penal 
eettlement,  and  continued  as  such  till  1868, 
when  transportation  to  this  colony  was 
abolished  by  the  home  goTcmment.  It  is 
now  more  properly  called  Tasmania,  in 
honour  of  its  discoverer.  Mobart  ToMm,  on 
the  Derwent,  is  the  cap.

All 
round  it  is  fringed  by  monntalnB  which  are 
covered  with  perpetual  snow,  snd  ars  the 
sources  of  many  of  the  greatest  rivers  of 
Asia.  Owing  to  the  Jealousy  of  the  Chineee 
government  respecting  the  Intrusion  of 
foreigners,  scarcely  anything  Is  known  of 
the  Interior.  It  is  believed  to  abound  with 
silver,  copper,  and  tin,  but  the  absence  of 
friel  renders  its  mineral  wealth  compara- 
tively unavailable.  Gold  of  great  purity 
la  found  in  considerable  quaatitiea.    Bock* 
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wit,  snlphnr,  borax,  and  nltra  alM  abonnd. 
Among  the  animaU  may  be  particularly 
mentioned  the  mnsk-deer,  reaembling  the 
hog  in  shape,  with  hair  not  nnlike  the 
qnills  of  a  porenplne ;  the  yak.  a  singnlar 
animal  between  the  buffalo  and  the  horn, 
used  as  a  common  beast  of  barden,  and 
whose  flesh  and  milk  are  ordinary  articles 
of  food ;  the  ox,  whose  flowing  and  glossy 
tall  is  employed  by  the  Orientals  for  driv- 
ing away  insects;   the  goat,  whose  fine 
hiur  is  Imported  into  Cashmere  for  the 
mannfkcture  of  shawls;  and  the  Tibetan 
sheep,  used  as  a  beast  of  harden.    Fish 
abonnd  In  the  riTcrs,  bat  are  forbidden  as 
articles  of  food  by  tiie  Bhnddtst  religion. 
The  climate  is  remarkable  for  its  dryness, 
and  daring  the  winter  is  intenseU  cold. 
From  the  excesslTe  dryness  of  the  climate, 
timber  is  not  known  to  rot,  bat  it  becomes 
brittle,  and  is  easily  broken;  flesh  exnosed 
to  the  open  air  does  not  beomne  potild,  bat 
dries,  and  can  be  redaeed  to  a  powder, 
which  is  made  into  bread,  and  is  a  common 
food  of  the  inhabitants.    The  chief  mann- 
ftetnres  are  fabrics  of  wool  and  goats'  bair, 
Bnddhlnt  Idols  and  iewelry.     The  trade, 
whldi,  notwithstanding  the  Inaccessible 
natore  of  the  ooantry,  is  considerable,  con- 
sists in  the  exchange  of  gold,  silTcr,  wool, 
hides,  musk,  and   salt,  for  tea,  tobacco, 
cotton,  and  other  mannfhetared  goods.  The 
general  religion  is  Buddhism,  bat  In  Bol- 
tistan  Mohammedanism  prerails.  The  head 
of  the  Buddhist  system  le  the  Grand  or 
Dalai  Lama,  who  is  regarded  as  the  Tice- 
gerent  of  the  Deity  on  earth.    He  is  sap- 
poeed  nerer  to  die.    When  bis  apparent 
dissolution  takes  plaee,  his  Totaries  fancy 
that  his  soal  passes  into  another  body, 
sometimes  that  of  a  child,  who  is  thereafter 
treated  with  divine  honours.  The  summer 
residence  of  this  potentate  is  said  to  contain 
a  Tast  nnmber  of  apartments,  in  which  are 
coantleas  images  or  gold  and  sliver,  and  a 
few  miles  distant  is  a  great  temple,  the  ser- 
vice of  which  is  performed  by  6000  lamas  or 
priests.    The  ooantry  is  for  the  most  part 
subject  to  the  Emperor  of  China.    La$aa  Is 
the  cap. 

Tionboma,  tuyhont,  or  Tltohbome,  a 
pa.  and  vil.  of  England,  oo.  Hants,  S  m. 
M.E.  of  Winchester.  The  trial  of  the  im- 
postor Arthur  Orton  In  connexion  with  the 
Titchbome  estates  in  1874  Is  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  on  record.

Tlolno,  l^-che'nOf  or  TecBin,  Ut-ien^,  a 
river  of  Italv,  rises  in  Mount  8t  Oothard, 
flows  through  Lake  Maggiore,  and  (UU  into 
the  Po  below  Pavia. 

Tlolno  or  Tesdn,  a  cant,  of  Swltser- 
land,  bounded  N.  by  the  Orisons  and  Url; 
B.  and  8.  by  Lombardy ;  W.  and  8.W.  by 
Piedmont.    Area  1086  sq.  m. ;  pop.  192.168. 

Tideswell,  tUtTtMU  (said  to  be  so  called 
tram  an  ebbing  well,  which  still  exists,  but 
has  long  eeased  to  ebb),  a  township  of  Eng- 


land,  CO.  Derby,  7  m.  N.W.  of  Bakewell, 
with  cotton-mills.    Pop.  1906. 

Tidor,  U-dor^t  AD  Island  of  the  Indian 
Aichipelago  belonging  to  the  Dutch,  W. 
of  Ollolo  and  8.  of  Temate;  it  is  densely 
wooded,  and  Its  chief  product  Is  spices. 

Tien-tnlii,  ts-en-tgeen*  (heavenly  spot),  a 
city  and  port  of  China,  at  the  junction  of 
the  Ynnllng  and  the  Peiho  rivers,  where, 
in  June  1858,  treaties  of  peace  were  con- 
cluded between  Great  Britain  and  France 
on  one  side,  and  the  Emperor  of  China  on 
the  other.  These  treaties  having  been 
violated  by  the  Chinese,  TIen-tsin  was 
seized  by  the  Anglo-French  army  on  their 
way  to  Peking  In  August  1800;  and  two 
months  afterwards,  by  the  treaty  of  Peking, 
it  was  opened  to  European  trade,  along 
with  other  flve  ports  and  the  lower  part  of 
the  Yang-tse-kUng.    Pop.960/)00.

TraikBTaal,  tnuu-vddlf  (beyond  the  Yaal 
River),  an  inland  territory  of  S.E.  Africa, 
lying  between  22*  and  28*  8.  lat.,  and  26* 
and  80|*  £.  long.  Although  in  some 
directions  its  limits  are  still  undefined,  it 
may  be  said  generally  to  be  bounded  on  the

Tnnstall,  tttn'MtOU  (a  place  on  a  blU, 
from  A.  S.  dim,  a  hill,  and  tkul  or  ttal, 
a  place),  a  town  of  England,  eo.  Stafford, 
on  the  declivity  of  a  considerable  emi- 
nence, 4  m.  N.N.E.  of  Mewoastle-nnder- 
Lyme,  with  numerous  iron  foundries,  brick 
and  tile  works,  collieries,  and  chemical 
works,  but  the  staple  manufacture  is  that 
of  earthenware  and  porcelain.  Pop.  18,640. 

Tnrflan,  toar-fitif,  a  district  and  town  of 
Eastern  Turkestan,  in  the  Chinese  Em- 
pire, at  the  foot  of  the  Thian-Shan,  180  m. 
W.  of  Khamil;  the  inhabitants  cultivate 
the  arts  and  sciences,  and  are  not  at  all 
addicted  to  war;  they  abstain  rigidly  (torn 
eating  animal  food  and  drinking  wine, 
consequently  they  have  no  vines,  but  cul- 
tivate wheat  to  a  large  extent,  and  raise 
considerable  quantities  of  flax,  cotton,  mil- 
let, pulse,  and  melons.  Pop.  of  the  town, 
lO/m. 

Tuln,  iM'rte,  It  Torino  (named  from  its 


early  Inhabltaals,  a  Llgwian  tribe,  called 
the  Tmmrimil  a  eitv  of  Piedmont,  M.  Italy. 
In  a  beautifbl  plain,  at  the  oonflueaoe  of 
the  Dora-Riparla  and  the  Po,77m.  W.S.W. 
of  Milan ;  it  has  a  well-attended  university, 
numerous  societies  for  the  prnnotion  of 
science  and  literatore,  various  manu£ao> 
turas  and  an  extensive  trade,  but  the 
staple  commodity  of  Turin  Is  silk,  both  in 
its  raw  and  its  prepared  state.  Pop. 
192.448. 

Turkestan,  XMtom,  toor  Ws  idwT  (the 
land  of  the  Turks),  a  region  of  Central 
Asia,  fonning  part  of  the  Chineee  Em- 
pire. It  is  bonnded  on  three  sides  by 
snow-clad  mountains,  vis.,  on  the  M.  by 
the  Thian-ahan;  8.  by  the  Knen-lon;  and 
W.  by  the  Pamir  platean.  Eastward  It 
is  flanked  bj  the  Chinese  prov.  Kan-so, 
which  here  embracee  a  porti<m  of  the 
Great  Desert  of  Gobi,  whose  shifting 
sands  sometimes  advance  like  waves, 
and  vnder  which  lie  buried  the  ancient 
cities  of  Lob  and  Katah.  The  total  area 
of  the  country  Is  estimated  at  480,000  aq. 
m^  and  the  pop.  at  IfiOO^QOfk  The  smrfaoe 
is  generally  a  gentlv  undulating  plain, 
with  a  sandy  soil,  which  la  many  parts 
is  rendered  ftrtUe  by  Irrigation,  for  the 
climate  Is  almost  rainless,  exeept  near  the 
mountains.  The  many  rivers  wUeh  con- 
tribute to  this  irrigation  descend  from  the 
mountainous  regicms  on  the  N.,  8.,  end  W., 
and  all  unite  in  the  Tarim,  which  is  lost  in 
the  lake  or  congeries  of  marshes  ealled 
Lob  ifor.  Cotton,  silk,  wheat,  rice,  and 
fruit  are  produced  in  abondsmce.  The 
7%iaii-«Aa«  and  Kwem-hui  Motmimino  are 
rich  in  minerals,  including  gold,  silver. 
Iron,  i^id  coal.  The  natives,  mostly  Tar- 
tara,  and  all  Mohammedans,  are  a  robust, 
industrious,  and  frugal  people,  among  whom 
neither  riches  nor  poverty  are  to  any  ex- 
tent known.  Till  1868  tiiey  were  under 
the  dominion  of  China,  but  in  that  year 
they  aMured  that  supremacy,  and  mur- 
dered all  the  Chinese  in  the  country  who 
would  not  embrace  the  Mohammedan  reli- 
gion. In  1866,  Yakoob  Beg,  the  liberator 
of  the  country,  seised  the  reigns  of  govern- 
ment, and  ruled  despotically  enough  till 
bis  death  in  1877.  He  was  succeeded  by 
his  eldest  son,  but  in  1878  Eastern  Turke- 
stan was  reconquered  by  the  Chinese,  and 
re-unlted  to  the  Chinese  Empire.  The  four 
great  divisions  of  the  oonntiy  are— iTwA- 
gar,  TarJumdf  Kkotan^  and  the  Northern 
IVooineeo,  The  cap.  Is  Kaokgar,  after 
which  the  whole  region  Is  sometimes 
called  Kaohfforia. 

Turkestan,  Wastaxn,  a  country  of  Cen- 
tral Asia,  bounded  N.  and  W.  by  Asiatic 
Russia;  8.  by  Persia  and  Afghanistan; 
and  E.  by  Eastern  Turicestan.  Its  area 
is  estimated  at  about  800,000  sq.  m^  and 
lU  pop.  at  8^000,000.  The  western  and 
central  perts  of  the  country  consist  to  a 
great   extent  of  sandy  desert^,   unpro- 
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dnetlve  and  nnlnhsbited,  bnt  the  eMtern 
aud  sonth-eutem  parts  exhibit  a  diver- 
sified snrfaoef  and  abound  with  Talleys 
copioosly  wateTsd,  and  of  remarkable  fet- 
tility.  The  vegetable  products  are  froits 
of  inoomparable  ezoellence,  grain  of  all 
kinds,  eotton,  flax,  hemp,  and  tobaceo. 
The  mineral  riches  are  Iron,  copper,  lead, 
salt,  rubies,  turauolses,  and  lapis-lazuU. 
Gold  has  been  found  from  time  imme- 
morial in  the  sands  of  the  Amoo-Darla. 
The  climate  is  sutject  to  great  extremes 
of  heat  and  cold.  Storms  and  whirlwinds 
are  frequent  In  the  plains  and  steppes. 
Agriculture  end  cattle  rearing  are  the 
occupation  of  the  great  mass  of  the  popu* 
latlon,  bnt  silk,  cotton,  linen,  woollen,  and 
other  manufactures  are  carried  on  in  the 
larger  towns.  The  commerce  is  consider- 
able, but  limited  to  caravan  traffic.  The 
inhabitants  are  ol  various  tribes,  of  which 
the  most  important  are  the  Usbe^u  (a 
people  of  Turkish  origin,  and  the  most 
prominent  race  in  both  Eastern  and 
Western  Turkestan!  the  Tadliks,  the 
Turcomans,  and  the  Kirghiz.  They  are 
all  Mohammedans.  Most  of  the  territory 
is  divided  between  the  two  khanates— 
Khiva  and  Bokhara^  the  former  of  which 
is  onder  Russian  inflnenoe,  having  been 
taken  bound  to  hold  direct  relations  with 
no  other  power,  and  to  allow  traders  frtim 
no  other  country ;  and  the  latter  has  been 
at  the  mercy  of  Russia  ever  since  that 
power  occupied  Bamarcand,  because  Samar- 
eand  commands  the  waters  of  the  Zarafshan, 
on  whidi  part  of  the  Bokhara  khanate, 
and  especially  its  capital,  depends  for 
existence.  The  government  of  the  khsr 
nates  is  despotic  The  cap.  of  each  is 
oftlled  by  its  own  name. 

Turkey,  tur^kd^  properly  the  Ottoman 
Zmjdre,  occupies  a  central  position  in  the 
Old  World,  embracing  as  it  does  large 
contiguous  portions  of  the  continents  of 
Europe,  Asia,  and  Africa.  It  consists  of 
Turkey  Ftoper,  partlv  in  Europe  and 
partly  in  Asia,  wKich  is  under  the  direct 
rule  of  the  Sultan,  and  of  several  depen- 
dent or  tributary  states  in  Europe  and 
Africa  governed  by  their  own  princes. 
The  toUl  area  is  estimated  at  1,105,786 
sq.  m. :  pop.  99,660,000. 

Turlug  in  JBitrope  is  bounded  N.  by 
Austria,  Servla,  and  Roumania;  E.  by 
the  Black  Sea  and  the  Strait  of  Constanti- 
nople ;  S.  by  the  Sea  of  Marmora,  the  Strait 
of  the  Dardanelles,  the  Archipelago,  and 
Greece;  W.  by  the  Ionian  Sea,  the  Adri- 
atic, and  Austria.  Area  about  140.985  sq. 
m.;  pop.  8,869,000.  Turkey  Is  a  highly 
mountunous  country,  although  its  peaks 
are  not  to  be  compwriMl  in  elevation  with 
tiiose  of  the  Alps.  The  best-defined  ridges 
are  the  BaUmut  a  great  chain  stretching 
from  E.  to  W.,  and  separating  the  basin 
of  the  Lower  Danube  from  the  countries 
which  send  their  drainage  to  the  Archi- 


pelago; DetpotO'Dagh,  or  the  Skodope 
MountavM,  running  M.  and  8.  from  the 
Balkans  to  the  Archipelago;  and  Pindua, 
an  ancient  name  for  the  ridge  running 
N.  and  8.  which  serves  wm  a  watershed 
between  the  Adriatic  and  the  Archipelago. 
In  the  last  are  the  classic  Ossa,  /Wton,  and 
Olyv^put^  which  the  lively  imagination  of 
the  ancient  Greeks  fended  to  be  the 
favourite  haunts  of  the  gods.  RilOf  the 
meeting  point  of  the  Despoto-Dagh  with 
the  Balkans,  is  the  highest  peaJc,  with 
an  elevation  of  9S4S  ft  Mount  Olymput 
is  9754  ft,  and  Tehar-Dagh.  the  N.  ex- 
tremity of  Pindus,  is  9700  ft  high.  In 
the  large  tract  of  Roumelia  there  are 
extensive  and  beautifhl  plains.  Turkey 
is  watered  1^  numerous  rivers,  but  ex- 
cepting the  Danube,  they  are  too  much  of 
the  nature  of  torrents  to  be  of  use  for 
navigation.  The  soil  is  generallv  a  rich 
mould,  and,  if  properly  cultivated,  would 
be  highly  productive.  The  climate  is  de- 
llghtral  and  salubrious,  although  in  winter 
it  is  more  severe  than  might  be  expected 
from  the  geographical  position  of  the 
country.  Notwithstanding  the  fertility  of 
the  soil,  agriculture  is  in  a  very  back- 
ward state,  and  only  a  small  portion  of 
the  countrv  is  under  cultivation.  Other 
causes  of  this  are  to  be  found  in  the  want 
of  roads,  the  peculiarities  of  the  tenure  of 
land,  and  the  general  apathy  of  the  people. 
The  principal  crops  are  wheat,  barley,** 
maixe,  millet  rye,  rice,  and  cotton.  Vari- 
ous fruit  and  odoriferous  trees  are  promi- 
nent in  the  vegetation  of  the  southern 
slopes  and  lowland  plains.  The  horses 
of  Turkey,  particularly  those  of  Thessaly, 
have  long  been  celebrated  for  their  sym- 
metry and  strength.  The  mineral  trea- 
sures of  the  country  are  for  the  most  part 
undisturbed.  Almost  the  only  manufao- 
tures  are  carpets,  silks,  leather,  tobacco, 
and  sword-blades.  The  commerce  is  chiefly 
in  the  hands  of  foreigners.  Mohamme- 
danism is  the  religion  of  the  state,  but 
in  1876  the  toleration  of  other  creeds  was 
proclaimed,  and  since  then  Bibles  have 
been  circulated  and  the  gospel  preached 
in  many  places.  Education,  though  still 
defective,  is  in  an  advancing  condition. 
Within  a  few  years  the  schools  have  been 
reformed  according  to  European  models, 
and  the  attendance  of  all  children  is  now 
compulsory  on  their  attaining  the  age 
of  six  years.  The  population  consists  of 
a  great  varie^  of  races,  of  which  the 
three  principal  are  Turks,  Sclavonians, 
and  Greek-Latins.  The  Turks,  who  are 
the  ruling  race,  are  distributed  over  the 
whole  country,  but  comparatively,  they 
are  taw  in  number.-  The  Sclavonians  are 
fbund  chiefly  in  Bosnia  and  Bulgaria.  The 
Greek-Latins  are  numerous  in  the  south. 
Besides  these,  there  are  Armenians, 
Greeks,  and  Jews,  and  the  number  of 
Gypsies  wandering  about  the  country  is 
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estlmAted  at  200,000.     The  form  of  sot- 
emment  U  abaolute,  prorlded  the  wiU  of 
the  Saltan  ia  not  in   opposition   to   the 
Koran.      The    provinces    are    mled    by 
pashas,   whose    anthority  ia    not   nnfre- 
quontly  capricious  and  serere.    The  power 
of  the  Sultan  has  been  {(radaally  declin- 
ing for  nearly  two  oentnries.    Greece  has 
been  separated  from  his  dorainionSf  Egypt 
raised  into  a  tributary  state,  and  Russia, 
with  the  hope  of  possessing  Constanti- 
nople, In  1854  seised  Moldavia  and  Wal- 
laehift,  then  known  as  the  Dannbian  Prin- 
cipalities. These  principalities  were  united 
nnder  one  mler  in  1869,  and  under  one 
administratloa  in  1861,  when  their  name 
was  changed  Into  that  of  RoamaniJL    In 
1877,  in  consequenee,  it  was  alleged,  of  cer> 
tain  atrocities  perpetrated  by  the  authority 
of  the  Porte,  Rnssla  declared  war  againat 
Turkey,  and  was  Joined   by   Boumania, 
Berria,  and  Montenegro.     The  war  eon- 
tinned  till  March  1878.  and  in  Jane  of  the 
same  year  ^enlpotentiaries  of  the  Great 
Powers  of  Europe   met   in  Congress  at 
Berlin  to  consider  the  **  Eastern  Question," 
and  formulated  their  will  in  the  Treaty  of 
187&     By  this  Treaty,  Ronmania,  Bul- 
garia, Berria,  and  Montenegro  ceased  to 
be  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  Turkey,  and 
were  declared  independent  states,  with  the 
exception  of  Bulgaria,  which,  though  self- 
goremed,  is  still  tribatary  to  the  Sultan. 
Bosnia  and  Hersegorina  are  to  be  oeeu- 
pled  and  administered   by  Austria- Hun- 
gary, with  the  exception  of  the  sandjak 
of  NoTi-Basar  between  Serria  and  Monte- 
negro; bat  in  that  sandjak  Austria-Hun- 
gary has  a  right  to  establish  garrisons,  and 
maintain  military  and  commercial  routes, 
with  a  view  to  maLotaln  the  new  political 
condition,  and  that  the  ft«edom  and  se- 
enrity  of  the  commanieatlons  may  be  pre- 
serred.     Eastern  Roumella,  though  still 
under  the  direct  military  and   political 
authority  of  the  Sultan,  who  may  erect 
and  garrison  fortifications  on  its  Inland 
and  maritime  Ihintiers,  is  to  be  aelf-go- 
remed  by  a  Christian  GoTemor-Oeneral 
appointed  for  a  term  of  five   rears  by 
the  Porte,  with  the  assent  of  the  Chvat 
Powers.      For    administradre    purposes, 
Turkey  Is  divided  into  vUayeit  or  govern- 
ments, somfAifef  or  districts,  and  two  still 
smaller  snbdlvisions.     The  following  are 
the  present  vilayets,  with  the  chief  town 
in  each : — 1.  ConttanHnopU^  a  small  terri- 
tory, consisting  of   the   capital  and  its 
environs.      2.  Adrianople^    corresponding 
nesrly  to  the  southern   half  of  ancient 
Thrace.

As  a  people,  the  Turks,  while  heepltdde 
end  brave,  are  also  proud,  Idgoted,  and 
implacable.  Literature  and  sdenee  are 
little  studied,  the  principal  oMeet  of  edu- 
eation  among  them  being  ability  to  read 
the  Koran,  which  may  be  said  to  oontain 
their  religion,  laws,  and  Uteratare  all  In 
one. 

TVrtty  i»  Atta^  one  of  the  most  eele- 
brated  regions  in  the  ancient  world,  la 
bounded  n.  by  the  Dardanelles,  the  Sea 
of  Marmora,  the  Straits  of  Constantinople^ 
the  Black  Sea,  and  Roasia;  B.  by  Russia 
and  Persia;  8.  by  Arabia  and  the  Medi- 
terranean ;  and  W.  by  the  Levant  and  the 
Arehipelago.  It  oomprises  Asia  Minor,  with 
a  nnmoer  of  eontiguoos  islands ;  Armeniap 
Knrdeatan,  Mesopotamia  or  Algesirs,  and 
Irak-AraU;  Syria,  including  Palestine; 
Ambistan  or  Hedlas  and  Yemen  in  West- 
em  AraUa,  and  El-Hasa,  stretdiing  along 
the  Persian  Gulf,  oonqoered  In  1871.  Its 
area  Is  aboat  TlOJSiO  sq.  m.,  and  its  popu- 
lation Is  estimated  at  IffiOOfiOO.  In  1878^ 
Turkey  lost  10/X)0  sq.  m.  of  Asistio  terri- 
tory, having  eeded  to  Russia,  In  oonformity 
with  the  Treaty  of  Beriin,  the  district  in 
Armenia  north-west  of  Ararat,  In  whkh 
are  situated  the  fortresses  of  Kara  and 
Ardahan,  the  inland  towns  of  Olti  and 
Artvln.  and  the  port  and  adiolning  terri- 
tory of  Batoom  on  ttie  Blaek  Sea,  and  to 
Persia  the  town  and  district  of  Khotow 
east  of  Lake  Van.  The  suriisoe  presents 
a  great  diversity  of  aspect  Bold  wooded 
mountain  ranges  stretoh  along  the  dkores 
of  the  Black  Sea  and  the  Medlterrsnean; 
high  table-lands,  treeless,  but  allbrding 
excellent  pastare,  ocenpv  varioas  parts  of 
the  interior;  between  the  mountains  and 
along  the  river  courses  are  many  exttnsivB 
valleys  of  great  beauty  and  fertility;  while 
the  Dead  Sea  and  its  sarroundings  preeent 
a  seene  unsurpassed  for  bleaknees,  barren- 
ness, and  wild  desolation.  Though  several 
rivers,  by  no  means  insignificant,  traverse 
the  country  on  their  way  to  the  Blaek  Sea, 
the  Archipelago,  and  ue  Mediterranean, 
the  only  two  that  are  navigable  are  the 
Euphrates  and  Tigris,  whioh  aaite  to 
form  the  Shat-el-Arab,  by  whioh  their 
Joint  waters  are  conveyed  to  the  Persian 
Gulf  The  soil  generally  is  rich  and  fer- 
tile, although  there  are  also  sandy  tracts 
on  which  only  a  scanty  coarse  vMetation 
Is  found.     The  climate  varies  with  the 

*  The  Berlin  Congress  of  1878  reoom- 
mended  the  cession  to  Oreeee  of  the 
southern  portion  of  this  provinee  lying 
opposite  Corfu,  and  comprising  the  towns

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eleratlon  of  the  surAiM.  WhUe  hlgb  up 
among  the  mountains  it  !■  cold,  and  allow8 
only  aach  plants  to  grow  as  are  foand  in 
elevated  situations,  the  ralleys  have  a 
temperature  almost  tropical,  and  prodnoe 
fhiitu  of  the  finest  qualltf,  either  spon- 
taneoiiiily  or  abundantly  with  caltlTatlon. 
Arabtstan,  or  Turkish  Arabia,  is  one  of 
the  hottest  regions  on  the  face  of  the 
earth.  Olives,  tigs,  pomenranates,  grapes, 
and  dates  are  the  chief  fruits.  Luxuriant 
crops  of  rice  are  obtained  when  the  In- 
nndstlons  subside,  and  the  coffee  grown 
in  Yemen,  and  known  as  Mocha  coffee, 
Is  nowhere  surpaHsed.  The  minerals  are 
the  usefVil  metals,  coal,  and  salt  Agri- 
culture is  pursued  in  a  very  defective 
manner,  and  scanty  crops  are  often  the 
result.  There  are  some  manufactures  in 
the  larger  towns,  consisting  of  silk,  woollen 
and  cotton  fabrics,  shawls,  leather,  orna- 
ments, and  soap.  Carpet  weaving  is 
carried  on  among  the  wandering  tribes, 
but  not  to  any  great  extent.  The  foreign 
trade  is  chiefly  in  the  hands  of  Europeans; 
the  internal  trade  is  carried  on  bv  means 
of  caravans.  The  people  are  of  a  very 
mixed  character,  embracing  Turks,  Araba, 
Greeks,  Armenians,  Kurds,  Turcomans, 
Jews,  Maronites,  Druses,  Yezidees,  Sy- 
rians, and  other  tribes.  The  religions 
are  nearly  as  numerous  as  the  tribes. 
The  Turks,  who  are  the  most  numerous 
race,  and  who  prevail  in  Asia  Minor,  and 
the  Arabs,  who  prevail  elsewhere,  are 
Mohammedans.  The  Armenians,  Oreeks, 
and  Nestorlans  profsss  Christianity.  The 
Yeaidees  worship  the  devil,  believing  thst 
he  is  the  mightiest  created  spirit,  and  that 
he  will  yet  be  restored  to  the  Divine  fkvour, 
but  they  wUl  on  no  account  pronounce  his 
name,  or  any  word  resembling  It.  Jews 
are  supposed  to  amount  to  perhaps  175,000.

the  last  being  set  apart  by  the  U.  8. 
GoTemment  as  a  settled  home  fbr  the 
Indian  tribes.  Of  each  of  these  the  area 
and  population  will  be  fbund  under  its 
own  name.  The  eonntry  is  traversed  by 
two  great  ranges  of  mountains,  vis.,  the 
Roekg  MmtmUtins  in  the  W..  and  the  Appa- 
laehiam  or  AlUgkang  M<mnlam»  in  the  E. 
Between  these  is  a  great  lerel  lowland 
plain,  known  as  the  Mississippi  Valley, 
whose  soil  Is  exuberantly  rich  and  fsrtile, 
so  much  so,  that  in  some  places  heavy 
crops  of  maixe  have  been  produced  for 
fifty  ye-irs  without  manure.  Between  the 
Alleghanies  and  the  Atlantic  is  another 
plain  far  inferior  to  the  basin  of  the 
Mississippi,  but  eontaining  the  prinelpal 
centres  or  wealth  and  civilisation,  and  so 
populous,  that  its  Inhabitants  amount  to 
one-third  of  the  entire  pop.  of  the  U.  8.  W. 
of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  between  them 
and  the  Paeifle  Alps,  Is  an  elerated  table- 
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Und,  with  an  average  height  of  6000  ft., 
rainleM,  and  nnproductire;  irhile,  on  the 
other  hand,  the  narrow  Pacific  sea-hoard, 
still  farther  west,  is  rich  and  fertile  in  a 
high  degree.  Of  the  magtiiflcent  rivers 
which  flow  through  the  United  SUtes,  the 
largest  are  the  MUtissippi  and  the  Mi»- 
touri.  Although  the  latter  is  generally 
spoken  of  as  a  tributary  of  the  former,  it 
has  the  loDger  course  of  the  two  hefore 
their  Junction.  The  distance  between 
its  source  in  the  Rocky  Mountains  and 
its  confluence  with  the  MisslMippi  is 
about  8000  m.:  thence  to  the  mouth  of 
the  Mississippi  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico 
1265  m.  It  ia  deep  and  rapid,  and  many 
of  the  rivers  which  it  receives  are  of 
large  siae.  The  Mississippi  takes  its  rise 
in  Lake  Itasca,  not  far  west  of  Lake 
Superior,  and  is  navigable  to  the  Falls 
of  8t  Anthony,  1200  m.  in  direct  distance 
from  the  Gulf.  About  100  m.  below  its 
Junction  with  the  Misptouri,  it  receives  the 
Ohio  from  the  E.,  swelled  by  the  waters 
of  the  Wabaah^  CumberUutdt  and  Tenntisee, 
and  lower  down  it  receives  the  Arkanscu 
and  the  Bsd  Bwtr  from  the  W.  Most  of 
its  great  tributaries  are  navigable  for 
enormous  distances.  "An  idea  of  the 
vast  network  of  highways  afforded  through 
the  United  States  by  this  river  may  be 
formed  from  the  fact  that  it  has  not  less 
than  1600  navigable  branches;  an  exten« 
sive  system  of  canals  also  unites  ita  tribu- 
taries with  the  lakes  of  the  St  Lawrence." 
The  great  rivers  of  the  Pacific  slope  are 
the  Columbia  or  Oreaon,  the  Sacrawneiao^ 
the  San  Joaquin,  and  the  Colorado.  The 
last  of  these  is  of  no  value  to  commerce 
or  agriculture,  but  la  remarkable  for  the 
wonderful  cafions  or  precipitous  ravines, 
which  it  has  cnt  to  a  depth  of  SQOO  ft, 
and  through  which  It  rushes  for  more 
than  000  m.  Lagoons  are  eommon  along 
the  eastern  and  sonthem  coasts,  and  lakes 
are  numerous  in  the  highland  region  of  the 
N.E.  Crowds  of  steamers  constantly  ply 
on  all  these  lakes  and  western  streams. 
The  climate  is  distinguished  by  rapid 
alternations  of  temperature,  both  the  heat 
of  summer  and  the  cold  of  winter  being 
excessive.  Notwithstanding  the  clearance 
of  large  tracta  of  the  surface  consequent 
u)>on  the  Increase  and  spread  of  popu- 
lation, the  general  aspect  of  the  country 
is  still  that  of  a  vast  forest,  becoming 
denser  aa  the  traveller  proceeds  west- 
ward. Magnificent  oaks  of  various  kinds, 
black  walnuts,  tulip,  locnst,  plane,  maple, 
cedar,  hiooory,  and  magnolia  trees  flourish 
over  an  undeivrowth  of  beautlfhl  flowering 
shrubii,  while  In  the  vale  of  the  Ohio  and 
in  California  are  found  trees  unsurpassed 
in  size  by  those  in  any  other  part  of  the 
known  world.  Malse  and  wheat  are  the 
grains  most  extensively  cultivated.  Cot- 
ton, rice,  sugar,  indigo,  and  tobacco  are  the 
great  staples  of  the  south*    Flax  and  hemp 


are  raised  chiefly  in  Kentucky.  Orchards 
abound  in  the  northern  and  middle  regions, 
the  apples  and  pears  being  of  the  finest 
quality,  and  fh>m  the  peaches  a  kind  of 
brandy  Is  distilled.  The  principal  wild 
animals  are  the  bison,  moose-deer,  caribou 
or  reindeer,  elk,  bear,  wolf,  spotted  tiger, 
and  American  panther.  The  domeatic  ani- 
mals of  the  agricultural  states  are  very 
abundant  In  1876  there  were  9,604,200 
horses,  10,906.800  cows,  10,318.400  other 
cattle,  88,783,600  sheep,  and  28,068;200 
swine.  Birds  of  prey  and  birds  of  beauti- 
ful plumage  are  numerous.  Song  birds 
are  not  common,  but  the  nower  of  imita- 
tion in  the  mocking  bird  is  very  sur- 
prising. Reptiles,  Including  the  deadly 
rattlesnake,  are  frequently  met  with,  and 
the  coasts,  rivers,  and  lakes  abound  with 
fish.  The  United  States  are  exceedingly 
rich  in  minerals.  The  coal-fields  are  pro- 
bably the  most  extensive  on  the  globe. 
These  are  estimated  to  occupy  an  area  of 
S00,000  sq.  m.,  or  considerably  more  than 
twenty  times  the  area  of  all  the  coal-fields 
of  Britain.  Gold  is  fbund  in  great  abun- 
dance in  California,  Nevada,  and  Arizona, 
and  has  also  been  discovered  In  most  of 
the  other  territories.  Silver  is  found  in 
California,  New  Mexico,  Nevada,  and  Ari- 
zona. Iron  is  widely  diffused,  and  in  many 
S laces  occurs  in  proximity  to  the  ooal- 
elds.  Copper  is  found  in  several  of  the 
statea,  and  in  very  rich  ore  in  Michigan, 
in  the  vicinity  of  Lake  Superior.  Mercury 
Is  found  In  large  quantities  In  California, 
and  in  Kentucky,  Ohio,  and  on  the  borders 
of  the  great  lakes.  Lead,  zinc,  nnd  tin  are 
also  found.  Salt  Is  procured  from  brine 
springs  in  Utah,  and  all  over  the  valley 
of  the  MisslMippi.  In  Pennsylvania,  Vir- 
ginia, and  Ohio,  occur  springpi  of  petro- 
leum or  rock-oil,  which  are  a  great  source 
of  wealth,  and  give  rise  to  a  great  trade 
and  export,  Agriculture  holds  a  first  plaoe 
in  the  national  Industry,  and  every  year 
large  additions  are  made  to  the  amount 
of  surface  under  tillage.  Bv  the  census 
of  1870,  it  was  found  that  ainout  a  tenth 
of  the  whole  vast  area  was  under  culti- 
vation. The  manufactures  are  important, 
but  till  lately  were  chiefly  oonfinea  to  the 
north-eastern  states.  The  principal  are 
eottan  In  Maasachusetta,  wooUeu  goodt  In 
Pennsylvania,  iron  in  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania,  Mpar,  manufactured  in  the 
northern  and  middle  states  from  the  maple, 
and  in  the  sonthem  statea  from  the  cane; 
imdivrubbtr  gooda^  uwehinerf,  affricuUural 
hmplemmtt,  etc.  Clock-making  is  largely 
carried  on  in  Connecticut,  and  ship-build- 
ing in  Maine.  The  commerce,  both  foreign 
and  internal,  is  very  extensive.  The  chief 
commercial  ports  are  Ifew  York,  BoMton^ 
Pkitadfiphia,  BaMuton,  and  Charlesion,  on 
the  Atlantic;  New  OrUaiu,  In  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico;  and  San  FVanetteo,  on  the  Paeiflo. 
The  internal  trade  la  greatly  feeilltated  by 
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the  many  navigable  riven  of  the  coontry, 
and  Tast  canal  and  rallwaf  Byatema.  The 
gOYemment  is  republican.  The  adminis- 
tration of  allairi  is  confided  to  a  Presi- 
dent, who  holds  ofBce  for  four  years,  a 
Vice-President,  and  a  Confn^ss,  oonslsting 
of  a  B<>nate  and  a  House  of  RepresentatlTes. 
The  Senate  consists  of  two  members  from 
each  state,  chosen  by  its  legislature  for  a 
term  of  six  years,  one-third  of  them  being 
elected  every  two  years.  The  Yice-Presi- 
dent  of  the  United  Sutes  is  President  of 
the  Senate.  The  House  of  Representatives 
is  composed  of  members  elected  by  the 
people  of  the  several  states  for  a  term  of 
two  years,  the  population  of  each  state 
determining  the  number  of  Its  repre- 
sentatives, and  one  delegate  from  each 
territory,  who  may  take  part  in  the  de- 
bates, bnt  has  no  vote.  Each  state  is  inde- 
Gndent  of  the  others,  and  has  a  separate 
tglslatare  for  the  management  of  its  local 
Gonoems.  In  1861  the  slave-holding  ststes 
attempted  to  separate  from  the  Union,  and 
to  constitute  a  southern  confederacy,  but 
after  a  disastrous  warfare  of  four  years, 
they  were  forced  to  succumb,  and  slavery 
has  now  been  abolished  throughout  the 
Union.  The  great  bulk  of  the  people 
profess  the  Christian  religion.  The  sects, 
with  Insignificant  exceptions,  correspond 
with  those  of  Western  Europe.  All  the 
clergy  are  independent  of  the  civil  power 
for  support,  being  entirely  maintained  by 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  their  hearers. 
Education  is  careftiUy  attended  to  by  the 
Legislature,  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the 
people.  Literary  and  scientific  societies 
are  numerous.  Public  lectures  may  be 
reckoned  a  specially  American  institution, 
and  the  periodical  press  is  the  most  pro- 
lific in  ue  world.  A  great  mixture  of 
races  exists  among  the  population,  but  the 
grand  distinction  of  race  in  the  United 
States  is  that  between  the  white  man  and 
the  black.  By  the  census  of  1870,  there 
were  thirty-three  and  a  half  millions  of 
whites,  nearly  five  millions  of  negroes, 
884,000  Indian  Aborigines,  and  about  63,000 
Chinese:  bnt  no  official  particulars  of  the 
census  of  1880  in  these  respecta  had  been 
published  when  this  edition  of  the  OaaeUeer 
was  printed.  As  the  Anglo-Saxon  race  Is  by 
far  the  most  numerous,  so  the  English  lan- 
guage is  gradually  superseding  all  others.

Venetia,  vd-nefihe^  (the  territory  of  the 
Veneti,  a  Celtic  tribe  originally  from  Sar- 
matia),  a  compartment  of  N.  Italy,  bounded 
N.  by  Austria;  E.  by  Austria  and  the 
Adriatic;  B.  by  Emilia;  and  W.  by  Lom- 
bardy  and  Austria.  Area  9186  sq.  m. ; 
nop.  2,642,807.  From  1816  to  1806  it 
formed  a  division  of  the  Austrian  Em- 
pire, bnt  by  the  Treaty  of  Vienna,  8d 
October  1866,  it  was  re-united  to  Italy, 
and  now  comprises  the  prove.  Belluno, 
Padua,  Rovlgo,  Treviso,  Udine,  Venice, 
Verona,  and  vioenxa. 

Veneauela,  vm-ls-wsTd,  an  Indepen- 
dent repnblio  of  8.

N.  by  the  Caribbean  Sea;  W.  by  the 
United  Statea  of  Colombia;  8.  by  Brssil;

pop.  1,784,197.    The  northern  part  of  the 
cwuntry  is  traversed  by  the  E.  cordlllera 
of  the  Andes,  rising  in  Sierra  Nevada  to 
the  height  of  16,027  ft,  and  in  the  S.E. 
is   the    forest    region   within   the   beud 
of  the  Orinoco  generallj  called  the  Jfoun- 
taina    of  ParimS.      Elsewhere,  and  more 
than  three-fourths  of  the  whole,  the  sur- 
fiue  consists  of  vast  plains  called  ttano$, 
which  are  watered  bj  the  Orinoco,  whose 
whole  course  is  in  this  region.    With  the 
exception  of  a  few  palms  the  flat  country  is 
destitute  of  trees,  but  after  the  annual 
rains  it  is  luxuriantly  covered  with  long 
grasses,   which,    during    the    season   of 
drought,    diiappesr,    and    give    it    then 
the  appearance  of  a  wide-extended  arid 
waste.    So  low  and  level  is  the  oonntry 
that,  on  the  periodical  rising  of  the  rivers, 
it  is  submerged  for  hundreds  of  miles,  the 
Orinoco  itself  forming  a  lake  000  m.  in 
length  and  100  m.  in  breadth.    Daring  the 
time  of  submergence,  the  native  Indians 
take  refuge  on  scaffolds  erected  among  the 
tops  of  the  fan-leaved  palma,  whose  flrult 
and  pith  for  the  time  is  their  chief  if  not 
their  only  food.    About  80  or  100  m.  firom 
the  sea  the  Orinoco  begins  to  form  its  delta, 
and,  though  it  divides  into  about  60  chan- 
nels, only  7  am  navigable,  and  even  these 
are  of  difficult  navi^tion.    Towns  are  not 
erected  along  the  nver  courses,  but  in  Lake 
Maraeaybo,  a  large  inlet  of  the  sea,  cover- 
ing 7800  sq.  m.  in  the  N.W.,  are  numerous 
villages  built  upon  piles  rising  from  6  to  7 
feet  out  of  the  water.    It  was  from  observ- 
ing one  of  these  the  firat  explorers  named 
the  place  VeMznOa,  i^  **  Little  Venice." 
which  afterwards  extended  to  the  whole 
country.    In  the  low  grounds  the  climate  is 
hot  and  unhealthy,  but  in  the  table-lands 
it  is  cooler  and  more  agreeable.    For  the 
most  part  the  soil  is  fertile.    The  plsnts 
chiefly  cultivated  are  cotton,  coffee,  sugar- 
cane, indigo,coooa,  tolwceo ;  and  these,  with 
■arsaparilla,  dye  woods,  timber,  and  cattle, 
are  the  principal  sources  of  wealth.    Great 
herds  of  wild  horses  roam  over  the  llanos, 
and  mnles,  asses,  sheep,  goats,  and  pigs 
are  extensively  reared.    Mines  of  silver, 
tin,  and  copper  exist,  and  on  the  N.E.  shore 
of  Lake  Maraeaybo  is   an  inexhaustible 
mine  of  asphalt,  the  vapours  from  which 
ignite  spontaneously  ana  serve  as  a  light- 
house, called  the  lantern  of  Maraeaybo,  to 
those  who  navigaie  the  lake.    The  popu- 
lation Is  made  up  of  whites  of  Spanish 
extraction,  Indians  who  are  the  miners, 
agriculturists,  and  manufacturers  of  the 
country,  some  negroes,  and  a  very  large 
proportionof  mulattoes  and  samlxM.    The 
country  is  divided  into  twenty  states  and 
four  territories,  each  of  which  has  its  own 
Intendant  or  governor.    The  government 
is  vested  In  a  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives, whose  seat  is  at  Caraccas.   The 
prev^ling  religion  is  Roman  Catholic 


VeniiMk  venfUt^  ItaL  Vmuf^  (Mmed 
fh>m  the  VenetiX  a  city  of  N.  ItsJy,  the 
cap.  of  the  prov.  of  the  same  name,  is  situ- 
ated on  a  lagoon  or  salt  lake  at  the  head  of 
the  Adriatic,  from  which  it  is  sheltered  by 
strips  of  land  called  Lido,  S  m.  from  the  con- 
tinent. As  a  city  it  U  unique,  both  as 
regards  position  and  construction,  being 
built  on  piles  on  a  daster  of  Islands,  separ- 
ated by  160  canals  and  connected  by  np- 
wards  of  900  bridges,  the  most  remarkable 
of  which  is  the  Rialto,  conidsting  of  a  single 
marble  arch,  90  ft.  in  span,  with  shops  on 
each  side  according  to  the  old  fashion. 
The  city  contains  many  magnificent  edi- 
fices, and  presents  at  a  distance  the  rtngru- 
lar  appearance  of  domes  and  spires, 
churches  and  palaces  floating  on  the  waves. 
Its  square  of  St  Mark  is  one  of  the  finest 
in  Europe,  and  on  the  portico  of  the  church 
of  St  Mark  are  the  famous  bronce  horses, 
which,  after  adorning  ancient  Corinth,  were 
removed  by  the  Romans  first  to  Rome  and 
then  to  Constantinople,  thence  by  the 
Venetians  to  Venice,  tnenoe  by  the  Ifrench 
to  Paris,  where  for  eighteen  years  they 
adorned  the  triumphal  arch  of  the  Place  du 
Csrrousel,  and  were  at  length  restored  to 
Venice  by  the  peace  of  1816.  The  manufs. 
of  Venice  are  unimportant,  but  its  print- 
ing presses  are  active,  and  send  out  more 
works  than  any  other  town  in  Italy.  Pop. 
128.901. 

Venloo,  ven-leT  (named  from  its  situation 
in  a  marshy  plain,  from  Dan.  tweti,  a  marsh, 
and  loOf  a  plain),  a  fortified  town  of  the 
Netherlands,  prov.

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great  ernption  on  record  (a  j>.  79),  which  was 
accompanied  by  an  earthquake,  the  citiea 
of  Herculaneam  and  Pompeii  were  buried 
beneath  lara  and  ashes.  Excarations 
made  daring  the  last  century,  by  unoover- 
iiig  these  ancient  cities,  have  furnished  the 
world  with  many  curious  and  Interesting 
relics  of  classic  times.

The  plains  are  of  such 
extent,  and  so  sparingly  wooded,  that  it 
has  beien  said  "the  plough  oould  in  some 
parts  be  drawn  oontlnnously  for  100  milea 
across  tracts  well  salted  for  agricaltural 
parposes."  The  climate  is  more  genial  to 
the  British  race  than  that  of  anv  other 
oolony  on  the  Australian  mainland.  The 
south-wMtem  district  is  especially  attrac- 
tive and  fertile.  The  discovery  of  gold 
fields  in  1861  attracted  emigrants,  not 
only  fhmi  the  United  Kingdom,  but  lh>m 
various  other  quarters  of  the  worid.  and 
soon  placed  Victoria  at  the  head  of  the 
Australian  colonies  in  point  of  both  popo- 
lation  and  wealth.  MelbcuntB,  on  the 
Yarra-Yarra,  is  the  cap.

IndlA  Islands,  an  extensive  archipelago 
which  separates  the  Atlantic  from  the 
Caribbean  Sea  and  the  Galf  of  Mexioo. 
Thej  were  so  called  because  when  the 
first  of  them  wns  diaoorered  bj  Columbus, 
he  supposed  that  it  formed  part  of  an  out- 
lying portion  of  India.  In  honour  of  the 
discoverer,  they  are  sometimes  called  the 
Columbian  Archipelago.  The  islands  dif- 
fer much  in  size,  and  consist  of  three 
principal  dlTiirions — ^the  Greater  Antille*^ 
the  Letter  AnttUet^  and  the  Bahamat  or 
Luenyat.  Their  total  area  is  upwards  of 
94;^sq.m.  Pop.44M,700.  The  Greater 
Antilles  include  Cuba^  Jamaica^  Hayti  or 
8an  Domingo,  and  Puerto  Sko.  They  are 
all  mountainous,  some  of  their  summits 
being  8000  ft.  high.  The  Lesser  Antilles 
are  divided  into  the  Windward  lelattdt 
and  the  Leeward  Itlandt.  They  are  of 
volcanic  origin,  and  abound  in  toufriiret  or 
expiring  volcanoies,  which  emit  sulphurous 
vapours,  and  sparks  of  fire  visible  at 
night.  The  name  Antilles  was  probably 
transferred  to  these  islands  from  a  land 
named  Antilla^  which,  according  to 
tradition,  before  the  discovery  of  the 
West  Indies,  existed  to  the  W.  of  the 
A  sores.  The  Bahamas  are  a  low  group 
rising  hardly  more  than  six  feet  above 
high-water  mark,  and  their  shores  are 
formed  by  madrepores  or  coral.  Situated 
for  the  most  part  within  the  torrid  zone, 
the  heat  is  excessive  till  It  is  moderated 
by  sea-breeses  which  spring  up  daily  about 
two  houn  before  noon,  when  all  natnre 
revives,  and  tbe  tempenture  in  the  shade 
b<^comes  pleasant.  On  many  of  the  islands 
the  elevation  of  their  surfkoe  has  a  oorre> 
sponding  effect.  In  genenl  tbe  lower 
grounds  may  be  described  as  hot  and 
unhealthy,  while  the  climate  of  the  moun- 
tainous regions  is  equable  and  salubrious. 
As  elsewhere  in  tropical  climates,  the  year 
if)  divided  between  tne  wet  and  dry  seasons. 
The  flnt  periodical  rains  set  in  about  the 
middle  of  Ma^,  and  continue  to  fiill  every 
day  at  noon  for  about  a  fortnight,  creating 
a  bright  verdure  and  luxuriant  vegetation. 
From  June  to  August  the  sky  Is  without 
a  cloud,  and  the  atmosphere  is  so  trans- 

Earent  that  the  smallest  print  can  be  read 
y  moonlight,  and  tbe  planet  Venus  shines 
with  such  splendour  that  it  even  casts  a 
shadow.     Hurricanes  occur  firom  the  be- 

gnnlng  of  August  till  the  end  of  October, 
urlng  tbe  latter  month  nln  falls  in 
torrents.  In  November  or  December  the 
weather  becomes  serene  and  pleasant,  and 
eontinoes  settled  till  the  end  of  April. 


The  West  Indies  are  vainaUs  chiefly  for 
their  vegetable  produetiona.  Delicious 
fruits  grow  in  abandancs.  On  the  moun- 
tains are  extensive  forests,  whose  woods 
take  the  highest  polish  and  are  admiraMy 
adapted  for  cabinet  work.  The  great 
staples,  however,  are  sngar-eane,  yielding 
tbe  threefold  produce  of  sogar,  molasses, 
and  mm,  eoflee,  cotton.  Indigo,  spices, 
medicinal  drugs,  and  tobacco.  Wild 
animals  are  almost  extinct.  Uorses,  asses, 
and  mnles  have  been  Imported.  .  The 
cattle  are  inferior,  sheep  and  goats  are 
found  on  only  a  few  of  the  islands,  but 
swine  find  plenty  of  fbod  In  the  forests  and 
are  numerous.  One  animal  peculiar  to 
these  islands  Is  the  land -crab,  which  is 
esteemed  excellent  food.  Birds  of  brilliant 
plumage  and  elegant  In  form,  insects.  rep> 
tiles,  and  fish  abound.  Of  the  present  popa- 
lation  three-fonrths  are  African  negroes. 
Tbe  rest  are  whites  of  different  European 
nations,  mulattoes,  Chinese  labourers, 
and  Indian  coolies.  Slavery,  which 
formerly  prevailed  in  all  these  islands, 
exists  now  only  in  the  Spanish  possessions. 
When  slavery  was  abolished  in  the  British 
dominions  SN)  millions  sterling  were  paid 
to  the  planten  as  compensation.  Cluistlaa 
effort  has  long  been  directed  to  the  evan* 
gelixatlon  of  the  negroes  and  mixed  races, 
and  has  been  crowned  with  great  success. 
The  language  spoken  in  the  several  Islands 
is  for  the  most  part  that  of  the  white  race 
dominant  in  each.  The  following  Is  a  list

is  divided  into  three  Ridings— North,  East, 
and  West— and  the  AInsty  or  Liberty  of 
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the  dty  of  York.  Each  Hiding  may  be 
regarded  ma  a  aeparate  co.,  haTing  a  etrll 
and  military  Jarisdiction  distliictfrom  the 
others.  The  North  Biding  oontainB  the 
rich  agrioaltnral  dliitriota  ofCleudand  and 
Ry^daU^  and  is  ehiefly  famous  as  a  grasing 
country.  The  principal  rivers  are  uo  Teec, 
8waU^  and  Urt.  The  most  important  toirns 
are  NorthaUerUm^  Searborough,  and  WhUbp, 
The  Bast  Biding  comprises  the  hilly  dis- 
trict cfllled  the  Wolda,  which  extends  from 
N.  to  S.  through  nearly  the  whole  Riding. 
Here  agriculture  is  very  extensively  carried 
ou.  The  HuUt  Ou»$t  and  Derwent  are  the 
chief  riyers;  and  irW2,  Bowrfay,  i^ridtuipfm, 
and  Great  Driffield  are  the  prlnieipal  towns. 
All  the  B.  and  W.  parts  of  the  co.  are  em- 
braced in  the  West  Biding,  which  con- 
tains some  of  the  most  fertile  tracts  and 
most  picturesque  scenery  in  England.  The 
N.  p«rt  is  traversed  by  a  range  of  lofty 
hillsy  the  highest  summit  of  which  ia 
Whenuide,  8414  ft  above  the  level  of  the 
sea.  This  Riding  la  one  of  the  greatest 
mannfeetnring  districts  in  the  world.  Leedt, 
Bradford,  Swdder^/Uld,  SalifiiXy  Wah^ld^ 
and  Dewrimrif  are  great  seats  of  woollen 
manufacture ;  and  Sh^Jd  has  won  a  world- 
wide reputation  for  its  cutlery  and  plated 
goods.  This  division  of  Yorkshire  is  inter- 
sectsd  by  the  rivers  Wharfs  Colder^  Aire^
